Hen the Grecian Ponarchie fleuriſhed 
A with moſt glozie, triumphing oucr the 
greateſt part of Chꝛiſtendome, as is re- 
ſcozded in the large annnall Regiſters 
Jod Friſtone ſurnamed the Wiſe) pꝛeſer⸗ 
uers ot the neuer dying fame , x euer mes 
mozablc acts ofthe woꝛthies cf this tume: 
There then ſoly (waited the awful imperi⸗ 
dus Crowne and Septer, an Cmpcrour named Don Bella- 
neo, who thzough his rare vertues, gentle affabilitie, gallant 
conditions, royall and heropcke dtedes, his admirable regard, 
and molt great care in the adminiſtration ef equall iuſtice to 
his ſubieds, not taking the ones right to make the other rich, 
was ol them ſo highly admired, loued, and reucrenced, that the 
ſupertlnitie of woꝛds in reue aling it, would unpoucriſh rather 
then inrich the perpetuitie of his neucr dying gloꝛie. This 

Emperour 
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Emperour was altogether in his youth inclined and inflamed 


with dclire ofhaughtie attempts, the conquering offezrame 


Nitions, Kinadomes, and Þigno:tcs, wherein he neuer re⸗ 
lied,continnally betaling himſelle (clad in abilements or mili⸗ 
tarie arms, in field againſt his foes, manifeſtung his vncredi⸗ 
ble valour ud his well knit unowes, which nothing dꝛſagreed 
from the 2 elle of his mide, The kamliar vlance of 
his nchles and vaſſafes was ſuch, that they might bee ra⸗ 
ther tearmed his companions and fello wes, then ſubie cs. Bee 
alwayes would hazard his perſon in greate and molt diffi 
tult daungers offered hun; accounting that honour to bee ſu⸗ 
pꝛemeſt, which was obtained with moſt toyte and perill, 
and iudging it better that ſtraungers ſhoulde blaze abꝛoade 
the greatne de ot his militarie foztune and magnanunitie in 
warrc, then the commending of his Seuldicurs derdes, ins 
ſo much that their c<&f:ff aas in the perilous battcls, 
Was to guard their Lo:de: foz ſa great was his conragions 
heart, not fcaring mightie and puiſſant Giants, noz the 
ſtrength of admired Knights , but as pꝛetending all honeur 
to hunſelke, and ceftcemmg it but little, would as it were 
headlong, runne where hee ſounde moſt daungers, that 
ſomctimes his whole campe might hardly deltude hin from 
the furie ol contrat icus Squadꝛons, where his hercicke 
tought could not — bcur the leaſt ſigne of pale trembling 
fears: in which kiade of like ha moze io ved, hen ichce li⸗ 
ed among all the delicious and delighting pleaſures, that 

any Monarches could peclde in greateſt plentie. TWhcicby 
his al! wondering kame was ſo vulgarde, thzoughout the 
farre remoted Nations of the ſpacious Oꝛbe, which they 
accounted as a blazung comet, pꝛelaging the future rume, 
that hie bare name cauſed in them ſuch agues of timcrous 
feare, as dooth the furious thunder (renting the darkened 
welkhm with mightie choborts ol earth dzowning waters) 
in the hear tleſſe nuutitude ol ruſticke countrey lwaynes, By 
ich he lecame © odious ts ali his en:mies. that they would 
olten

often giue theirowne bloud as 7 reward foꝛ his death, foꝛe⸗ 
iudging his like would bee their viter deſol ation. But ha⸗ 
wing conſumed :the greateſt parte of his youth un hoſtile 
armes, by counſell, and impoztunitie of his nobilitie and ſi. b⸗ 
tas, bong often therets v2ged (though againſt his will) 
he returned with wꝛeathes of unnioztali tryumph, te the la⸗ 
mous and cucr-glozous Cittie of Conſtantinop'e , from 
whence were diſpatchodinhis behalfe, to de maunde in marri⸗ 


age the Pzjncefle Claninda, Daughter toT oloian, Bing cf 


Helper, to whome mm Embaſſy. were lait perſonages 
ſudticient to wake knowne his high magnificence , among 
whome went as ch:efe the King of Hungaria (coſin to the 
C.nperour, and the Pzince of Macedon, with many Dukes 
and Lo2ds, with thc haughtieſt pope: and ropalleſt ſhew of 
Cmbaſſage that euer went to any Potentate, This vuderſ*@d 
by the Aber ian king, he m perſon came tomeete them, muſing 
at tho ſodaine conuning of ſuch fates to ſecke him from ſo 
farre Countrepes: who bering ſcene of them, with great 
courteſic that abounded in them, alighted, Vooing him that 
dutie that might appertaine to ſuch a King: who perceituung 
it, with the like ſolemnitie entertamed them, where ouer⸗ 
palling theyꝛ greetings, they remounted a hoꝛſebacke, and 
by the wap bꝛertely diicourſeb ofmany things, vntill they 
arriued at the famcus Cittie Hilpalizy where they were re- 
ceiued againe with many verie ſunptirons ſhewes, pꝛe⸗ 
pared oncly fo2 that purpoſe , to expꝛeſſe the riches and greats 
nclle of his (fate ; and appꝛoaching the ropall Pallace of 
Hiſpalia , thoy alighted, the King Toloian leading in one 
hande the Kung of Hungarie, and Nlacedon im the other 
hande, entred the great Hall, where the Queenc and the 
Peincelle Claumda wlth diners Perres, expected they: ar⸗ 
riuall, and moſt maickically recewe?d them ancwe, and the 
King of Hungarie knceled to the Auæne, deſiring to hiſie 
her hande, but ſhe refrai nia it, toke him vp in her arnics, 
unbzacing and honouruig hin as wo:thily as the digiittie of 
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bis eſtate merited, dooing the line vnto the Macedonian 
Pꝛince and other Nobies, that allo pꝛoſtrated thin: (clucs bes 
foze the Pz.cclſe, who entertained them with ſach gab 
lant grace, that they greatly admired at her rare beantie, 
and ſingular perfemons , thinking themſelues verie happie, 

to haue ſo ablolute a Lavye fo2 theyz Empꝛeſſe. No ſooner 
ended they; (alutations, but the Tables beeing lapde, they 
late downe , were vſed accozding to their magmficence; 
afterward they had appointed them large and rich lodgings, 
by his maietti's commandetainingin the pallacc the moꝛe to 
honour them) the two kings. The next mozning were lun mo⸗ 
ned the chefe Lozds to parltament, and their pz:fent audiencs 
to the Uingly Embaſſadoꝛs, who being thither (ent fo; to thep3 
Senate houſes, deliuered from their Loꝛd and Emperour their 
Emballey:foz which the @panith king reſted highly contented, 
and replied he was fully determined to accoꝛd with the Empe⸗ 
rours requeſt, therwith remaining highly ſatiſfizd, and ſo they 
might pꝛepare themſelues, fo2 in ten dates ſhe ano they ſhoutd 
be pꝛouided of al neteſſaries:wherat they greatly reiopced ; ſo 


did the Queene and Pꝛinceſle with that marriage, having be- 


fozc heard of the Emperozs rare and ablolate conditions. At 
length all things oꝛdered, they departed, leauing the Court in 
great ſolitude thꝛough · the pancefſes abſence , who with her 
traine continued thetr yaily iourneyes, till they came to Con- 
{tantinople,where they were weltonumed, and the nuptials 
ſolemnized with moſt magnificent tryumphs,toznepes, and all 
manmarr of paſtunes, accozding to the greatmes of ſuch eſtates.

CHAP. 11, 


The birthof Do» Bellianit of Greece , and of a ſtraunge ad. 
uenture did befall him a hunting, by which he parted ſiom 
the Emperour his father. 


Dw the Hiſloꝛie doth reco2d, that in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe of tune the Cmpercur Don Be la- 
neo had of the CEmpꝛeſſe C larinda thze 
ſonnes, the eldeſt called Den Be'tanis of 
Greece, that inherited the Cmpire after 
his fathers death: the ſecond Don Cla- 
1 rinco of Spaine : the thud, Don Lucida- 
| mor ot Theſlalie, who not onely in va- 
lour and Millitarie diſcipline , equalled their Father, but 
excelled all others of their tyme, in all gallaunt and wooz- 
thie heroicall excrciſes : inſomuch that all men had them in 
bigh admiration, ſpecially the pzince Don Bellianis, fhat was 
Educated acco2ding as his ropall tate merited, and the heire of 
ſuch an Empire required, vatill hee came to the age of eight 
peeres, in which no Donzell in all the Court though he dou⸗ 
bled his perres) could excell him there being verie marie chiefs 
ly the Pzince of Macedons ſonne, by name Don B. ianell: 
another ofthe King of Hungane , called Don Arſ:lco the 
ſtrong, th:ongh his exceſſiue ſtrength : fo; beeing knightfcd,te 
would often betwene his armes (mother puiſſant knights, ſo 
that nerdthe Pzince he was accounted chicfct, In which tune 
they were inffructzd and taught tboſe thingcs as #tcd ſuch 
pꝛinces, wherein they ſa well pꝛofited, but ſpecially the pꝛinte 
Don Be lianis, Who much anplied him(cife to uſicke, that in 
thoſe dapes none ſurpaſſed him:that he Empercʒ ſeeing him ſo 
much ginen vnto it, was uct llacke in pꝛouid ing foꝛ kim, th 
excellente ſt tutozs that might be und: to whom, and thoſe he 
had, the Pointe highly reward ed. In which wezthie ererciſe, 
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he bu&cd himſclfe,tillhe perfected the age of twelue peare,with 
ſuch fozwardnefle , that cucrie one admired him, afſuredly 


* imagining, that within the tom palle cfihe whele earth 5 was 
9 not a moꝛe excellent and rarer ſpirit, 

a At this time het was taught the ſcience of Armes, in 
K which hee ſhewed hanſelfe ſo expert, as it wereathing hee 
NH ſhoulde by inheritaunce poſſeſſe , that he ſeemed to neede no 

YN teacher. Inthis exerciſe he ſpent two yeares, Abcut which 


time the Empercur beeing deſtrous to hunt tn a ſpacious 

2 Fozreft, thꝛe miles diſtant it cin the Cittie, aud beeing pꝛo⸗ 
ulded of all necellarics , hee beparted to it with the Em⸗ 

ꝛclle, his ſonne Don Belianie, (lcautng his two Wꝛethꝛen 
in Court, that then deſired not to go with them) but there at» 
companied hun Don Buan ll, and the Pute Arſileo wi 
manie nights and Lozdcs or high ci me, unt ſo great an 
ropall traue, as they were gouig to pitch a battell. 
Pance Don Beliams did [:ad by the repnes the Empzeſſe 
his mothers Palfrey , and the Einpcrotr went confſ6zted 
with the Pzinccs Aiſileo , and Don Buaucl! , of wheme 
hee reſted greatly ſatiſfied. 

In this cquipage,within a while they arriued at che place 
where ſtraight they? ſpoꝛt begannen, that with the noyſe of 
hounds and hoznes , they dzowned the Eccho of thep2 owne 
* vopces. Awhile after, from that ſide the Em ꝛeſſe (it, th re 
I | iNucd fw2th a Lion, and a Brare, with ſo ſwift a courſe, that 
N. though they would haue hidde themſelues, they could not find 
1 ame place. The Lion ranne ſtraight againſt the Peince, who 


8 although it ſomewhat ſcarde him, did not thereſoꝛe feare him, 
+4 but with an vndaunted heart, ſet himſelfe brfyze him, with his 
I ſwoꝛde in hande, which at his ſide he woze, But the Lion iop⸗ 


ned with hun lo ſuddainlie, that he wounded him lozelie in the 
foꝛcheade, and griping hun betweene his armes, thuilt one 


17 othis pawcs into his fleſh, making a deepe wounde: but the 
x. Paince not diſnated thereat , noz looſing his couragious | 
F minde , gaue luch a thzull from his armes downewardes, 
i aht 
6. riaht 
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right to his heart, that the Lion though extreame paine left 
hun. Then looking towardes the Empꝛeſſe, ſawe that the 
Beaxe with dincliſh furte , hauing ouerthꝛowne the Pꝛince 
his Coſcn, agaynſt which his great lrength nought pꝛeuai⸗ 
ung) dꝛagged oner the Pountaine toppes , which hee ſeeing, 
(although grieuouſlie wounded , andthe Lien not ſty2ring) 
ſtraight tooke his hozſe, and with all ſpecdc followed the 
way the Beare had taken, not reſpecting the many Unights 
that went in his reſcue, noꝛ the Empꝛeſſe outcries, fozbids 
ding his enterpꝛiſe, fearing hee ſhoulde faint thꝛough the 
murh blood her had loſt by his woundes: but counterpoy- 
ſing all theſe thinges with the great loue ha bare his Co⸗ 
ſen, Raycd not, but in all haſte th2uſt hunſclte into thoſe 
greate and thicke Groaues, thꝛoug h which her left groat 
quantitie of his blood, that it was no little eaſe vnto him, 
beeing on foote , Foz the way was ſo thicke, and naugght, 
that it was vnpoſſible ſoꝛ hun to ride therein. Fo2 ciſe the 
running of his Hoꝛſe woulde haue putte him in crtreame 
daunger. But continuing his way thꝛough that fearcfull 
Groaue , following the noyſe of a lamentablc and pittifull 
crie which hee hearde : and being vnable to paſſe ſurthcr 
thzongh wearte fayntneſſe, ſet him downe : and ſecing howe 
much bloud hee had loſt by his weundes, and the daunger 
which hee knewe his louing Coſen to ber in, put him ino 
a melancholie ſoꝛrowe. But leng was he net ſo, by rcaſcn 
cf a great noyſe that ſuddanly aroſe ont of the Thiclict there⸗ 
by, whereat hee faintite beganneto riſe. And {cooking what 
might ber the cauſe thereof, ſawe the moſt hozrible and feare⸗ 
full Beare, haſting to the place where hee was: but hee ſct⸗ 
ting humſclfe beioze him to Hinder his further hurtung his 
Coſen, The Beare eſpying hun, furtouſite ranne to aſſault 
him, but by the Lions experience, her caſt himſelke aüde, 
and ſo let him paſſe with his diuclich furie, and turning a⸗ 
bout to ſtrike Him, per cepued the Beare to rune in a Caue 
that was at the foote or a ſtpie Mountain there adieyming:

ſent (replied Don Be ianis) in ſuch neceſlitie, but na arcomp 
panie vou, pet would J gladlie knowe what ftraunge atuen⸗ 
ture is in pon hollowe Caue. Foz as God ali hilpe me we 
hither are not come, without ſoiue ſpeciall ſecret. It behoues 
rot you now (ſayd Arſileo) foz your Wounds Will not ſtiffer 
pon to knowe the ende of this ſtraunge aduenture. Foz in the 
ungring of your cure , pou may endaunger your ſelfe greatly, 


- Neucr map it be ſaid (rephcd Don Behanis)that J hence part 


and not know it. Wlhereupon hand in hand they went till they 
came to the Caue, whoſe obſcurc darknefſe was able to daunt 
the ſtouteſt heart. But thoſe hautte Pznces arriued there frar⸗ 
lec ofany thing, and had ſcarce entred the ſame ten paces, but 
Don A:lileo vnable to paſſe further, was , ( manger his 
ſtrength ) thꝛuſt fozth : and though hee aſſayed to reenter, pet 
cauld hee not, but was with greater fozce (till rebated backe: 
which extream x grerued him, ſeeing he could not enter to helpe 
his coſen, eancwhile, hee heard within a rumour of great 
blowcs, as 1{many nights were in fight togithcr, Foz after 
the P2ince parted from his colen, he went fozwards thzough

J mape not enter battell with thx (thou fearcfull 
beaſt) hamng not yet recepued the oꝛder of Bnighthoode, 
which i J had, although thou ſhouldeſt neuer ſo much gainc⸗ 
ſay it, vet J woulde not go hence, vntil ſuch time as Jhad 
read them. 

No reaſon ſhall ſerue thee replied the Giant to keepe thee 
from death by my handes, fo2z here was J ſet fo2 that pur- 
poſe to welcome hun with it, that ſhoulde pꝛeſume to enter 
this my foꝛbidden habitation. And ſo ending his ſpeech, her 
let looſe the furious Beare , which with his diueliſh pawes 
ranne agaynſt the Pꝛince, aud the Giant laying hand to a 
great ſmiter hanging at his ſide, did the like, and beeing nigh

At this time the Beare lock holde c? his 
arme with his pawes, that reitung his hunting Jacket, weun⸗ 
bed hun (ozclic ; but ſecing hun ee in ſo immenent daunger, 
was once ag aine fozccd to take the Piller fez his defence, 
whercon ha cſpicda Swoꝛde fired , wholc wozkemanſhip 
was ſuch, that the like in no tyme was cucr ſeene, where he 
moꝛe at that tune retspced , then had hee beene mueſted vni⸗ 
urrſall Loꝛde of the whole earth, oz made a greatcr Monarch 
then his Father. And without delay ſtepping to it, verie 
eaſtiie and lightlie dꝛewe it 7@;th , which hee had no ſconer 
done, but that there was heard a meſt hoꝛrible noyſe, as if the 
diſſolution of the woꝛlde were then, that vnable to ſtande, was 
faine to get holde ofthe Piller Pet ſcarce was the carthaquake 
paſt, but that defoꝛmed Giant pꝛeparcb humſcife to fight, 
which the Punce ſeruig, and woptull with che obtained ſwoꝛd, 
there with thauit at his bodie with the vtmoſt ſtrength of his 
arme, that the Swozde appeared at his backe, that ſtraight 
the Giant fell to the grounde, as doth ſome mightie Dake, 
rent with a Whirl:w'ind by the rootes.

to embꝛice eachother, aw Aclile > this fayde, Pou haue 
not bene long (Heart Corn ) thongh fo ſozelie wounded, 


as vou were in Aucheng this fo Faunge and melt ataruar⸗ 


lous adnenture, to pour admozab'e honour, and blaſing 
lame, wjercoy A do allirchhe velæuc, you will terminate 
all 
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all others with like expedition , So that the perpetuall re- 
code of pour Fathers glozious name (which hee in manie 
peares with his gre. t paine obtayncd) will bee , with the ne- 
ucr dying memoze ofpour famous deedes , and the eternitie 
of pour ads, in ſhozt tune cxrtinawſhed , and in obliuicus 
darkneſſc oucrwhclmcd, No not fo good Coen, reply 
Don Beham:) tut let vs rade (theſe Letters fired vpdon 
this ÞPrlar , which colt mee noleCe bloud, then if they con⸗ 
fained ſame matter of great nnpoztaunce:; which they read to 
this effect.

Which was true, fo2 though the d unce with the toy of his 
good ſucceſſe, and in beholdu lg hs rick woꝛde, thought 
not on his grea: and daungerdus wonnds, which were iuch 
chat if ame other ofleffc, and weaker conſtitution, id cout a⸗ 
giouſneſſe of mindc had had thein, coulde not ſo y.ue ſuſtai 
ned huunlelfe, 
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But while they were thus talking, from a moſt ſumptuous 
Chamber, there iſſued fozth a beautious Danilcll, cloathed in 
a Criinſon ſattin robe, ſo great, that the traine thereof trayled 
on the ground.

they came to the place where hee did ſute, 
ano there found io much bleud, that they 
reſted wonderous tiſfinatd?, yet ſaw they 
not the catics mouth, by realon that the cntrie thcrefwas there 
ſtopt, and made on the further fide. But not ſtaying there, 
they beganne to ſ&ke the P2zince among the thicke gioues, 
with all ſper die diligence, pct could finde neither foting noz 
ſigne of him, whertat they were ſo amazed, ſæing eucrie whers 


ſuch quautitie of bloud, as they unagined he couiu not be arras 


from thence, pet durſt not without him returne to the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſle. The like happened the Emperour, whome a certains

companie, verie ſozrowſull departed, filly deternuntd not to 
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returne to Conſtantinople, vntill he heard erther ofthe pꝛin⸗ 
ces liues oz deaths, foꝛ whom he ſo greatly greeued, that the 
moꝛe hee thought to oiſſemi le it, the moze his ſozrow increa⸗ 
ſed Thus in his iourney leauing him, we will decl ire what 
his Uunghts dio, which a little after met with all the reſt ſtan⸗ 
denz by the taues moath,who knowing of the cruell chaunce 
th it bel l the Pence Don Be iam, begau greatly to lament 
him, but eilig it little pꝛeuailed, ſought him anew in many 
places, till the darkeſome night ouertooke them, which ſoꝛced 
them to returne vnto their tents where they left the Empꝛeſſe 
that inr.aged with grerte, would haue commanded their heads 
to he ſtrolen off, that conſent d to the Cmpcrour to depart, not 
ſo nuch eſtecmuig the Punces loſſe, as his ſodaine going

woher. fee ſraight re commanded that with many lights and

du Biianell, who vb udled th. ix ho:ſ. 8, WL 4 
that 
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that they might ſeede on the granc graſſe, which with ouer⸗ 
much labour wcre lo tyzed, that they could hardly any longer 
beare their Paiſters. But the Cmpercur being in great trow 
ble and anguiſh of minde fo2 the loſſe of both the Pꝛinces, pet 
moꝛe lo2rgpwed foꝛ the Empꝛeſles grafe (Which was not little) 
that hee ſuppoſed ſhe would conceiue, ſeeing neither of them re⸗ 
turne, then foꝛ ought elſe. Foꝛ he certainely thought that if they 
were deuoured by wilde beaſts, ſome ſigne thereof would bee 
founde, ſo that perſwading himſelle the contrarie, he parted a⸗ 
ſide ta reſt, but hee had net ſlept ſcarſe two houres, when ſud⸗ 
dainly he awaked at the loude crpes he heard, that all the val- 
lies ecchoed with the nopſe, which with moze vehemence ſtill 
lemed to increaſe, as if they pzoceeded from ſome in great ne. 
ccſſitie ſuſtaining outrage:whereat the god Emperour was ſo 
amaʒed, with trouble on all ſides, cheefely at that time, yet as 
one ſearching ſuch daungers, commanded Don Bryanell to

ming fozth ſemes (o difficult, I belcue pou hardly wil be ſuffe⸗ 
red to ſee what kind of people doth inhabit it, and ſo haue ſcarce 
tune to ve pour Armour, I can do no otherwiſe/ anſwered the 
Einpcrour) foꝛ it would be imputed to my cuerlaſting ſhame, 
if I ſhould ſuffer this w2ong to paſſe vupumithed,oz not vſing 
that which my ſtate bindes me to. So dilmounting,hee was 
diſarmed, and getting holde ofthe rope , taking with him his 
ſwo2d and ſhalde, he clymed thereby to the Callle top, as caſily 
as if he had gone vp a paire of ſtapzes, and calling toꝛ his Ar- 
mour, Don B: ianell began to tpe it to the coꝛde. But it ethers 
wiſe fell out hen he imagincd: foꝛ though the Caſtle gallerie, 
he ſaw? abcuc ten Anights, purſued by two moſt fearefull gi⸗ 
ants,and ten other [{t:1tghts that laid on them great and migh⸗ 
tie bio woes: which the Empet our ſering, and wanting time to 
arin: hunſelfe, mbꝛaced his ſtrong ſhecld, and oppoſed himſelfe 
agauiſt the Siants, calling aloud vnto the nights, they ſhuld 
turne, and not cowardly dic 102 feare , They being aſtenicd 
with their ſhame, ſeeing a knight withoutArmour hauc the co⸗ 
rage to attept ſuch an enterpꝛiſe, returned againſt the furicus 
Opant, who with fretting pꝛe to ſ& that one enclic man ſhuld 
refiſt their furic,ſct vppon him with great battel-ares in they? 
ſtrong hands. But hcc whoſe heart neuer feared their dades, 
with an vndanted mind ſtayed fo2 them, and making one loſe 
his blowe, receiued the othcrs on his ſheelde , which was ſuch, 
that parted in two, it fell to the ground, hardly ſauing his hand 
from following it, yet was it a little wounded. Whereat full of 
rage, he ſtroke one ot them on the head, that the ſwoꝛd being 
of a god temper, and gouerned by ſo puiſſant an arme, it cleft 
it downe to the eyes, where with he fell with ſuch violence, as 
when a tower is ouerturned by the furie of u ſuddaine earth⸗ 
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quake, hereupon the other ourreached him with his are, that 
had he not warded it with his \wozd,tt had bin the laſt he ſhnfd 
rcceme,foz it deſcended with ſuch rigour, that his ſwo2d was 
cut in two, and he wounded pitiouſly on the head: who then ſee⸗ 
ing himſelfe in ſuch danger, cloſed ſtraight with the Giant, 
that not able to ſhunne him they both toske holde of one ano- 
thers armes, demeaning themſelues ſo valiantlp, that the Em 
pcrour with the ſurpaſſing ſtrength he vſed, lalt much bloud by 
his wounds, h at length made hun being furioully mened) 
hoyſt his enemie in the atre,and thzew him to the ground, euen 
in the place where he came vp, and quickly puſhing him with 
his hands,tumbled him headlong ouer the Tower that with 
the fall he died: pet leaſt he might reuiue, looking out of a wine 
dow, he called to Don Briancll to kill himafoze he aroſe,who 
ſtraight cutte off his head. By this time the cleareneſſe of 
the mozning beganne to ſhewe it ſelfe, when the Emperour 
looking towardes the flying Knights, perteiued them to bes 
put to the wozft, by reaſon of one whoſe valour excelled the 
reſt, ſæming to bee of high yeſcent , and theyz commannder, 
which the Emperour (ing, toke one of the dead Giants 
ſheeldes, meaning to reſcue them,whereat the knight turning 
to him to ſee where hehadde left the Giants, foz bering bulie 
in fight with the knights, little thought they ſhould haue ſach 
foꝛtune, and ſeeing that hozrible Giant dead, and howe the 
Light made againlf him,reſted amazed, yet with great furie 
takuig his (wo2 with both handes, made towards the Empe⸗ 
rour, which rayſing aloft, gaue him ſuch a blow on the ſheeld, 
that it made hun bowe to the ground, and doubling with ano⸗ 
ther on the other ſide thereof, froke cleane frem his arme, 
ſoꝛely wounding him on the thigh, which the Empereur 
thought he had loſt, that with moztall furic gaue ſuch another 
on the right arme, that the greateſt part thercof he cutte, ſoꝛ⸗ 
cing the knight to take his ſwoꝛd in his left hande, who with 
it would wounde him, but the Emperour that had learned to 
onntte no occaſion, ſuſtaining himſelfe on his thigh, as well 
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as he could, Ciroke at him ſo flerce a blow, which lighting on 
his hard tempered helme, it felde him almoſt dead to the 
grounde : yet greatly pꝛayſing him fo2 that hee hadde ſeene 
hun doo (though he much had endaungered him) weuld not 
any otherwiſe hurt him, but going to ſuccour the knights of 
the Caſtle, ſawe they hadde valiantly reſiſted their aduerſa⸗ 
ries, and ſo ſeeing cucrie thing atcompliihed to his deũire, kna⸗ 
led and rendered God great thankes fo2 his dcliuerie from 
ſo great daunger , bering the greateſt hee euer had bene 
in, finding hinſelife vnarmed. But going to riſe , was not 
able to ſtande on his legges, though hee greatly ſtirred to do 
it, byreaſon of his wounde, which by that time was colde. 
And turning to them of the Caſtle , that alreadie had ſlaine 
their enemies, who extreamely greeung ſo to ſz hun, would 
vncloath hum to cure his woundes. But hee would not, till 
firſt they called his Page that remained without, which they 
did, wonderfully amazed at the haughtie courage of the 
kng3t,that ſo admirat le and vnheard ol derdes had done,coms 
ming to ſuch! a place vnarmed , which they iudged to be ths 
greateſt ace that euer was ſpoken ot. And calling Don Bry- 
ancll, thep tolde hum what the Knight would haue, who 
verie iopfull becauſe they tolde him her was in no daunger 
of death, ſtraight mounted vppe the Caſile ſtapzes, where 
the Emperour was, greatly doubting his life, by reaſon he en⸗ 
terpꝛiſed that aduenture without armour, and went to the 
place where they vncloathed him, there dꝛeſſed his woundes: 
which done, her knaled downe, demaumding his ropall hands 
to kiſſe them. The Emperoꝛ imbꝛaced him, and made him riſe: 
to whom Don Bry ane ll ſayd. Great was the feare that F was 
in fo you my moſt excellent Lod, in that I was barred from 
bꝛinging you your arinoꝛ, ſcing you rum into fo certaint perill, 
pet thinke J moꝛe eaſily pou fumbled downe the Giant, then 
ou did pour (cif mount vp vnto the top, gitzing hun mo leiſure 
to vſe the rope foz his eaſter deſcent, The Empcrour 
much delighted in his pleaſant "7 * commanded tet m ts 
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leaue him alone to reſt his tyꝛed bodie, Which the knight did, ta⸗ 
king Don Bryanell with them, and defired him they might 
knowe who his maiſter was, and his name, aſluring them⸗ 
ſelucs , the whole carths tirtuit cculde not aff@;d his like fo 
valour , and what chaunce had at ſuch time bꝛought him tht- 
ther. 
To whom Don Brianell anſwered, hee was called the 
vnknowne knight: and though he had a long time accompa- 
nied him, he knew no other name he had, and that trauailing 
oucr theſe mountaines, he heard the great cries within the Cas 
ſtle, with what elſe happened. So leauing their diſcour ſe, and 
thinking it time, went to ſerue the Emperour meate, whome 
they found moꝛe quiet (the paine of his woundes being mitti⸗ 
gated) and after he had eaten, demanded the occaſion that thoſe 
Gpants ſo vſeo them.

Tell me, ſaid the Empercur, what is become of a knight 
tloathed in an azure Armoꝛ:he is pꝛuſoner in a Tower! replied 
they vntil we know your farther reſolution what ſhall be don 
with h:m , woozththe deſeruing to bee toꝛmented with a cruell 
death {v2 his trecherie: but do net fo ( ſaid the Cmperenr ) (oz 
he is a verp god night, and deſcrueth no euill vſage, and thet⸗ 
foꝛc h ue care he want nothing he ſhall neede, foꝛ J uculd not 
fo! an thing he ſhould miſcarrie: oł him ſhall wee knewethe 


tau. ode: fraptcrons difigne, Which ſeeme is not without 


ſpetiadl en. Vercupon the knight went ſtraight und

dꝛeſſed his wounds, who though her had loſt much bloud, ſcc- 
med couragious, as ił he were at libertie. And after they had 
- dzeſſed him, he was conuaied to a faire Chamber, pꝛouiding 
him with all neceſſartes,as the Emperour had commaunded. 
Who in this oꝛder remained tenne dayes in the cure of his 
wounds: when remembzing the taſke bee had vndertoke,dc- 
termining to depart thence , went firſt to viſite the wounded 
night, whom he found greatly amended ol his woundes:and 
appꝛoching to his bedde ſide , afkcd him howe he felt himſelke. 
Well enough ( aunſweredhee ) though with no little arecfe 
fo2 my badde ſucceſſe: yet am J not ſoꝛie to ba oucrcome, ſ&- 
ing it was by him, whoſe courage and valour , the ſtrength of 
mightie Giants could not abate, But one thing J intreate of 
you (fir night) by the courteſie you haue ſhewen mee, you 
woulde vouchſafe to tell mee your name, that in thoſe places 
where J ſhall come, Imap publiſh your hautie derdes. Jt 
pleaſeth mee (replyed the Cmperour) conditionally , vou alſo 
let me know? yours , with the cauſc of your comming hithcr, 
with the truth thcreof , whereto ſuch a Knight as you is 
bound, 

Jam deſirous to know you ſaid the Kmaht) that though 
it be agaynſt the pꝛomiſe J haue made, and you pꝛomiſing mee 
to keepe it ſecrete, J will not denie it. hereto J giue pou my 
falth{aunſwered the Emperour) and firſt knowe, J am Don 
Bellaneo, Emperour ot Grete, that by certaine aduenture, 
not farre from hence, J parted from my tralge, the reſt hauing 
happened, as you haue ſerne. Ho immoꝛtall Gods (latte the 
Knight fetching a great ſigh: are you he, whoſe name ts ſo fea⸗ 
red among all the Pagan nations: and he that neuer refuſed 
to aſſault ſo terrible and fierce Giants: And in bꝛæfe, he wheſe 
inuincible minde ſhewe lh howe true the cuerlaſting fame of 
your perpetuall dzxds is: and thꝛough the woꝛld of you is ſpꝛed: 
Yo great Soldan, now by this dapes ſucceſſe, thy determined 
purpoſe is vtterly made voide, hauing lo ſtrong an aducrſarie 


left thee in th; wo;ld, It ther toe behoues ther no moze to think 
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of peace? And turning to the Cmpercur who greatly amazes 
at . — woꝛds, ſtod gazing on him) and diſembling his concey 


ned griefe, Suppoſing renowmed Pzince) the matter J ſhall 
diſcloſe, to be ol lelle conſequence then it is, J wil in few wozds 
vnlolo the truth thercof, though in the doing of it, tomy ſelle 
moꝛe then to any reſulteth greateſt loſſe . Jknow that pour 
name (fo fearefuil among all Gentiles ) beeing publiſhed in 
the Soldan of Siconias ceurt, with the great deftrucion by 
you made of his people, and in all Paganiſme, moued hum by 
pꝛomiſe to bind himſelfe to giue the one halle of his dominions 
with the mariage of his daughter, to that knight, by whoſe va- 
lour your head were bzought him, Alſo pꝛomiſing, that il in the 
enterpʒſe he died, the halfe of his ſaid domimons ſhould not⸗ 
withſtanding be granted to his ſucceſſiue heires, So Jvnder- 
ſtandina the great pꝛomiſe the Doldan had made, andgreatlie 
louing his daughtcr,rclolutely reſolued, 3 departed fo the king⸗ 
dome of Antioch, whereof q am Loꝛzd, and with my ſelfe has 
uing determined what J ought to do, J leſt my court, accom⸗ 
panicd with 500. — and 30 giants, purpoſing at pour 
comming out of pour palace, either to kill oꝛ impuſon ou: (a 
ſhipping our ſelues, and landed not farre from hence, left eur 
ſhips at ancho:, tł iter to returne with pour conqueſt. and that 
this we might better compalle , vnknowne, and vnſeene, we 
agreed to take this Caſtell and here remaine fill occaſion wers 
offered vs to effect this pꝛetence, being inlonmed of the tatc of 
all things by a mgn whom on the coaſt we toke, whereby wes 
hither tame, as pou haue heard, and cafily thought to haue tas 
ken it, being minded to let none ſuruiue to carry the newes a⸗ 
bꝛoad: but pour incomparable valour hath fruſtrated cur in- 
tent. Thus haue I declared vnto pou all that in this caſe can. 
whereto pour great bountie , E magnanimous clemencie foz- 
ced me: fo2 notwithſtanding J had ſo maſſacred your ſubicus, 
you cauſcd me thus to be cured, Py name is Don Gallaneo 
of Antioch tfrou euer heard ofme befoze; and ſo he made an 
ende to his ſpeech, The Emperour reſted wonderfull amazed, 
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ſing with what audacity don Gallaneo had diſtouered him a 
deedof fuchwaight,fo2 which he might greatly fear his deſerued 
puniſhment: but iudged him of hauty courage,conſidcring how 
cofivently he had put humſelfin his hands, haning againſt him 
committed ſo high treacherie: and ſhewing no maner of altera- 
tion, made him this ar ſwer. Truly Pzince Don Gallaneo, you 
haue plainly expꝛeſled the valiancie ot pour minde, in ſo openly 
belwzaping that, which by any other meants J could not haue 
knowne , whereby you haus doubled the cauſe of my imagi⸗ 
narie thoughts, ſering in luch a knight ſo little ſhame that with 
out further conſideration.ſhould by treaſon ſerke to ſpill my in⸗ 
nocent blod,which in ſo great a Pzince as you, ſeemeth mo2e 
odious then in any other, being by oer of knighthove, bound 
to be bertuous, and abhozre all ſuch deteſtable adions, and to 
be an exiple to your ſubieus, ieaſt againſt your ſelfe they might 
commit the like. Vet would J not fo2 all my tate, you ſhoulde 
haue had ſuch confidence in moe ,ſo to diſcouer my ſelłe, that J 
might (not knowing it) let your owne ſelfs, ſee your ſelfe con- 
founded in pour own imaginations, But ſeeing it is done, here 
vou ſhall remaine in this Caſtel, fill à further detcrmin of pour 
being. Pet fo; all this(ſaid Don Gallaneo) aſſure your perſon, 
foznot farre hence is the remainder ofiny power, and eaſlic 
may you incurre ſome greater daunger, though pour perſon be 
ſuch as J haue tried: yet among them are ſo fierce and mightie 
Giants, that will not thinke much to cleaue your bodie armed 
in two, with one blow. A haue thought ſaid the Emperoꝛ what 
in this caſe ſhall be done: and thereupon commanded his hozſe 
and Don Brianels,to be ſadled. And Don Brianell fozeſeing 
the perill that might enſue, beſeched the Emperour on his 
knees to giue him the oꝛder of Knighthod,to ſerue him in that 
enterpziſe:which the Emperour denied, pzomiſu;g to do it an 
other day. But here we leaue them, and returne to the Pzince 
— Bellianis, and Arhlco,whom we un with the Ladis in 
ue. 
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CH A P. V. 
Howe Don Belhenis with the Ladie departed final the 
Caue, and by whar ſtrange aduenture he and Arfiles were 
knighted,

zrcatly deſired to know the end of that aduenture. Whercfoze 
the pꝛince Arſileo,a day befoze their departure, intreated her to 
declare vnto them the whole occaſton ot her being in the Caue, 
and what ſhe would require them to do in her ſeruice:although 
they needed not make many off. rs, being as they were ſo boũd 
to her foꝛ ſo many fauoꝛs, that at her comand without intreatp, 
they ought to do, euen with the hazard of their liues. The dam; 
zell with a ſo2z0wfull counfenance, as one that remem bꝛed her 
tozepaſſed miſfoꝛtunes, could not withhold her teares, but with 
watry cheeks g cies like flowing ſpꝛings wich rang ſtreams, 
at [aſt thus began. J cannot excellent Pzinces)ſo intirely ex⸗ 
zeſſe vnto pou the cauſe of my griefe,as J could deſire, fo the 
great ſozrow my greeued heart ſuſtaines, ſuddenly ſuppꝛt ſſing 
ine,+ bꝛeaking into a ſalt ſhower of bꝛiniſh teares, will not giue 
place vnto the exad vtterance of mp woꝛdes, vet as J may F 
will do it. J was (moſt noble Pꝛinces) daughter vnto Pom- 
peiano, (not long ſince king of Ant ioch) and am called Auro 
ra, that being at the Soldan of Babylons court, accompanying 
his datighter, the moſt beantifull Florisbella, whoſe perfected 
beauty, ⁊ abſolute vertues, ſo far ſurpaſleth al other of her time, 
ts doth þ ſun al leſſer ſtars, To this court came a knight u hoſe 
name 
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name fo: alcng time was not knewne, ſauing by certaine J- 
mages in his ſheelo, was called the knight of the ther images, 
who ſhewed himſelfe ſo valiant that there was no ten knights 
in the whole Court ſo ſtrong and hardie, as durſt maintaine 
the field againſt hun. This Knight thꝛoughout the Soldanes 
Empire, perſoʒmed ſuch derdes ol haughtie pzoweſſe , that in 
generall, among all men he was accounted a ſecond Mars, and 
the Soldane did no leſſe eſterme of him, alwaycs hauing him 
in his companie, whereby he thought himſelte woꝛthie of grea« 
ter diamties,and ſo became amozous of the diinne Flotisbolla, 
foz whoſe lone a long time he ſuffercd great areefe and much 
folitude,not daring to manifeſt it to any : at length ſeeing no⸗ 
thing pꝛeuaile to expell that deſire, when one day the Soldane 
with all his Court was gone a hunting, he remained alone in 
the Pallace,and after ſome pleaſant diſcourſcs,diſconcred vnto 
me the ſecrets of his lone, intreating me that in his name 3 
would intreate the punceſſe to accept him fo2 her knight, wher⸗ 
with ſhe finding her ſelle agreeued, aunſwered that by no 
meanes ſhe would do it commanding him no moze to imagine 
any ſuch madneſſe, leaſt the Soldane her father ſhould by 
chaunce heare thereof, which ifhe did, it might coſt hum little 
leſſe then his life. But he nothing weighing this her anſwere, 
foumd meanes that the Pꝛinceſſe might know the extreame an- 
guiſh of his perplexed heart, inth:alled by her beautie, fo that J 
thinking that ſome harme might thereby inſue, declared it to 
the Soldane, who thereupon commarmded him to depart his 
Empire, but he not knowing the occaſton, very heauily befoze 
his departure, told him that what he did was againſt reaſon, in 
commanding him to leaue his Damintons,fo2 he was a pzincs 
able to ſhew him, that ſuch as he ought not to be ſo vſed, And 
departing the Court towards the Soldane of Siconia, calley 
the great Sophi of Perſia, where ſuſpeaing J was cauſe of his 
ertle,beganne with fire and ſwoꝛd to enter the king my fathers 
territoʒies, in ſuch ſoꝛt waſting and ſpopling them, that ſlaping 


the king, he toke poſſeſſion of the whole Liingdome, giuing — 
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to the knight ol the kindꝛed called the Pzince Don Galanes, 
reputed a man of great valloz. In which time (not knowing of 
his ſucceſſe) J went from the Soldanes Court home to my la- 
thers,x fearing to fall in their hands, by counſell of a wiſe wo⸗ 
man called Bellona, entred in a boate with theſe Damſcls you 


here ſee, togither with the ſapde woman, and by hir dire gion ar⸗ 


riued in this countrey, and was by her conducted to this caue, 
where ſhe bad me remain, foz J ould quickly be deliucred by 


the Pꝛince of Greece, and his coſin of Hungaric , fozctelling 


me cucry thing that hithcrto hath happened, and moꝛeduer ſhe 
bad me giue you armoꝛ and hozſcs,(which here ſhe left) wher⸗ 
with vou ſhall be knighted by a ſtrange aduenture, but what if 
it was ſhe would not tell. Thus haue J declared the occaſion 
my being here: and the fearefull Beare the wiſe woman hers 
lefc, was hither to bzing the Pꝛince Arfileo as you ſawe, and 
the mightie Giant which you llew, remapned keeper of the 
caue, who might not be ſl une with any weapon but the ſwoꝛd 
which yau dꝛewe out of the Piller that hee guarded. So that 
(great Lo2d) the remedie of my miſtoꝛtune reſt:th in pcur 
handes, and our departure may be when and ſo ſoone as vou 
ſhall think god, J am content anſwered he) wonderous ama⸗ 
2d at tje Dan(cls diſcourſe) but J would willingly take with 
me an hoaſt ofmen, that you map moze caſily reconer pour 
kingdome. 3 attend here no other hope but yours ſayd ſhe)and 
as fo2 any other J was inſoꝛmed we ſhall not neede,Whereat 
the Pace (ſeeing that was her will commanded ſtraight pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion to be made fo2 his departzre {fo al neccflaries being reas 
dy, they mounted a hozſback, ⁊ the damſels on their palfrates, 
accompanicd with the two anciet knights that carried p armoz 
that the pꝛinceſſe Auro a had ſpoken of, which they ſeing,toke 
it fozth ol p caſes, which were as appertaincd to nouel knights. 
Che pꝛince Don Belianis armoꝛ was of colcur ©:ange-taws 
nx, with a ſea waue fo big, that it ſeemed to ouerwhelme a ſhip 
there figured, In his ſhecld was pourtraide the picture of a 
moſt bꝛautifull Lady, with a knight kneling beſoꝛe her, as il 
he craued mercie at her hands, from whein ſhe turned her face 
w

in anger, with an inſcription to this cect, 

Let him die for ſo departin 

At our firſt and ſudden meeting: 

Leauing thereby my deare ſight dim 

Of his, hen I deſired ro fee him. 
Mhich was witten in Arabian letters, that the Pzince well 
vnderſtod. The pꝛince Arſileos wer murty, in py midſt wherof 
was fighting a griffon with a moſt terible dꝛagon, which were 
parted by a damicl that made peace between them, which when 
they ſaw ſo laire, became deſirous to put them on, z cauſing the 
pꝛinceſſe and damſel to ſtap, were armed with them, which ſo 
wel fitted them, as if ol purpoſe they had beene ſoꝛged fo2 them, 
wherwith being armed, ſet fozwards on their iournp, z hauing 
gone not far irom the cane, ſpied beſoꝛe the a faire Caſtle, which 
til then they had not ſiene, noꝛ yet when they entred the cane, 
The pꝛinteſſe x the Ladies maſtcd themſelues, betcauſe p heate 
of the ſun was great, r the reſt were diſguiſed, that they night 
not be nowne, z appꝛoaching the Caſtle they ſaw two knights 
tome fozth{herof,the one in a white armoz like a nouell knight, 
the other that was bigger ol perſonage e ſeemed of great valoz, 
was clad in the richeſt armoz that might be ſeene, of an azure 
tolour, with many imperial crownes, In p middle of his ſhelo 
was figured the image of Mars, as the Pagans vſcto picure 
hin. Theſe knights of the caſtle led with them a man on hoꝛſc⸗ 
backe vnboted t vnſpurde, and his head mulled like a pꝛiſcner 
which made the pꝛince deſirous to know what they were. As 
God ſhal help me ſaid Arſileo it were knighted, 3 wold pꝛo⸗ 
ture to know thoſe knights, why they leade p knight pꝛſoncr. 
Do not therkoꝛe trouble pour (clf (god cofin)ſaid Don Bellia- 
nis, foꝛ eaſily mia it be done, t ſo let it be my charge, fo: JF with 
God mp neuer heipe me it ſtraight we know it net, ſo going 
foꝛward, they met a Squire that came to them, and ſayd. Sir 
knights, mp maiftcr that is he in the white armoꝛ, deſircth peu 
by me, 5; betauſe hee reteiued this day his oꝛder ofkinghthod, 
you would be content to bꝛeake a launte with him, ſoꝛ you fires 
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deedes do agrer with your out ward appearance, Tell him (res 
plyed Don Bellianis) wee would willingly accompliſh his des 
ſire,were we but knighted, and would gladly reteiue ſuch oz⸗ 
der at the Grecian Empcrours handes, ſoꝛ this and no other 
cauſe letteth vs from fulfilling his minde. And you may allo tel 
him ſayd Arſileo) that were it not foꝛ that, it ſhould be com⸗ 
manded him to peeld vs account of that knight what he is, and 
why they lead hun pꝛſoner The Page returned to his maiſter 
and tolde him that anſwere, which he reputed too great arro⸗ 
gancie in them, but ſceing they expeacd his anfwere, he went 
to them, and ſomewhat cholcriclic he ſatde.TUhich of you is the 
knight that gaue my page (o pꝛoude an anſwere? Pou ſhould 
not neede to aſke it ſaid Arſil eo) were we knighted, deſiring 
nothing moꝛe then to ſatiſfic your requeſt, but ſering ſayd the 
knight) you go to require that oꝛder at the Empcrour Bella- 
neos hands, to ſaue you that labour, J aſſure pou he is not at 
Con(tantinop'e,no2 of him is there any ncwes, and thercfoꝛe 
kaow that vonder knight is ſuch a Peince, both in polſeſſions 
and valour as the Emperour little ſurpaſſeth him, wherefoze 
that our Combat may be cffected , you map receiue the oꝛder 
vou ſeeke cf him, although it were to no other end then to cha⸗ 
ſtiſe the madneſle that poſſeſſeth you (replyed Don Bellianis) 
we wil now receiue that ſacred oꝛder, calling one ofthe dams 
ſels, ſent hir iu their names to the knight in the azure armour, 
who going where hee was, thus ſayde. The knights you ſee 
with pon Ladycs (noble Sir) intreat you, ſ@tng they expected 
the oꝛder of armes at the hands ofthe Emperour of Greece, 
whom pour companion ſaith is abſent from Conſtantinople, 
and they ſuppoſing you no leſĩe noble then valiant in cutward 
thew, to grace them with the ſayde oꝛder, that they might (as 
tilfte pour companion with the bꝛeaking of lome few launces, 
certifying you that without ſcruple you map do it, fo2 they bee 
both cfropall bloud, J am right gladde to do it ( anſwered hee) 
though it were better they receiued it by the Cmpcreur , with 
thoſe ceremomous rights as ſuch honour requircth, but laing 
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they are thus content it ſhall be, and ſo mecting each other with 
ſuch kind greetings and ſalutations, as ifthey knew the conſan⸗ 
guinitie betweene them, and the P2inces requeſted the knight 
again to accomplith their requeſt, they all alighted, and he ta⸗ 
king their oathes, were knighted, g the pꝛinceſſe Aurora girded 
Don Beliani: with his ſwozd, whilſt the nouell knight did the 
like to Arlileo:which done, they reſted ſo content, as they were 
created the greateſt Loꝛds ofthe wozld, and the knight imbꝛa⸗ 
cing them, ſapde. J p2ay God fatre knights that in all things 
vou may attainc no leſſe honour then the royall ſtate oł᷑ pour de⸗ 
ſcent doth require: to whom they rendered great thanks, fo2 
this his kind b2ned;ction, and mounted againe on hozſcbacke, 


CHAP VI. 
The braue and danger-us fight berweene the two Princes 
and the knights of the Caſtle, 


Fter the knights were all on hoꝛſebacke 
mounted, hee in the white armo2 inraged 

A with kindled wꝛath of deſired reuenge a⸗ 
1ainft Arlileo, foz the arrogant woꝛds he 
had ſent him, that with animated courage 
Apꝛoteded from 1 valiant hart, ſaid to him. 
Dir knight, if with weapons you dare de⸗ 
fend pour pꝛoude anſwevs ſent me by my 
page, now haue you time to doit. Arſi eo hearing this, becing 
no leſſe ſurious the he, anſwered neuer a wozd, but turned his 
hozſe, and taking ſo much field as would ſuffice fo2 his carrycr, 
touched his launce againſt his aducrſary, who w th no leſſe fu- 
rie met him in the middle of their courſe, incountering ſo rigo⸗ 
rouſly, that their laumces flew in (mall peeces, and meeting 
with their bodies, the knight ofthe Caſtle fel downe oucr his 
hozſe crupper:the like happened to Arſileo, but that he fell on 
his feet, with the ſaddle betweene his legs, {02 by the ſtrong in⸗ 
counter his girts bzoke, fo that both aſtoniſhed at this chance,

lapde hands fo their well cutting ſwozdes, and io ning one ko 
the other,ſtroke ſo ſtrong and mightie blows on their wel tem⸗ 
pered helmes, that it cauſed great feare in their companies, each 
doubting the loſſe of their friend, ſoz they wounded one another 
with admirable ſtrength, extreamly dangering their ficſh,cut- 
ting their armo2, bzuſing thẽſelues, ſpilling their bid in great 
abundante, pet the knight of the Caſtell was wozſe weunded 
by reaſon of the god armoz Arfileo woze , and being the valt- 
ail knight next con Belliani qin thoſe dates, But the knight 
of the caſtel, with the deſire he had to oucrceme his aduerſarte, 
© nothing regarded his wounds wherfoze he in the azure arm oz, 
being c aufuller in ſuch matters, platnly perceiued, y if he gaue 
not ouer, he cither woulde remaine vanquiſhed, oz llaine, yct 
kncw he not how to remc dy if,nozhew to ſoꝛbid it, which made 
him ſtoꝛzme like a Lion, ſœing no means to pʒcuent the danger 
like to befall his friend. On the other ſide, Don Pellianis vic łw⸗ 
ing the cruell fight, and though he ſaw Arfilco moe touragi-⸗ 
ouſly double his blowes, vet greatly fearcd the cuent ther of, ſee- 
ing with what nunbleneſle the other fought, And con ſiderung 
how he might pꝛeuent his feare, ſtepped to the Pꝛinceſſe Au. 
rora, and craued ot her leauc to pꝛoue himſelfe with the knight 
in the azure armoz, that he might thereby aide the pꝛince A fi- 
leo, if he ſhuld be put to any diſaduãtage. The pꝛinteſſe theugh 
vnwuling, cõdiſcended, ſeeing the neee ſlitie of the caſe required, 
Wherupon he went to the knight in ble w, 2 ſaid. Although vas 
liant ſir, it map ſeem diſccurteſie ( hauing no occaſion to pzoucks 
vs to fight yet the neceſſitie of our companions moues vs vnto 
it t vꝛgeth me now to craue the bꝛeaking of alaunce with vou, 
whiles the combat dureth, if you pleaſe, It doth pleaſe me re⸗ 
plied the knight ol the Caſtell with this pꝛemiſe, that erthcr of 
vs map helpe his fellow in his nerd. The Pzince that nothing 
elle wiſhed, was ercedinaly content thereof. And ſo toth fake 
that part of the field that they thought met foꝛ their incoũters, 
ran one againſt the other, their launces couched in (heir reſts, 
and met ſo furiouſly , that the ſhiucrs of their ſpearcs fiew vp 
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into the aire out of ſight, yet moued one another no mozz then 
had they run againſt a tower: which greatly amazed the knight 
of the Caſtel, hauing hithcrto ouerthzowne to the carth all that 
tuer he iouſted with, And ſo with raging furie returned vpen 
Don Bellianis, Þ alſo made towards him, who befoze he ceuld 
defend hiuſelfe with his ſheld,receiued ſo ſtrong a blow, that 
it made him leane his head on his ho2ſes necke , leauing him fo 
aſtonied, that whe the Pꝛinteſſe ſaw it, ſhe was ſuryziſed with 
a tolde ſweat oucr all her badie, and doubling another on him, 
the Pzince lifted vp his ſheeld, which was thꝛowne quite to the 
ground, but in two, that the fine tfper wherwith the wiſe Bel 
lona did fo2ge it, nothing pꝛtuailed againſt the neuer tõquered 
arm ol that moſt valiant knight. But hereat don Bell1anu fr» 
ling hunſelle ſo handled,ſtroke the knight on his helme, that he 
ſuppoſed the whole waight of ſome fower had falle fheron, and 
the blow lighted with ſuch mightic Urength, that it had almoſt 
th:owne him down,ypet the hoꝛſe by p fozce thereof, was foꝛced 
to ſet his knees on the ground,+ his helm with his armed head⸗ 
pece vnder it, were both cut, g the furious ſwoꝛd which re ſting 
there, deſcended downwards on the hoꝛſe, v al his capparizons 
made of hardeſt ſteel were cut. The impꝛiſoned knight ſing ſo 
great a blow,cried aut t᷑ ſaid. Jcanot beleene that valiant Hec · 
tor, terroʒ to p Greeks, with al his admirable fozces could haue 
giuen the like blow, and now yon knight hath found his match, 
But they amazed at each others ſtrength, hauing againe met, 
beſtowed on theſclues ſuch terrible ſtroltes, that the:r armoꝛ be- 
ing rent in many places, were grieuoully v'o:1ded,x th: knight 
of the caſtel turning towards his fellow, ſaw he was to weake, 
thꝛough the much blod he had loſt p greatly pitying him, with 
new courage redoubled his blowes on his aduerſarie, ytt al his 
toile litle auailed him, fo! Don Bellianis ſeemg this was the 
firſt battell that euer he fought e greemng that the other knight 
ſhould ſo long withſtand him, hauing indured 3. heures fight, 
and loſt his ſherld, and focling himſelf woũded in many places, 
fokc his ſwoꝛd with both handes, ſtretching hunſelfe on his 
Krrops, thinking to end the battell with thai ſole blov. : — — 
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Anight of the Caffell, being verie circumſp:> in ſuch matters, 
made ſhew to await him,couering himſelfe verie well with his 
ſheeld,and ſeeing the blow came right downward on his head, 
cloſed betwæne his armes, that he coulde not ſtrike him, ſaue 
only with his ſwozd huts which was lo mightily that he could 
not fo2 a while feele hunſelfe ; and with the irength thereof ths 
ſwoꝛd fel out of his hands, hanging at his arme by a litle chain, 
The knight in the cloſing wounded him on the arme with a 
thꝛuſt which reſiſted by the armour, ran betweene the harnefle 
and his elbow, making him no little wound, And Don Bellia- 
nis ſeing him ſo nigh toe him betwerne his armes, and ſpur⸗ 
ring his hoꝛſe, hoyſtcd hun verie lightly from his ſaddle : the 
Unight likewiſe getting holde ol hun, ſo long ſtrugled together, 
that both came to the ground, almoſt hanging one fote in the 
ſtirrop, 4b2anely holding togither, l riued to oucrthzow each 
other not daring toloſe thctr holde, ſo greatly they frarcd the 
oucrmatched ſtrength of one another. While they were thus 
in this (rife, from out the thickeſt of the wod, they eſpicd the 
number ol thirtie knights , and forre Giants, who ſering the 
knight in the Azure armour in ſuch danger, all ſpurred agapriſt 
Don Bellianis, not regarding the cutcries oftheunpuſoned 
knight, that (aid they ſhould not hurt hun. But he had bin Nlaine 
ir they had not feared to harme the knight in the S zure armoz: 
who loling the other, and ſering his hole nigh hun though hes 
were greatly wounded mounted thercon, with ſetting his fote 
on the ſlirrop, with ſuch agilitie, that he made them all maruell, 
and as one that had done nothing all that day, with a valiaunt 
courage, ge ruſhed in among thoſe knights,and at thꝛer blows 
he llue thzee, The Paince Arſileo, at this tune, hauing with⸗ 
dzawne himſelfe to bzeath, ſeeing his companion in ſuch daun⸗ 
ger, not loking to his aduerſarie, leapt on his hozſe : ſo did the 
two olde mghts that with the Pꝛinceſſe came, hut all ot them 
might little pꝛeuaile againſt the furious multitude, with the 
knights ofthe Caſtcll alſo, that pzeparcd themſelues to ayde 


dem. Mere declarcth Friſton , that the two firſt knights of 
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the Caſtell were, the Emperoꝛ Don Bellaneo, hat had knigh⸗ 
ted Don Brianell, which was he that fought with Ar fileo, ha⸗ 
uing armed himſelf with Don Gallaneos armoz, + ſetting him 
on hoꝛſback as pou haue heard meaning to conuey himlelfe to 
Conſtantinople, the better to paſſe vnknowne thꝛough his 
knights, that were they that aſſailed the pznces, imagining the 
Emperoꝛ to be Don Gallaneo,and therfoze ſo furiouſly aſſaul- 
ted them as is erp2eſſed, But the Emperoꝛ fearing that Don 
Gallaneo{hauing that spoꝛtunitie to effec his determination) 
would diſcouer humſelt᷑ to his knights, called to hun one of thoſe 
men that came trom the Caſtcil, and commanded him with all 
ſpad poſſible, to haſte hun to Conſtantinop!e, and tell the king 
ol Hungarie , in what neteſſitie heeleft him, telling him his 
name, which till that time he had not diſcouered to any of the 
Caſtell. And putting effhis Gantlet, gaue him his ropall ſeale 
at Armes, which the ling verie well knewe., commaunding 
him he ſhould with all pede returne. The man greatlic a⸗ 
mazed, toke the Signct, and haſted him to Conftamtinop!'e, 
ſtaying nothing by the way, and m ſhoꝛt time arriucd in the 
Cittie, which was ſome ſiue leagues diſtant frem the Cas 
ſtell, anddemaunded fo2 th: King cf Hunca:1:s Pallace, It 
was tolde hun that hee was in the Empereurs Court, whi⸗ 
ther hee ſtraight wayes went, and fint ing him, kneeted bes 
foze hum halfe ſprechlellie, and diſmaped, tolde hun in 
what nec: flitie hee had lelt the Cmipcronr , whercat the 
Bing greatlic amazed, tooke the Ring, and ſaying nothing 
tothe Empꝛeſle, commaunded the guarde which tontinu⸗ 
alite was in the Pallace, becing uboue two thouſand knighte, 
to beginne to march towardes the Caſtell, tommatmding 
alio the whole Cittie to arme it ſelſe, and follow him, which 
fearing ſome ſuddaine treaſon to bee at hande, rayſed lo great 
tumult of armour thꝛough all the ſeme, that the mhabt 
tants bzed into an vpꝛoꝛe, as if with enemies it had beene bc⸗ 
ſieged. And ſo though the temmon people knewe the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent necellitie ret uired ſpeedie haſte, were ſome what long 02 
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they let foozth, And in their way we leaue them, till we haue 
cht wen what in the meane ſeaſon befeil the Emperour, and 


the Dꝛinces. 


CHAP. VII. 


The ende of the fight betweene the Emperour arid Prin- 
ces, againſt Don Gallanco and his men. 


S ſone as the Emperour had diſpatched 
the ellenger to Conſtantinople, he de⸗ 
{ termined to ayde the Knights, that mains 
tained a terrible battell with the Giants, 
and their troupes, beeing moſt crucllts 
+] wounded, by reſon ofthe rcmoꝛceleſſe fozs 
Ne: ces of thoſe pitilclc ficnds, the Pzince 
R Don Be!laneo, ſeeing his 1nightes were 
dectyued, with great outcries vncouering his face, called to 
them, who when they heard his voice, t ſaw his face, ſtraight 
knew him, greatip amazed at ſuch a chaunce, and leatung their 
fight againſi the Pꝛinces ranne to imbzace him, not knowing 
the cauſe why that Knight ſhould be then armed with his ar⸗ 
mour. And though the Emperour ſee him go towarves them, 
vet could he not ſtay him. And Don Gallaneo ſering that o⸗ 
poꝛtunitie which Foꝛtune offered him , and not minding to 
ſpende his time in ſperches with his men, ſapde, Nowe is 
it requiſite (ch knights) that you reuenge mee on him that 
weareth mp armour, Fo2 knowe , it vou take hun, o2 lap 
him, our enterpꝛice thercwith is ended, fo2 he is the Empe⸗ 
rour of C: .onſtantinople, whom we came from far Countries 
to ſoxtiz, being hee that hath llaine my Knights, and tokeme 
pziſoner,vſing me as pou haue ſcene, The nights that aymed 
at no other marke, togither in a troupe ſet vpon the Empe« 
rour, and Don * ot Macedon , that was with him. 
But when Don Bellianis, and Arfilco head that he was the 
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Emperour his Father, greatly grieued, foz what with him 
befell them, and with eager furie they ſet vpon thoſe traiterous 
Knights . But thoſe damncd Giants that came befoze the 
reſt oppoſed themſelues againſt them, ſtriking ſtrong and 
mightie blowes. And one of them rayſing aloft a huge iron 
mace betweene his handes, ftroke the Cmpcrour there- 
with, that if hee had not warded it on his ſheelde, it had ſhi⸗ 
uer2d his head in pieces: pet it reſted not there, but deſcen⸗ 
ced on his hozſes necke, felling him deave to the ground, with 
his maiſter on his backe. The Emperdur fo2 all this, ſtroke 
him on both his armes, that he thzewe them to the earth, 
with the mace betwerne them 
Nowehere was the Emperonr in great. daunger ol his 
like. Foꝛ when his hozſe fell, he twke one of his legges vndet 
him, and don Gallaneo, that had alreadie put on one of the 
dead Lnightes armonr , comming thither at that tune with 
two other Giants, all the thze alighted from theyz Yogſcs, 
intending there to ſtriks off his head . The Pjzince don 
Bellianis that ſawe his father in that extremitie, diſmouns 
ting in all haſte , went to ſuccour him, but ere hee came, 
don Gallaneo (as hee whome his death would: highlie ad⸗ 
uauntage wounded him on the head, and the two Giants with 
their Paces raiſed aloft , with mightie ſtrength woulde dil⸗ 
charge them on his heade: ſo that he fo: that tune not able to 
d:awe him from vader his hozſe , with one blew cucrthecwe 
don Gallaneo, cutting aſunder his thecid and helme, and oree- 
toufly wounded him on the head. And being about to auoyde 
thoſe Giants blowes, could by no meanes ſhunne them, but 
both diſcharging their helliſh furie on his heade , made hun 
boweto the carth, and ſo ſtaggard hun that hee coulde ſcarce 
lande. And though the ſpacions woꝛlde contained not his 
like foz admirable ſtrength, pet with ſeeing his © ather-in 
that cale , and hunſclfe ſo handled by luch urternall Mon⸗ 
ſters, gloꝛping in nothing but in bloudie crucltie , abho?- 
ring all god and decent oꝛder of equall Mat dall diſcipline, fo 
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doubled his vndaunted ceurage in himſelfe, ſtroke at one ofthe 
Giants heades, who thinkin: ? to dekende it by croſſing his 
Mate oucr his Heune, had it cutte cleane in two, hard by 
the handle, and the furieus Swoꝛd lighted en the hoꝛſe gy;ts 
that lay on the Empercur, that cutting them ot on both ſives, 
hee gaue his Father libertie to dꝛawe his legge away, pus 


hug the Hoꝛſe from him guackelie , aroſe pet verie wearie. 


4-32 üccug bowe Don Bellianis with one ſide, howe hee 
reached one ol the oeſoumed Giants with great Urength vp⸗ 
on his (high, he ſelled hun to the ground, and howe with an 
other hee maintained a hote fight , And hee alſo ſawe that 
Don Brianell and Arilco, with eight Knights that came 
out of the Caſtell fo ſuctour them, were in a ficrce battell 
with the olher Giant and Knights, And that Arfileo Las 
ing buſted with the Giant, the other Knightcs bering in 
number greathe inferiour to their enemies, were by them 
put to the wozſe : wherefbze the Emperour went to ayde 
them: but ere he arriued, the Giant and Arſileo, hauing clo- 
ſed , diſmounted each other, that the Giant leauing his fete 
in che ſturop, Artilco ſpurred his Hoꝛſe backe warde, making 
him runne awap, and dꝛagge his maſter after hun, who with- 
in a while bꝛeathev his laſt. And ſo he turned with the Empe⸗ 


rour couragiouſly to helpe their companions , and arriued 


when their aduerſaries were little able to make them longer 
reſiſtaunce, ſpecially becauſe don Bell ianis had flame the 
other Giant: At which inftant arriuing where he was, ſcarce 
tenne ol them remained with like, which to ſane themſelues 
fledde into the woddes. UWhereuponthey alighted not min- 
ding to purwe them) to binde their worndes , But ſcant 
had the Emperour time to render due thankes foꝛ their creat 
helpe, much admiring theyz exceeding valour, when the reſt 
of don Gall neos Knightes iſſued from the thickeſt of the 
roue, who being aduertiſed of the ſucceſſe of their enterpꝛiſe, 
and not oftherr lolle, came in great haſte to participate of the 

g10;ic they ſhould obtaine by the Gmperours death, F 
Beloꝛe 
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Befoꝛe them came thoſe terne and vgly Giants, with their 
lannces ſetining huge pine trees, with ſuch tempeſtous furic, 
that they had not leyſure to bind their deepe wounds. Great 
was the ſoꝛrow the Emperour hereby ſuſtained, ſeeing the 
ſtay of the ing of Hungaric, But as neither hee noꝛ the other 
knights could by death ſee ming terroꝛ be daunted, with a cou 
ragious heart thus he ſaide. Now is the time bꝛaue knights 
that you muſt ſhew þ magnanimitie ot pour inuincible minds, 
fince in your firſt aduenture foztune hath ſo directed pou, that 
the gloꝛie ofthe fo22palſed wozthies by the victoꝛie of this one 
battell ſhall be ertinguiſhed, though het ein we peeld the tribute 
of our liues to al-conquering death, which being naturall to all 
men, ſhould leaſt be feared. But in the omnipotent powers ef 
hum that this circled vniuerſe did frame, $0 J truſt he will not 
permit the valour of ſuch knights in ſuch ſhoꝛt time to periſh, 
but ſo ſtregthen them, that the perpetuall fame of their ropall 
acts map remaine eternized to all ſucceeding ages. Little neede 
we to be incouraged to ſuffer the fearefull ſtroke of death /re- 
plied Arfil eo) o where the perſon of ſo victoꝛious an emperez 
ts indangered, ours can be but the leaſt of all moſt little loſſes, 
I thought no leſſe anſwered the Emperour, but J will ſpeake 
it, that my ſelle imitating your valour might incourage my de⸗ 
caping courage by your diſcreete replie, by which ſince J per⸗ 
cette pou reſted vndaunted, and animated againſt inſuing 
daungers, u behwued vs, leaft we be ſuddainely aſſaulted and 
ouerth:owne with their hozſes , which greatly might hazard 
vs, that wee take befoze vs yon knight that lyeth vppon the 
grounde/meaning Don Galaneo, that verie ſoꝛely wounded 
lap without his helme foꝛ theſe that towards vs come bee his 
men, and fearing to hurt him, wil not moleſt vs with their hoz⸗ 
ſes. This will be very god ſayde Don Bellianis) as alſe that 
one oktheſe knights ſperdily conduct theſe Ladies into the ca⸗ 
ſtle, foꝛ J do moꝛe regard their lafetie, then J eſteeme my owne 
life. Sa effecting all things, th ey on fote expected the comming 
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who appꝛoaching, were greatly amazed to ſee that ſlaughter of 
knights and Giants, which if their knights that fled had not 
told them ol, they would not haue belecucd it. Hertupon two of 
the fozmoſt Giants with a coſin of Don Gallaneo called Don 
Galfeo the wn, thinking to overrun them with their hoz- 
ſes, perteiued they defended themſclues with don Gallanco: 
whcrfoze they commanded all their knights to alight on fote, 
which they would by no means da, becauſe they ſaw comming 
from the citie a great troupe of knights, which ſo ſone arriued, 
as had they alighted with little trouble they had al bin flain, yet 
notwithſtanding ſome ten ol them diſmounted together, mas 
king account to end p fight with the emperoꝛs death,while the 
reſt went againſt the knights p fromthe citie marchcd : foz be⸗ 
ing in a ſtrange land, they reputed euerie one their enemie. But 
the king ol Hungary that was he which came with p knights 
in ſuch extreame, fazeſceing the danger like to inſue,comanded 
his men to wheele about to the further ſide,compaſſing ſo much 
field, that with ſafetic they might arriue where the Emperour 
and the other Knights were combatting, fearing that if they 
ſhould encounter with theyz enemies, the Emperour might in 
the meane tune bee llaine, and theyp2 haſte and apde come 
in vaine: the Knights bering all choſen and valiaunt, ſuch as 
continually guarded the Tmperours perſon, and ſufficient e⸗ 
uerie one to be a comander of manp, to their con:palle in ſuch 
maner, that without turning their backs, oz on their aduerſa⸗ 
ries bꝛeaking their lances, fel on the ſudden where the emperoꝛ 
and Peinces were, whõ they found fighting like angered lions, 
fo: that Don Bryanei was pitiouſly wounoed by two giants, 
and by them beaten to the ground, ſo that the Emperoꝛ Don 
Belianis to defend him, beſtirred themſelucs fo bꝛauely againſt 
them, eſtecming them but as two common knights. On the 
other fide the Pꝛince Arlileo kneeltd with his kr on the 
ground, fo: ene of the Ciants had thꝛuſt hem quite thꝛough 
the thigh, But when the King of Fungaric arriued with 
his men, hee alighted with ſome twentic knights, leauing 
the 
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the reſt in fight with their aduerſaries, whereof ſome bee - 
ing rounde begirt with Grectans, the others ſettz themſelues 
againſt don Bellianis, ſœing hee was the ſole cauſcr of 
their vtter ruine, and notwithſtanding his mighty blowes two 
ol thole Oiants cloſed with him: but hee not diſmaide there⸗ 
with, layde hand on his dagger, which at his backe conti⸗ 
nuaily hee woꝛe, and ſtabbed it in the Gyants backe that 
held him betwirt his armes:which done with mighty ſtrength 
it ran thꝛough his body to the hilts, Which was not ſo ſpadi⸗ 
ly perfozmed, but the other wounded him greeuoullie, that his 
armour being in thꝛee places rent, and his fleſh in many b:uſcd 
and cutte, and ſceing himſelfe in ſuch noto nous perill, toke the 
heaup boyſtrous Giant in his armes, 2 with his puiſſant foꝛces 
hoylled him aloft,and with amightie fall tumbled him to the 
earth, where pꝛeſently he chopt off his head: which done, tur⸗ 
ning to the emperoꝛ, he ſaw him cloſe with another Giant, and 
fearing ſome ſiniſter hap might befall him thꝛough the much 
bloud iſſu ng from his wounds, whereat the Pꝛince greatlic 
wondered how he could ſtand on fote, ſtroke the Gyant ſuch 
ablow on the legge, that her ſundered it quite from the bo- 
by. All which notwithſtanding, ſeeing the number of the 
knights ſtill increaſe vpon them, and that the trampling of the 
hoꝛſes might greatly indanger them, e doubting that the empe- 
roz becauſe he had loſt much bloud would not be able to mount 
a hoʒſuack, toke hun in his armes e ſet him on the giants hozſe 
he laſt llue. The like did hee to the JD2ince Artileo, that 
thꝛough the wounde on his thigh could not doo it himſelfe: 
and greatly eſteeming Don Bryanclifoz that hee hadde ſcene 
him that day doo, and becauſe hee came in his Fathers 
companye, hee tooke him fromthe ground, and comman⸗ 
dd a knight to conuay him to the Caſtle, there to applie him 
ſuch remedies as that hee might recouer his loX ſenſes. 
And nowe at the laſt, when hee would get a hoꝛſe fo2 hunſelfe, 
couid not lo eaſily compaſſe it, fo2 all the reſt of the knights 
hadde turned theniſelucs with a helliſh furic vpon n 
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he was like to bc llaine ontright , fo2 Don 'Galfco hauing 


vanquiſhed the Empcreurs men, fette on hun, wounding 
him with cruell and remozſcleſſe blowes, But finding hims 


ſelfe nncompaſled with death, began to ſtrike on euery ſide, (hat 
vnhappie was hee on whom any lighted , fo ſo ſcar e full and 
deadly they were, that with ſire blowes he ſtroke Town thꝛer 
krights and two Oiants, ę ſging Don Galfeo was hee that 
moſt moleſted him, ſtoke at his leg with ſuch Erength, that 
had the ſwoꝛd fallen with the edge downeright, it had cutte it 
cleane off, pet it raſed away all his armour there, and ſcing 


him within his reach, plucked his ſhelde out of his hande, 


and with it beate hun to the grou nde from himſclfc and ſo 
none daring moleſt him, without ſetting fte on ſtirrop, hes 
mounted on Don Galteos hoꝛſe At this time hither came 
the Empcrour, that ſeeing hun ſo ntmbly mounted, bering 
lo ſozely wounded, was ſo amazed, that he hardly beleeued 
what his eyes behelde, and that which he moſt admired, was 
to ſee him ſo flerce and couragious in this firſt aduenture that 
euer happened him. And cmulating his valiant deedes, her 
followed hun as if he were his teacher, and hee his pupill, to 
whom Don Beliam: being nigh him, ſayde, Me thinks Sy2 
knight cur men begin to loſe the field: ſo think J anſwered the 
Cmpcrour, and calling Arfi leo, toyned all thz& together with 
thc ing of Huncarte,that was in the vauntguard, animating 
bis fatnting knights, that with frclh courage lo gallantly returs 
ned to the fight , as if at that pꝛeſent they began, giuing and 
receiuing molt terrible blowes of thoſe helburned Giants, 
But Don Beliams ſeting the wenders the Cmperorr 
his Father had pcrfozmed, imagining his owne actes rone 


an compariſon of his, with ſuch vehement rigour hee aſſaulted 


his focs, that his men regained their leſt aduantage. A⸗ 
bout this tune Don Galteo aroſe from his traunce, and 


ſvimg his knights retyꝛed backe, and that the moſt parte 


of the Giants were llaine, and that great tr oupes of ar- 
med knights, not farre frem whence they were fighting, 
came 


* 
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came with ſpiedie haſte towards them, which he iudged to bee 
aboue two thouſand, and ſeeing his intent coulde not fo; that 
time take effect 5 turned to Don Gallaneo, that daye by him, 
end taking one of thoſe hozſcs that loſe came about, called one 
ol his knights , commannding him to ſet the P2zince his Ca- 
zin befoze hum, very fecretly,vnknowne to the Emperour,and 
the reſt, he put hunſclfe though the grone , aud learning of a 
man whom he met, the next way to the ſcacoaſte,went thither, 
where finding his ſhips , and fearing he nnght be purſued, 
firipped himſelle and Don Ga'leneo , tommanding the mar⸗ 
riners to hoyſe the ſayles, and put vnto the Sea: which they 
fraight did, laying his Coin on a bed in his Cabbin, and ap- 
plyed hun many rcmedies , to recouer his ſcnces , that 
the better they might vzeſſe his woundes: where we leaue 
them, returning to declare the ende, and ſlucceſſe ofthe bat- 
tell.

How the battell beein? ended , Don Bellianis, with his 
companye d-parted, not diſcou:ring whome they were, 
And what happened to him and his Cooꝛin, with the La-

D battell reſting in che manner as is be⸗ 
== n (Fi fozc recyted, very truell and blodyc on all 

parts, the like whercof to that day was 
E neuer ſeene offo fete Brights , the ene 
Lade reſclved to effect they: cntcrpale, 


8 dꝛewoe ſtrength whence none was, iud⸗ 
ging better in that fight to dye well, reuenging their owne 
deathes, then to abide the mercy of the Cmpercur, of whom

they none expected. On the other ſide, the Empcrours knights 
being of ſuch valour as is expꝛeſſed, and guided by ſuch Caps 
taincs,iought ſo couragiouſſy with their aduerſarics, that foz- 
ting them to retire, moſt or them left their liues in the field. A- 
bout this tune appeared, along the way from the Cittie, 
ſo manie ſquadꝛons of nights that they coucred all thoſe 

eldes, keeping no oꝛder in their march, gallopping ſo faſt 
that quickelp they arriued where that vnequall battell was 
fighting: who being by the Pagans ſcene, ſtraight put them⸗ 
ſclues to flight, thinking to ſaue themſelues in the Thickets 
of thoſe waddes, But the Emperours nights then arri⸗ 
uing, ſo bꝛauelp aſſaulted them, that hauing no time to exe⸗ 
cute their purpoſe, they were all put to the Swozde , none 
ſuruiiing to beare news home of their ouerthꝛowe. The 
Emperours and Pzinccs remained ſo wounded, that als 
though the ioy of their great vido ne calcd the paint of their 
wommnes, yet thought they coulde not ſcape with like, foꝛ the 
quantitie of bloud iſſued from them, was ſo great, that their 
Voꝛſes were altogither beſmeared therewith, But the Em⸗ 
perour ſeeing howe much bound hee was to thoſe Linightes, 
with great gladneſſe ranne to embꝛace Don Bellianis, whom 
he ſo much pꝛized foꝛ his hautie chiualrie, that he iudged all 
others incompariſon ok his but a dꝛeame. The Pance Don 
B-l'1ain1s did the like : and going to diſmounte on fete , to 
ſhewe his humble dutie, the Emperour woulde not pernut 
it, but holding him in his armes laid, 

If molt excellent night) you regarde what you haue 
done fo2 mee, and from what great daunger you and ycur 
Companions haue this day redeemed me , moze reaſon were 
it I ould kiſſe your hande , in figne of acknowledging the 
great benefite by your magnanimitie that J haue reccpurd, 
which no lee then with my life J ſhoulde remunerate: in

UW: refoze , hencefoc2th J will 
holde this Monarchie, not as abſoiute commaunder therc⸗ 
ol, but as giuen me by your hands, and as your deputie to kp 
it,acknowledging my lawfull homage ſoz the ſame, at al tin:es 
when pou ſhall command, 

Lhe Pꝛince Arfileo comming thither at that inſtaut, 
not letting don Belliams aunſwere the Emperour, leaſt therc⸗ 
by he might be knowne, becinglca h to diſcouer themlolues, 
by reaſon of they pꝛomiſe made ts the Damze!s , thus rc- 
plied, What to day this Knight hath in your ſeruice done, 
(moſt mightie ©mperour) deſerueth no recompence, noꝛ pet 
woꝛdes of ceremomous thankes, fo2 moze then this, euzrue 
one knowing the ropaltie of your pcrſon'\ts bound vnto, and 
nowe we reſting mo2e then ſatiſficd,with the god will where- 
with you ſerme to accept this our (mall ſeruice , and hauing 
no moꝛe neede of vs at this pꝛeſent, wer inftantly beſeech 
vou, to graunt vs lcane , that ſending fo2 our Damzels, wee 
may hence depart,fo2 our abiding here may be verie daunge⸗ 
rous vnto vs, 

In verie deede /vicoztous Knight) J tell vou (replied the 
Empcrour there is now a greater battell repꝛeſented me, then 
the laſt: Fo2 J cannot beleeus in Knightes ſo magninuous in 
heroycail derds, there ſhould be ſuch diſcourteſie, as to depart, 
leaning on me the bin then of ingratitude, in making me ſuffer 
pou te go ſo gricuouſſy wornded, when pour deſerts merit no 
ſatiſfaaion, and that which moſt toꝛmenteth me, is, ou ſhould 
deſire fo depart, not reuealing vnto mc your names, that at 
leaſt might know to whom my thankes are due. And you 
moſt excellent knight (turning to don Bellianis do F intreat to 
do it, which ir yeu alſo denie mee, J here pꝛoteſt to ſoilgw you 
about the wo62Ide ill J learne it, and ioyning it to the enters 
paſe, à haue vndertaken in demarnd ef my ſenne don Bel- 
hanis and of his Coſin Arfileo , I will not returue to Con- 
ſtantinople, till à alſo know this I now rec ueſt of you, 
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Don Bellianis fearing to be knowne, altered his ſpeech, and 
anſwercd: J cannot but confelſe the high diſcourteſe that we 
comnut (moſt glozisus Cinperour) in diſobeping the ſupꝛeme 
command ot ſo great a Monarch. whole immoꝛtal fame deſer⸗ 
net the whole earths, and chiellly our obedience.) But men 
being ſubiea, voluntarily to pꝛomiſe, and tyed by neccllitie to 
obſeru amnce, ſoꝛceth vs by diſobeying vou, to obſerur our foꝛe⸗ 
pa:ſ:d woꝛde to one of the Ladies that bee within th: Caſtle, 
wich was not to diſcouer our ſelues toany , vatill we were 
ou; of pour Empire, leaſt therebp we ſhoulde bee deteyned. 
And as fo2 the demaund you vndertake of the Pziaees your 
ſonne and Coin, you may account it ended, foz they bc lung 
and not long agoe were beſoze this Caſtle , whome I and this 
wy companion haue ſene togither: and this we aſſure pou to. 
be true, becauſe we know them very wel, and alſo they told vs, 
how being on hunting, they were by a certain aduenture, par⸗ 
ted from you and your traine in the daungerous groue, which 
is far from hence. MNherfoꝛe, in lieu of this pꝛomiſe and newes 
we tatreat you any longer not to ſtays vs, noz further to ens 
quire o our affaires, noz names, ſeeing it lycth not in our pows 
ers to declare, 

Che Emperour being about to reply the king of Hungary 
came to them that returned from purſuing his enemies, ta 
whom the ©mperozſaid : it behoueth you king of Hungary 
to conſtraine theſe knights to abide with vs, fo2 J cannot 
intreat it: They will not do ſo J am ſure (anſwered the king) 
eſpecially at your requeſt. Jſay I cannot obtaine it, ſaid the 
Emperour, vet haue they tolde mee newes ol my ſonne, and 
yours , and that it is not long ſince they departed away from 
them, and foz all this will they not tell me they2 names. They 
are altogither ſo vnwoꝛthy ta beknowne ſayd , Arſileo, that 
is vnnecoſſarie to require them. But if it may pleaſc your 
Paicſhe , we would gladly knowe the cauſe wherefoze theſe 
Knights would haue ſlaine you, though in the beginning, me 
thought tyex ment it by vs, The 
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The Cmperour thereupon told them the whole occafion,as is 
alrcadie mentioned, at which inſtant the Pzmncefſe Aurora 
comming thither with her Ladyes, and hearing the Emperoz 
name Don Galaneo,faid to Don Belianis Che greateſt part 
of our enterpꝛile . Six knight were finiſhed, il that traitoꝛ were 
taken. Whereupon they commannded him to be ſought foz a- 
bout all the fiel>, but could not finde him, yet in the fearch they 
met the man that directed Don Galfeo to the fea coaſt; of 
whome by the ſignes and tokens of their armoz, they learned 
that they had fled from the battell,whercofthe Emperour was 
crceedingly ſozre , to whom Don Beliams thus ſpake. Afﬀfiice 
not your ſelfe(dzead Lo2d)abont gun, fo21t is the enterpꝛiſe 
bndergo by this Ladies commarmd,andrf J line, J pꝛoteſt nd 
pꝛomiſe you, that the firſt tte he falles into my hands though 
he be befoze the Soldane his Lo2de) fo giue him his death, J 
would not haue you take ſuchpaines{ſayde the Cmperoz) but 
ouerpaſſing that, lettemee againe mtreate pon to ſtay the cu⸗ 
ring of your woundes in this Caſtle, Wee may herre abid2 
no longer reptped Don Belianis, and fo taking their leaues, 
(the Pzince fending fo; his ſhreld, which was bꝛought him in 
two peeces they ſtraight departed, ſo ſozely wormded as may 
be imagined, fo: he That had leaſt of them both, hadde aboue 
twentic verie dangerous wounds, cheefely that which Artileo 
had on his thigh,andthe thꝛuſt that Don Belianis had, which 
ſemed to penetrate his entrats. In this maner going on their 
way the ſpace of thꝛee mies, aſcended ahighmmountaine, to 
fd ſome place to d2effe their woundes, and hauing cut and 
gathered a great nimnber of bꝛanches and bonghes, the dams 
ſels made ſome arbours fo2 the knights, hauing left behind the 
two olde men, with maay others: fo? ſeeing them fall from 
their hoꝛſes, ſuppoſed them llaine in the fight, and with their 
gownes,tow:ls, and ſcarfcs, couercd them and after they had 
vnarmed them, with ſuch things as they had dꝛeſſed they 
woundes, which were ſo derpe and dangerous, that they greats 
ly lamented, ccrtainely thinking they could not ſcape death. 
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And leauing them alone to repoſe their wearied bodies, told it 
their Lady, who bitterlie wept fo2 their peril, as if ſhe had (ene 
them dead, ſo much ſhe credited her Damſels woꝛds, knows 
ing the ir ſkill in that miſterie to be ſingular. But being thus in 
their laments, they lawe a chartot comming th2cugh the apꝛe, 
which ſemed to be made of white tranſparant Chꝛiſtall of the 
mount:it was dꝛabont with fix mightie vgly Griffons that put 
the Pꝛincelle and her Ladies in great feare: which char iot as 
lighted in the place where the knights lay. Fron it deſcended 
two very little dwarffes that were going to the Pence Don 
Bellianis with achercfull voice, ⁊ ſaid. TTle are meiſengeis lit 
from the wiſe Bellona, who foz the great loue ſhe bearcth pou 
and the Pꝛince pour Cozin , knowung in what daunger peur 
lues be in, and how nigh death appꝛoacheth, to traue his tribu⸗ 
tary dutie, by reaſon of your great wounds, ſoꝛ altheugh theſe 
Ladics be ver ſ ultull in this art, vet vou cannot without great 
daunger be cured, vnleſſe that it bee by her, 4 alſo becauſe the 
Cmpcrours men are ſecking fo2 vou, and will not be long ere 
they come hither, the hath ſent you this carre: in which (hc re⸗ 
quires vou, that without longer delay, both peu with the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe and her ladies, meunit ſpeedily thereon, ſoꝛ that ihe Empe⸗ 
rour bath ſtraight nerde ol the ſelfeſame remedie, and in dalli⸗ 
ance he may incurre much perill of his life, TUhcreuppon they 
ſeeing that moꝛe then the pꝛeſent danger could not happen vn⸗ 
to then , that agrerde thereto , and taking the Pzinccſle t her 
Ladies, they all mounted on the charyot, though the Ladies 
with ſome fear did it. But ere we moze ſpeak of them, we muſt 


remember what befell the Cmpereur alter che battell was en⸗ 
did.

"7 8] Woundcs.Ulhcreupoi the king of Hun- 
Varia ſaid: haue a care dzead Souereigne 
to cure your wounds if you will inioy the 
victoꝛy you haue atchicued, foꝛ it wil be no ſmall thing to eſcape 
with life, being ſo pitcouſly wounded. My ioy is fo great, aun⸗ 
ſwered the Emperoꝛ, that wert it not moderated with ſeeing 
theſe nights go with ſuch daungerous woundes, in my des 
feucc and deliuerie from this daies perill, that onely were a ſuk⸗ 
ficient remedie to heale mc without further cure. But belccue 
me: if( as J hope) I do eſcape this daunger, recouering my 
almoſt loſt life, J will not deliſt till by ſome meanes J know 
who and whence they be, that ſo well reuenged me: and com⸗ 
mauneing all the wounded to be conuaide to the Cittie he re⸗ 
turned to the Caſſie , leauing the king ol Hungaria to make 
pꝛouiſion of all neceſſaries, andhunſclfe was laid in his bed: 
where his woundes being dꝛeſſed, his ſurgions thought impol⸗ 
ſible he ſhould without great hazard ol his life eſcape them. 
Thereat the people ſoꝛely greeued,chefely ſewing that a while 
after he was dꝛeſſed, thꝛough the intollerable paine ofthe woũd 
on his head, he ſpake many things without reaſon , as a man 
diftract of ſence, and halte lunatick, Which was iudged as to⸗ 
kens ok his death, ſothat none dared to carp any ſuch tidings fo 
Cõſtanunople. But thus fearing his vntimely end, there tame 
a damſel to the king of Hungary, that hamng cauſed the woũ⸗ 
d knights to be conducted to be cured, reſted greatly diſcon⸗ 
tent foꝛ the Emperoꝛs daunger, and with a merrie ſemblance 
ſud to him. Doo not graue (melt noble Bing) foz the bowze 


is not come , that ſo ropall and moſt glozicus a Pans - 
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chould thus luddenly leaue the wozld, therfozc lead me ſtraight 
vnto his pꝛeſence, and you ſhall ſee wonders by me w2ought, 
The amazed King replying ncuer a wo2de , foke her by the 
hand, and b2ought her to the Caſtell, and ſct her in the Chani 
ber where the Emperour lay in the ſtate afoze recited , mozc 
utze a dead then a liuing creature. The Damzell in the entring 
dꝛew fozth of a little boxe tertaine Oyntments that ſhe bzought 
with her, wherewith che Cmperour lying in a traunte, recey⸗ 
ued his vitall ſenſes, and with a fait voyte ſaid. Ho mightie 
ſunour of the wozlde , J do beſerch ther, il ſoit may pleaſe thy 
high ommpotencie, not to take this tranſitoꝛie liłe from mee, 
bcfe2e 3 haue ſene my deare, deare ſonne, that in the end ol my 
pilgrimage, J may with comfozt die. You ſhall not pet die (ſaid 
the Damzell ) therefoꝛe ſtrengthen your ſelfe, foz ycu muſt cre 
vou die ſuffer manie perils, oꝛdained by the diuine power of 
the higheſt Loꝛd. And ik pour heart will ſerne to dzinke this 
potion J bꝛing, vou ſhall pzeſently bee reſtoꝛed lo your fozmer 
health: and feare not to dzinke it,foz I come from thoſc knights 
that ayded pou. So dꝛawing fozth a litle Glaſſe, wherin was a 
certaine compoſition ſo odoziferous , that the Empercur and 
all that were pzeſent , were greatly comfozted with the (mcll, 
the Emperour taking it in his hand, kearele ſſe dꝛunne it off, 
And at that inftant hee felt hunſelfe ſo well, as hee had neuer 
bane wounded,02 ill at all. And riſing to thanke her, ſhec went 
the way ſhe came, and commaunded the King of Hungarie to 
tilt her, who aſtoniſhed at the Cmperours ſuddaine recouerie, 
knewe not whether he llept oz waked : but following her, ſhe 
ſtaped hun, and ſapde. Tire not pour ſelfe ( renowmed King 
of Hungaric) in ſaking me, ſoʒ all the woꝛlde is not ſufficient 
to linde mt. But know thou, the Emperour was ayded by the 
nerreſt kinſman he and you haue, wherewith ſhe flang away 
ſo ſwiftly, that ſhe ſeemed to outſtrip the winde, and ſuddenlie 

vantſhed out of fight. 
And here the Hiſtoꝛie declareth, this was the ſage Rel- 
lona, who greatly tendcring the loue of Don Belliamis, did fo?

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his ſake ( cure the Emperour,foz otherwiſe his death had bin 
ſozer then his like. The ling ol Hungary amazed with theſe 
hunger, as alis knewing in what danger the Emperour had 
beene in) to ſee hun now come foozth ef his -' chamber , de⸗ 
manded hun what was become ofthe Lady. To whom he told 
all that yad pafſed,# what ſhe ſaid. J tãnot thinke:(the reply⸗ 
ed the Empcroar) whome thoſe ſo vatlant Knights may bee; 
bauing my: lie kntybted them. Truſt me not (anſwcred 
the king) it they were not cur loſte @gnnes, fo; wee haue 
no nigher kinſmen, and pour knighting them, allurcth it to bee 
true, as alſo the newes themſelues told pou. N ho can beletue 
(ſaid the Emperour that it they were them, they would ſo de⸗ 
parte from me,? wherefoze J will haue all theſe men ſeperate 
themſcluee, to ſeeke them about the fo;reſt, fo being woun- 
ded, they cannot be farre gone, and ſomewhere they may be a- 
ligyted to bude their woundes. Do commaunding all the 
Knights to doe it, they went to viſit the Pzince don Brianell, 
hawng heard hee was in no leſſe danger then the Cmpercur: 
and going into his chamber, they ncither found him noꝛ any 
ſigne ol hun, but vpon his Beds head they found a letter, wzit⸗ 
ten in Greeke, to this cffea.

[nthe time to come that the braue Lyon of the houſe of 
Grecia ſhall bee put in greater danger,by the voknowne

There ſote doe no o herwiſe then this my 
le ter requireth thee, for Iwiſh al! thine affaires may ſuc- 
ceede according to thy owne defires, which goodwill the 
preſem te medie thou didſt receme by my damzell well 
doth approoue. 
Lhe Emperour hauing read the letter, reſted greatly cons 
fuſe d thercwith,ard turning to the Ring, ſaid. That thinke 
pou we map doe, concerning this letters commande. J thinke 
(anſwcred the king) ſince you know the wꝛiters wiſcdeme 
z:atc (owardcs pou, vou ought to crecute the ſame, Let vs as 
waight the returne ofour knights, re plyed the Empcrour, and 
then wee will departe, fo: F greatly de ſire to haue the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe knowe theſe newi s:and locking ont ef a window ofthe 
Caſtte, they ſaw comming from the Cittie great multitudes 
of knights, ſec mung aboue 3e oO. TN hat hall wee dee. ſaid 
the Gmpcrour, if wee ſhould haue a greater conflict then that 
which is paſl? J thinke thoſe bee your enſignes { replyed the 
knight and looking moꝛe earneſtly to thẽ, percciued plainclye 
they were the ſame. Foꝛ when it was bated about the Cittie, 
(not knowing the ntunber ol tage allauleants that had belet the 
Empcrour) all the knights there, wih Eittizens, Souldiours 
and their Leaders, armed themſclues and came to reſcue their 
Emperdur. Mitt them came the olde P2ince of Macedon 
then arriued in the Cittie, and alſo the Empꝛeſſe Clarindz, 
that would by no meanes ſtape, though by the wap {he vn⸗ 
derſtood the whole fuccclle ofthe fight, but would goc to viſit 
the Emperour, who then deſcended to receiue them: to whom 
the Leaders, and the reſt humbled theinſelues, with vnſpeakc⸗ 
able toy to ſee him ſafe. And when he knew the Empꝛelle was 
there, without further lay went to her, where ſhe was, te re⸗ 
counte their glad greetings. What hath become of pou 'my 
moſt dꝛare Lo2d(ſaidthe Empꝛeſſe) ſoꝛ J perceiue pou haue 
nat beene at no great paſſetime, ſo many fluggarde knig 
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ing in field , fo2 all J ſee your perſon woundleſſe : and tel me 
where is the Pꝛince Don Bryanell. Things haue befallen me 
(anſwered he) that requireth long time to dylate. Thereloꝛe a- 
light and weele enter the Caſtle, where J will tell you all. £9 
while they were at ſupper , the Knights Jouſted and tilted a- 
bout the field one with another, foꝛ wy of the Emperours ſafe- 
tie: and the tables being taken vp, after ſome diſcourſes , the 
Empꝛeſſe vuderftanding their ſucceſſe with the Damſels, and 
how they thought that thoſe knights were Pop Bellianis and 
Arhſilecogſhe ſcarce could containe her ſelfe withiop , though 
ſomewhat moderated it with feare ol their great and daunge⸗ 
rous wounds.

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hir ſight, imbꝛacing hir, accounting hir no leſſe then il ſhe were 
her own mother: and turning her ſelk to Don Bellianis ſayde. 
Now will our affaires (moſt excellent pꝛinte happily pzoceede, 
fo; J tell you this is the ſags Bellona, that hath bzought 
vs hither by theſe meanes, ſo that nawe J haue vtterly exiled 
the feare J conteiued of your woundes. The Pamces ſering 
her ſo nigh him, veric louingip imb2aced her: the like did 
Don Arhleo, to whome the olde woman ſpake. Lette mee 
intreate you my good Lozde to alight, that with diligence 
your voundes may bee cured , together withthe other knight 
your champton, whom J haue within this caue, that with no 
{eſſe neceſſitie then your ſclues J haue hither bzought. The 
Yunce recozding the Dwarkes woꝛds when he mounted the 
Chariot, demaunded whether it werc the Cmpercur his Fa- 
ther. No my god lozd(ſazvſhe az there in no reaſon that in ſo 
perilous a time he ſhould leaue his Empire, pour ſelfe being 
thence ablent: but it is the Pzince Don Bryane ll of Macedon, 
Then tell me, ſaid Don Belhianis, howe remained the Empe⸗ 
rour my Father. Well, luſtie, and merie (replped thee) foz 
hee hath learned whom you were that in the battel aided — 
But how tame hee to know it, demaunded Arfileo: whercup 

on chte tolde them how. Jam ſozie fo2 it (fayde don Felt. 
anis ſoꝛ they wil condemne vs ol diſcourteſie. That is no mat⸗ 
ter (replycd ſhee beſides they will not take it in ill parte, kt o w⸗ 
ing you did it to obſerue pour wooꝛde. J pꝛap you { yds 
hee) how was my Father ſo ſoone healed, fo: vnleſſe 

decciued, hee was greeuoufly wounded. Straight ſhan vou 
knowe it ſayde ſhee) and lcaduꝛg they! tyꝛcugh the Caue, 
ſhe bꝛought them to a Pallace, which they iudged to bee the 
ſtatelieſt that they euer ſawe, where wich helpe ofmany ol the 
ſages ſeruants, they diſmounted, with whole dilgent ſer⸗ 
uice they reſted much contented, and breing layde on rich 
beddes, thc graue atron ſupd to them, hauing ſearched their 
wounds, J could at once cure pour wounds, as 3 did the Em⸗ 
perours and don e, Lut doo it net becauſe J will 
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kop* you hecre a few dayes: and aſſure pour ſcues you ſhal be 
ſtraight out ofa!ldenger. Ind then ſyee appiyed ſuch opt:t- 
ments, wyerewith they felt themlelues greatip confozed a. d 
caſ. d, as i they had no paine at all, Don Bel 1ams intrea⸗ 
ted her that they might fox the Pzince Don Biyanell. You 
" all ({apde ſhe) but firſt reſt a while, fo2yon haue theres 
ol great necde: and conunaunding the windowes to be ſhut, 
foke the Pncefle by the hande, and leatung the knights, 
led her thꝛough a leng gallerie, not farre from thence , that 
reached to another lodging of the ſame making that don 
Bellianis Was in, ſo curiouſly wꝛought, and of lo rare weozk- 
manſhiype, that the Ladyes greatly adnured it: and entering 
u another rome, they founde the Punce Don Bryanell 
walking alone, alrcadic healed of his woundes, pet haung 
loſt much bloud, hee loked verie pale and wanne: fo2 the 
ſage Patron great:y conuniſerating his daunger, pꝛoui⸗ 
uided as herctoſo2e is ſpecified, Fo2 when ſhee went to cure 
the Cmpcraur, ſhee made one of her Damſels to ente r ano⸗ 
ther way vnſæue, and fetching him thence, bꝛought him 
thither in a fraunce, and fo2 all he was healed with the danke 
that Bcilona gaue hun, yet knewe hee not in what place, 
no2 in whole power hee was, neither knewe hee whether 
he was in pꝛiſon 02 at libertic „ noꝛ in what Cate the battell 
remaned, in which hee loft the Empersur : and ſeeing his 
woundes whole, was in ſuch a wonder, that almeſt hee 
perſwaded humſelfe, waking out of a dzeame,and ſeeingno bo⸗ 
dye with whome hee might ſpeake , walked vp and. downe 
the Chamber, ſ&king.and denifing hole by ſome meanes 
he might reſolue his confuſed thoughts: and when he ſawe 
the Pꝛinceſſe Au qr and her Daniſels, with the olde wo⸗ 
man leading het hy 2 hande, hee ſtraight knew. her gar⸗ 
ments, bez as is ſayde, hee ſawe her beloꝛe hee and Arhles 
hadde begunne they: Combatte: with whoſe ſight hee 
thought that hee and thc Emperourwere impaſoned by the 
OP * they had commenced their battell, and 
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pet knew he not how that might be, having aller ſene them 
ayded by the Empcrour againſt Don Gallaneo» knights:but 
ſauig them ſo nigh hun, ght that though her were in the 
pꝛiſon( as he imagined) yet onght he vſe that bchanorr th at his 
ate required, and ſering they were Ladyes, appꝛoached wity 
that courteſie which might beſeeme one acterpamed with 
ſuch knights. And ſhe hauing learned ol the olde woman who 
be was, humbled hir (clfe at his leete: which he vnable to di⸗ 
ſturbe, did the like, deſiring her to graunt him her faire handes 
that he might kille them: but they ſo long ſtriucd to ſurpalle 
each other in tourteſie, that Bellona commanded them to riſe, 
fo: their ſtate fozbad ſuch teremonies betweene them: which 
they did, though not ſo free as at fe ſt, foꝛ they reſted greatly af; 
fcaionate euthcr of other, and don Bryanell at laſt thus bzake 
ſilence. do fo wonder at the marucllons things 5ᷣ ſince peſters 
day haue happered me, that J know not ii any ſuch haue bin oꝛ 
no, fo: Leing with the Emperour my ſoucratgne in battell, 
whcrem J remaincd ſoꝛe wounded, and net knowing the ende 
thereof, 3 find my ſele at this pꝛeſent well and fkreng, and in 
this rich and ſumptuous chamber, with whoſe like the whole 
wozld cannet tõpare, nez yet knew whether 3 be at libertie oz 
captiue,thcugh vnd er pcwer ot ſuch keepers J ſhuld imagine 
ſuch re ſtr. int a greater comfozt to n greefe then any J can 
deſire, Mherefoꝛe extellent Ladie, I wtreate you if you bet in 
the lame caſe my ſelfe am in, as one that J ſuppoſe was pꝛeſent 
at a!l that belell you weuld declare it me. and that J may alſo 
with your fauour knowr the truc ſuctceſſe of the battell, and 
what is become of thoſe moſt haughtie knights that accompas 
nied you, whoſe mighty ſtrength Jam ſure the whole carth 
cannot equall, and foz what cauſe am J here kept , whether 
with oz withcut peur wiil? TWhulft he vttered theſe woꝛds the 
P2inceſſe earneſtly viewed him, and remained ſo greatly ſatiſ- 
fied with his god diſyolition, being a verie gallant knight) ard 
ſering reaſon willed her to arſu ere all his dem aunde, ihrs res 
plyed. Not without cauſe n ax xcu be confounded in yorr cen 
mag inations, 
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unaginations excellent P2ince)fo2 J aſſure pou, ifnow vou en⸗ 
toy Pour life, it is by pour being heere: and though the battcll 
was fought nigh Conſtantinople, at this inſtant you are not 
ſoncarcit,as to the Ryphean mountaines, iopning vppon the 
great Cittic of Perſepo!1:, fo2 all Which vou may thanke this 
graue atron that here is with me, ſeeing by her great know- 
ledge pou hither were conducted, The knights with whom you 
in the beginning combatied and came in my companie, are the 
Pance Arfileo, that with you fought; the other, whoſe battell 
was with the Emperour, is his ſonne Don Bellianis. Js it 
poſſible:oh God, ſapd Don Bryanell, that den Bellianis ſhould 
with ſuch gloꝛie pꝛincipate his haughtie decds of Chiualrie. Ac⸗ 
count theſe the lealt (ſayde Bellona) foꝛ J tell you neither the 
Emperour his father, noꝛ any knight this day liuing, may with 
him compare. Certainely I thinke no leſſe (replicd don Brya- 
nel hand moꝛe then you ſay dare J belceue of that couragious 
Pance,haning ſeene him perkoꝛme ſuch ſurpalſing wonders in 
that one fight. But J beſeech pou let me know the ende thereof, 
and how the Emperour and hee do: The Cmperour is well 
(ſapd ſhe) and the Pꝛinces both be in this houſc where you are, 
though ſoze wounded. Now J aſſure pou, anſwered don Bry- 
anch, J account my ſelte moſt happie that after ſo many trou⸗ 
bles JF heare the moſt contentedſt newes that my perplexed 
ſoule could wiſh, after the tempeſtous p:Cage ofa beryſt;rcus 
ſtoꝛme, with the calme app2oach of he al-comfozting ſunne, 
Aherfoꝛe lette vs without longer ſtay go viſit them, and there 
may 5 knowe what elſe happened in this aduenture. Cuen 
when pou pleaſe(ſapde Bellona) fo2 I know they will no lelle 
top with your ſight, then pou with theirs. Se taking him be⸗ 
tweene them, they returned the wap they came to the chamber, 
where they left the Pꝛinces, and entering it, they found them 
talking togither of their laſt aduenture. But when the Pances 
ſaw don Bey anel!, they would riſe torcucrence him, but hee 
running to don Bellianis beds ſide, bended his knu lo the 
grounde, crauing he might kilſe his hands. The Poamee tobe

hun vy, nd imbꝛating, ſo held him a while and ſaid. J de greafs 
ly relopce,renowmed Pꝛurte, to ſee pou ſo well, though acco2s 
dung to pour great deedes, in the battell whereby you got maup 
dangerous wounds, I thought we (you'd not ſo @wne ſee you: 
Foz which let vs thanke this Lady that with you comes, ſæing 
the tone ſuch care ot dur ſafetie, which with all our ſtates we 
cannot ſufficiently recompence, hauung next vato God) by her 
meanes recouered our loſt tunes. Chereſoꝛe I thanke it reaſon 
(H Don Bryanell) ſeeing ſhe is the inrumentall cauſe wee 
repoſeſſe them, we in her ſeruice to the death vſe them, that at 
leaſt thereby we map ſeeme to ſatiſfiz ſome part of her many 
deſerts, and ſo do intreat her to commiaund them as her owne, 
A ereunto ſhe thus anſwered, It ſufficeth me great Loꝛds, 
to haue done ſome ſeruice to ſuch Pꝛinces, which doth ſurpaſſe 
all ſatiſfaction whatſoeucr I may of pou receiue:holo much the 
moꝛe that will not be ſo littie which you mult vndertake , un 
behaltc of this diſinherited Painceſſe my Tom, wherewith 
this reſteth fully recompenced, which they againe replicd with 
great courteſte : and then Don Bryanell went to Artileoand 
imbzacing hun ſaid, 

We now haue time noble Pꝛince to know the cauſe that 
moucd you without my leaue to enter within this place. Jain 
not ſo wearie of the laſt demaunde (replied hee) but that J 
may ſatiſfie you now in this, though your ſelfe be well, and 
ſeeing that the laft aduenture coſt ſo deare, it were no realon to 
leaue you in this, vnſatiſfied. 

Jn theſe and (ach like ſpeeches continued they fill ſupper 
time: which come, they all did eate tonither , becauſe ofthe 
wounded Pꝛinces. Mere they ſtayed fiftcene daycs , till the 
Pꝛinces were well able to trauaile : in which tune and daye 
Bellona taking don Bellianis a part, ſhe ſaid vnto him walking 
though thoſe romes. I do well knowe mot excellent Pꝛince, 
and ſo tudge mp lelfe altogither vawoozthy , and it not ne- 
ceſlarpe to giue pou counſaile concerning pour meſt great 
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actions: Pet becauſe you are a ſtranger in an viknowne ceun- 
trey, and in a place where cuerte one would wiſh your downs 
fall with extreameſt death, and ſo many needſome aduertiſe- 
ments J pꝛeſume to tell you, that though faithfully in heart 
and with good reaion you obſerue, and vnfainedly keepe 
the lawe and religion of your pꝛokeſſion, yct muſt you cons 
ceale it, and by no meancs manifeſt it, foz if in the leaſt 
reſped (you doo, it may coſt pou pour deareſt life. Ard 
ozcouer, after that by the vertue of your inumcible arme 
you han ſafely eſtabliſhed the P2incefſe Aurora in her v- 
ed royaltyes, you muſt pꝛocure and endcuour to arrtue 

at the Soldane of Babilons Court, where you muſt ſuſtaine 
pour ncuer fainting heart, with your accuſtomed courage: 
fo; you ſhall there ſce pour ſelfe in ſo many great perils , that 
pou ſhall a thouſand times wiſh fo2 death, as a remedis foz 
them. But Heereoftake no thought, foꝛ they are things oꝛdai⸗ 
ned by the ſupꝛemeſt powers, pet alwapes bear e on your 
ſheeld the ſamc deuiſe that you nowe haue, though foꝛ her 
ſake you Mall be putte in great, and ſuffer many and tedious 
paſſions , vet ſhall you bee thereby kinewne , and your im⸗ 
moztall fame blaz:d oucr the whole carths continent, which 
pou ſhall ſtill weare, till Y aduertiſe pou to the contrarie: 
Whercwith ſhe ended, andthe P2ince thus replped. J will 
not render to pou ſuch thanks as this care and great ccurteſies 
deſerue, foz cuerie thing J poſſeſſe beeing at your com⸗ 
maund .it is reaſon you guard and pꝛotc a them as our cwne, 
Verewith they returned to theyꝛ companie, nd on Franel! 
having ſeene them both together, laid. J weuid not have peu be 
ſo long together, neither that you ſhould learn any thing wher⸗ 
by you might further excell vs in fight, which ik it be (oat were 
no reaſon that 3 whoſe merites bee ſo infericur to pours, 
ſhould learne them. Pou map woll deo itereplied d n Bel'r- 
ani) hauing in the laſt conflig reaped the pꝛonte, feare⸗ 
leſſe of any thing that might hauc happened ento vs. In 
all things you will ſame to yccide vnto mec the vantage, 
42 aſwered 
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aniwered Don Bryancl', though there be nothing in me that 
map any way pleaſe you 02 the Pꝛince Artileo, ſince as 
pou ſhewe, you would haue mer hadde that caretull feare 
of pou, as well not knowing as knowing you, pet do not J 
knowe why J ſhould feare you , becing accompanied with 
the diuine beautie of this moſt kapꝛe and excellent JI2zin- 
cclſe, Pau do well to ieſt with vs all (replyed ſhee) pet 
is it no malteꝛ, ſince your wozds expꝛeſſe what mall parte 
J haue thereof, hauing beene vnable to expell the doubt you 
had ofthe P2ztnces being here. 

Don Bryancll beeing ot nature pleaſant and courtcous, 
kept them in pleaſing chat the reſt ol the time of theyꝛ beeing 
there, which was ſome eight dapes: which expired, they ber⸗ 
ing defirous to depart thence, hadde an armour pꝛeſented to 
each of them by Bellona, the richeſt and fayzclt that euer 
was ſene. That which Don Bellianis had, was of a taws 
ny colour, with ſach naturall woꝛkes, mbolled with pearles 
ſo bught , that they peclded as much light as tenne burning 
Coꝛches in any darke place, but cheefely the ſheelde, has 
uing the verie ſelfe ame image it hadde befoꝛe, which was 
d2awne with ſuch perfection and curioſitie of arte, that if they 
had cuer ſeene the ſubſtance , they woulde haue tudged it 
the counterfeit 02 poztrature of Flori bella, the Soldane of 
Babi'ons Daughter: which although the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora 
knewe, yet ſapde nothing, imagining the wiſe woman had not 
without ſpeciall cauſe (ct it there. About it was waitten the 
afozeſaide Motto, ſo perfectly made with great Oꝛient 
pcarle, that it fozced admiration in each beholder, Pee had 
alſo a ſcabbard giuen him fo: his ſwe2d, made ofmaſlſic gold, 
with letters dꝛawne thercon, declaring the manner of the 
winning thereof. Arlileos were like them hee hadde in the 
caue, and Don Brianels Were of diuers colours, whoſe 
woꝛkmanſhip was wooꝛth a great treaſurie. Did not J ſap Y 
ſhould in all things haue the aduantage, that foꝛ a white armoz 

ol no value, which A did weare in the battell, haue giuen mee 
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now ſo rich and faire? It is not giuen pon as a gift ſoꝛ pour 
olde ſaide Arf eo) but that you ſhould pay fo2 them. Uſe not 
the office of a cHarchant replied Don Br1anell) foz who hath 
giuen me my armour,vſcth not to ſell any. It it be ſo ſapd Ar- 
tile >) how payed pou that which pou weare.Striue not about 
ſo mn all matter ſaude Don Belliams) fo2 J will pay ſoz all, ha⸗ 
uing greateſt cauſe fo2 it. Then ſtraight were they with them 
armed: and taking leaue of the ſage Patrone, ſhe ſayd, You 
will by the way need Pages to attend on pon, therefoze will 3 
giue pou thꝛee ot mine, and ſo pꝛeſented them thꝛee dwarffes, ſo 
little that they greatly deligyted to ſee their ſmalneſle, ſpecial⸗ 
ty that of Don Bellianis , whoſe ſhoꝛtneſſe reached not to the 
others middle though they were wonderfull lowe , Where 
inhabite, and are ingendzed ſuch gentle people as theſe ? ſayd 
[ Don Brianell, I ſhould long remaine among them, if J ſhould 
ſtay there, to be accounted nothing as euerie one of them is 
elſe where. Veu ſhall not bee accounted nothing (ſaide Don 
Bellianis dwarffe called Ordino)fo2 they would al ſo perſetute 
\ you, that ſeeing pour bignc ſſe to theirs , they would wanting 
| ground) tread on pou in ſteade of it. That were wozſe then 
the other ( replied Don Briane li. But leaſt we further pzocecde 
in talke, it were god we ſet foꝛwarde in our tourney , Where- 14 
with, with moſt kinde courteſie taking their farewell of the 42 3 1

CHAP. XI. 


What hapned Don Bel ianis, and his companions with duke 
Alfyron the courteous, and how they proued the aduen- 
ture of the vnhappic bridge, 


N this 02der trauelledthcſe Pzinces with 
Alas much pleaſure as their young peeres 
could require, fearing nothing that might 
al anop them, taking their ſtraight way tos 
warde a Caltcll,ſome thꝛc miles diſtant 
from Antioch, fo; the Pzinceſle told them 
it was a ſtrong foztreſſe , and neuer won 
by any fozraine focs:and that ſhe and her 
Damzels would there remaine , where alſo they might deter⸗ 
mine of ther affayzes , Foz which cauſe they had a man to 
guide them thither, whom they recciued of Bellona. Which 
way they had not far gone, but by the ſame they ſaw towardes 
them come the number ol twentie thouſand knights, whereof 
the greateſt part were verie ſumptuouſly apparelled, and mas

Why p:c- 
pares he ſo great feaſts? demaunded the Pꝛince. Marie ſir(re- 
plied the other not long ſince hee pꝛomiſed to gine one onelie 
daughter that he hath , to what i8inght ſocucr ſhould lay the 
Cinprronr of Greece, oꝛ take him pꝛiſoner: which enter pꝛile 
the Punce Don Gallaneo of Antioch vndertoke, accompa- 
nied with manie nights : who is now returned with one cas 
ſen ofhis, vy whom, and others that with them came the So- 
phie is certifizd, how they left the Emperour ſo wounded, that 
he could by no meanes ſcape, Foz which cauſe he hath detcr- 
mined to giue him his daughter in marriage, and therefo2cin 
theſe triumphes doth he feaſt all his Nobles. But de maunded 
Don Bellianis) why doth the Sophy ſo, beeing vntertaine of 
the truth! Ye thinkes this ſufficient (aunſwered the night) 
that if it ſhoulde otherwiſe bee , it is thought vnpoſſible euer 
to cect it, foz the Empcrour boemg thereof fozewarned, 
will with greater regarde loke to himſclfe: and beſides, bis 
Daughter will not bee cuill matched, he beeing one cf the 
beſt Anights in this lande. Though /to tell you trulie wee bee 
not well contented with this marriage, fo2 that the Duke 
our Maiſter was firſt greatly fauoured ofthe Pꝛinceſſe Per- 
ſiana ( foz ſo is the Sophies Daughter called) and ſecing 
nowe her willmarric her to Don Gallaneo, he goeth veric 
paſſionate, 

commit vou to God ſaid don Bellianis)foz you haue much 
pleaſed me with your diſcourſiue newes: and turning to the 
Pance and his compamons, tolde them all his talke with the 
knight, and demaunded ol them, if they thought god to ſee thoſe 
iouſts at P erſepolis, ere thep paſſed fozwarder, Jt wil be well 
dore ſud don Brianell)yet how ſhall we do, being vnpꝛouided 
ofa Tent: chat nerd you care foꝛ that aunſwered Arhlco)fb; 
it map be ſome wil intertame vs: if not, we muſt lie in the 
fields. And thus vnreſolucd, code ill till that troupe paſt as 
long. At which time ſome of them went to the Duke, that 
at that tinic was verie penſluely imagining on the Pzineefſe 
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Pe. fiana ) and ſaid to him. pou not ſir ) onder thꝛœ knights 
armed with the richeſt armour vou haue this dap ſeenc, whoſe 
gallant diſpoſition cannot but content cu, and ſtande in the 
nnddelt of the wap, ſeeming to demaumde the b2craking of 
ſome Lances , and do alſo conduct with them about twelae 
Dunzels, as it ſeemes no leſſe adozned with beautie, then 
they with valour. The Duke being deſirovs to ſce them, ſtep⸗ 
ped fozth, being armed in a tawnie armour like Don Bellia- 
nis, ànd ouer the ſame he had a coate of tloath of golde, moſt 
richly embꝛodered with Pearles, whoſe bꝛightneſle being o⸗ 
uercaſt with beames ol the ſhining Sunne, dazcled the behol⸗ 
ders ſight. On his ſheeld was pictured the God of Loue, of 
whom a Knight begged mercie, he rigoꝛouſly denied it. And 
thus went he ſtraight to the P ꝛinces while they gazed on him) 
going like a valozous and well diſpoſed knight, The Duke no 
leſſe wondering to ſee their gallant demeanonr, and riches of 
armoi. r, ſpeciallyx Don Bellianis, whoſe ſight ſurpꝛized him 
with ſudden admiration: and beeing nigh them, he kindly ſa⸗ 
luted them (being ol nature milde, gentle, and affable,foz which 
he had obtained the name ol courteous) and thus ſaid. J am 
ſa aſtoniſhed bꝛaue and valiant knights in ſeeing the bꝛaue diſs 
poſition of your perſons, and ſtrange maner oftrauclling, that 
I hauerecctued ſuch content, as the like J ſhall neuer obtaine, 
chicfly at this tune, beeing ſubiec to a gricuous melancholie 
greefe, And becauſe J ſuppoſe pe are going to the triumph at 
Perſcpolis, J intreate pou to cmploy me in this tourney , fo2 
that pou ſeeme ſtraungers of ſome remote Countrey. And al- 
though the valour of our owne perſons may mirite farre 
greater ſeruice, pet J pzay you denie me not this requeſt : foz 
I hope herein to diminiſh part ol my boyſterous and troubles 
ſome ſoꝛrowe, with pour gentle conuerſation. The Pzinces 
intreating one another to anſwer , Don Bellianis at laſt re⸗ 
plied, The offers ( melt noble Duke) which by pour liberall 
bountie we receiuc, are ſo great, as wee becing no other then 
errant knights) can no way deſcrue, And though wee had not

determined to bee at thoſe trium phes: pet to accompliſh your 
requeſt willingly doe condiſcend thereto, yeelding the ac- 
tompteleſſe thankes of duetifull ſermtozs at your commeaunnd, 
Foz which the Duke very ioyfully intertained the, with the 
Ladies in his owne company,and ſo made to Perſepolis, diſ- 
courſing by the way ot pleaſant matters, till they came with- 
in a myleof the Cittie,harde by a great riuer, ouer which they 
muſt ot neceſſitie paſſe by a bʒidge that thcre was, Which 
the Duke ſeeing, ſaid: Tonfounded in our ewne diſccurſcs 
(Sirs knights) wee haue loſt our way, Don Bellianis ſcing 
the Cittie, and not knowing to what ende the Duke ſpake it, 
replyed. If that bee the cittie, I thuike this is the right way, 1 
Las, anſwered the Duke. But we may not paſſe this bꝛidge, 1 
foꝛ it will bee mightily defended. Mho bee they, demanded | 
he that will defend it againſt ſuch Knightes as bee with vs? 3% 
They that doe it, will defend it againſt the whole woꝛlde an⸗ | 
ſwered th: Duke) Foz in ths kinadome are fower Knightce, | 
the valiantelt that on the earth doe bzeath,all bꝛothers. Tihich | 
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in one battell that the Soul dan had againft the Sou! dan of Ba 
bylon, perſo med in it ſuch haughtie decdes, that by their pꝛo Fi 
per valour, the victoie was obtained , which got them ſuch 1 
honour, that till this dap, they are reputed the ſtrogeſt knights { 
that may be found. Wheruppon the Sophy, to hencur them, | 
bad them demand what thcy would,ant — graunt it. | 
(They anſwered) they would haue nothing but this Caſtle & | 
the Bꝛidge, that no Knights might go that way, vnle ſſe hes | 
ſhould leaue his armour and hoꝛſe, oꝛ ouertomming them all | 
in fight,paſſe by. The Sophy granted it, with a great liuung be 
fides to mantaine their ſtates. Do they being ce me to this | 
bꝛidge, haue bꝛought with them two mig htie and Urerg Gy- 4 
| 
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ants,whoſe fierteneſſe no hundzeth Knights dare abide in 
coinbate together. And haue aboue thꝛer yearcs defended this 
paſſage, and not any knight hithcrto hath vanquiſhed them. 
Foz though they bee ſtrong and valtant, pet in their cembete 
doe not pꝛoctede like god knights ; Foz if it happencth that as 
13 ny 
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ny knight vnhozſeth any ol them, hee muſt Joult with the 69 
thers, till hee ouerthꝛowe them all: but il hee bee by any blowe 
bunſelfe o uerturned, he ſtraight looſeth his armes. Oz if hee 
ſhoulo vnhoꝛſe them all, hee muſt after combate with all fir 
together, becing the dnreaſonabieſt thing that euer was heard 
of. And this is the cauſe why this badge and way is ns moꝛe 
vſcd,by reaſon of the miſhappes that there befalls to wandzing 
knights: and thcrefozeis calledthe Vnhappie bridge, The 
Pamcrs greatly wondzed at this aducnturc,yet hauing greate 
deſire to pꝛooue it (don Bellianis thus ſaid.) Truely, molt ho- 
noured 02d, wee neuer heard ofthe like aduenture: but if ſo 

it pleaſe you, we will trye the fauours of blinde Foztune ther⸗ 

in. Do will it bee rather iudged madneſſe, then valour (rc- 

plyed the Duke.) Foz it lyeth not within the compaſſe of one 

mans ſtrength, to vmqtuſh them : Foꝛ the leaſt of them is a⸗ 

ble to withſtand the famaus Emperour of Conſtantinople, 

that is the knight moſt feared in theſe partes: whoſe ſole name 

makes the Souldan himſelfe tremble when hee heares it: and 

alſo dares oppcſe, and confronte the ſlrength ef cur Pance, 

that is no leſſe famsaſed then hee, Wherefoze if you thinke 

good, let vs leaue this way: foꝛ I ptrteiue ſome ol our compa⸗ 

ny doe ſee it will bee a perpetuall blotte to our names (repiped 

Don Bellianis) ifth2ough feare wee ſhould net aduenture cur 

perſons hecrein. Thereſoʒe commannde them to tay : fo2 Y 
will not hence leauing this vnattempted. While they wert 
thus talking. they ſaw on the other ſive ofthe badge, a greate 
number ol nights 4 Ladies, cloathed in triumphant robes, 
that were comming thither to ſpoꝛte the mſelues. What fairs 
alſcmbly ts ponder? ( demaunded Don Bellianis,) Jt map bee 
(ſaid the Dake) it is the S»phy, and his daughter the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe Perſ1ana, that come to feeifthcre arrive any aducnturer 
to the bꝛidge. Although our falles were but to make them 
ſpoꝛte ſſaid Don Belhanis) wee will tryt our foztunes, Dog 
as20u will {aid the Duke though moze willinglye J would 
take another wap, Tyhercuppon they ſtraight went towardes 
che 
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che bꝛidge: commandiog all their knights to doe the like, while 
they pꝛooued the aduenture'of thc Caſtle: which they did, yet 
not with any good will, The Pꝛince Arfileotntreated don 
Bellianis to graunt him the firſt battell. F will in nc wiſe doe it 
(did her: but becauſe Don Gallaneo is yonder, put on an vp⸗ 
per coate oner pour armour, leſte pon bee knowne, J will, 
(replycd hee:) but you mul graunt mee this firft ccmbate, Jn 
reaſon if longes to mee (anſwered Don Bel lianis)ſceing in this 
tourney J am the Conducter of theſe Ladies. Wee haue (ſaid 
Arfileo) as long accompanied them: therefoze ſhall ycu not 
ſo excuſe your ſelfe. Then, let the battell bee his (ſaid don Bri- 
anel) whom the Pzincefſe ſhall command, Striue not ſo a⸗ 
bout it (ſaid the Duke) foz youſhall haue all yncugh to dot. 
Now J iudge (ſaide the Pzinceſſe) ſ&ing Don Brianell by my 
lentence demaundeth the iouſte, that the firſt be his, and next 
vour:and the laſt bee his that would bee firſt, being reaſen that 
his ſtrength bee beſt tryed when the others faile. Don Bri- 
anell græued much becanſe hee ſhould be laſte : but ſeeing it 
could no otherwiſe bes, diſſembled it, and ſtcpping to the Duke 
ſaid. J belcene we ſhall haue the bzidge freer then J thought. 
The Duke ſinilde (as one that ſuppoled ihtir labour ſhould be 
but in vaine.) And at length arriumg at the bzidge, don Bri- 
anell began to be ſoꝛemoſte, ſceing on the other ſide all the cõ⸗ 
panye come allo thither. And ſtepping thereon , a night ar- 
med in an armcur of diuers colours, mounted on a mightye 
hoꝛſe, appꝛoaching nigh him ,ſaid, 

What madacſſe hath poſſeſte this Knight , to ſecke a 
paſſage oucr this baioge by me defended 2 With mighticr 
foꝛce was Yell defcnded (aunſwered hee) pet the vniucrſall 
Daiour of the wozld did ouertome it: Jn whoſe neme A 
comming, it will bee no greate matter foz mee to abate thy 
ſwelling pꝛide. 

By thy ſpeech (replyed the Knight' thou ſeemeſt a Chziſtis 
an, Thatauayles not to our purpoſe (ſaide Don Ptianel!) 
therekoze pꝛepaxe thy ſelfr, The Linight with great angerf -

thinking hee had him in little accompt. turned his hozfe , and 
tooke ſo much of the bꝛidge as would ſuffice fo2 his courſe, 
while Don Brianel did the like, All the men that came with 
the Dulie, and the people come from the cittie, appꝛoached to 
ſce the battel, and many ſaid, enery faire Yozſe and Armour 
ſhall the Knight giue vnto him ok the bꝛidge. 

At which tune the knights hauing turned their hozſes, ranne 
one againſt the other, and met ſo furicuſly, that the Launces 
ficwe in pecces, 2 the knight ofthe bzidge went to the ground, 
ſoꝛely bꝛuztd, Don Brianell ſo much bowed with his hoſe, 
that hee had almoſt done the like, but leeing what companye 
bcheld him, raiſed himſelfe with great courage, conſider ing. it 
was the firlt thing that p Pzincefſe had commanded him. A 
great murmure aroſe among the beholders,fo2 they neuer had 
ſcene any ofthe Bꝛethꝛen leaue the ſaddle befoze. Where 
uppon the other thꝛee nights 4 the two Gyants becing ar⸗ 
med, yſſued all mounted on great and luſtie hoꝛſes: who when 
they ſawe their bzother on the ground, one ol them made tos 
wardes Don Brianell, that alreadie had toke a Laumce from 
his Dwarffe. The Pzincclle Perſiana, that was ſhe on the 
other fide ofthe bztdge,and Don Gallaneo, already called her 
Spouſe, with p Sophy his father in law, ſaid to don Gallanco. 
J haue not ſeene gallanter knights then thoſe on the further 
fide, eſpecially pon foure (popnting to the two P2zinces , the 
Duke, and hee that Jouſted on the bꝛidge) and greatly doe de⸗ 
ſire to knows who they bee. Jt is no other then the Duke 
Alfiron (replyed don Gallanco) foʒ heard he llept not farre 
hence this laſt night. The Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana hearing the 
Duke named, fetthed a decpe ſigh, as one that leued him with 
in the ſecrete of her heart, but loz feare to diſpleaſe her father, 
durſt ſay nothing, yet thought ſhe by the riches of his armour, 
if ſhould bee her, ſtood and vicwed him very attentiucly, and 
ſceing how the enraged knights with puiſant foꝛce intountred 
tach other, in ſuch ſoꝛt that their Launces bꝛake in a thouſand 
ſheuers, and merting with their hozſes, ſhieldes, and helmcs, 
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both fell to the ground: but if Don Brianells hozſc had becne 
ſo good as his aduerſaries, hee had paſſed without a fall, which 
bz had ſcant done whe the men ofthe Caſt le cloled fo vnarme 
him. But the Pzince Arfileo deſirous to auopde it, with great 
choller entred the bꝛidge:ſo did another of the aduerſe parte, 
with ſuch (wiftnes as doth an arrow ſhotte from a Lcwe five 
thꝛough the Apꝛe, oꝛ a thunderbolt bꝛeaking from ſeme \wel- 
ling cloude: c with ſuch mightynes incountred on the bꝛidge, 
that the knight of the Calle was ouerthꝛowne, with a pecce ol 
5; launce ſticking in his body. It it pꝛocetdes as it begins ſaid 
the Duke) wee ſhall freely paſſe. o ſhall it bee (anſwered don 
Bellianis) foz with your auſpicious fauour, they may bee 
bought to our wiſhed ende. The Sophy was aſtoniſhed to 
ſe the ſtrong incounters ofthe knights, and ſpeaking to Don 
Gallaneo, ſaid. I neuer thought there could bee better knights 
then thoſe of the bzidge , but now I ſee what aduantage theſe 
haue oucr them. Wonder not thereat (ſaid don Gallaneo) 
fo2 inthe battell wee had with the Empcreur,thcre was in his 
apde one nouell knight, whom hee there knighted, that perfoz- 
med ſuch haughtie deedes in armes, chat neither Hector, no: 
Achilles euer did the like. Foꝛ beletue me, hee no moze cies 
med to bee aſſaulted by foure, oꝛ by two Gyants, then with ene 
knight, and with his owne handes in the battell her f&rwe a» 
bone 12. Opants. and 50, knights ol mine. But as foz the 
Emperour, J haue told you what happened mee with him in 
che Caſtle, he bering vnarmed:ſo that you necde not wender 
what theſe doe, though aup of them doe end this atuenturc, 
Which J cannot beleeac: andifthey doe, J will ackrewledge 
it the greateſt acte that euer J heard of, by rcaſon their \wo:v- 
fighting will bee ſs vnequall. Which hauing ſaid , the eldeſt x 


the greateſt of the bꝛethꝛen, came againſt Arfileo, intending 


to reuenge his Bꝛothers death, whoſe incounters were ſo fu- 
nous, that their launces were made in little pecces:and in ſuch 
ſoꝛte met with their bodycs, that the knight ofthe Caſtle was 
ouerth;owne with a great wound on his de. And Arlil'evs 
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hozſe with the ſtrong ſtroke recopled backe th2x 02 fur paces, 
that at laſte vnable to ſtay him, with adnurable lightncfle her 
leapt (rom his backe, becing a little weunded on the beaſt. 
The ſeruants ofthe caſtle went to him, to doe as they would 
haue don with don Bryanell: but the firſt that arrpued, ſoz 
his boldnes loſt his head: Foz Atfileo thinking hee ſhould 
not bee iudged ouerthꝛolone lapd hand on his \wozp to defend 
himſelſe: wherewith hee would haue made them knowe his 
valour, extended farther then thithcrto hee hav ſhewen. But 
the two bꝛothers that Don Bryanell had vnhozſed, arryued 
with their dzawne ſwoꝛds: the like did the Gyants, And on 
the otherſide Don Bellianis and the Duke did ſo, that in ſhoꝛt 
time among them all there began a terrpble and fearcfull bat- 
tell: Foz all the Dukes knights wouldſpaſſe ouer the Baidge, 
But the Sophy, the Pꝛinceſſe Perſ1ana, and Don Gallaneo 
went and parted them, and demaunded tho cauſe why they 

were ſo mingled togither, e did not pzoceede with their com- 
bate as they had begun: which epther they ſhould doe, oz let 
them paſſe 2 Mee are content to doe cyther (ſaid Don Bellia- 

nis) but this knight fell not, ſeeing by anothers ftrength hee 
lcft not the laddle, and therefoze ought not to coſe his hoꝛſe vn⸗ 
till the iouſtes bee ended. Ne may no moꝛe mount (ſaid they.) 
Who ſhall iudge it demaunded Don Bellianis.) Wee neede 
no iudge (ſaid they) fo2 it is our cuſtume: but if any muſt be, 
let it bee the Souldan (our Lozd) heere pꝛeſent. Be it lo, (ſaid 
the Duke.) Zhen (ſaid the Sophy) J awarde, that ſince the 
knight was not by another vnhozſcd, hee looſe not his boyſe 
no2 armour , but that hee bee vanquiſhed , ſeeing hee ſozlooke 
bis hozſe : ſo that hee may iouſt no moze, 

Great p2ofite dos they get by this ſentence (ſayd a pꝛoude 
knight) that on the Souldan attended, and was a nerre Alley 
to the Gyants that defended the Bzidge. It is well indged 
(quid Don Belhams : ) and beleeue me, had not the Souldan 
donc it, no leſſe w2ong recetued wee, then they, 

But what art thou that ſhouldſt not a little count thy nn 
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beeing moꝛe pꝛouder then vallyant , to ſpcake againſt the 
Souldan thy Lozds iudgement. 

The knight inraged with defire to reuenge thoſe woꝛds, 
anſwered, Lect vs ſet aſide the Souldans iudgement as a 
matter: to vs: But il thou wilt, vppon whither ef 
the knightes be ouercome accept this my gage, J giue it thee. 
J accept it (aunſwered don Bellianis) on condition wes 
may not paſſe the bzidge , vnicllc by ſoꝛte wee doe it. Vou 
dcferre it to long (ſaid the knight and cur fight will be voide 
if you meane to winne the bꝛidge by ſtrength. fo2 thele knights 
earneſtly deſire your armour,beeingſorich, But I giue thee 
leaue to helpe them (aunſwered don Belhanis whereby then 
Ghalt ſee howe little J accouut what thou ſo much eſtec⸗ 
melt. 

All the bcholders admired him, to ſee with what cou⸗ 
rage hee ſpake : but chicfly the Paincefſe Perſiana, that going 
tothe Duke Alfiron (whem ſhee did not krow) beeing a⸗ 
mong the knights and not knowing what end that cnterpaize 
would haue, did not diſcouer himſelſe, and ſaid. J pꝛap thee 
(good knight) tell mee who bee theſe knightes , foz J great- 
ly deſire toknowe it. The Duke ſoftly,that none might heare, 


Nomarucll moſt beautieus Pzincefſe) and Lady of my 
heart, vou at this tume knowe me not, hauing impleyed my 
ſeruice in ycur bchalfe to ſo little regarde : But if deare Las 
dy) you had determined J ſheuld by pour crueltie dye, why 
did pon not command mee to bee my owne erecutioner, and 
not permit my eyes to ſee the ſight of my liuing death, The 
Painceſſe by his ſpeech tra&ht knewe him, whereuppen 
fo2 very greefe her eyes flowed with pearled tcares : but dif 
ſembling leaſt it ſhould ber diſcerned, replyed, 

The Gods knowe great Dake ) my greefe, fo2 this 
marryage my Father intendes, is no le ſſe than yours, and 
there! de mult wee perfozce have patiente. D

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Che Duke would haue anſwered her, but that he perteiued 
don Bel ianis had ended the accepting of the battell againſt 
the pꝛoude knight. that they of the bzidge had graunted them 
the combate therin, condicionally, that if don Beluanis were 
ouercome, his hoꝛſe and armour ſhould be theirs who greatly 
greeued 0 bꝛothers death: and moze that they could not 
bee reuenged on him that had lane him.

made his incountcr , vet not hurting him at all, bꝛake his 
lau ice, not mouing hun in his ſaddle,%2 the inpenetrable vers 
tue of the ſhield retoꝛted backe the furious Pon.

Don Bellianis with the great deſire he had to hit him, miſt 
his encounter, ſo that their hozſes paſſed on their courſe with 
admirable furie.Zhe great ire the Pzince hereat conteiued by 
miſſing his incounter , is not deſcribed foz want of ſ ull, but 
verie furiouſly turned vpon the Knight, that did the like, any 
iudging it cowardize, hamng miſt his encounter, and loſt his 


taunce,to dzaw his ſwoꝛde againſt ſo vile and inſolent a man, 


went towards him, receiuing a moſt heawe b!owe vppon his 
helmet, and with incredible lwiftneſe running at him, ſnatcht 
him twirt his ſtrong armes, and as he were a litle child, pluckt 
him from his ſaddle, and impattently gouerned by his pꝛeſent 
fury ſlept to the bꝛidge ſide, and ouer it tumbled hun downe in⸗ 
to the riuer, where thꝛough the waight of his armour, he was 
rraight ouerwhelmed, leauing the beholders ſo amazed at the 
deed, that the Soldan cried out. Oh im moꝛtall Gods, what 
mightie ſtrength is this in one knight? It is wonderfull great, 
(ſaid Don Gallan-o) that was ſomething moued ſeeing him, 
and moze ctreumſpcetly loking on him, thought that was the 
deuiſe of the nouell knight at Conſtantinople: pet he doubted 
it, being ſo farre diſtant thence, imagining he would come thi- 
ther, vy reaſon of the diff:rence of religion. Pet ſeeing thoſe Las 
dies there, did greatly ſuſpect it, And agame turning his cyes 
towards him, he ſaw one of the knights of the Bꝛidge pꝛicked 
fozwards againft hun. Don Bel ianis that alſo went to merte 
hun without launce, although the Duke called to hun to take 
his, ſaid. I haue no need thereok, hamng umployed mine owne 
fo ill: but meeting the knight in the nuodle ofthe bꝛioge, was 
fozced to leſe his Mrrop by the incounter , and meeting with 
bozſes, (holds, and bodies, the kinght fell vowne bꝛuſcb, with 
his head all battered. Don Bellianis ho2ſc with the heck refted 
unmouable, till his ſpurres he:nade him 1:ke a whirles 
wind flie,enen to the place where the Scan and his compa⸗ 
nie were,that firmlp had their gazing eics leed on hin. The 
Sophie lecing one of the Giants comming ar dnſt han, fayd, 
Take a launce ũr knight) vo vou will greatly nerde it in = 
L 19! 
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iouſt pꝛeparing foꝛ you. It is my Countries cuſtome moſt cx- 
cellent Loʒd) that the Knight which in iouſting befoze a Bing 
02 Emperour , loſeth his incounter, thzough the little valour of 
his wooꝛth may not vntill he haue ended the battel take ano⸗ 
ther,which makes me now againſt my neceflitie,ryde without 
it: and lo pꝛaunting, and with great courage managing his 
Yozſe, he ſpurd againſt the Gyant, who not minding to leaue 
his Launce,though he ſawe the Pzince without any, pꝛickt a⸗ 
gainſt him: but he dzawing his lwozd bekoze they met, cut it in 
two, and ſtepping afide with his Hoꝛſe, let him paſſe in ſuch an 
amaztment, that miſſing whereon to hitte and ſtate himlelfe, 
rannc headlong fozwards , and at laſt Yozſc and all tumblcd 
downe, the Gyant reſting ſoze battcred with the terrible fall: 
and the Pzince ſceingit, ſet hunſelle in his place, crpecting the 
reſt of his aduerſaries; againſt whom came the knight that firff 
iouſted with Don Biianel, and taping foz him, at the inſtant 
he would encounter him with his Launce,lcapt aſide with his 
Yozſe, making him loſe his ſtroake, and with great furie tur⸗ 
ning vpon him, ſnacht his launce out ol his hands, and theres 
with with one blowe feld hun to the earth, and returning to his 
plate, bꝛandiſhed it with great io y. The lokers on, had almoſt 
perſwaded themſelues to dzeame with the ſight of ſuch admi⸗ 
rable exployts. The Duke was ſo rauiſhed with gladnclle, 
that he knew not what to ſap, to whomthe P2incefſe Aurora 
ſpake. Nhat thinke rou( Sir) ol the knight in the Tawnye ar 
mour? What may I thinke oz ſay ? laid he) but ̊ in no time 
ns; age ofmen , were neuer like herroike actions perfo2med : 
t iłhe can ſo well ve his \wozd,as he can his launce mounted 
on his courſer, J doubt not but without impediment wee ſhal 
paſſe h bꝛidge. Straight ſhal you be aſſured thereof (ſaid ſhe.) 
And lo b;ake of their talke: foz don Bel. with the ſpeare he had 
take fro the knight, oppoſed hunſelle againſt y mighty gyant , 
that blaſpheming old Mahomer,came againſt him with ſuch 
fierceneſſe, that ſoming like a Boare, and guided with a hel⸗ 
lich rage,moſt thicke ſmoke iſſued from the Uyſoz of his helme, 
and in the nuddle of the ſpacious Bꝛidge iucountred me 
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gyant bzake his laumce on don Bellianis ſhield: which liyding 
on it made hun a great wound, whence iſſued much bled, 
The Paince ſtrucke in ſuch manner, that piercing his ſhielde 
and armour, mightily wounded him on the bzeaſt : and both 
meeting with their hozles, the Gyant meaſured his length on 
the earth, and the Pꝛince hoꝛſe ſet both knees on the ground, 
wherewith hee reſted ſo amazed, that hee had net ß remem⸗ 
bꝛante to ſpurre him, Whereat the P2ince Arſileo that ſawe 
hum in ſuch a traunte, + thinking hun wounded to the death, 
would haue helped him, if the Duke had not bid him ſtand 
fill, to ſee what the knights would doe: who greatly abaſht 
at their vnhappie ſucteſſe, did together go all again him : but 
befoze they arryned,the Pzince had recoucred himſelfe , and 
very cholericke thzough that accident, ſtraight diſmounted,x 
imbzacing his ſhield, dzewe his\wo2d with ſuch furye , and 
little feare, as if hee had to doe but with one knight, The 
knight is not in his wites [ſaid the Sophy) to leaue his hozſe 
in ſuch a time, hauing to doe with ſo hardye knights, who in 
compaſſing him, did beſtowe ſuch mighty blowes , as might 
diſſolue the lumpung Gods blacke ſte led fozge, The Gyants 
beeing ſomewhat flew in arryuing,by reaſon of their boyftes 
rouſneſle, hoyitcd vp their lycing battell arcs , thinking to 
end the battell with th-ir firft blowes but the diſcrete Pas 
knowing dow greeuous thoſe ſtrokes were to ſuffer , Rept as 
ſide,that both alighted in vaine, and hee reached one of them 
ſuch a blowe on the legge, that hee cut it quite a ſunder: who 
not able to ſu taine himſeife thereon, ſell downe: pet was hee 
ſtrucke in ſuch manner, that hee was wounded in two places, 
while hee layd the other Oyant on the head, that the blod ran 
dowae his eyes, and defending himlelfe with his Chicld fro 5 
knights blowes, ſtruck him on the arme hee held the axe that 
both fell togither fo2 company, + the ayant going to take that 
with his other hand, could not thzough the excefſiue paine of 
the fall by the incounter: xagame he was ſo mightily wounded 
on p head, that he tabled at his fecte: 4 becauſe he had put him 
in ſuch trouble, ſoght al means to cut ol his head,but Þ knights

laid on him as did the Cyclops , when at Venus requeſt by 
Vulcans cõmand, they fozged ncas armo: in the eucr bur- 
| ning Ætna mount, which foꝛced hun to ſuſtam himſelfe on the 
groud with his hand: but he redubling his foꝛces, with inraged 
valiancie, ſeeing the Giants troubled hun no moze, turned vpõ 
the thꝛee bꝛethꝛen, 4 wounded one of them (which molt vered 
him don the head, that he cleaued it in two: the others imbꝛactd 
hum thinking to ouerturne him, but they might as wen tell the 
ſtars of heauen oꝛ with caſting water fill the wide vaſt Ocean 
ſca, Fo2 the pzince beeing the ſtrongeſt knight oifozces in the 
wozld,that few oz no Giants could equal! him therin, ſo bꝛaue⸗ 
e held one betweenc his armes, that he th2ult the pertes of his 
armoꝛ into his fleſh,that the crimſon b'wd guſht fro his veincs 
exceeding faſt, And ſeeing that himſelfe alſo loſt no ſmall quan⸗ 
titie,pzocured to ſhozten the fight, leaſt he might therein faint. 
and ſo made them think (dꝛawing them both to the bꝛidge ſide) 
that he would thzow them into the riucr: which they perceys 
ning, and the extreame ſtate they were bzought to, demaunded 
of him mertie foz their loſt ines, At which inſtant arrined the 
5 7 Sophy, and ſaid: Steing they can no longer defend themſelues 
* fir knight d done . Foz which 
il our victozious name ſhall euer bee etcrniſed thzoughout the 
ſpacious chtinent of this earthly bal, hauing to end the greateſt 


. | aduenture, p; euer knight attempted. J am contentto obey pour 
| command (molt excellent Lozd) anſwered the Pꝛince, on this 
'Þ condition, that they no moze maintame this cuſtome. That

| phie but then ſing, imbꝛated, and raifing 
dim from the ground, ſaid. J am gladDuke, to ſe you come to 
honour our tryumphes, cheefely bꝛinging to our Court ſuch 
knights as theſe, ſpecially hee in the tawny armour, whom J 
would haue pon tell me what they be, aſſuring vou the wozld 
cannot affoo2d his line, and J reſt ſo amazed, that J knowe 
not ifany humane ſtrength be able to accompliſh what he hath, 
Althereſt ol his copany affirmed it,ſcarſe beleeung what their 
owne eyes had ſene: and the Duke thus anſwered, Jt was 
you(my gracious loʒd) whom J would intreate to demand it of 


them,fo2 though they tame in my company, it is but verie little 


fince Jmet them, and it they do not declare it to vou, I doubt 
they will not doo it to any other. Speakto the Pꝛinceſle, duke, 
ſapde the Dophy, While J talke with the knights: and going a 
little further, ſapd to Don Bellianis that was niounting on the 
giants hoꝛſe, with whom he firſt iuſted, whoſe like to2 bignelle, 
firencth, 4 weil made body the whole Perfian Empire did not 
tgen co.itaine ; but perceiuing the Sophy came towar des him, 
would not mount, but as he was on fote, hum! 1.5 hi +. he to 
kiſſo his ropal h mos. The Sophie holding him wilt one hand 
bet auſe he ſhould not kniele, with the o 2d, and 
Tnbzacing him with great alte nion, ſardc. There rteſcn 
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Dir knight, why vou ſhould knccle to any, deſeruing foz your 
valour and incomparable bountie the ſame dutie of euery one, 
But fo2 ont onely thing muſt J needs now intreatc vou, which 
J am (ure you will not denie mee, iudging pour courteſie no 
leſſe then your haughtie courage , oł which all ſuch knights as 
vou ſhould as much pꝛiſe themſelnes, as oftheir pꝛoper valoꝛ, 
which thing befkoze J expꝛeſle it, 3 will thereto binde you by 
your pzonuſe, Tell me (moſt mightie Lo2d) anſwered Don 
Bellhanis, what you will tommaund me, foꝛ barbarous and vn⸗ 
ciuil! were he that ſhould denie ſo great aLozd any thing, in 
the yighell degree appertaining to your royall ſeruice,alhough 
a knight ot ſuch ſmall conſcquence as J, leſſe then your beheſt 
ſhould ſatiſfie,Yercupon the Duke, Don Gallaneo,and Pains 
ccſſe Perfianaafter their greetings,came thither to knowe the 
conference betweene him and the knight: ſo did the Pzinceſs 
Autora and thercſt ofher companie, who were entertained 
with ſuch courteſle, as if they were knowne to be the greateſt 
peercs of the woꝛld. At length the pꝛincelle Perſianathus ſad fo 
the Pzinceſſe Aurora. I do intreate you (fairc Ladic)lcaft wee 
Could derogate from the honour by pour cxtcriour ſhew ans 
the valour ol pour attendant knights you ſerme to deſerue, vou 
would manifeſt the ſtate and ropaltie of rour deſccrt : ſoꝛ al⸗ 
though pou deſire to conceale it, pet your wozthincflc wil ſhine 
fram the dignitic of pour birth. he humbling her (elf, replied: 
I rather deũre (moſt exeellent Pzinccfſe) you ſhould till con⸗ 
ccine that opinion of mee though vnde ſerurd) foz after you 
ſhould know me, my ſmall deſerts will then looſe the fauours 
vou nowe ſhewe me :foz the meanneſſe of my ſtate is ſuch, 
that it doth not merite the fruition of theſe fanours, Seeing you 
will haue it ſo , J will no longer impoztune you (replyed the 
beautious Perſiana) ſo cuidently telling mee we merite not to 
know vou, ſane onely by pour ontward ſignes. But lctting as 
ſide the woꝛthines of your perſon, that well deſerueth we ſhulo 
all obep you, let me then reteiue the fanour, that you would 
vouchlate to lodge within the Soldane my fathers Pallace. 

We 
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Ve may ſay noꝛ do any thing herein, ſaid Ar ſileo) moꝛe then 
the knight in the tawme armour will cemmaund, to whom all 
obedience is due. Nay then (ſayde the Soldane) it we liſt to 
know it, we ſhall eaſily knowe it by foꝛte of armes, but iaing 
he hath pꝛomiſed me a boon, this ſhall be it ſayde hee turning 
to don Belliams) that you all take off your helmes, and that 
we may knowe your names. Don Belliani ; ſtod ſomcwhat 
penſiue, not knowing what to anſwcre, yet thinking that the 
longer he kept lilence, they wold the moze ſuſpecthe at laſt thus 
replyed, Truly crcellent Lozd,you haue demandedme a thing 
that by my wil J neuer would diſceuer, but ſeeing J can do no 
lefſe,there is no reaſon I ſhuld deny it,x therfo2e wil declare it 
with licenſe of this my cõpanie. We wil allow whatſocucr vort 
hal do, ſayd they, The pꝛinceſſe Aurora was at this time in 
great feare leaſt they ſhuld be knowne, thinking p don Galla- 
neo had ſeen them in the caſtle when don Hiianell was caried 
thither,but they decciued themſclues,foz he had not ſeen the but 
armed, when he was there taken, Don Bellianis replying,the 
@oldane ſaid, You ſhall know(my god Lo2de)Jamcalled the 
knight ofthe golden Image, becanſe I beare it on my ſhecld, 
and J aſſure pou at this pꝛeſent I haue no other name, neither 
may J haue it, till à be commanded the tontrarie. This my 
companion, poynting to don Brianell, is nominated the ventu- 
rous knight, and this other is the Pzince Arſilco. if tuer you 
heard hun named befdꝛe, P ꝛince and ſole heire of the kingdom 
ot Raſia. This Ladic whome wee accompanie, is the King 
of Carcaſias Daughter, with whome thzough a certaine ad⸗ 
uenture, we were al going tothe king her fathers Court. This 
is al moſt noble Lo2d, what in this caſe I can declare, pꝛote⸗ 
ling by the fayth of a Knight, 3 may not moze diſcouer, fo; 
Imy leife doo notknowe it, ou haue Boone with me (reply- 
edthe @olbane)although I deſired larger inſd mation: and ſee⸗ 
ing there remaines no moꝛe to doo, J pꝛay you vnlace your 
helmes, that my dere may further bee ſatiſfied, Arfileo and 
Don Bryanell ſtraight way obeped, veing verie glad to — 
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how well don Bellianis had anſwered : which done, they all 
highly commendcd the foz their bꝛaue diſpoſitien. The Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Aurora till that time being ſozrowfall,not knowing what 
replie don Bellianis would make,with great toy ſtepped vnto 
— 16 6 helme:whoſe fapze complection, with the gal 
lant tution ofhis well knit members, and ſtrength ol bo⸗ 
dy, was highly admired, h ꝛuing his haire ikethzad of maſſie 
gold, diſheueled hanging on his ſhoulders. The ſight ol this his 
rare fauo2,with his haughtie exployts in armes, made them as 
mazedly think him the olſpʒing of the mighty god ol war, judg⸗ 
ing it impoſſible that any moztall creature ſhould poſſeſſe two 
ſuch extreams, wherin he ſurpaTed al withiny compalle of the 
earth. Ye was ol ſtature high: r thc any knight in that tune, his 
hands long and finowy,betskening his exctiliue ſtrength, his 
ſhoulders big and large, whoſe bꝛeadth might mainely beare 
the putſſant burthen of olde Atlas foxccs. Vis face whiter then 
the pureſt Alabaſter, commixt with the Roſeate colour of a 
naturall red. Therein was placed his eagle-pcnetratuig inſtru⸗ 
ments of light, as bzight as the reſplendant rayes of the meri⸗ 
diall ſunne: and to conclude, there was none afflicted with 
blacke heart oppzefſing melancholie but in examining his per⸗ 
fections, would on a ſodaine baniſh that entmie to quiet pleas 
ſure. He had mozeouer a tertaine maner ot milde grauitie, that 
with it he dꝛew vnto him the loue sf the admirers: fozit being 
with anger moued, chere could be no tountenante moze ſterne 
then his, pet he ſo refrained hunſell by foꝛcing it from hun, that 
Ciraight he would expell it. Ve was a great maintainer and lo⸗ 
ner of iuſtice, that it any did committe a fault oꝛ crred, hc hini⸗ 
ſelfe would ſ& him puniſhed. None in his time could equall 
him in fozces, Vis ſpeech was rare but wile, and neuer ſpake 
but pꝛemeditated vpon occaſion. When p Soldane ſawe ſuch 


accompliſhed perfections e compleate valloz in one knight, hee 
again imbꝛaced him, conceiuig ſa great pleaſure, p had not the 
marriage of his daughter bin ſo fozward, he would willingly 
without further knowledge what he was, giuen hir him or — 
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wife ,x at laſt he bꝛake their ſilece with theſe woꝛds: Moſt gloꝛi⸗ 
ous knight, I impute it no fault in vou in being ſo vnwilling to 
diſconer vnto vs your rare parts, which only to high immoz- 
tall gods, as things altogither pꝛoper and appertatning to thẽ⸗ 
ſelues, do belong: to whom J render recountleſſe thanks, that 
in my time they haue vouchſafed to ſend ſo great a wonder a- 
mong vs, in this our age. At the time that Don Bellianis wold 
haue kiſſed his hands , which he not conſented , arriued the 
Pꝛinteſſe Perſiana with Don Gallaneo, leading with them 
the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora. Wherenpon the Souldane and the 
Knight mounted on they? hozſes, and the Ladies on theyꝛ Pals 
frayes,and don Bellianis having his woundes firſt dꝛeſſed by 
the Damſels, who alſo did the like to the knights of the budge, 
they toke their way towards Perſepolis. The Dukes traine 
was ercerding merrie, to haue in their company ſo famous 
nights, ſoꝛ thoſe tryumphes: don Bryanell, that was called 
the aduenturous Knight , ſtepped to the beautious Perſiana, 
and as one that in courtly courteſie, and pleaſant diſcourſes 
was inferiour to none, ſaid vnto her. Sing faire Pꝛinceſſe, 
my name is not oppoſite againſt any fauour J may receine, 
J beſeech you make me thereby aſſured firme againft all chan- 
ges or al reuoluing chance: in figne whereof,grace me by your 
graunt, with the leading of your palfray by the rapnes,wherce 
by Imap with the fruition of pour diuine companie iniop all 
that I map deũre, which is to reſt ſole yours fo2 euer, ſinte pon⸗ 
der knight (meaning don Gallaneo) hath taken on him inp 
office with the Pꝛinceſſe my Lady. This he ſaid becauſe don 
Gallaneo did lead the Pꝛinceſſe Auroraes palfraye , which 
though He ſuffered, was to dillemble that ſhe knew him net, 
rather defiring his death, then at his hands any ſuch fauour, 
The like with wiſhed the Duke Alſyron. The Pꝛince ſſe Per- 
” na, no leſtĩe gallant in talke , then rareneſſe of beautic, rey 

p lxed. 
J would not fir night.! hat about your ſeruice, the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe your Lady and could iarre· but ſceing ſhe doth accept a 
Y ſtranger 
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ſtranger fo2 her ſeruitoꝛ, ſhe ſhall receiuꝛ the guerdon of her 
change: and there with ſhe gaue him the raines, which he glad ⸗ 
ly toke :to whome the Pzinceſſe Aurora ſaide. J know not ſir 
aduenturous knight, wherein J haue ſo much diſcontented 
you , thatyou ſhould ſo ſone dꝛowne niee in obliuion: but if 
it were in commaunding you to p2ooue the aduenture of the 
b:idge: hencefo2th will J be moze conſiderate, and ſo you ſhall 
be leſſe greeued, yet notwithſtanding all thmges haue ſo well 
befallen vou, that vou haue no cauſe of groenance,Truc,ſaid he, 
if the Pzince Arhleo had not got moꝛe by that pzoſe then J. 
What haue J obtained mozc? demanded Arfileo. The comes 
m umdement of my Lady the Pzinceſle (ſaide he) beſides ths 
hozſc you haue vnder you. Do haue pou got your armoz which 
you hadloſt/anſwered Arfilco)foz which pou are beholding to 
the knight ofthe golden Image. J haue no reaſon to thank him 
fo2 it replyed hee)fo2 he did it moꝛe to keepe his 6wne that are 
ſo extellent, then becauſe J ſhould not loſt mine. Then wcre it 
od ſaid don Bellianis)fince pon wil not thanke me loʒ them, 
pou reſtoꝛe them backe to me. Me ſhall not ſo ſone ende 
this quarrell as pou did the other (replied Don Bryanell) foz 
the knights loking fo2 yours , would to haue them willingly 
let me haue mine. Let this paſſe(ſaide Don Gallaneo) foz had 
vou leſt theſe pour gallant diſpoſitions, pon would haue gotten 
others. In this manner at length they arriued at the Cittie, e⸗ 
uen at the dayes departing, giuing place vnto the mighty gli⸗ 
ering ſtars, twinckling in the firmament, where they founde 
the people attending foz their comming with lights and toz- 
ches, who in troupes filled vp the ſtreetes, that they had no wax 
to paſſe: foꝛ the newes being ſpꝛead, that one knight had v au⸗ 
quiſhed the keepers ol the vnhappie Bꝛidge, they all flocked 
to ſæ him, as a wonder, dem umding one of another which 
was her, neuer inough ſatiſfied with his ſight , that all 
this while talked with Don Gallaneo, till they all came to the 
paliace gate, where they alighted. The beatious Perſiana was 
dilmoũted by den Bellianis, that ſaid to don Brianell: wy at 
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this time (Sir aduenturous knight) deceiued you of the re⸗ 
ward of your labour, haung on foote obtayned moze , the you 
in all this tourncy. You are all againſt me (replyed hee) but J 
may bane a time to crye quittance with peu ſoʒ it. Don Galla- 
neo taking the Pzincefle Aurora in his armes, they all entred 
the royall Yall: whence all their companye departed, The 
Souldan impoztuned the thzee knights to ſfay within the pal 
lace, which hee could not obtaine. Foz they anſwered they 
would in no wiſe leaue the Duke, till the trinmphes were en- 
ded : ſo ſaid the Pzinceſſe Aurora that neuer woulde diſafſoci- 
ate her knights: e ſo with leaue of the Souldan and his daugh- 
ter, they alſo departed, 

Well did don Bellianis note when they were taking their 
leaue, how the Duke Alfiron ſhewed no good will towarves 
Gallaneo, wherefoze hee was deſirous to bee certiſied therof: 
and beeingcome to the Dukes Pallace , that was one of the 
beſt and greateſt in the citie, Don Belliamis would not ſtay foz 


ſupper : but finding himſelft weake th;eugh the much bloode 
hee had loft, caſt himſclfr on a bed that was made fo2 him, 
where his damzels did againe dꝛeſſt his woundes , Whyle 
the Duke and the reft latte to ſupper: where they were ſo 
well ſerued as they had beene in Conſtantinople , and after 


went to viſit Don Bellianis: whence departing , they went to 
repoſe their wearied bodies.

though his wounds were great. The Duke with a kinde con- 
gye gane him the godmo;row, and ſaid. Trouble not your ſelf 
to ryſe fir knight, foz your wounds may put you in great 
Thinking you went to the tourney (aunſwered the Pzince) 
J would make me readie. What ſhall wee do there to daye ? 
(replyed the Duke) but J beleeue ifthe Souldane knewe you 
were ſo weake,he would come to viſit pou. Then were it not 
amiſſe ( ſayde the Peince) that J did riſe to ſaue him that la⸗ 


With this entred the Ladies al ſo to viſit him, bidding hum 
in no caſe riſe, till they further aduꝛſed him: where with hes lay 
till, and ſo the Ladies left him with the Duke. But he hauing 
great dcfire to be auenged on don Gallaneo, by reaſcn of the 

20miſe he had made his father, and perceiving the Duke had 
like intent, and deſiring to knowe it, ſaid to him. Tell me fir 
which of all thoſe knightes was the P2mce don Gal laneo ot 
Antioch That was he ( replyed the Duke) that led the Pzin- 
telle Aurora by the rapnes of her palfray , bozne to rob mee of 
my carthiytop2s., What is the cauſe thereof, demaunded he, 
{o; ſo great a Loꝛde as you thoulde calily bee reuenged on — 
perſon 
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perſon whatſocuer, being moued thetto. That is not the thing 
that may remedie my greeſe ſaid the Duke) yet J pzay you let 
me know it ſayde Don Bellini.) Then thus beganne the 
dune. J was a loug time captiuated in the loue of the beatious 
Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana, and of her ſo highly fauoured,that with 
little labour {might haue obtained her foz my wife, if my re⸗ 
uoluing fates had not oppoſed themſelucs againſt my happi⸗ 
neſſa and ſo declared to him the whole p2occlle ot his loue, with 
ſuch ſoꝛrow, that Don Bellianis could not reſtraine his teares, 
taking great compaſſion of him, though glad in that this might 
be a meanes to effcc his owne intent, and thus anſwered. De 
not thinke your matter ſo happeleſſe, but imagine you may by 
ſome meancs attaine the Pꝛinceſſe l erſiana to ycur wife, A 
cannot perſwade my ſelle ( replied the Duke) there may be 
any remedie fo2 my greefe, Foz to mozrow after dinner the 
iouſts beginnes,and the ſame mozning the Panceſſe is mar⸗ 
ried to Don Gallanco,wherby J ke no hope but death,fo2 an⸗ 
cho2age and end of all my patnes,oz todepane my life ofmy vi- 
tallſenſes, befoze my cies do view it. Do not ſo afflict your 
foule(ſayd Don Bellianis) fo2 I haue thought vpon a meane, 
which ik vou agree thereto, js, that to mozrow we all mert at the 
CTaurney, where, il Don Gallaneo, thinking himſelfe the beſt 
Anight within this Court) doch enter, there alſo J meane to 
bee in an vnknowne armour, and meeting with him will diſ⸗ 
appoint him ol his new betrothed loue. Foꝛ J haue no leſſe de. 
ſire then you, to ſends him out ofthe woꝛld. And to the end with 
moze ſetretie wee may do it, you ſhall giue out. I am ſo ſoꝛe 
wounded, that J reſt vnable to riſe, and ſo Don Gallaneo ſhall 
not ſcape m handes, and voir intent ſhalbe at full accompli⸗ 
ſhed. Zfthis faile,you haue ſuch knights, that with th maugre 
all the court, J will convuct her where you will. The duke hea⸗ 
ring this, knew not where he was, with top, 4 imbꝛaſing him 
ſaid. Not without great cauſe (rcnowmed knight of the golden 
image did J from the firſt houre 3 (aw you, com pꝛiʒe luch loue 
of vou, was fo ſuddenlꝑ affected; as the man in whom might 
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conlifked the remedie of my tozments , although we know not 
tully howe wee ſhall accompliſh it, by reaſon at this pꝛeſent 
there is aboue fiftie thouſand knights in the tourt, that J doubt

men to attend our comming in the way we mult take , ſcms 
ten miles hence, taking with them double ho: ing, that when 
we arriue with ours tired, g being ther loꝛced to fight, we max 
find freſh hoꝛſes. And this done, 1000.choſen men wil lerue to 
fetch her hence. ſo that they perfealy kaow the way, The duke 
liked well ol this counſcl:where they bꝛoke ol, being adnertiſed 
how the Solvan, x the pzincefſe Perſiana, with all the chief no⸗ 
vilitie( except don Gallaneo, that remained about another mats 
ter, which ſtraight ſhalbe declared) tame to viſit hum: wherkoze 
the duke hearing it, wẽt to meet hun, pet fo; al his haſt he found 
him comming vp the fkaires talking with the pꝛinces Arfileo, 
don Brianell,q4 Aurora, that went fozth to receiue them:who 
when they ſaw the dune go towards the)the pzinceſſe Peiſiana 
ſaid, J feare(great duke) vou are alreadie aſſured ofthe victozie 
ofthe iouſts, being in companie of fuch valiant knights, 2 — 
makes you thus kerpe your Chamber al this time a day, not- 

withſtanding J can tell vou, pou haue many aducrſaries:there- 
foze aduiſe your ſelſe, and loke well what vou haue to do, and 
mult in your own defence perfozme, The duke kneeling befoze 
her, demanded her beautions hands to kiſſe them,fo2 that fanoz 
che did him by her god counſcl,q that none might heare replied 
if your diuine lauoꝛ, moſt excellent Lady, doth not foꝛſake me, 
J map ſecurely reſt fearleſſe of all dangers:vut J doubt J Mall 
with your abſence remaine altogither vnable thercto , hauing 
loft the fruition of your diuine fauoz, poſſeſſed by a ſtranger in 
my light a) RSS Dh EIA ai" 
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at her pleaſure talke with him, take him by the hand, and that 
euery one might heare,ſaid.Oc&ing you haue thus long bin idle 
Imeane now to taſk vou foz your laboz:fo; you ſhalbe this day 
my gardian,foz that the aduenturous knight may not be both 
the pzinceſſes and mine, therfoze wil J renounce him,hauing 
ſo ſone fozgotten me. Then belike my ſelle being deſirous(ſaid 
don Brianell) to obtaine both pour fauozs , muſt now feare to 
loſe all:yet am J content, that my E 02d the duke may haue the 
inheritice ol nw plate. Thus chatting they arriued at don Bel- 
lianis lodging, who wold haue riſen to receiue the, but the Sol- 
dan wold not ſuffer it. And going to his beds fide,dcmarmded 


how he felt himſelfe: wherunts he replied, J cannot but be well 
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(molt dꝛead Lozd) reſting ſo bound to pour imperiall maieſtie, 
that J know not how J may acknowledge ſatufaction fo; pᷣ leſt

Think not much 1 

or that J do, vꝛ my father doth fozce it, J would put my ſelf in [NI | 

danger to auoid it: and J haue greatly reioiced that you haue 3 

bꝛought with you ſuch valiant warriers , as at the vahappic 

bꝛidge J ſaw, Foz if the knight ol the golden unage were not 

as he is, J would haus intreated hun to pꝛecure to diſlſolue this 

match, done contrarie to my hearts intent. De and I haue c0- 

ferrcd about this matter ſaide the Duke yet ſpeake you with 

him about it, that he may knowe this to be with reur — nt. 
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whereupon lhe then went to his beds ſide, while the Souldane 
talked apart with Arfileo ,whom he highly eſteemed, knowing 
him to be ſo great a Pꝛinte as Don Bellianis had ſayde. The 
pꝛinceſſe Perſiana ſeing ſo god occaſion, demaunding how he 
felt himſel with his great wounds, as much greruing foz them, 
as though he were the Pzince her bꝛother, and the moze, being 
in time in che ſo much needed the helpe of his vncongue- 
red ſtrength, to the ſubuerting ol her enemies: whereto he ans 
ſw2red : J do feele my lelfe(molt excellent Pzinceſſe)verte wel, 
eſpecially to accompliſh any thing appertaining to your high 
ſeruice,whercfoze aſſuredly commaund and unploy mee anie 
way wherein my wozthineſſe may pꝛeuaile fo2 your behofe. Jt 
is no {mall pzomiſe(replicd ſhe) you offer me, fo; as J do great- 
ly neede it, ſo ſhall J haue cauſe to cmploy the greateſt part of 
pour valour. And therfoze(moſt glo:ious knight) now, as you 
alreadie haue vnderſtod ofthe Duke, that the @oldane my fa- 
ther hath determined to marrie me to the Pzince Don Galla- 
neo: which doth ſo toꝛment my paſſion-b2oken heart, that A 
hers vow, ik al other meanes ol my deſired remedie do faile me, 
my pꝛoper hand ſhall finiſh the tragicke ſcene of my affucted 
life, ere J will conſcnt to this vnloztunate wedding: e though 
many nobles haue ſolicited my father to the contraric, pet will 
he not be ſatiſfied, anſwering them woozdes vnbeſ&ming both 
his maieſtie and their eſtates Wherefoze if I haue cauſe ſo to 
complaine of my ſoule-conftnmng greefes (if euer pou felt the 
l :) vou may caſily iudge. And to conclude, J haue determi⸗ 
ned to marrie none but the Duke Alfyronthe Courteous. Foz 
when Jſawe pour high admired derdes in the battell, J then al⸗ 
ſured my felfof help. But now thꝛough your greeuous wounds 
it hath ſince ſo increaled, that had J not diſcoucred my diſcon⸗ 
tent vnto you, J had to moꝛrow wedded me to death, rather 
then to him J ſo abhoꝛre. Therefoꝛe this onely J intreate you, 
that commiſerating the ſtate of me the mot vnhappieſt Pzin- 
teſſe liuing, you would pꝛocure ſome redꝛeſſe to terr inate my 
woes, that J map not fall in his hands whom moztally J hate: 
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I means Don Gallaneo, wherein you ſhall commit no crroz 
againſt my father, whoſe decaping honour with his life, will be 
augmented by his death. Foz Don Gallaneo is not the man 
that ments his Daughter, being a knight of the lealt faith at 
this time liuing. And J cannot be perſwaded,that ſo famous 
and gloꝛious a Pꝛince as the Tmperourof Grecce, could by 
him be aſſaulted, vnleſſe it were with treaſon and ſuch ike. And 
the greateſt cozaſine to my hart is, I cannot in ſcmenight ſteal 
out of the Pallace, and ſo depart with the Duke, whereſoeuer 
he would conuey me: which my father ſaſpecting, keepeth mee 
with a great gard. Thus haue A ſir knight diſcloſed the tenoꝛ 
of my grerfes, beſeching you that if any hope of remedie hang 
in the angry ſites ſoꝛ my releaſe, pou would let me know it, al 
ſuring pour ſelfe,J will refuſe no daunger, and will vndergo al 
perils, accounting them as greateſt pleaſures, ſo therby F may 
fruſtrate this deteſted match, Don Belliani; all this while re⸗ 
ſted much amazed, to ſee how paſſionately the P2inceſſe gree» 
ued, and with what confidence ſhe had manifeſted vnto him 
her minde: and without longer delibcrating on the matter, as 
if he had reſolued thereon with conſent of his Companion, re- 
plied. Creat is the pleaſure J haue receyued (moſt excellent 
Pꝛinceſſe with the knowledge of this your reſolue, hauing 
thereon ere this conferred with the Duke, and ſo J only expet⸗ 
ted this pour hich commaund, and alſo hoping you weuld bind 
me to pour perpetuall obſeruation, by your viſitation J remat- 
ned thus in bed by which sccaſion J moꝛe conuenicntiy might 
know the reſolution of pour minde, which now being alſut e d 
of ou, ſhall ned no moꝛe, then commit the execution of all vn⸗ 
to my charge, your ſelfe ſeen ing to know nothing: fo2 J p20- 
teſt and pꝛonuſe you neuer moꝛe after to put on armour f this 
marriage be effected with Don Gal laneo, And doubt not but 
with the helpe ofthe immoꝛtall Gods, it hall be as Flay: But 
leaſt we ſhould fozce ſuſpition by our long diſceurſe, J will not 
any longer (tay vou. Clith which concluſion (he reſted the con? 


tentedſt Ladie in the wozlde, ſeeing howe well thoſe afl zires 
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would p:oc&d acco2ding to her deſire, onelp ſoꝛ that the knight 
ol the golden Image had ſo cofidently vndertaken ſo waightiꝛ 
A charge. And ſo after ſome ceremonies betweene them, ſha 
fell in diſcourſe with the other Knights and Ladies, while the 
Soldan was taking his leaue of don Be llianis, andthe Pin- 
ceſſe Auror a; and the like did his Daughter. Which donc, and 
both partics reſting content, they departed towards the Pal- 
lace, and with them the Pꝛinceſſe Arlileo, and Don Brianell 
with the Duke, who leauing them there returned to their lod⸗ 
gings to ozder the deternuined purpoſes : whercupon they 
Rraight tommaumded that two thouſand nights ſhould that 
night depart, and attend their comming at Dianas groue. And 
themſelucs pꝛepared hewe and in what manner they would 
merte in the tourney the inſuing dap, and ſo expecting the next 
moꝛtow with hope to execute their determination.

U here he ayded the Cmperour Don Bellanco:wher: ſoꝛe tas 
king a part his Coſcn don Galfeo th: vnknewen, bzake imo 
theic ſpeeches, J cannet tell god Coſeii) whether you haue 
marked what J haus, and kavwice that which grerucs 
nie 
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e to the heart: pet notwilhſtanding, know fo2 certaintie, and 
J am ſo perſwaded that the Knight of the golden Image is he 
thal ought againſt vs at Conſtantinople, in the battle of the 
Emperour don Bellaneo:whom ifhe be, then commes he ons 
ly to pꝛocure our vtter ouerthꝛow, with vntimely death. Foz 
though the Emperour ſhould be lunng , pet A lo feare them, 
that vntill J haue the Pzinceſſsinmy power, ſhall not reſt, 
thꝛough extremitie of paſſions , of thoce diſturbing thoughts 
which haue ſo bereft me of my ſenſes , that J know not what 
courſe to take, Don Galteo hereat amazed, did replie. Cither 
I hane bene blinde, oz not in my ſelfe, in not 1 ting thoſe 
nights, as vou haue:pet aſſure pour ſelſe (fo2 ſo do J that the 
Emperour is himlſelfe come dilguiſed with them. Foz in the 
conflict with him, there was but two, and now there are their 
which doth conirme it, eiſe could no knight in the woꝛlde per⸗ 
foꝛme ſuch admirable deedes againſt the nights of the bzidge, 
but the Emperour. Therefoze determine what you will haue 
done with them, ſince wee haue them at our pleaſure in the 
Dukes Pallace. None of them is the Emperour,fo2 Fknowe 
him verie well ({aid don Gallaneo, ) But know J thinke it 
beſt)that to mozrowe when the iouſts begins, the Duke bee» 
ing G-nerall of all the aduenturcrs , and J of the Courtiers, 
vou ſhall take flue hundꝛed choſen Umghts, and with them 
march to the Dukes lodging, which pon ſhall nde without 
my gard. There go vp to the Chamber the Knight licth in ſoꝛe 
wounded, where pou may eaſily depꝛiue him ot his life, and 
the like will J do by his companions in the field. All this ap⸗ 
pꝛoued don Galfeo, being as falſe a traitour as his coſen,and 
that night they pzepared thoſe men they thought merte fo2 that 
enterpꝛile, determining to put the pꝛinces to death beloꝛe their 
malice were knowne. 
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CHAP. XVI. 


Howe the tourney began: and in what anger the aduentu- 
rous knight , and Arfileo were put by Don Galianeos 
Kinoclas.

(=) $ ſpeakable,and long hoped ioxes there be- 
- — gan in the Citie of Perle polis, ſuch eccho⸗ 
ing noiſe ok militarp inſtruments, as if it 
had beene like to be ſubuerted by furie of ſome terrible aſſault, 
of fozraine foes Though the ltreetcs were nothing ſeene but 
moſt ſumptuous and rich furnitures, and manie and dinerſe 
rare inuentions,foz all maner ot new deuiſed paſtimes, All the 
people pꝛepared themſelues as appertained to the cclebzation 
of ſo mightie a Pꝛinceſſe nuptials. The knights on the other 
ſide, though they apparelled themſelues with rich triumphant 
roabs, pet had they ſpeciall care of their armoz and hoꝛſe, which 
in the afternone they ſhould vſe. The Pzince Don Gallaneo 
(after he had agreed with his coſen that towards the euening 
he ſhould be in readineſſe to exccute their appointment) did ſu⸗ 
perbiouſly adoꝛne himſelfe, and accompanied with manie 
Knights 1 Loꝛds in nuͤber 2 000.he went to the pallate, where 
by the way he met the kings of Arminea, and Jeſſifanty, with 
many other ſtrangers, amongſt whom were aboue 30. dukes 
and Carles, and with the ſound ol innumerable trumpets, and 
al other ſoꝛt ol harmonious inſtrumente, whole far reſounding 
noiſe made all the vallics there adioining eccho with the found 
till they arriued at the pallace , wycre thep attended their re⸗ 
turne, while the excellent and fayze Pꝛincelſle Perſiana iſſued 
fozth 
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fo:th with ſuch admiring beautie , that it moꝛe increaſed the 
Duke Alfirons greefe. Yer gowne was of white Saten, cut 
vpon cloath of golde, tackt with ſilke , and golden twiſt, and 
d2awne fo:thin Noſes. In the middle ofencric one was ſet an 
dꝛient Pearle of great bigneſſe, that it made the gowne of ſuch 
exceſſiue valour, that eucry one eſteemed it woꝛth no leſſe then 
the whole Citie of DPerſepolis:her Amber haire like the thꝛerds 
of fineſt golde, was in treſſes in a net ofthe ſame ſtuffc knut to⸗ 
gither, whereon was placed a Cozonet,ſet w. th great and faire 
Saphires , in the middeſt whereof ſtode a ſtone grauen with 
the Image ofthe God of Lone, with his bowe and arrowes, 
whoſe ſparkling bꝛightneſle would haue darkened the light of 
a great Toꝛch. The Duke Alfiron when he ſaw her in this 
maner, remained altogither without feeling : which Arfileo 
(that was nigh him ſering, ſayd vnto him verie loltlie. Lake to 
pour ſelfe (moſt noble Duke) leaſt you diſcouer what hitherto 
hath beene vnknowne.TUhereat the Duke recoucred himſelfe, 
greatly abaſhed at the accident: but enery one was ſo occupicd 
in eping the Pzinceſle , that they little regarded ante other, 
Whereupon the Pzince Arſileo, and Don Brianell, twke her 
by the handes, and ledde her to the Pallace ſtayzes , where 
they all mounted on ſuch hoꝛſes and palfrapes as appertained 
to their high ſtate: in which equipage they went to their chiele 
Temple, where by the high Pꝛieſt they were marryed, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the Pagan rytes: which done they returned to 
dinner, dyning togither dꝛowned in all earthly iopes, wanting 
nothing that ame moꝛtall heart could by wiſhing compꝛehend, 
though at the banquet the thoughts of mame were diuerſe: 
Fo2 the Duke Alfiron thought howe hee might take the 
Pꝛinceſſe from Don Gallaneo , and intoy her after the tas 
king. Don Brianell, and Arfileo, how they might ſpoile him 
ek his life: and he of theirs, with the Unights of the golden I- 
mage: but the Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana had all her imagination buy 
lied moze on the pꝛomiſc of the night ot the golden Image, 
then on the diuerſitie or diſhes bekoꝛe her, 
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And dinner being ended, al the knights went to arme them, to 
be ready at the appointed houre, with their captaine in fielde, 
The Jouſts were oꝛdained to be made without the Cittie, in a 
ſpacious x large field, ſoꝛ that purpoſe appointed. Don Bellia- 
nis, though ſoꝛe wounded, roſe and armed him in greene armoz, 
interlaced with manic ſtrokes of gold, which the Duke had gi⸗ 
uen him, Who commanded all the knights to march away, lcas 
uing him alone, that he might moꝛe ſecretly go himſelfe. The 
Duke went accopanied with Arfilco t don Brianell, oꝛdering 
his men as one little eſteeming his enemies, hauing ſo great de⸗ 
fence inthoĩe two valiant warrtours,x his hope in the knight of 
the goldẽ Image. Ulith him ioyned the kings of Armenia and 
Theſſifanty, hauing on their (ide aboue 2 5.thouſand choſen 
knights, which in compariſon of the courtiers were but a hads 
ful, foꝛ Don Gall-neo trebled that number:who by this uppea⸗ 
red on the other ſide with al his troups, wel oꝛdercd, 1 with gal⸗ 
laut demonſtration. Then on an imperiall thcater mounted the 
Soldane, the two pꝛinceſſes Perſiana and Aurora, that till that 
time had not gone abꝛoad:who ſo ſwne as they were all ſetled, 
the Soldane comanded the ſignal to be giuen by the trumpets, 
wherat Don Brianell that had the leading ofthe fu ſt ſquadꝛon. 
ſet fozwards with it againſt a valiant knight, a kinſman ofcon 
Gallaneos, whom he vnhoꝛſt with foure moꝛe befoze hee bzake 
bis launce. The ſquad2ons b2eaking though each other, made 
ſuch tumult with incounter of ſpearcs, (wozds, x diucrs other 
weapons, that the beholders thought al the ſtrength of p wozlb 
had bin there met: who fo tloſed togilher, that hauing no rome 
to handy blowts, wold by wꝛallling ouerthꝛow each other, that 
ho) ſmen tumbled to the ground and he that once fell, did moze 
ſtriue to get out ofthe pꝛeaſe, then to returne to the fight, But 
Don Bryanell ſeeing his encmics to dcuble his men in num⸗ 
ber, thꝛuſt himſclfe within the moſt furie of the battell, where 
hard by the Soldancs theater, meeting with a knight ot ſtature 
like a giant called Fydaſto the cruell, raiſed both their ſwozds, 
and together at one tune diſcharged on each other ſuch blowes, 

that 
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that Fydaſto was onerth:owne and wounded on the head, and 
don Bryaac'! bowedto the pummel of his ſaddle, with greatc 
courage ſtaping himſelf. This was one of the krights that don 
Gallaneo had charged to kill don Bryanell and Arfileo: who 
ſeeing himſelĩ do wne, with a diacliſh rage roſe., 4 with a hoarſe 
voyce cried, Downe with the knight, that againſt the ozdec and 
law of touracy, bearcth an edged\wozd: whercofhe had 1.0 
cauſe to tomplaine, fo2 hee and the other two knights that had 
the like charge, did weare the like, Straight was the venturous 
knight itncompaſied with aboue 1 000, Kmghts, that leawng 
thcir tilt,onely p2ocurcd his death. But he ſo demeaned himſelf 
among them, that in a triſe he beate to the ground aboue twen⸗ 
tie ſoꝛe wounded: and yct his men could not come to help him, 
by reaſon ofthe multitade that had incloſed him. Then Artilco 
ſeeing this, moſt valiantly pꝛickt foc2th with his troupe, and 
don Gallanco, that neught unagued but their deaths, bꝛande⸗ 
ſhing his triuchion, made againſt hin with all his battell, that 
don Bryanell might not bes ſuccoured: the like did the Duke 
Alfyron with the remnant or his men, and in the midſt of the 
field they met with ſuch fozce, that moſt ol them wiſhed them⸗ 
ſclues farre thence at that tune. The Dune 4 the two knights 
ſtraight entered among their aduerſarics, perfoꝛming it verie 
bꝛauelp. But Arfilco that had no other intent then to helpe 
don Bryanell, paſled thꝛough the thickeſt of the ſquadꝛon, that 
none durſt withſtand hun, aud entred withm their ring, where 
they llew their hoꝛſes, p2ocuring the like by them. But they 
beganne to make ſuch deſtruction of them, that they had laid at 
their foete aboue a humdꝛed knights, ſome ſlaine outright, and 
ſome greuguſiy wounded: and al that beheld the fight, thought 
it ill done that ſo many krughts ſhould onely (ct vpon two, in⸗ 
ſomuch that the Soldane was about to deſcend and part them. 
here wc leaue them, fo2 we muſt a while diſconrſc what be⸗ 
fell Don Bellianis in his lodging.

V ſoone as Don Gallaneo was departed

A ſpics how he was thence going, and that 
2\ Cel the knight ofthe golden Image remained 
there alone, where being arriued, her com⸗ 
maunded his men to follow him vp: but 
then Don Bellianis hauing put on the Dukes armour, was 
readic to go to the tilt, thinking it time to be gone. But hearing 
a noyſe at the gate, loked out at a winde w falling vppon the 
ſtapꝛes, and ſeeing ſo many knights there, was amazed, and 
with a loude voyce ſaide: what ſeeke you here knights, at ſuch 
time when all are gone to the tourney. Don Galfeo loked vp, 
and ſing him in that armour, knew him not, and diſſembling 
his intent, ſayd. Gerd knight, J pꝛay you ſhew vs him ofthe 
golden Jmage,foz we muſt needes ſpeake with him, You may 
not enter here ſayde hee) lo the Duke my maiſter hath ſo 
tommand d. And hauing ſo ſayde, went towards the ſtaires in 
great haſt,wher he ſoũd don Galfeo entering the gallerie, and 
dꝛawing fooꝛth his Swoꝛd, ſayp. It is in vaine knight, what- 
ſoeuer thou art, to paſſe here, thou oꝛ ante clſe, with- - 


out the Duke my Maiſters leaue. Don Galfco hereat con- 
teiued ſuch ire by theſe woꝛdes, that alſo dzawing foo2th his 
Swoꝛd ſayde. Downe with the treacher that will denie vs the 
entrie. But Don Bellianis with his ſwozd put himſelf among, 
chem, that in little ſpace with great furie and foꝛce he lich a⸗ 
boue thirtie of them: which ſo amazed the reſt, that they began 

to 
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to retire backe as farre as the ſtaires. But with the furie that 
poſſeſſed Don Bellianis hee ſo handled them, that in an cuill 
doure they came to ſecke him: ſteing don Galfeo aboue the reſt 
troubled hum, ſrooke him ſuch a blow on the ſwoꝛd arme, that 
cut in two it fel on the earth:e aſtet he gaue him another on the 
head, that he cleft it down to his cies, Neuer was there ſeene a 
knight behaue humſelfe better among ſo many. But they pꝛea⸗ 
ſed on him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he had like to haue bin greatly indã⸗ 
gered: pet he dꝛiuing them all beſoꝛe him dobun ſtaires, made 
ſuch diſtraction of them, that foz verie haſt they tumbled one 
vpon another:+ he ſeeing them giue backe, followed them out 
ofthe pallace, t in their deſpight did beate them into a bꝛoade 
parde, thinking better to defend humſelfe there then in ſo cloſe a 
rome: where he ſo bſed the flrenath of his mighty armes, that 
he got a hoꝛſe, of manp that ran loſe, wherwith he renewed his 
mallacring of them. There was alreadie gathered much peo⸗ 
ple of the Citie with their weapons, not knowing p cauſe why 
ſo many were allem led in the dukes pallace, t when they (aw 
them all vppon one bn ght, they helped hum. Don Gallaneos 
knights, with n oꝛe the the third part oſtheir fellowes dead, end 
ſceing Don Ga'feo ſlaine, and how their treaſon foz that time 
could not be effected, by the cxtreame val our of that knight, led 
away, Den Belliams not willing to ſol ov them, turned to⸗ 
wards the Dukes pallace, where taking on? ef them, he ſet his 
ſwoꝛd to his thꝛoate, 4 thꝛeatned to ku hun i he denied p cauſe 
of their comming in that maner to ſeeke the kniaht of the goldẽ 
image, g in pꝛeſence ofmany ofthe city he confeſſed, how, com⸗ 
manded by their Loꝛd Don Gallanco, they tamt to murther 
him. Nhat meant pour Lo2Fhy doing ſe: ſaid den Bebbianis) 
J know no moꝛe then 3 haue ſaid replied the man. Cce te 
pꝛaiſed ſaid don Be linnis) that your E oꝛds treche rie bath rot 
taken effeda. Then mounting his hoꝛſc, he rid lo the tilt ard, 
where he loked on eucrie ſide, t ſawe how the duker men reti⸗ 
red backs: ſeeking fo2 the P ꝛinces Arhleo and Don Piyenel, 
and not ſering them, he toke a vig launce, + put hunſelt᷑ ag _ 
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don Ga'taneos knights, 4 the fixũ he met he ouerthꝛe lw fo tha 
ground, doing the unte by aboue thirite beſo2e he bzalie it, and 
tncouraging the Dakes fapiing tioupes, rene wed their fight ſo 
ftcrcely vpon the Courticrs, that chty feared to lol? what they 
had befoze wonnc. And like a man diſtract, not ſeeing his con 
panions,ſfo wo:mded his aduerſaries, that havpis was her that 
furthcſt could get from him, wherby euerie one made him am⸗ 
ple paſſage to go by, ſoꝛ neuer a blow he gaue either with ſwoꝛd 
oꝛ lance, but he ouerth2cw a knight. Which the Sophie lering, 
crped out: Oh nughtie Niahomet, What admirable tirength is 
this ol pour knight. But all this while Don Gallanco and his 
knizhts had ſo roundly beſet Don Brian and Arlileo, that it 
was unpoll ble they ſhould eſcape aliue, though moſt valiantly 
thep defended themlelnes. When there arriued a knight to 
Don Gabaneo, and int his care told him all that befell his coſin 
Don Gal feo with Don Bellianie, who being not lar oft frem 
them, he poynted to him and ſapd. This is the knicht that lo 
bath maſſacred your men, Don Gallaneo turning to d him, 
ſawe how twith an incredible furic hee aſſupled his knights 
that had mcompaſicd the 132inces,an that with fourc blowes 
hee ſtroke downe foure knights , and waking little account 
ofthe reſt , alighted , and ſeeing they woulde not ſuffer the 
Pances to mount a hoz{eback2 , ſayd⸗ hat euerie one might 
heare : Gette vppon this my hoꝛſe Mince Arſileo, Foz ſince 
with ſo great trecheraus colvir2ize you are vſed, make it 
knowne cuen on {rp? dearef liucg. They knowing his 
doyte, concemned ſuch ioy, that almeſt they knewe not what 
they did: Who going abeut to take a freſh hozſe, fo maine 
kmchtslaydc on them, that they touid not doo 1t,UUhich Don 
Bellianis ſea, and how it wared late to be reuenged on 
Don Gallanco, taking Don Biianell ui his armes, in de⸗ 
ſpight of all the knights ſette him on his hoꝛſe: and becing 
on his obne, with rage and thirſtie furie of long deſired re⸗ 
uenge , beganne ſuch deſtruction on them, that hee made 
wide paſſage fo hunſclle and his companions. And ſang 

wo 
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two Gyants ceme againſt him, of foure which Don Galla 
neo hadde bzought to the Jouſtes foʒ the purpoſe afoꝛeſapde, 
hee pꝛspared fo: them, and recciuing one of theyꝛ blowes on 
his ſheeld, that was ſo cruell that it cutte it in paces, hee (0 
wounded the other with like ſtrength, that lalling on his fin⸗ 
gers it cutte them oi cleane with the mace hee heide: but the 
other did ſecond ſo huge a ſtroke, that hee was ſoꝛced to holde 
by his hoꝛſe necke. There was neuer Tiger ſeene moze flerce, 
no; Lion moꝛe furione, then Don Bellianis \@med, who rap⸗ 
ling himſelfe on the ſtzrrops, and holding his ſwoꝛd with both 
hanos,gaue him ſuch a terrible vlow on his thigh, that it ente⸗ 
red as far ag the bone, wherewith he ſhoztly aftcr died. Nhat 
knight ſo valiant may this be(replicd the Soldanc Þveth ſuch 
wonders, J would withngly haue had the knight of the golden 
Image here, þ he might trie his foce with this. That knights 
deeds be not comparable to theſe (ſaid the pꝛinceſſe Perſtana to 
her father the moꝛe to concr her intent of any thing that might 
after happen :foꝛ wel ſhe knew that Don Bellianis would be in 
that battell, 2 ſo iudged that was he. But he following in ſearch 
of Don Gallaneo, founde him at laſt not farre from the Bol⸗ 
danes ſcaffolde, where likewiſe the Pꝛinceſle was, and as 
a ſwilt hounde that hath his game on fote, fearing to loſe it, 
fo did he againſt Don Gallaneo, uh allo made towards him, 
and meeting, ſtroke each other ſuch puiſlant blowes, that the 
ſparkles of ſire flewe from their armour. But don Gallaneo 
fumbled to the grounde ſoze wounded, Then don Bellianis 
ſo ſawe hun, hee ſuddainely alighted from his ho: ſe: ſo did 
many of don Gallancos Ruights, to h:ip: theyꝛ maiſter. Then 
arriued the Duke Alfiron with foure thouſand knights, and 
ſette ſo furicully vppon them, that maugre their fozce , hes 
made them retyꝛe back. In which time Don Be lianis woun⸗ 
ded him againe, wherewith the ſwozd fell out of his hand. And 

the duke ſwing him on fot,x that to be the tune ſoꝛ his reuenge, 
ra me againſt his hoꝛſe, and ouciturned him flatte on the 
ground, x trampled twiſe 02 thꝛiſe en him with his hoꝛſes fete, | 
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manuig him b2-ath his laſt. Which the Doulbane ſeeing , cry⸗ 
co 9:7t,commandtiag him he ſhutdnot hurt him: but the Duke 
| 1.420 as theugh he heard humnot.Whercupen the Souldane 
R ſeeing the litile acteunt was made of hun, like to burſt with ex⸗ 
| treainc grief, deſcended, ſtill moꝛe and moze rencwing his la⸗ 
7 meiits fo: Don Gallaneos death: crpuig kill kill the trayto2s, 
| that ſo villatnoriſly in my pꝛeſence murthercd my ſonne. All the 
peogie at the Seuldanes tonunaund, ſet on the Duke and don 
Bel iat whence the Zeus beganne, ſoꝛ trrxumphe and plea⸗ 
ſure were tuened to death and viſtrucion,that the neldes lie w⸗ 

cd with bloud. 
Thc kings of Armenia and Perſia that ſawe the 
Aattell ie hot and cruell, went to the Souldane and ſaid to him. 
Suter not dꝛead S oucreign all this company to periſh, ſeing 
you know the Duke hath as much power to defend, as vou to 
7 offend hun. There ſdꝛe tommaund the fight to ceaſe ; ſoꝛ if the 
, Duke be guiltie of Don Gallaneos death, you may by lawe 
K tonuia hun, The Souldanc knowing it to be ſo, and that bes 
| koꝛe the Duke dyed by that meanes, nont would remaine with 
life,toke this counſaile, and commannding the battell there to 
end, ſaid thus to the Duke, Get you out ofmy Perſepolis, 
a vnleſſe you will heere dye , enhearde , and vnercu⸗ 

cd, 

The Pꝛince Don Bellianis bœing with him, bad him obcp 


. the Douldancs commaunde, alluring humlclfe their purpoſe 
7 tould not but haue a god end. The Duke taking his tounſaile, 
very iopfully comm unded the retrayt to be ſounded: where⸗ 


9 at the knights as well ofthe one as of the other partie, left their 
7 fight, returning euer one to their Captaine , attending his 
commaund, Who were here able to cxpꝛeſſe what great glad⸗ 

nelle the Yzinceſe Perſiana concemed with Don Gallancos 

death: which leaſt, it might be diſcerned, called out vpon all the 

knights ol her gard, to impꝛiſon, and bꝛing beſoꝛe her y Duke, 

and the night that committed that trecherie. The guarde res 

plyed they might not, becauſe the Souldane was there Lu 

returned 
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returned extreame ſozrowfiull , and ſo furicus with rage, that 
very ſire ſeemed to ſparkle from his eyes, that all which beheld 
were aſtonied at his ſtcrnelokes , And although the Kings 
of Teſſiffanty intreated him to returne to his pallace, pet hee 
could like no counſaile, ſaue what ſauoured of reuenge. But 
turning to the dead bodye, ſawchis Daughter bewayle his 

vntimelp death, and knowing ſhe alwaies refuſcd willingly to 
marry him and now ſeeing her greeuous laments, fo; his de- 
ceaſe , ſuſpected it was doneby her appointment , and nof 
regarding his Fathers loue, but gouerned with rage,toke her 
from the ground and ſaid. 

It botes thee not nowe Pꝛinteſſe to diſſemble, fo2 Jam 
ſure don Gallaneo was ſlaine with your conſent , and ſince 
you would not obeye mee when J would, 4 wil now puniſh 
you as vou deſerue. 


Mhereuppon hee ded her to bee ſhut vppe in a 
Tober and ſurelye „ not hearing her ſpeak , And 
going thence, commaunded all the people ofthe Cittie fo arms 
them, infending to impꝛiſon the Duke in his houſe , imagi⸗ 
ning don Gallaneos death had bin with his conſent : 4 greatly 
greeued becauſe hee coulde not knowe that Knight that ſo in- 
daungered him in the battell , not thinking on don Bellianis, 
hauing left him ſoze wounded,

be Dnke ſeing his purpole thithe rto ſoꝛt 
las he wiched, with don Gallancos death, 
Areſolued altogither to follow the counſaile 
ok the knight ofthe golden image. Whers 
1 upon he returned to his pallace: and the 
naht hauing darkened the woꝛld, don 
A | Bcilianis left him in the plaine flelde, fai⸗ 
ning to goe out of the Citie,though all the 
knights there indured to ſtay him, deſiring to knew hun ere he 
went. But getting from then all, eſcaped out of the Citie, the 
better in that obſcuritie to returne vnunobone to his lodging: 
3 and he had not gone far, but his wounds began extreamely to 
| græue him,inſomuch he could not ſtay himſelfe on hozſcbacke. 
4 ſoz with their new bleeding, they opened, making him ſerme a 
fountain with ſo many ſp:ings:x ſæing himſelf ſo il, he thought 

he ſhuld not be able to return to Perſe polis, vnleſſe his wouds 

were bound vp. And fo alighting from his hoꝛſe, hee ſawe two 

3 damſels come towards him, ryding in ſuch haſte as he thought 
5 they did rather fly then on their palfrayes (wiftly runne. Don 

N Bell:ants putting himſclfe afoꝛe them, ſaid. That is the cauſe 
lapꝛe Ladies) that maketh you ryde ſo faſt? O) foꝛ Gods lake 

Tape vs not, but if pou will ſane pour life followe vs, and by 

the wape wee will declare the whole circumſtance vnts pou, 

Herre will it be better (ſaid he) and among theſe trees you may 

hide pour ſelues. So they taking his counſaile, followed his ad- 

tuice, beginning to diſcouer their aduẽture: loe they perceiued 

thꝛough thoſe trees a terrible Dꝛagon ſo fearfull in ſight, that 

it ſtruck amazement un the beholders, and although the night 

were 
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were very dark, yet ſuch light iMued fro him, thꝛongh the great 
abundance ot fire pꝛoca ding from his iawes, that it ſeemed he ls 
mouth opened to ſwallc w them at that inſtant. The Ladics be- 
ing ouercomc with feare, betoke thrlelues about the knight of 
the golden Image, hauing left the power of their pꝛetended 
flight. But he ſeeing it was no time to be idle, roſe fro the groũd 
with his ſwoꝛd in hand, and made againſt that helliſh monſter, 
at that time wiſhing rather to haue his arms? giut hum by Bel- 
lona buckled about his body the be inueſted £02 ol a lar⸗ 
ger Emppꝛe then his fathers, At this inſtant the dzago with an 
intern u furp, flying againſt him, ouerthꝛew him with his bzefk, 
t returning to catch hun with his talt ts, to pluck hin in perces. 
He who feare neuer could blind, lept aſide but with great diff ⸗ 
tulty foꝛ being ouerreached, the cruel beaſt w one ol his pawes 
dꝛew him to him, pearſt both armoꝛ and fleſh euen to p bones 
wich his dend y claws: but the knight fo: laing his ſwozd ſtabd 
his dagger 4.92 5. times into his heart vnder his wings. The 
f:arful veaſt tough extremitie of pain let him, ſiretching him⸗ 
ſelfe, 3 labouring in the pangs o? death. Ye was of ſuch a won⸗ 
dertul greatnes, that he was abouc 2 5. ſot lõg, in bignes biger 
then a great bull whoſc uke was ncuer ſeene by any, After the 
knight ofthe golden image had finiſhed this haritie deed,q moſt 
vnequall fight, he fell on his knees, rendꝛing thanks to his hea⸗ 
uenly p:otecto2, that had deliucred hun from ſo great danger, 
though with ſeare to ſcape the perill of his moztall wonnds, 
wondꝛing how he had blod left in his veues, hang loft ſuch 
great quantitic therof. And going fg the damzels that with feare 
were not able to flie,he (aid, Feare new no moꝛe kane Labics) 
fo: the cauſcr of your timoꝛous traimre, ſhall pit you in no fur⸗ 
ther perill, They r:couering their beraunmed lenſes, fcarce 
knowing what to ſap, the one liftyg vp her voice replied. We 
cannot (fir knight erpꝛeite the mar thanks due by vs, fc this 
ſo great god wozke, whole greatnes our merits can neuer de. 
ſeruc,vnieffe by memoꝛating thꝛough the earth your high ps 


welſes, that the perpetuallremenibzance of this ample aa may 
neuer 
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ncuer be dꝛoloned in the blacke center of obliuion. And ſceing 
(as it ſyduld ſeeme ) you were befoze wounded , we beſeech you 
to withd2aw your ſeife within this fozreſt,that being vnſen of 
paſĩingeis, we map delle them. will obey any thing you ſhal 
com maudſ ſaid he) and ſo leeping among thole trees , they dil- 
armed him, and began to ſearch his wounds (being very ſkuiful 
in that miſterie and greatly meruailed how it had bin pcllible 
he eſcaped death:yet though diſpairung of his ſafetie, perſoꝛmed 
their dutie with all diligence, and hauung dꝛelled his weundes, 
they demanded what he determined to do, To whome he ans 
ſwered. Ae will pꝛeſently ta the Citit, that J may there haue 
my wounds tured: But how came you hither: (aid they, bee⸗ 
ing thus wounded : whereto he anſwered Doubting I ſhould 
be blodleſſe thꝛough the great quantitie that thereof 3 had loſt, 
and thzough faintacfſe, being able to goc no further, hecre A 
ſtayed to binde them. Shall we ſaid they take peur Armour 
with vs to the citie? No, leaue it here replycd he) J little nede it 
reſpecting the octaſion of my going thyther. And ſo mounting 
on hoꝛſebacke ( but with much paine )and the Daniels on their 
paltraies, he by the way thus ſpate . Tell me J pꝛay rcuthe 
occaſion ef pour flight, when J firſt met yeuz To whome they 
anſwered. You ſhall know (Str night) we do belong to the 
molt excellent peereleſſe and aboue all the meſt fapꝛe, the fap⸗ 
reſt Pꝛinceſſe Floreſ bella, that having ſent vs to a wiſe woo 
man, whoſe habitacion is farre hence, on a moſt cragay and 
barren Mountaine (and Bellona is her name ) to knows the 
foztumes of a beautieus P2mecſſe conducted by her called 
Aurora, of whom ſince that time vs newes hath beenc heard, 
though the death of King Pompciano her father, trapterouſ- 
ye llaine by Don Gallanco ', and his Bingdeme worne 
by a ſonne ofthis Þophye , called che knight of the images: 
And we hauing heard thatthe ſaid Dophp now marrycth his 
Daughter, to the ſaide don Gallaneo, diſguſcdly we came to 
ſee the ſaid feſtiuals:and cõnung not far hence, we were ſodain⸗ 
ly ſurpꝛiſed by a moſt fearetull gyant accompanied with ſome 
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twenty knights almoſt in bigne de like hiinſclfe : who Haug 
taken vs, (in the knights appꝛoach ſpyiug a karre or ſome 20. 

knights. wee crying to them loꝛ help. relded to our rcqueſt. 

But the Gyant and his knights at the firſt incounters vnhoeſt 
abouc the halfe of them. And ſo wee feꝛeſeeing the ul ſucceſſe 
like to inſue, betocke our ſelues to the (wilt eonrſes of cr pals 
fraycs, till wee met you. Ano now, Sir knight) 702 ail wee 
diſcourſt the ſucceſſe of or foztunes, vet ſtill feare the oucrtas 
king of thoſe vnciuill knights: becauſe thꝛeugh' our weakenes 
wee are like to ſuffer the crucll ſtroke of none ſparing death. 
Do appꝛoaching neere the cittic, they deſcrycd thꝛee men clad 
all in armour, who having them withur viewe , knewe the 
D.amzells: whereat they ſaide. Our trauell is new at an 
ende, foz wee haue found what wee ſought. 

The Ladies perteiuing them to bee Gpants knights, were 
hke to fall from their palfrayes : to whome the knight ſaid. Pee 
now ſhall not ſcape vs, but ſhall go to our Loꝛd and Mailter 
the Opant Filliſtore, that ſends foꝛ you. Don Bellianis be- 
came exceeding wzath, ſeeing himſelfe both ſoꝛe wounded and 
without armour: yet he thus ſaide to them. In tourteſie baus 
knights) J p2ay vou opooſe not your vpolent handes againſt 


pooze diſtreſſed Ladies, that with mee are going. Tle thought 


(replycd they) you would content pour ſelfe with your owne 
liberty,medling not with theirs : but ſince you wold not know 
when pou were well, you ſhall alſo goe with vs Wherewith 
they would haue bormd hun. He perctciuing y his courtecus 
wv2des pꝛeuailde not, ſtepped to one and ſnatched bis launce 
out of his hand in diſpight of him and his fellowes , tumbling 
him headlong to the ground, The others would haue ſttics 

ken him with their ſpeares bit he warily ſcaped their blowcs, 
and fiercely running at one, he thꝛuſt the launce thꝛough his 
body, that lifeleſſe hee meaſured his length on the earth. The 
third ſtralte at hum ſo mightily, that had hee not lightlye Nept 
aude beeing as hee went vnarmed hee had made his launce 
appeare at his baclic : yet nenerthclcfAc he rannc his ſprars 
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Hough his thigh : lo he kirling hunſelfe foze wounded, dꝛelos 
his neuer kuling ſwoꝛd, and gaue him ſo cruell a blow on his 
Mulders, that hee tut him downe right, that his parted bodte 
fell on cach ſide ol his hoꝛſe. Don Bellianis going to diſmount, 
to diſpatch him that firT keil, felt his thigh pmd to his Saddle 
wich a trunchion of the Dpeare : but ſreing the Unight did not 
ſturre, left him. All this while the Damzell ove amazed with 
wonder, ſeeing ſuch deſlruction in lo ſhoꝛt time, and with cx⸗ 
treame top they thus ſayde. TWre can neuer ende (fir Unight) 
the telebꝛating of your moſt high and moze then humane chi⸗ 
ualries, though thereby we be not credited , which foꝛ all our 
ſelues haue ſeene them, vet their admiration fo aſtonicheth vs. 
that we ſcarce dare acknowledge them foꝛ true. Yee hearing 
himſelfe thus commended replied. Ouerpalling theſe vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thy pꝛayſes, let vs (faire Ladics) enter the citie, foz my great 
words require ſpœdy remedy : and know y vour traucl is nous 
ended oz J do belong vnto the h ꝛinceſſe Aurora: who when 
you ſee befoze any, diſſemble her knowledge, ſoꝛ her pꝛeſent oc⸗ 
caſtons ſo requirc it. They iopłul ot ſuch newes, anſwered they 


would. And fo keeping on their pace, thep came to the Dukes 


pallace here they found al the knights in armoz, Don Bellia- 
nis diſcouering himſelk to a knight intreated to lead him to his 
lodging, ihe could, bnknowne to the duke til the next moꝛning. 
Tho replied, ho might not, fo; the dune ſtaid foz him with the 
reſt of the knights, not minding to fleepe vntil his cõming. The 
helpe me off my hoꝛſe ſaid don Bellianiʒ. The knight going to 
do it, ſpied the ſpears trunchion, which he had not taken awap, 
fearing to ble himſelf to death. And the knight laid pou are ſo 
ſoʒe wounded, that it were beſt J cal the duke,Tinhozſe me firſt 
ſaid don Belhanis a take out this trunchion. The knight did 
ſo, which was ſo imbꝛued in his blood, wherwith it luck fo faſt 
in his fleſh, that the dꝛawing thereot ſo cxtreamly increaſed his 
pain, that after he was not able to ſtand, but was caried in two 
knights arms, into the hal, wher they ſeũd p duke, with many 
other Lozds: alſo accompanied with the pzinces don Brianell, 

and 
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and Arfileo, ſuho though they were greatly worded, were de 


termined pzeſently to ride in demaund of the knight of the gol⸗ 
den Image, ifthey heard not of hun. But ſeeing hun come into 


the hall in that mancr;warcd pale, thinking him wounded to 


death, and ran to him, And the pꝛinceſſe Aurora that fiſt ſpicd 
him, was firſt that appzoached, who with teares in great a- 
bormdance trickling towne her inorp-roſed checkes, to ſee hun 
in ſuch danger: without impeach of any, and reſpec ol none, tell 
on her knees befo2* him, uulling his hands, both with ioy and 
greefe, inſomuch that in her god will towardes him it may be 
beleeued ſhe paſſed his coſen Arfileo. The pꝛʒinte don Belha- 
nis raiſinghir from the ground, and moſt kindly imbꝛaſing hir, 
ſaid. Ciſe not ſo much vndeſerued conrteſic moſt ſoucraigne las 
die) to ſo meane a knight, of ſuch ſmall fame as my (rife, whoſe 
litle ſeruices will neuer merit any ol theſe fauoꝛs, except in coũ⸗ 
ting mee as one of pour meaneſt ſeruitoꝛs. Then were theſe 
greetings interrupted by Don Briane'!, and thereft , that re- 
ceiued him with no leſſe courteſies t imbzacings,theifhe were 
their generall tõmander, eſpeciallp the duke, who nerds would 
welcome him on his knere, though he knewe not his high dil⸗ 
tent, ſaue that he ackuowledged he had by his means repolſeſt 
his whole cſtate , lite, and with inſinit gladnes he thus vegan. 
A greatly wonder moſt re nowmed knight of the golden unage) 
how ycu were able to be at the tourney , after J here ſawe the 
great pꝛoweſſe by yev done. To whom he replied, J hare moſt 
excellent Duke done no ac woꝛthie your memoꝛtie.

to take his reſt: foz his extreame paine, chu li cl the wound 
of his thigh, made hun roꝛe like a bul bayted with many dogs.

What the Sophy did after the battell: and how the greene 
armour of Don Bellianis was brought him to the city, 


5 Vere is no tongue able fo expꝛeſſe the grrate 
D'greafe that the Sophy did conceiue by Don 
1 0 (Gallanco, and his Coſins death ,whcme he 
Wi dearely loued : and ſeeing that the Duke 
kept within his Pallace, hee ſent carpe ths 
. next moꝛning aboue a thouſand knightes to 
ſecke him in the greene armour: foz hee deter nuncd by all 
meanes to knowe who hee was, hauing vnderſtood hee was 
not gone home with the Duke. 
The knightes obeying his connnaund, came to the place 


Where the valy monſtrous beaſt laye ſlaine, the ſight wher⸗ 


or lo feared their hoꝛſes, that not able to aye them, in diſpight 
of their ryders, they ranne away with them. The like timo. 
rouſnes lurpꝛyſed the knights, beholding the monſtrouſſie of 
the dꝛagon, that they durſt not app;oach to diſcerne what he 
was: pet ſecing hee ſturred not, one of them taking Mart. a- 
grace, eſtecming hunſelfe lcfle fearcfull then the reſt, alighted 
on foote, and frembling went where the dead beaſt lay, and ſees 
ing dim not mooue, with the huge quantity of blood wherein 
wallowed, called his companions, bidding them not feare, 
it was not aliue: who well vicwiugit,were greatly aſtoni⸗ 
ſhed to ſee ſo defozmed a thing, and ſcarching where hee had 
bcene ſtrucken,they (awe his woundes aboue the legges and 
winges, whereby they iudged the knight that had flaine hun, 
could not but bee ſozcty hurt, by beeing ſo nigh, that þ wounds 
ſhewed they had beene beene made with a dagger. And one 
following the ſignes df the bloode, found the Damzels man⸗ 
tells, that they had left, with the knights arnicur, which pee⸗ 
ſentiy ther knewe, and aſlured themſelues hee lie we that moſt 
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vgly beaſt: in reſpect whereol they nothing eſtecmed what hee 
had perfozm:d to their coſtes in the turney, with the ſight of 3 
p:9digtaus and internall monſter lane by his handes. And 
lo they tooke great compaiton on him fo: the much blood hee 
therc had Med: x ſo finding no ſigne noꝛ tracing of his, to finde 
him, and ſceing him armourleſſe, xeſolued to returne vito the 
Sophy. ind tell him what they had ſcene, pꝛeſenting him the 
knights armour, and the damzells mantells: Wherewith go⸗ 
ing out ofth2 woo d, lighted on the two knightes laine , and 
turning them ouer, much muled at the hoꝛrible blowe Which 
the one had, whole like they neuer had ſeene befoꝛe: and going 
alu, they met with foure knights, that knowing the Dam⸗ 
zel's mantells, ſaid: UWee beſeech you (gentle knights) tell vs 
where wee may finde the Ladies, owners of thoſe mantells. 
Mee know not ſayde they- but why dor you demannde ite 
Lo know what became of a knight that accompanicth them. 
Why ſeeke pee him! demaunded they fo2 wee alſo would un 
ploy the vtmoſt of our power to finde and carrye him to our 
Low the Boldane. Then know (aid the feure that the Gp, 
ant Filliſtone (wel knowne of you) commaunded vs to fide 
him, to giue him his due chaſtuement: Though truely peſter 
night hee perfozmed ſuch an attempt gat wee belecue there 
bꝛeatheth not in the vniucric any able to doc the like: 702 thꝛe 
knights ol our company going to ſece thoſe damzells which 
from vs fledde, and about ta take them againſt his wil. 
wounded theſe two as rouſce leauing the other on the carth 
little better th n dead. And ance wee vaderitood they bc all 
within tage Citty. | 
Then go along with vs : fo; if they be there, they cannot be 
hid. And beſides theſe things hee Hath done others of grea- 
ter admiration. So in ſuch talke thex continued their way to 
the Citty, till they arryued at the fTonldanes Pallace, who fe: 
ing the Unights armour, chought they alſo bꝛought hun: which 
greatip gladded him, deſtending halfe way to mcete them, de⸗ 
maunded foz the knight: to whom they andwered. QT bang 
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him not (right mighty Soueraigne but come to tell you the 
greateſt wonder ; ener you heard of, fo2 hee alone hath put 
todeath the mighty Dꝛagon ofthe Ryphean woodes , yeur 
whole kingedomes deſtruction, Dh nitghtye loue (ſaide the 
Soldane) who map belecue , but with great difficulty ſuch a 
thing,ercept his eyes ſhould ſee it. Surcly (dzead Loꝛd it is 
ſs (replyed they) and wet iudge by the great abcundance cf 
of blood in that place ſhed, that he cannot but be almoſt deade. 
Moꝛeouer hee hath done another ace of no lcfſe wonder: fo? 
coming vnarmed with our two D amzells, hee combated 
with thꝛee knights, and vanquilht them, cleauing one downe 
right in the middle. and it is alſo ſaid that her came vnto the 
cittie. The Dolbanc ſtood muſing with himſelfe whither the 
knight of the golden Image might bee he,diſguiſcely entring 
the tourney foz the Dukes ſake . Yet thought hee this vnlike⸗ 
ly, knowing hee remained ſoꝛe wounded at the combate had 
with the knights of the vnhappy bꝛidge. But (ill perſwaded 
hunſelfe it ſhould be hee, unagining no knight in all the citie 
ſo hardy, as fo2 to attempt the like, And ſaing the night 
could not be found, he commanded all the people of the cittie to 
armes, and came to his Pallace, fo2 he determined to aſlault 
the Duke: who fearing the ſame, had all his men in readines. 
Great was the hurlpburly thzough the cittte among the popu⸗ 
larity inquiring one of another what they ſhould doe, fozcle- 
ing ſome cruell battell to be in endent oucr ther heades.

How tlie kings of Armenia and Teſiifanty conferred with 
the Sophe of the order taken bet] ecne them, about the 
Duke: and how he preſented himſelfe before the Sophy. 


1 He doubtful tate of theſe tumultious cares on eyther 
ſide, hang ing on p vncertaine ar bitrat ing ſentence of foꝛ⸗ 
tune: the rumour of the comunalty of the Citty ſeemed 

uo lefle then if the vtter ruine therof were enidently knowne. 
herby the Soldan ſappoſing many inclyning to the dukes 
fadien, pzoclaxmed by ſound of trumpet, chat none ſbuld aide 
no: 
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noꝛ fauoꝛ him on paine ol death, and talc him fo2 a taitoz,fo2 he 


onely purpoſed to do accoꝛding to law and iuſtice, if hec were 
found guiltie. The beauteous Pꝛinceſle Peiſiana well heard of 
theſe pꝛoce dings, whoſe woes foꝛ them penetrated her tender 
heart, though it was thought ſhe ſoze lamented, becauſe her 
father had impꝛiſoned her, But ſhee ſending koꝛ the Linges of 
Arminea and Tellifantie, they pꝛeſentiy went to her, who be⸗ 


ing alone, admitted them to her pꝛeĩence, whom ſhe with ma⸗ 


nie teares intreated to become mediatoꝛs betunxt the Soldan 
and the duke, x that they would not conſent to the termimatuig 
ot᷑ thoſe affaires to be by the cuent of warre, leing in the ende 
ſhe only ſhould be the only loſer, her honoz being toffcd to and 
fro on ſuch vndeſent trials. They with great willingnes pꝛonn⸗ 
ſed to do the vttermoſt of their poſſibilitic:and ſeeing the matter 
ſuffered no delay, and that they likewiſe ventured ſome part cf 
their owne, in that they were the dukes neare allies , did then 
take leaue of the pꝛinceſle, and departed towards the Soldan, 
whom they found with all his men readie to march. So appꝛo⸗ 
ching to him, he greatly reiopced with their pꝛeſence, thereby 
thinking they wold toine with him, ſuppoſing at firſt they were 
gone to the duke, Whereupon he courtcoufly made cut to meet 
them : who their cuſtomed hono2 perfozmed) humbled them⸗ 
ſelues to kiſſe his hands: but he would not by any means con- 
ſent thereto whereat they thus began, Alas (d2cad Lo2d what 
p2ctends theſe your troupes , whoſe ſudden armes cannot but 
thzeaten death, vtter deſolatio to this citie:but moſt of al what 
meanes your ſelfe to be in perſon in lo dagerous an enterpziſe, 
hauing fo many hardy knights able to attempt any impoꝛtant 
action at your comand?J haue ncuer replied the Sophy ) whoſe 
duticus ſeru'ce ⁊ lopaſtie to me hath deſerued ſuch cõũdence as 
theſe affaires require, ſpecialſy ſince the abſence of the pꝛince 
my ſon. And well may vou fer the treaſon done againſt nice by 
the dnke:fo2 J am ſure it was both by his confen*,* my daugh⸗ 
ters cõmand done ? am certain that he which al! thcſe-harmes 
bath wꝛorꝛght, is the knight of the golden trage,4 ſo NT 
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what he had L1idcrZod ofthe knighis and how he was fo ioꝛe 
wounded, that his life was in ſuſpence, and alla that he was the 
ſame that luc Don Galteo, All which was true: foꝛ the diſtrel⸗ 
ſed knight was in ſuch caſe , that all his tompanions greatly 
doubted his recoucrie:fo2 which their ſoꝛr obs was fa great, that 
they wiched to dilburden themſclues therol they might be cuen 
in their enemies chiefeſt trops, Foꝛ in rcadinelſe & Willingnelle 
of mind, they wanted nought but the beginning ofthe conflict, 
The two kings not a litle maruailed at the Soldans dilcourſe. 
Mhercupon the Bing of Armen, toke occaſion to ſpeake as 
followcth , The knight ofthe golden Image, is not in thaf 
gt catneſĩe of fault as vou iudge hun in ¶ moſt mighty Lo2d:) fo2 
A pou would but in the cquall ballance of right reaſon , weigh 
the cauſe you map platnly ſe how greatly Don Gallanco las 
vcured to kill the aduenterous knight, and the Paince Arſileo, 
ag ainſt all the laws and rights of Turney, nought regarding 
your awfull clamours to the contrarte: but then moꝛe pꝛocured 
their deaths: whereat no maruell ik the Bnight of the golden 
Image, and the Duke, in thir cwne deience did lay him. And 
We know, that the knight in the greene armour was he of the 
golden Image, foꝛ we learned it of ſome of them that fled when 
don Galſeo died that he which flue him, and vanquiſhed them, 
was the lame that returned victo2 of the Turney. So that you 
map well thinke he determined to do by them, what they did 
to him, and his. Of all which things you ſhould better infoꝛme 
pour ſelfe, vefoꝛe you come to theſe extrcames. But if notwith⸗ 
ſtanding, you will perſcucr in theſe rigoꝛous determinations, 
conſider the many thonſand deaths thereby like to enſue ; fo; 
the Duke will indure no w2ong. Remember alſo great Loꝛd) 
the knight of the golden Image is he though the chick caule 
of Don Gallaneos death that fred vou from two great incon⸗ 
ueniences one from the aduenture of the vnhappie Bꝛidge, the 
other by the death ofthe Ny pliean dꝛagon, and that hereof con- 
lſtcth your owne honour in your daughters innocencie, and 


that the Duke may plead his cauſe, and we our ſelues will go 


with 
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with him, and p2ocure this matter to be fried by combat, oꝛ by 
any other means by pou thought fitter, which if pon grant, pon 
hall eternally bind vs to your allegiance, Af you cauſe the duke 
(replicd the Sophy to come and ſubmit himleife , J pꝛonuſe 
pou there ſhall be no wꝛong pꝛoffered hum, noꝛ any thing con⸗ 
trarie to the right of law + iuſtice, which J enely do, that if any 
of Don Gallaneos kindꝛed ſhould expect any reuenge at my 
bands fo; his death, they may know what J haue done herein. 
And hereupon Jpawne my kingly faith, and royal! woꝛd vnto 
pou. Then ſaid they, vppon this oꝛder you may diſmiſſe your 
men vnto their ſeucrall homes: foꝛ we will perfozme what we 
haue pꝛomiſed. UWWhereupon the Soldane commanded cuerie 
man to retpꝛe to his quarter, he himſelfe going to his Court, to 
expea the kings returne, who ſtraight repayꝛed to the Dukes 
Pallace, where they greatly retopced to ſe the god oꝛder, and 
care by them kept: inſomuch that the Soldan was not there 
able to enter by foʒce of armes, though he bꝛought all his foꝛ⸗ 
tes redoubled. They being their demaunded fo2 the Duke, and 
vnderſtanding that he was in don Bellianis Chamber, thither 
went to ſpeake with him: where they ſaw how the knight of 
the golden Image had his wounds by thoſe Dumzels dꝛeſſed. 
The duke reteiued them accoꝛding to their ſtate, 2 would haue 
led them into another rome, but they would not, loking on the 
kings wounds, which they iudged the greateſt euer they had 
ſeene, wherat they much ſoꝛowed, ſuppoſing he wold not ſcape 


them, though they were greatly ſatiſficd to ſee with what nim⸗ 


blenes thoſe ladies dꝛelled hun. And hauing don, they thus laid: 
with ſuch ſurgeons ( ſir knight) you ought to feele halfe the paine 
infoꝛced by your wounds: wherto he anſwered, It is fo great 
loꝛos) foꝛ theugh I ſhould feele neuer ſo much, this is double cõ⸗ 
fozt vnto me, ſoꝛ elſe J ſheuld not be made happit with the irm- 
tion of your ropall pꝛeſence ioyntly with the dutie ytu bind me 
to, in vouchſa fing the remembꝛance el ſo meanc a knight, being 
thus piticuſly wounded, z net able to leaue wy bed to imploy 


my ſell in theſe lreuble ſom affaires of my loꝛd y duke. Take no 
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care for them, Dir nicht, ſaid the bing of T:flifantic, fo; we 
tome to none other effea, and hope we ſyal: haue no great des 
mall about them, and though we ſhould tid any contradicts 
on, yet the duke ſhal be ſo ſauoꝛed, as he thal realonably doubt 
nothing that may to hun happe, And they declared p maner of 
the appointment made with the Soldanc, o that the dukes iu⸗ 
ſtice ſhould be cuidently ſane, and be at libertie to anſwere all 
ob:emons, oꝛ elſe pꝛeſent his champion to trie it in the baffc!!, 
againſt whoſocuer ſhould at his hands demaumd the death of 
Don Gallaneo, and that in mcane ſpace, the duke would pecta 
hümſelle to pꝛiſon 02 we fo2 him: all which was betwernc him 
and vs ſo agreed. And know (Su knight it is certainely bꝛuted 
ab:oad, that he which vanguiſhed the Tourney and was cauſe 
of Don Gallaneo death, with his coſins Don Galfeo, and 
that cw the Riphian Dꝛagon, and the Giants Filiſtones the 
knights,is your ſelf. Don Bell1anis fomwhat altered his coun⸗ 
tenance hearuig this, vet ſecung the Sophie and others knewe 
all his doings, faintly made this replie. Firſt, mightie Lozves) 
haue a care in what they demaund ol the Duke, and after wes 
ſhall haue tune it I eſcape theſe woũds to pꝛouide foꝛ al things 
elſe. And moꝛcouer, on my faith, the Soldan deales vnaduiſed⸗ 
ly and vniuſtly in his demaunds againſt the Duke, and ſhould 
not make account of two ſuch traitoꝛs as Don Gallanco and 
Galfco, whom ik in caſc did ſtay, I did verie well, tonüde⸗ 
rung with what trecherie the one would haue murthered me in 
my bed, and the other my companions in the Tournep: and 
had J bin in that ſtate at moꝛe eaſe, I had better with my deeds 
ſhewen, what J cannot ſo well now erpzeſſe in woꝛds. They 
were all amazed to ſee with what paſſion Don Bellianis pꝛe⸗ 
nounced thele ſpeeches , and they perceunng hee had reaſon, 
would pꝛocerd no further in that talke,but turning to the duke, 
pꝛayed hun to reſolue with himſelfe to do what they required. 
3 will do (replied he) neither moꝛe noz le le in any thing, then 
what the knight ofthe golden Image ſhall commaund me. J 
humblꝑ kiſſe your hand (ſayde he} foꝛ this your high faucur, 

though 
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though in all things elſe it is wchpkitowne that my dutie bmds 
me to ob:p you. But to our matter: J am ofop:mon , fauing 
better iudgement, and repofing our confidence on the ropall 
woꝛds of thele great kings, you map fearclefſe pzeſcnt your 
(clfe befoze the Soldane:ſoꝛ I truſt you ſhall haue no iniurie 
offered you. Thereoſ be allured (ſaid the kings) fo2 ſs the Sol⸗ 
dane hath vowed. Che damſels that came with don Belliamis, 
after he killed the dꝛagon, ſtepping to hun, ſapde. Tec haue 
heard (Dir knight the Pꝛinceſle Notſiana is in a ſtrong tower 
unpiſoncd, by the commandement of the Soldane her father: 
whereloꝛe confider what beſt in this caſe may be done, talking 
as little as you map, becauſe of indangering pour wounds and 
your ſelfe. TUhen the duke was departing, don Be lianis cal- 
led to him Don Bryanell and Artileo,and pꝛaped them to ac- 
tompanie the duke, and anſwert fo2 the P2mceſſe Pertiana 
and hinſelfe,as occaſton ſhould be offered. They being all rca- 
die, ſtraight tone their way to the Soldanes Pallace, leainng 
the knight of the golden Image in talke with the Pzincelle 
Autora, and Flori bell as damſels, which were both beautifull 
and wittie, greatly adnuring his courage and magnanimitie, 
fro whole pꝛeſence they were not parted day noꝛ night, but had 
placed their beds a little from his, the better to watch and help 


him at his neede, who extepting the duune powers ol the om. 


nipotent God were cauſe ol his health, beeing in that ſcience 
both lingular and excellent.

Bt douib tung rour highs 
neſſe being full ot ire wolo not hrar me, accoꝛding lo the iuſtice 
ot my cauſe, J rather choſe to withd2aw my ſelfe vnto my lod⸗ 
ging, where to this inſtant I remained: from whence J was 
now called bytheſe noble knights, to appeare befoze your migh⸗ 
ftinefſe. So being in this conference, there entred the hall th: 
giants, the greateſt, vglieſt x fierceſt that any humane nature 
could pꝛoduce:they were al armed ſauing p heads, whole helms 
and ſheelds were boꝛne by their ſquires: on them attended 30. 
knights, not much inferio2 to the in bigneſſe: all their outward 
garments were of mourning cloth, who went directly to the ſol⸗ 
dan, that thzoughly viewing them, greatly wõdꝛed at their mõ⸗ 
{trons fierceneſſe. Loe one that was moſt defe med, and ſeenicy 
to command the reſt, without dutie to the Soldan, began thus 
with a voice, whoſe hollow rozing made all the hall reſounde. 
High 4 mightie loꝛd we belecuc that ſmall is the notice tome to 
your earcs of vs, hauing but little traced thx dowiinios,althogh 
we haue endeuoꝛed with all our power, +the vintoft of our de⸗ 
ſire, the advacing ol your houſe by our fermce,Wherofyour ſen 
the pance Perianeo is a ſufficient witneſſe, as the man in the 
wars of Antioch being tearmed the knight ofthe Image, we 
arded,ofhun may you know J am king of C'vp:ns, othcrvaſe 
called Felleſtone the fiertt, bꝛother to theit knigts here pecſent 


that 
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that knowing you married the Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana lo our coin 
don Gallaneo of Antioch, wt came to honoꝛ his nuplials:aud 
arriuing neere this citie, two of imp knightawhõ J ſent to ſake 
two damzels of my compame, Were flame, by one which K(un⸗ 
derſtod is called the knight of the golden Image, ol whs there 
are alſo many tales bꝛut: d of their valour.oꝛcouer we were 
certified, that he and the duke Altiron, luc in the turnep moſt 
trecheroully, the pꝛince don Gallaneo, and his coſin don Gal- 
feo. And thogh we are aſcured pou wil cxetu e on them the pu⸗ 
niſhment that ſo vile treaſon requires ſoꝛ wee haue vnderſtod 
he unpꝛiſonment of your daughter the pꝛinceſſe Perſiana, tou⸗ 
ſcuter to their deaths. Notwithſtanding, we being perſons to 
who this afoꝛc ſaid matter toncernes, do accuſe as wel the Tuke 
as the knight ofthe golden Image, with the pꝛinceſſe Perf1ana 
your daughter, as authoꝛs, adoꝛs of their deaths, and therfoꝛe 
txaitozs andmalefacto2s, And 3 vow to appꝛoue it againſt the 
both togither, oꝛ with what knight ſocuer the pꝛinceſſe ſhall ap⸗ 
point in her defence: foꝛ J will not be toũted a giant noꝛ king cf 
the land where any of vs is knowne, if J make the not pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly cõfeſſe this their treaſon that you may chaſtiic it as you hall 
better iudge: and herewith ended his ſperch. The great ragt 
conceived by the knights, hearing themſelucs called traitoꝛs, 
cannot be ſufficiently expꝛeſt. The Soldan vnderſtanding of 
the Giant what he was, role from his (cate to intertain him as 
his ſtate required, intreating him to fit do tone. It ba tes not 
lad he) but only that pe fend to2 theſe tratoꝛa, to anſwere my 
obiecions: ſoꝛ I haue ſwoꝛne not to put off my armoz , til J 
be (atiffied with my. reuenge. The Duke ſtepping tuen where 
the Giant was talking who whey he better ſaw his defozmitie 
and bignelle; fo2 though hunſelic were of a god ſtature,yet rea- 
ched not to his middle ſomewhat feared hun: but remembzing 
by what valiant knights he was backt, reſolutelp madc this 
anſwer to the giants foꝛmer ſpœches. It we had not hercte ae 
heard z now by experience ſen thy great pꝛoc hing of Ciprus 


we had reals wo thunk no humane creature could haue pꝛocrea⸗ 
ted a thing 
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a thing ſo monſtrous, and to her ſclfe ſo contrarie, though ſuch 
as thou art are alwayes ſeene, from the olſpꝛing of ſo vilde a 
kinde, whereby thou ſermeſt to colour thy euill grounded reas 
ſons, and arrogant pꝛide, in toyning kindꝛed with the Soldan 
our dꝛead Soueraigne.) And ik in caſe thou bee ſuch a one, 
as thy ſpeech declares, thou moꝛe obſcureſt with thy cuil 
deedes his his ropall pzogeme , then euer with wozdes thou 
mapeſt amplifie it 0zcouer, know J am the Duke Alfyron, 
whom thou commeſt to accuſe: and whereas thou ſaycſt, J 
and the Unight ofthe golden Image haue trecherouſitc llaine 
Don Gallaneo, I replie, thou molt falſely lpeſt, which my 
ſelfe am readie to appꝛoue in battell , oz pꝛeſent my Cham⸗ 
pion fo the ſame . The Pzince Arfileo all this while rea- 
dic to choake with extreame rage, vet moderately ſayde thus, 
Since thou arf altogether onerwhelmed in the treaſons thou 
ſpeakeſt off (Cyprus Bing) know that touching tHe knight or 
the golden Image, thou haſt moſt falſely lied in thy thzaate,and 
therefo2e bꝛing with thee in field one of thy bꝛothers, oꝛ whom 
elſe thou wilt. Foz if thou wilt not ſtay vntill his wounds ber 
whole, my ſelfe in his place will app2oue the vtmoſt of thy 
ſpxches,to be meerelie falſe : ſoꝛ he is not a Pꝛince noꝛ knight 
that would haue pꝛocured Don Gallaneos death, cxcept fozs 
ted thereunto thꝛough his great treaſons and demerits, vct his 
Coſen, like a vilde fraifour died treacherouſly, going to mur⸗ 
ther him in his bed. Don Blianell diſſembling his anger, with 
a ſcoffing laughter, not ſuffring the King of Cyprus to roplie, 
ſaid to him. J thinke, Uing, Bnight, oe Giant, 02 what thou 
wilt, thou thoughteſt thy challenge would retarne vnaccepted, 
| becauſe no knight might be Here able in bigneſſe and defo2me, 
to anſwere the,And yet in my opinion, thy pꝛide is fatre grea⸗ 
ter then thy bodie. But paſſing this, knowe , that in the 
Pꝛinceſſe Petſianaes name, J will make the thirde in Com⸗ 
batte agaynſt thy bꝛothtrs oꝛ thy ſelfe , to pꝛwuc (with the 
helpe of the imnioꝛtall Gods) that in the great vntroth bꝛea⸗ 
thed foꝛth hy ther. thou moſt treacherouſſy lieſt. 
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And ſing we are all pꝛepared to fight, be it pꝛeſently Whiles 
the paſſion of thy furiouſnes is hot, leaſt after thou doe excuſe 


thy ſelfe by the weight ol thy armcur cucrlong woꝛne. The 


fearefull Gpant ſecuig with what courage and audacitie of 
ſpecch thoſc knights ſpake to hum, was diners times about to 
lay handes vppon his boyſterous are, thereby to pimiſh the la 
uiſh of their tongues, no moꝛe eſteemina the cembatte with a 
hundꝛed of them, then doth the furious Bull a troupe of little 
Whelpes, being ready to burſt with fury,vitercd theſe woꝛds 
to the Soldane. 

By the high powers of the Gods (dzead Lo:d iftheſe ſiliye 
mid men were not befoze thy ſacred pꝛeſence, J world haue 
inflicted ſuch heauie puniſhment on them, that they ſhould bee 
examples to all others as ſhould pꝛeſiune to ſpeake in ſuch ma · 
ner to any ol my degree. But J will this once reſtraine my 
ſelle, and expect the combate till the Knight of the golden image 
lee bꝛought well ol his woundes, that my reuenge may bee 
the greater: Foz I meane to wage the fight with all foure, 
No2 would J haue pou repute my woꝛdes vaine, fo2 J haue 
diuers other tunes done the like againſt a hundꝛed better then 
the beſt ol them. Whercunto Don Brianell made this an- 
were. 

Doeſt thou confirme my foꝛmer ſpeeches in fo long pꝛolon⸗ 
gung this fight, daring ſay thou wilt doe it againſt them all: 
knowing vs to be ſuch knights that will not ſuffer one another 
to enter the fight with arp ſuch aduantacge, Then the Soldan 
commanded them all ſil-yecſaping: that the kin. or © ypras 
accuſing thꝛe knights, the like number n uſt bee 2gartt hum: 
to wut, the king and his twee bꝛethzen, that ſhall agree thereto, 
Lee it as yeu ſhal! ccemmand ſaid the King) and wy twe byes 
chers ſhal accomp.inp mee, though moze wilt Juculoh ne 
had this con bate my ſ olle, agaiiiſt th:ee,0? (cure ,o2 wee, that 
they miaht thereby ſax hew 'ittle T eſtecme of them. Then the 
Soldanc againe temmaunded fence to bee kept, ⁊ called the 
two Loꝛds of Armenia, 4 Telsifantie, with cther Loꝛdes, - 
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count il. touching the confirmation of the challenge, which 
breing ended, they r-turncd, and commanding the knightes 
aud Gpants to attend, he ſaid: Yawng conſulted concerning 
the accuſation made by the king of Cyprus, againſt the Duke 
Al ſiron, the knight ofthe golden Image, and my daughter, 
wir haue found her may lawfully doe it, beeing as hee is, the 
mightieſt of kindꝛed tho! Don Gallanco hath, And moꝛco⸗ 
uer betauſe the Duke himſelke is accuſed , he may not in pers 
ſon enter the combatte : and fo much foz the knight of che gol⸗ 
den Jinage. 

Lhcrefoze it behemues you (Duke) to finde a Champion 
to vndertake this battell foz pou, ſeeing the Peince Al fileo 
doth it fo2 the knight of the golden Image, and his compani⸗ 
on, foz my daughter, and it muſt bee foo2thwith, 

Now though the Duke ſeemed outwardly diſpleaſed, being 
fczbiddcn the combatte in perſon, pet was it not ſo, fo: hee 
greatly feared the Gyants fozces : Neuertheleſſe, he anſwered 
the Soldan in this manner. String J muſt ſerke a Champt- 
on to detend my right, grant me ſome time (dzead ſoueraigne) 
to doe it. I giue you (ſaid the Soldan) twelue dayes, wherein 
lk e to it, ⁊ conſider on all thinges vou ſhall neede, that altar 
you tomplaine not, J haue dor:c you mtuſtice. Then was the 
Pꝛinteſſe Peiſiana ſent foz, that ſhe would agree that the ſeme 
knight ſhould bee her defender. On this mclſage went the 
Kingcs of Armenia & T eſsitontic, and alſo to bang her, who 
acquainted her with all they had therein laboured , accozzing 
to her requeſt, and how the king of Cyprus being tome to the 
Courte, had not accuſed her alone, but alſo the knight of the 
golden Image, and that the Doldan had fent fe2 her, to kncwe 
if ſhe would alowe the aduenturous knight fo; her Champion. 
Whercuppon beeing conducted fo her fathers pzeſcnce , ſhe 
pꝛoſtrated her ſelle befozc hun, but heeſternely loking on her, 
ſaid : Conſider Pzincefſe onthe anſwere you muſt malte to 
the king of Cyprus. Shee anſwered ſhee knewe not his de⸗ 
maumde: then had ſhe it reiterated. Whercunto ſhe replicd: 
; 7 
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A knowe not what J ſhould anſwere to ſuch a falſe and vniuſt 
requeſt,and moſt vntrue ſuggeſtion : Put ſince you allo ioyne 
with me the knight ofthe golden Image, let him anſwcre both 
fo; hunſcife and me, to whom J conunit my life, honoz, right, 
and iuſtice. We ſent not fo2 you to this end (ſaid the Sophy) 
fo; the knight ol the golden image muſt not combat humſclfe, 
but ſce if you will haue the venturous knight defend ycur cauſe 
o nao. care not it he doe [replycd ſhe) and pet F thinke her 
would willingly accept it, hauing all right and tuſtice on his 
behalf,defending the innocencie of a diſtreſicd P2zincefſe : And 
I beſech the mmmoztall Gods, J may line to acknowledge 
and gratific this his great courteſie. 

To this replyed Don Bryancll, your ſelſe diuine Ladie) 
hauing ſo great iuſtice to defence your innocencie,makcth mee 
the debter fo; this high lauour, whoſe grace hath decreede to 
lay the confidence of lo great a charge, on ſo meane and vnde- 
ſeruing a knight, whoſe ſcruice foz this honoz,is in perpetuall 
bond to your gracious Pighneſſe. Upon the end of which ſper⸗ 
ches, the gages were on eyther ſide accepted, and the day of 
battell aſſigned to bee twelue daycs after. 

The Soldan commaunded both the Duke and Pꝛinceſſe lo 
be ſurely guarded in ſeucrall ſtcrong Towers: and turning to 
the king of Cyprus, inſtantly requeſted him to lodge in his pal⸗ 
lace vntill the battell were paſte. The Ring caſily condiſcen⸗ 
ded thereto , hauing already purpoſ. d,that if he remayned vic⸗ 
to; ofthe fight, to require the Soldan to pardon his daughter, 
and giue her him, with the kingdome of Antioche , as his 
right, being next Þcire to Don Gallanco : foz which cauſe hea 
remained there, where the Soldan greatly honoꝛed him. 

The Pzince Arfileo, Don Bryanell, with the Kinges, 
Dukes, and Carles, returned to the Dukes Pallacc, to tell 
Don Bellianis the oꝛder taken : and entring where her 
was , they founde hun nowe ſomewhat better then they 
befoze had lift him, to whome they then declared all that 
had paſſed betwerne them and the Soldon, and how the * - 
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batt: was aſſigned, and that the Duke had in Champlon ſo; 
vimſelte, and how they had accepted the combatte no his and 
the P.inceie Perſiam name, cxpꝛeſling ailo the great flerce- 
nes ot the Gpants, partitulariy deſcrybing p defoured miſha⸗ 
pen fratures ofthe Ring of Cyprus, protecting they had ncuer 
tene the like. Don Belhanis conceiued an cxtreame rage, hea⸗ 
ring that ducourſe , how the Soldane would not permit hun 
to de combate at ſuch time wherein hee was reputed a trap⸗ 
toꝛ, vherewith beeing alnoſte beſides himſelfe, with vnreſtrat⸗ 
ned ſary ſaide. TA at, thinkes the Soldane this ſhall be ſuffe⸗ 
red that hee hath oꝛdayned, and that with ſo greate malicioul⸗ 
uis againll the law of armes: his deſire ſhall bx fulfilled? No, 
the powers diene will not permit it. And therewithall hee 
roſe and ſat vppon his bedde, and in all hace called fo2 his 
cloithes, The Daniſels ſeeing him thus determmed , mtrea- 
ted him not to doe it, which hee would not, but in all haſte made 
hunſelle ready, reſiſting al their requeſtes a alſo the Pꝛinceſſe 
Au os, aub commanding,that none ſhould accompany him, 
ſave the Pꝛinces there pꝛeſent, that led hun by the armes leaft 
be (yould fall. But a little after, the Pzinccfſe Florisbellas 
Damzells followed him, in which manner they went thꝛough 
the Cittie, vntill they came vnts the Soldanes Pallace, who 
bering ſeene and knowne by the common people, ſaid one to a- 
nother, viewing him ſo fainte and weake. Beholde heere the 
knight which ouercame the knights ofthe vnhapppbꝛidge, and 
that tooke the Dukes parte in the laſt furney. Manp follo- 
wed hun, to knowe the cauſe of his ſo going in ſuch ill diſpoſiti⸗ 
on: who being at the Pallace gate, ſent the @oldane woꝛd hee 
was come to ſpeake with hum,TUhe it was ſo told the Sophy, 
he was at fable accompanyed with the king of Cyprus 8 his 
bꝛothers, who vnderſtanding hee was there, commaunded hee 
ſhould bee admitted to his pꝛeſence. Js this the Knight of 
the golden Image demaunded the Ling) whom J come both 
to accuſe and challenge, foꝛ the treachery he committed by the 
deathes of my deare Coſins: This is he replyed the Soldan) 
and 
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and doe aſſure pou, that his peere the ſunne ſhines not en, fo e⸗ 


quall him in ſtrength and valcur, That map bee ſaide the 
Ring mona ſuch as hunſelfe : and it were a blotte to my ho⸗ 
nour to make any account of 100, ſuch as hee. Nou w2ong 
your ſelfe to thinke ſo /anfwered the Soldan) fo2 if hee ſhould 
enter in the night, J would not fo: the woꝛld aſſure you of the 
victozie: and therefo2e J oꝛdered what J did. Now you haue 
told me ſo laid the Gyant) it behoues me in any wiſe to craue 
the combatte againſt him , fo2 if J ſhould not doe it, J am foꝛ c- 
uer diſhonoured. J wil haue no moꝛe woꝛdes heereon ſayde 
the Saphy) fo2 in dwing otherwiſe, J ſhould not bee reuenged 
on him and the Duke as J defire, The king diſdaintully laugk⸗ 
ed at his woꝛdes, and ſaid, If the others that in this battell 
ſhallenter, were as you make him, yet ſhould my wil be accom- 


pliwed : But ſince you wil haue it otherwiſe , J yalde vnto 


pou. Thereon {ſayde the Soldane giue mee pour hand and 
woꝛd, not to accept at this tune any battell againſt him. J pꝛo⸗ 
miſed you fo to doe ſaid pGyant) though it bee to my laſting 
vlame. 


CHAP. XXII. 


What (peeches paſſed bet'vecne the K night of the golden 
Image and the Soldan: and how hee was ſtayed in the 
Pallacetill the end of the batte'l, 


ON Bellian: beeing befoze the Sophies 
I pꝛeſence, ſhewing no kinde ofdutie, thin- 
K king that one of his ſtate, and pꝛetending 


uch a challenge, ſhuld rather ſermt ſterne 
and fie rec, th humble and milde, though 
nig weakenes thꝛough the greeuouſnes of 
us wounds, was ſo great, that no Kmaht 
vader the coye of heauen, was able with 


ſuch paticnce to endure half the pame y he perfozce ſuſtamed: 
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which notwithſtanding, with a cleare voice, that he might bee 
heard of all the aſſembly , diſſcmbling his ſozrowe as much as 
he could, ſaid. 

J am (moſt mightie Lo2d) foꝛted to tome to your pꝛeſence 
in this manner that you ſer, by hearing certaine things that 
here haue bin debated in pꝛeiudice of my hons; and reputati⸗ 
on:which molt exceedingly haue augmented the pain and grief 
of my great ſickneſſe: foz which canſe J feare J ſhallrot be a⸗ 
ble to vtter the imaginations ofmy penſlue hart, with ſo great 
decoꝛam and reuerfce,as appertaincth ts ſo high a perſonage. 
And J pꝛoteſt Jhad not hither come, but pzeſuming on y equal 
neſſe of thy iuſlice. Che Soldan ſeeing hun in ſuch dulreſle, cõ⸗ 
manded him ere he further pꝛocerded, to ſit dolune a chaire bes 
ing b:ought him) he humbling hunſelfe fo2 the courteſic,ſat him 
downe, being in ſach caſe, that he had like a thouſand times to 


haue ſounded as he ſt@d,th;ough y great debilitie of his bodie, 


But dꝛawing ſtrength from his neuer fainting courage(ſeeing 
Filiſtone that fierce gazedon him, reſting aſtoniſhed at his 
great monſtruoſitie)turned to the Souldane with theſe woꝛds. 
If accoꝛding to the iuſtice of my cauſe(moſt mightie loꝛd)com⸗ 
mitted to the adminiſtration of thoſe men to that ende, placed 
by the immoztall gods, on this terreſtriall ball, pꝛomiũng ſuch 
large guerdons , in their future life of cuerlaſting happineſſe, 
if with equidie and right, they execute the function of ſo high 
commanding powers: whercunto the ſpacious territoꝛies of 
your vaſte Empery bindes you, you leke into this whole mats 
ter, learching p true ground therof,not ſuffering the vnbzidicd 
paſſion, of baſe parcialitie, to blinde the eyes of pour admiring 
iudgement,which molt often is wont to obſcure , and vtterly 
with ignominp, belmeares the magnanmittic of the Noble il 
mindes. 

Then J cannot but greatiye meruaile fo2 what reaſeas 
you haue ſo farre pꝛoceded in my affaires: ſeeing my ſelle ins 
deuoured with the vtmoſt of my ſtrength , to ſhewe my pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate ſcruice to pour highneſſe: whoſe gentle regarde might 
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haue bene the cauſe that the leaſt reaſon pzoceeding from your 
ropall ſ:{fe,thould haue contentedly (atiſtied mec at your com- 
mand, 

And X vow by the high immoꝛtal gods, no rep:oachſhuld haue 
ſcandalizde pour mightincfſe,no2 any imurious infamy ſtained 
the hanour of pour eſtate, if my ſclfe had beene firſt heard, and 
my conſent graunted to the aligned Tombatte . Foz in my 
iudgement, it is againſt all naturall reaſon , that J being wil- 
ling to defend the truth ( whereofmy owne heart onelye tan 
beare witneſſe another altogither ignoꝛant thereof , ſhenlde 
in my tauſe indaunger his ſwerte life. Touching which: J 
cannot ſee, no pet conteiue, on what foundation you ſhoulde 
builde pour raſh decree , to ſuffet the accuſation ołthe Duke, 
and the Pzincefſe pour Daughter, who in no reſpect could bee 
partakers, noꝛ councellours in what is paſt, Fozif I uc we 
Don Galteo , F did it becauſe hee treacherouſſy woulde haue 
done the like by mer, that was then altogither ſuſpicionlelle, 
of any ſuch treaſon , which fac, made mee alter verific my 
ſuſpicion , ſeemg in what perill of theyꝛ liues, Don Galteo 
indaungered my compantons in the Zurney , that ſoꝛced mee 
to ſhedde his blou as hee woulde haue done theyzs , Of 
which action, I ſhould then rather haue hoped foꝛ a moꝛe lar- 
ger guerdon fo; this god deede , then nowe to pꝛacure newe 
Combattes, Foz it were high diſhonour to pour high name, 
that ſuch as hee inuried to treaſons , treacheries , and vil- 
lanies, ſhoulde be actounted the ſonne of fo great a Ponarth. 
Pauing not only vſed ſuch as louc pꝛactiſes againſt ſlrangers, 
as the Emperour Don Bellaneo, but alſo againſt his owne 
freends. 

Wherefoze pou mape moſt certainlye belceue, mp (clfe 
bering nowe info:med ofthe truth, J haue vnderſt ode that hee 
left ail his nights in the ſame fight: whereby they were all 
flaine , whileſt hee moſt cowardlye fledde with his Cozin 
Don Galfeo And mozrouer , hee was a Traytour 
againſt your ſelfe and dignitie , in thus perſwading you 
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that the Cmpcrour was dead, oz by him moztally wounded, 
that hee could: by no meancs cſcape death: whom at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, beth liucth, and is in perfect health: whereof feartng to 
be accuſeu by me and my compamons , that were hereof aſſu- 
red by a cirtaine aduenture, he pꝛocured our deathes: mine 
in the Dukes Pallace by Don Galteo: while he io did of my 
compantons in the Turnres: where if he receiued his cen⸗ 
digne deſc rts, though ſo pittile(ſe death, his be the loſſe: wheres 
foꝛe ſince there is none can better bear teſinnonie of this ti dat 
then my ſelfe „ not oncly againſt the Unights heere pzeſent, 
accuſing me , but alſo againſt all thoſe which ſhall challenge 
me hercof, J will tenne dates hence anſwere it them in ficlde, 
and appꝛoue it on their ſieele plumed vurgonettes : : ncyther 
will J heercupon ( whatſocuer may befall me | denie them the 
Ccmbat : wherein J will make them knowe the great treche⸗ 
ries which they would haue vied againſt me. And when pon 
ſhuld refuſe to dw me this iuſtice, aſſure your ſcife, 3 am a man 
able moze ftricktly to require it at your har:ds:Foz theetcruall 
powers ofthe hcaticnly and earthly oꝛbes, haue not infuſed ſo 
lifle courage in my vntoloured heart, that any feare but theirs 
thould daunt my minde ; where he ended hee ſpeech not able to 
p20c&de any further. 

The Souldane all this whilc ſtoade gazing on him with 
great admiratio,in his doubtiul bꝛeſt, reuoluing many things, 
ſaying to himſelle, that his like fo2 courage, he neuer heard of, 
and greatly wondꝛed who he ſhuld be that in ſuch open terms 
durlt pꝛeſume to defie hun to his face, and in his owne land. 
But as a man not able to reſtraine the reignes of his paſlion, 
wanting the cherleſt thing well and iuſilp to iudge of inatters,

were not able to indaunger you. And thereloꝛc is it rcaſon 
none be admitted in battell againſt pou: and concerning the 
rcit of your thꝛeats, vou ſhal do what you map, if the tune wil 
permit you. Foꝛ in vaine the Gods haue made me Arch ruler 
duer ſo man territories, if I ſhould not accompliſh the vtmoll 
of my will. In which leaſon J will haue you remame in mp 
Pallace.vntill the god oꝛ bad ſucceſle of the Combat be by tri⸗ 
all knowne, that accoꝛding thereunto my pleaſure map be ful⸗ 
filled to the full. 

But the ing of Cyprus being very big ſwolen with ſuch 
extreame pꝛide. that he was readie to burſt, ſatd to Don Hel- 
lianis with ſo hideous voice, as he would \ allow? hun downe 
allue. Great is thy deſperate madneſſc,lintght ofthe Golden 
Image, that I ki:ow not where thou ſhouldeſt be bone: Foz 
with my onely ſight J was wont to terrific others, both migh⸗ 
tier, and in courage hardier then thou. And now thinkeſt thou 
to eſcape vnpuniſhed:? J aſſure ther, that if the end of the battel 
conſiſted in nought elſe , but with the firſt encounter of my 
Launce, to bꝛing thee to ſuch extremitie, that thou neuer ſhoul 
veſt be moꝛe able to enter any other fight ; whereby alſo wee 
ſhould after eſchew the Souldancs iudgement in this caſe, 
thou ſhouldeſt thore unto be admitted. But becauſe thou being 
ton uced with the treuſons thou haſt tonunitted, hee determi⸗ 


neth otherwiſe to chaſtice thy uilolencie, and lo hath ſuſp ended 


thee rom the battoll. 
Ih uie no great nede to att*mpt it replied Don R-1'i- 
ani fo; 3 am ſurc thou ſhalt hau to do with tuch Urights, 
that when the Combatte is ended , it ſhall bee publick'ye 
leene that J am not ot condition tyke thy treacherous Co⸗ 
zins. 
But J deſired wih my owne per ſon, to rid ther ol the great 
D doubt 
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$344: thitthai art in. Ap aſter to req re accont ofthe out⸗ 
rage, t104 offeredſt to two damzels of inp companie , vppoa 
whom thou dideſt ſhcwe part of thy Conſanguuntie with ths 
CTraptoꝛ Don Ga laneo. 

All this Don Bellianis vitered, the moze to inrage the 
inraged Gpant , to make him acccept the combatte with 
him, though hee needed not to ſpurre a fozwarde hoꝛſe: Foz 
her was impatient to ſoc hunlclfe vpb2aydcd with ſuch oppꝛo⸗ 
bꝛious tauntes, in pꝛeſence of that ropall aſſcinbly: but hee 
had, as is afo2e mentioned, pꝛomiſed the Soldan to the con⸗ 
trarie, wha fearing they ſhould attempt moze then woꝛdes, 
ſaid to Don Bellianis. 

Herrcon knight) talke no moꝛe, foꝛ what is decreed ſhaibe 
erccutcd, Ba it as you haue ſaid (auſweres he) but by the 
wap, remember the greate iniuſtice you offer me, The furi⸗ 
ous Soldan would not anſwere him, but by his commaunde⸗ 
ment her was committed to a ſtrange Tower, and moſt ſurely 
guarded, leauing with him the Damzels of the Pꝛinceſſe Flo- 
riebella to ture his woundes. 

Arhleo Don Bryanel!, fearing by their ſpeeches to adde 
fewell to the kindled fper , ſaid nothing, but deſiring the day of 
combatte were come, returned to their lodgings , ſending 
ſtraight wapes fo2 the knights they befoꝛe had ſent to the wad, 
whoſe helpe did alterwardes greatly auaple them.

Don Bellianis was 
ſo ioytull with this valoked and vnthought remedie, as hardly 
if map be erp2elicd, hoping therby not onely to allure his olont 
lile, but alio his companions, in that manileſt danger, though 
he nothing doub ted their valour,+ unbzacing the damiſel ſayd, 
Pꝛapy vnto the gods my god frand Floriana) that theſe trou⸗ 
bles may haue their deſired end, and then J pꝛomiſe pou this 
great care ſhall be fully aratcficd to your content. There is no 
reaſon replied the) why pou ſhould binde pour ſelfe to any ſuch 
gratificauõ, without deſcrt,ſeetrigmy dutie bindeth me to your 
perpetual ſcruice, and ſo thinke not much of this J coũſeld por, 
And J intreat pon to goucrne pour lelte well abzoad,fo2 being 
pet weak, you naght fall in ſome other greater danger. NUAher⸗ 
upon ſceing the night appꝛoched, he put on Florianas appiirel, 
wherwith he became ſo faire, that the damzels not a little won⸗ 
dꝛed to ſee hun ſo beautifull,that Perſtana creed out. Is it poſſi- 
ble oh gods: ſuch be autie ſhould be on earth, you had bin better 
reſcrucd it to gloꝛiſie your umperial thꝛones, vnleſſe heere you 
wul uchabit to maunkeſt your great powers among vs, 


And 
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And truely ¶ Dir knight ſuch beauty was neuer frene but in the 
P:nceſſe Florisbella our Lady Hirciſo: And well 1s it io: 
all knights, you are not ofour ſcxe, elſe ſo many would by you 
periſh, as by the Pꝛinceſſe dur Miſtreſſe, whoſe onelp ſight kil⸗ 
leth (though not outright, yet with liuing death) like the mur ; 
thering eyes of 1 ſlaying baſe ine. Js her beautie ſo adini- 
rable, to cauſe ſuch alterations in men? {demanded hee) pon 
cannot belecue, noꝛ we: ſet downe ſaide Floriana the great 
neſſe thcrof, And becauſe you may know J beare with ms ſo 
greate a beautp as pours, J will ſhewe it you, which J conti⸗ 
nually carrp with mee. 

And ſo ſhx dꝛewe it out ol her pocket, and gaue it hun, which 
he ſtraight knewe to bee the ſame that was poꝛtraped on his 
ſhield, though his was moꝛe liuelp, and ſoꝛ all hee vicwed it 
continually, did neuer aſke whoſe it was, unagining no ſuch 
perfection could be on the earth, and that Bellona had oncly 
ſet it there foꝛ a thewe : Then ſuddenly was hee wounded 
fo the heart, with the vnreſiſted darte of all couquering Lene, 
and not able to withſtand it, was inflamed with the fyꝛe that 
laſted all the dapes ofhis life,ſurp2yſcd with ſo great deſire to 
ſ& the ſubſtance of that ſhaddowe, that ſtraight hee would vc - 
parte thither,lcamng al thinges hee then had in hand vnimy- 
ched.

Then he taking his leaue o? them, leauing Floriana a bed 
in his ſtead, went out ol the Chamber, to deſcend the Tower, 
and by the way he met the Uings of Armema and Tellifan- 
ty, that came to viſit the Bmaht ofthe golden Image: whom 
he knowing, ſaid in pꝛeſente of moſt of th: guard: Your Da 
ieſlies may not enter: fo2 the Knight of the golden Image is 
a ſlæpe, and ſo ſicke, that I feare he will hardly cſcape the dan⸗ 
ger of thoſe wounds: and J come to tell theſe knights, that foz 
a kewoe daies, they ſhould ſuffer none to viſit him, fo2 it woulde 
be very trouble ſome to him, and new J will go to lincw what 
the Duke determincth about his cauſe, 

The Kings hearing this, would goe no further, but char⸗ 
ging the guarde to let none enter his Chamber, returned back, 
lcading Don Bellianis with them, whom they knewe not 
thꝛough the obſcuritic ot the night, and had it not beene, his 
penſiue 2 ſullen melancholie, they could not but haue knowne 
him by the tallneſſe ol his body, although he ſtopcd as much 
as he could, and being all without the pallace, the Kings would 
accompanie hun to the Dukes Tower, but he thanking them 
fo; that courteſie, weuld not ſuffer them, and ſo parted going 
alone, and beingnigh the Dukes Pallace, hee eſpicd his com- 
pamons talking with many knights, ard becauſe hee would 
not be knowne, he toke an other by wap, which led hum with⸗ 
out the Cittie gate, thꝛough which hee went, till hee came to a 
fayze groue of tres, ſomewhat out ofthe high wape, where 
vnder a ſpꝛeading beech, hee lay till the Mone began with her 
light to ſhewe her (cife , there washe ſurpꝛiled with the re- 
imemboamice ot the beautie ofthe moſt honcurable 12:ncclle 

Flo! bella, 
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Florisbella, which he ſo contemplated that hee was carped a 
way with the deepe unaginations ok her dunne perſegions, 
that hee knewe not whether hee was in Deauen oz in carth, 
and dꝛawuꝛg fw2th the picture that the D.amzells hadde gi⸗ 
uen hun, with heart⸗bꝛeaking ſighes, he vitcred theſe words, 
pꝛocceding from the boitome of his loue ſicke ſoule. Oh 
diuine, and moſt Angelicali beautie of the abſctutclt Pꝛinceſſe 
liuing on this moſſ:y ozbe , vnhappic was the heure wherein 
J heard the named, and moze vnkeztimate, when my epes 
were captinated in the admyꝛed ſight of thy picturcy beantic, 
fo; ſeeing the ſole ſhaddawe of thy nominated rareneſſe hath 
the power to d:owne mee in heauie ſoule⸗toꝛmented paſſ:ons, 
what then will the ſubſtance of thy immoꝛtall deitie do, when 
the fruition of that fight hall robbe mie of my ioying ſen⸗ 
ces. Chen muſt J anely call and contmually cric fo2 death s 
cheefeſt anchoꝛage and remedie of mp wound , and with nip 
life to end theſe my extreame, and intollerable ſoꝛrewes. Ent 
folc that am, where may J obtaine moze go2ic then te nouſh 
ſuch conceits, oꝛ what happie foꝛtune then poſſcfling this ſight 
burthening toꝛment, if à do not altogither diſpaire of p curing 
ſalue, foꝛ my moztall wound. Oh (wiſe Bellona) not without 
cauſe didſt thou bid nie come to the Soldanes Court, and re⸗ 
member me;J ſhould not there, in my greateſt affediens, loſe 
the reignes of my high courage. But whs is he, that is able to 
do ſo, hauing no flrength to counterpoyzs my greg, noꝛ cure 
foz my oppꝛeſſed heart, being fo far remousd from the tauſer 
of my toꝛments, whoſe ſupꝛeme thoughts cannot deigne to bẽd 
their fauoꝛs on ſo mean a knight t if they did, hew chuld J me⸗ 
rit,4 deſerue them by conio ning both deſires in one, when the 
large continents of the ſpacious woꝛld, doth not containe two 
greater enemies then hers, and my father, oz where ts there a 
greater difference ol lawes , and religion, t hen betwirt them, 
whercbp J mape not onclp diſgapꝛe of reincdie , but liue 
perpetually the diſgraceſt Knight that in this age ſuruiucth. 
Oh Ftoriana, when , £2 wherein, did 3 lo much unutie thee, 

that 
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tiiat thou ſgheuluc { on mee ſo cruelly be reuenged: and here⸗ 
with ring his eees on his imaginary ſoꝛrowes, and vnable to 
reſiſt the viclence of the ſuddam paſion, fell in a trance. Tiher⸗ 
in he confinard , tilt a knight arriued there, which trauailed 
that way by the light of the then ſhyming Bone , who ſering 
that Lady, lye with the picture in manner rchearſed, alighted,, 
and tycd his hoꝛſe to a tree, and gouig to her, tokeher in his 
armes, vſing thoſe remedies that he knewe to recouer her, ik 
ſhe were not dead, which he feared, ſerung her ſlur neither hand 
no; fœte. 

Don Bellianis with what was done onto him returned 
to humſelfe, greatly amazed to ſe that night there, thinking 
he had yo his complaint. But the night reſted no [fic as 
ſtoniſhed, to ſæ his excellent beantie, tha: he could not vtter one 
wozd , yet with a trembling voice cauſed by the luddaine fyct 
of loue that burnt his heart ſaid, What great niſfe2t1:n- hath 
befallen you ( moſt fayze Ladye ) that un this lollitaric place 
ſhould put you in ſuch extreame: And J (wearer by the oꝛder 
of kmighthod, J recciued that with the ter moſt of my power, 
encn with my death, to pꝛocure your pꝛeſent reme die. There⸗ 
foꝛe I beſach pou courteous dainſcl to tell it me, foꝛ I ſhall ac⸗ 
count my ſelle moꝛe happie to be imploycd in pour ſeruice, 
then to bee created Empercur of Conſtantinople , ſceing 
pour rare beautie bindes all the woꝛld to pour ſeruice. no moꝛe 
being therein to defirc, then to ue and dye at pour com⸗ 
mand. 

The P:ince Don Be lianis hearde his ſpeech to the end, 
and ſmiled in himiſelfe to ſee the Knights deeert, although thoſe 
woꝛds added a greater flame to his burning fier, with remem⸗ 
bꝛance of his miſtre ſie. And he determined to anſwere him ac⸗ 
toꝛding to his opinion. that his owne purpoſe might not bee 
diſcouered though he ſhould thereby moꝛe tozment the knight, 
greatly delighting with ſuch diſcourſes, hoping himſclir to vſe 
them, if at any time he ſawthe Pamcelle Floril bella, and ther⸗ 
ſoʒe replyid thus. 
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Truly ( fir knight) although my miſfoztume were not fo no 
other cauſe then now to toy pour pꝛeſente, Jſhou!d haue taken 
it foz my greateſt conſolation. And J think my ſelf moſt happie, 
that the Gods haue permitted me to arriue in this place, to in 
top the pꝛomiſe which vou ol your meerc bountie and courteſie 
haue ſo liberallie made, Fo2 my chaunce is the ſtrangeſt that 
euer pou heard: and therefoꝛe it behoues me, that you graunt 
me a bone, nothing diſaduantaging pour ſelfe thercby. The 
Knight ioping moꝛe thereat then at any thing in all his life, an⸗ 
ſwered, Command me what you will (faire Ladie) foz you 
neede not demaund any thing by intreatie. Then bcfoze wer 
pꝛocede any thing further ſaid Don Bell1anis) vnclaſpe pour 
helme, and after you ſhall know what J require. The knight 
ſtraight did it, and ſitting down(hamng thitherto ſtod) diſcour⸗ 
ſed togiter of diuerſe things, chiefly touching amourous mat- 
ters. Don Bellianis was greatly pleaſed with his talke, and 
the moze to eaſe his owne greefe. It is needleſſe to deſcribe 
the features of the knight, beeing of a gallant diſpoſition , and 
pong,not aboue ſiue and twentie peares of age: of whom don 
Bellianis demaunded his name: whereto he ſaid,he would do 
it,ifſhe would accept him foꝛ hers. Don Bellianis ſaid, J will 
if that will pleaſe you , and ſo fozwarde with pour diſcourſe, 
Then my deare Ladie ) know my name is Don Contume- 
hano,of Phe nicia, ſonne and heyꝛe vnto the Bing of that coun⸗ 
trey : and by another name am called the ſolitarie Knight, be⸗ 
cauſe J poſſeſſe nothing that better agrees with my conditi⸗ 
ons, then to wander thꝛough ſolttaric and nknolune places, 
chunning the habitation of populated Cities, and townco, thin⸗ 
king therby that the blind God of Lone thould haue no power 
ouer me, and therefoꝛe would J not this night lie in Pc lepy - 
us: but he hath at his pleaſure rcuenged himſellc on mc, with 
your gracious fight , whole ſpadie remedie if 7 want, i 
leaue me altocather bzeathiclle , The hearing ok pour Tate 
(moſt Mule: Pance) hath highly contented mee ſaide Don 
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that vou thꝛough ſuch a paſſion, fo2 p2ocuring to anoyde the 
cauſe of ſuch effec, haue bern this night ſo plagued with Loues 
all conquering power , that now I feele the fozce of his tributa⸗ 
rie paincs. In this chat they ſpent the better two parts of the 
night: which don Be llianis ſeæing, xeſolucd to demaunde of the 
Puinte, what he wanted foz the combat, deſiring that by no 
meanes his Companions ſhould know his intent, fo2 he durſt 
not truſt them with a battell of ſuch unpoꝛt, hoping alſo to obs 
tain his requeſt,ſaid, J do deſire you moſt honozed ptnce)that 
you will perfoꝛme the pꝛomiſe you made me, which is this. J 
left not karre hente, a Knight in an extreame daungerous ad⸗ 
uenture, deſtitute of an armour, weapons, and hoꝛſe, to per- 
foʒme a molt notable combat, and were it not ( ſir knight) that 
J alſo pꝛomiſcd to pꝛocure it hun, J wauld not now pꝛeſume ſq 
much to iniurie you as to requeſt them. But beleeue me, it 
kue,J will to your content gratifie this god turne. Foz at this 
time can 3 not do otherwiſe , becing requeſted by that knight 
to get him them. And ſeeing it hath beene my happe to merte 
with you, J do beſeech you, to make me ſo happie by pour gras 
tious graunt, pꝛomiſing if J reuiue lo mozrow at this time, to 
returne them, and this is my bene, and your pꝛomiſe. The 
knight was verie toyfull to haue otcaſion to pleaſure his mts 
ſtreſſe, eſpeciallp expecting ſo great a benefite as ſhe pzomiſed, 
cared not whether he neuer ſhould haue them, although they 
were the richeſt in the wozld ( ſauing don Bellianis.) They 
were of colour pcllow, rarely ingrauen with curious wozkes, 
and ſet with rich Oꝛient Pearles, whoſe ineſtimable wozth 
cannot be vallucd, In his ſheeld was pictured a mightie moun⸗ 
taine, with a knight lying vnder an Oke, with his hand vnder 
his checke, lcaning vpon the ſherld, ſtaring and gazing on the 
trucll god of Loue, ſitting on the top with his bow s cxrowes, 
d:awne ſo naturally, that cucry loker on might caſily bclecue 
it to be aliue. And he ſaid to don Bellianis. Faixe miſtreſſe, ſeœ⸗ 
ing all my heart is yours, what ned ycu moꝛee ſaue command 
all J elle poſſcfle as your owne;foz my a o and rxeſt 
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at your deſpoſing : moze deſiring to vadertake that com- 
bat vnder peur ſeruice , then with my armoꝛ to pleaſure pou, 
But ſceing vou will haue if ſo, ſtay while J call my page, that 
is not farre hence,knowing J would not go into the Citie this 
night: whereupon he ſounded a hozne, whoſe valuc was moꝛe 
then might be thought. The fo2ce of which blaſt, was heard 
though all the citie , wherewith he made a certaine ſigne, at 
which the page ſtraight came, who ſeeing his maiſter accompa- 
nied with that lady, greatly maruelled, knowing it to be againſt 
his condition: and alighting off his palfray, ſaid. UAhat wonder 
is this ( ſir)to ſw you in ſuch a place with fo faire a Goddeſſe in 
your companie: I feare ſhe hath of purpoſe deſcended the hea⸗ 
ucns, to penetrate the flintic wars of your adamant heart, ſe- 
ing on earth there is none that could do it. Jt greatly pleaſed the 
knight to heare his page pꝛaiſe his miſtreſſe ſo highly, and com⸗ 
manded him, ſaping: Gine me my other apparell Brunco foꝛ 
this Goddeſſe thou ſpeakeſt off ſtaieth foz me. Whereupon the 
ot d;ew fozth of a male, the richeſt ſuite oł apparell that cucr 
n Bellianis ſawe. It was all of a Rabie colour, imbꝛodered 
with many ofthoſe ſtones, and other of vnualucd pꝛice:and vn- 
buckling his armour , gaue them him, and put on thoſe gar⸗ 
ments. Don Belliams admired, and highly commended the 
knights gallant libcralitie, and the moze , that deceitfull loue 
ſhould make him ſo kind z deſirous to requite his bountie ſaid, 
Moſt noble and renowmed Pꝛince, J do accept the gift of pour 
lent armoꝛ, ⁊ foz the ſame do pꝛomiſe cre 20. daycs do paſſe, to 
remedie pour greefe to your great p2ofit,x ſo require no moze of 
me. Fo2 this pꝛomiſe the pꝛince kneeled to kiſſe his bands, Don 
Bel}1an1s wold not ſuffer it, taking him vp in his arms, g cmb2a- 
ted him kindly, which exceedingly gladded his hart. And ther⸗ 
with did help hun to moũt on his hoꝛle, ſaping. Pou mayſſwert 
miltrefſe ) ſit wilhout feare: foꝛ though my hoꝛſe ſcen eth as 
hee doth yet is he ſa gentle and tradable, as may be deſired. 3 
belteue no leſſo n y god loꝛd, replird don Bellianis) and taking 
his armoꝛ bound in acloath)bcfoze him,+ don Contumelianos 
ſwoꝛd in his hand (who toke his pages) ſaide: J intreate peu 
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fo enter the Citie to dap, where you ſhall ſie your armour vſed, 
and after follow the night, ſoz you ſhall fttnd me in this place: 
and ſo talung leane , departed thꝛough the thicke Groaue, 
leauing him as a man that firmely gazeth on ſome wonder: 
and rapt with admiring contemplation thercof,ſuddainle lo⸗ 
ſeth the fight of his delightfull obtect, Do reſted Don Con- 
tumeliano, who not knowing what to doo, lap him downe 
to ſleepe, till it ſhoulde be tune to enter the Cittie , which 
hee did, mounted on his Pages Pozſe , in which Cittie ho 
neuer had beene, Where taking his Inne, expededthe houre to 
do to Court ; where we leauc hun, to returne to Don Bel- 
ianis, trauailuig though the wod,as alozeſaid. 


C HAP. XXIIII. 


\\ hat happened to Don Bellianis in the Court, armed iu 
Don Contumelias armour. How he accepted the battell. 
His talk: with the Princeſle Perſiana before the fight, 
and what befell lum in the fame, 


On Bellianis going thzough the wov, 

as is ſaid came at laſt to a Cane , where 
in Winter the Shepheardes vſed to 
withdꝛawe themſelues, which hee ſecing 
to fitte his turne , alighted moꝛe caftcr 
then Don Contumeliano , did mount 
hum a hozſebacke, and ſo went in, and 
ſtraight put off Florianaes garments, and 
armed him as well as hee might, hauing no helpe , which 
done, hee hid his female Robes , coucring them with ſome 
bowes, which he cut with his ſwoꝛd, that none that there ſhe uld 
arriuc niigh : thinke them otherwiſe $ and ſo toke his way tc 
wards Perſepolis, at ſuch time as the giuer of all light began 
with his reſplendent rapes to cleare the dulkie ſute, and chaſe 
the darkened cloudes from the ayꝛie Region , when the chir⸗ 
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ping birdes with their melodious harmonie faluted the me: 
nings vpaic,whoſe varying notes, and pleaung muſick, ſtrok 
ſuch thoughts into the palſionate Pꝛince, ot his contem platiue 
muſtreſle, that he regarded not his way, no2 knew not Uh te 
he was,, till he foundhimſelfe at the citie gate: Which entring. he 
came to the lodging that Don Cortume liano had taken, who 
being at the doe, pꝛeſently knew each other, yet ſpake neuer a 
wozde: whereupon he toke another hoꝛſe, and followed Don 
Bellianis to the Pallace, to know the ende of that adventure: 
and by the way, were greally adnap2cd of all men, the one fo: 
thc richneſſe of his armour , and the other foz the ſumptudul⸗ 
nelle of his apparell as afozeis mentioned.) Don Bell iam 
lighted at the Court gate, and hauing none to hold his hoꝛſe, 
Don Contume liano ſaid, giue your hoꝛſe to my Page, who 
ſhall loke vnto him: Foꝛ though vou know nie not, pet am Y 
bound to do you any ſeruice Don Bellianis rcquiting his 
courtcſie,did as he requeſted, and ſayde . Such fauours /fir 
Knight)caunot but pzeſage a happie ſucceſſe to my enterpuſc. 
And taking him by the hand, paſſed into a long Oallerp, where 
they ſent the Soldar.e wo2d of their comnung, crauing acccile 
fo his pꝛeſence:which graunted, they entred, and fornd hun 
falking with the ing of Cyprus, who then with his bꝛothers 
began to arme themſelues fo; the fight, highly reiopeing, una⸗ 
gining their enterpꝛize ended, uring theme luce that fine hů⸗ 
dꝛed gad knights were not able to withſtande them in field, 
And when they ſawe thoſe Knights enter in lo ropall armour 
and apparell, with ſuch gallant diſpoſition they much p2ayled 


them. They being betoze the Doldan;lingled on he ground, 


demaunding his pꝛincely hands to kiſſe them, who courtcouliy 
toke them vp. and imbzaced them, and laide they might vfter 
what they would, and what they came ſoꝛ: whereto don Bel- 
Jranis replied. Commaund dꝛead Lo2d)the duke A ltiron to be 
ſent ſoꝛ, and then you ſh:ll know what we require, The Soi⸗ 
dan ſent fo2 him ſtraiaht who came garded with a thoule ndar⸗ 


med men. And not knowing the cauſe ok his ſending foz, was 
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verie (azrowfull , ſeeing that day to bee the laſt of his pꝛeſired 
tune, foꝛ the tryall of his cault and that he had got no Chand 
pion to defend his right by fight, Don Bellianis ſeeing him, ! 
with an audible voice that al might heare him, ſaid. Hoſt migh-' 
tie Sophy of Syconia, and imperious Soldane of this great 
Perſian Ponarchie, know, J am called the Solitarie knight, if 
my name haue euer penetrated pour eares, ſonne vnto the king 
of Phenicia, who wandzing about the woꝛlde in ſearch of 
ſtrange aduentures, haue by chance arriued in this your king⸗ 
dome, where J heard the occaſlon that the King ol Cyprus, o- 
therwiſe named the Giant Filiſtone the ficrce, hath made a- 
gaynſt duke Alſiron the courteous , and other lamghts of his 
tompanp as alſo againſt thy daughter the beautious Perfiana, 
touching the death of the pzince of Antioch, who he ſaith they 
trech:rouſly flue, J do well know the duke Altiron, (although 
his memozic doth not tompꝛehend any remembzance ofhis fa. 
uoꝛs towards me)x am aſſured he wold do nothing againſt the 
lawes and duties of a god knight. But to be bꝛiefe, J am reſol⸗ 
ued to vndertake, 1 fight the cõbat fo2 him,if he hath none to do 
it, e J intreat him to grant it me. Foz though I deſcrue not he 
ſhould truſt me with ſo great a charge, pet my indeuoꝛ, and his 
tyſtice herein, ſhall ſupply my want. The whole aſſembly much 
admired him, iudging he was of no little valoꝛ, that durſt cobat 
with ſo terrible and defozmed Oiants, though they mightilie 
doubted his vido zie. The Soldan was ſoze græued, thinking e⸗ 
uei ie [mall let to be great, accoꝛding to his deſirc to ſe $ matter 
ended, as he wold, 4 willingly wold he giue that citie to be fully 
reuenged ofthe duke, Yet diſſembling his inward thoughts, 
ſaid. Pou may trie ſir knight) whether the duke will grant you 
the light / then do what pou therin beſt may. Notwithſtanding 
know not why you ſhuld pꝛocure this cõbat, getting nothing 
but the loſing of your life. Al ſhalbe as pleaſcth the gods (replied 
don Belliani. The duke hearing theſe ſperches, ſaid:F cannot 
hitherto call to mind moſt excellent pzince)wherein my deſerts 
ſhould lo bind you to ſuccoʒ me in this my greateſt nerd. But 7

do aſſuredly beltene the mmoztall gods hath ſent you, becauſe 
they will not ſuffer ſo great v:llanc pzocede further. And with 
this, as an auſpicious toke/afſuring me sf your vieozy though 
pour incomparable counteſie and moze valo J grant you the 
fight,and perſwade your ſelſe, that all right and iuſtice you this 
day defend. J am fo perſwaded (anſwered don Belhanis) and 
therefoze ſay no moze. But who is pour accuſcr? The king cf 
Cyprus ſtepped ſoꝛth, ſaying: am he. Wherfoze,ſox if till thou 
be ſo reſolued. Poꝛe aſſurediy will J now inaintaine it, then at 
firſt (ſaid don Be!hanis) ſoʒ thy pꝛeſence ſheweth there can bee 
no reaſou noꝛ iuſtice in any thing thou attempteſt. The Grant 
inraged with theſe wo2ds,4 ſeeming th2evgh choller to ſpit firc. 
in treated the Soldan to command the pꝛiſoner to be b:ought 
into the field: foꝛ being all armed they had nothing to ſtay foz. 
Hereat don Belhanis was ſomwhat meued, thinking it weuld 
be know? he was not in y tower. any of thoſe knights went 
fo; the pꝛiſoners, t entring don Bell1anis lodging, they found 
Floriana abed in his place: but her felow was vp, x had cloſed 
the curtains ſo cloſe, that none could ſve who was a bed. Tho 
when ſhe ſaw the gard come in, ſaid very ſoftly to them Go no 
further (god knights fo: the knight of the golded Image lyeth 
in the extream paine ot his life. The Sophy laid they hath ſent 
vs fo; him, to cary hum to the field. Sul (aid fe where he lieth, 
but X beſæch vou ſtir hun not, J will go with pou to the Sol⸗ 
dan, and ſe what he will command, Wherupon they went to 
the Sophy with her, who declared vnto him in what caſe don 
Belhams was. The Soldan cõmanded he ſhould not be mole⸗ 
ted, and that ſhe ſhould ſer him want nothing. De new nerdeth 
nothing but this laid ſhe ) and ſeeing the knight v had vnderta⸗ 
kan the cõbat, ſhe unt w him to be don Belliauis, by his gallant 
demeanoꝛ, and the talneſſe of his body, and wondzed to ſec him 
furniſhed with fo rich armoꝛ:and returning to the tower, told it 
Flor1ana,whs with her greatly xc iaytced, affuring themſclucs, 
that don Bellianis would obtain? the vidone: reaſoning toge⸗ 


cher, that he ſemed to be poked in the amoꝛous bonds of their 
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At this tune was the Pꝛinceſſe and the Duke conducted to 
the field, ſerming verie pleaſant, The Pꝛinces don Brianel, and 
Arſileo, tre aduertiſed how the duke had gotten a champion. 
They were glad therof, becauſe the impꝛiſoned knights might 
reſt moꝛe contented and ſecure of their god ſucceſſe, and ſo 
they mounted on their hoꝛſes. The Bing of Arminia did beare 
Don Brianels ſhceld, and Artilcos Was boꝛne by the king of 
J eſſifantie. The Duke Gar iano did beare one helme, and the 
Pꝛinte of Brandalia the other: and in this maner they were 
arcompanied to the field, with the ſound ol many militarie in⸗ 
{kruments, where at that tune they met the knight of the gol⸗ 
den Image, whoſe launce and ſheld was boꝛne by Don Con- 
tumeliano, Whoſe gallant diſpoſition euerie one admired, thin⸗ 
king he ſhould be whom in cffect he was:and al they ioining tos 
aithcr , moſt louingly ſaluted each other, and entred the liſts, 
where they alighted, within a Pauilion ( pꝛepared fo2 them) till 
the Soldans comming, where Don Bellianis had the buckles 
of his armo? cloſer guirt. There then allo entred aboue tenne 
thouſand armed men, amd in the middeſt ofthem they bzought 
the Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana, and the Duke. The Pꝛinceſſe was 
mounted vpon a ſcaffoly richly appointed fo2 her, but the Duke 
remained among the gard, who ſpꝛed theniſelues round about 
the yard , fo2 the better aſſurance both of the pꝛiſoners, and 
combattants.TUhen ſuddenly the earth ſermed to tremble and 
quake with the noyſe and ſound of dꝛums and trum pets, that 
the knights could not heare one another. The knights came 
foꝛth ol their Pauilion which was heard by the P2incefic)and 
mounted a hoꝛſebache, to expect the comming of the Giants, 
who then appcared in ſight. But Don Relliams ſeeing fo many 
eyes fixed on hun, deſirous to dons leſſe then he was wont, ſct 
one hand on the pummell ok his Saddle, and lept therein, not 
ſctting fote in the ſlirrop, and with the ſoꝛte Hee put thercte, 
the blod iſſued out of his armour, from the wounds that wert 
not pet whole, which ſane of many, they counſelled him fo 
haue the the combat, being ſo ſoꝛe wounded. The Peinceſſe 
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Perſiana ſent him woꝛd that her ſhould come to her, foꝛ ſhee 
ſhould ſpeake with him, which he did, where ſhe intreated hun 
to mount aloft, The guard ſeing him noc alone, did not let 
him: Thich was at ſuch tune that the Pꝛincelſe Aurora ax⸗ 
ryued, well accompanied, who was conducted to that ſcaffold. 
Theſe two Ladies intertained cach other with ſuch courtclie, 
as belonged to their hiah fates, And the Pꝛincelſe Aurora ſors 
ing that knight there, demaunded why her was called. Ce 
home the Pꝛinceſſe erſiana replyed: thee ſhculd Craight 
know why, and ſo ſcitly, that nene but they thee might heare, 
ſata to hun. By thc life of that thing which you muſt laue in 
this woꝛld moſt noble knight ſo the wineztali Coos map 


bl: Ce you, with the cuerlunng gone of a famcus vidi at 


this pzcſcnt, and meſt happy ſuccc ſie to all enterp:yſes and ad/ 
uenturts you ſhall vi dertake, A doe intreate peu to declare 
rour name, fo2 either J am mew (nde, 02 J doe ccrtainely 
knowe yon, hami:g dꝛeamed this night, that J was dehuered 
by the handes of a knight 7 greatly affected, and ſo weuld J 
knowe it (thench J thinke it impoſſible you ſheuld bee ha) 
which you may aſſuredly doc, knowing hew it behones mie 
to keepe it lecrete, 

And here the Hiſtoꝛie ſaith, that ſhee in derde did dꝛeame 
that night, ſha was delmered by Don Bellini; who made 
ths anſwere. J cannot comcciuc faire Pꝛenceſſe whercfo ze 
vou ſhould defire my name, hauing nothing lelle therein, but 
to increaſe your ſo2rew 5: pet bncwe, J am recur bricht of the 
colden Image, and fo peorden me, foꝛ ycu ſhalllucu tlc reſt 
hercafter. Wherewith hee deſcended, lcaſie he were it fore? 
ted, though cucry ene thought the Punceſle did but inccurage 
hun, wth the nellice other cauſe, who was aducriiſed by Con 
Beſ'tans, hee ſheuld not diſcloſe that ſcctrete Ly no menge, 
neither to his ſcilc ws, noꝛ to any other liuing, ard moꝛiit g 
à hoꝛſebatcke, the & pants entred the uftes, beich their bovis 
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and tnkiowirghm to be the knight ofthe goide image, ſome⸗ 
ting keqred his lie, becatiſe ofthe biod that iſcued trem: hit old 
uchabcg, yct rclled aſſured of the vic oe, maxuclluig hewe 
her cheuld get cut ot pꝛiſen, and be ſurniched with lo rich «r- 
non, and turning to the hnighes, her law the Soldan mar⸗ 
cling the field beinig hiniiel edge ol the fight and placing 
the krughts one againſt the other, aud cem ing to the linight 
ol the golden Image, he laid, ſeen:g hun bloody thꝛough his avs 
moꝛ. Vow wil pou enter in fight ir knight being thus wouns 
ct; It is no matter (aid her ſoz this onely am J kraghs 
ted, 

The Soldan vꝛged it no moꝛe, but withdꝛawing him. lic, 
tonunaunded the ſignall ofthe fight to be giuen by the Trum⸗ 
pets, at whole ſound, the knightes with armed fury, in ſuch 
(c:te made againſt each ether, that they rather ſcemed fo mas 
ny ſud ain flaſhes of lightmags , renting thꝛough the Apzis 
palſag: of tha heauens, then men, and met in the middeſt of 
the field, with ſo mighty intounters, as if ſo many paces of 
Opwinance had beene diſcharged. 

AriiJeo and Don Bryanell incountred the king of Cyprus 
two bꝛothers, that all foure meaſured their lengthes on the 
earth, ſoze wounded, Don Bryanell hauing one fate hanging 
in the ſtirrope, that hee could by no meanes ryſe. Don Bel- 
ham-ardthe fearefull Fe liſton, ſo truelly met, that Don Bel- 
ham ſhield was pierted, together with his arme, and the ku⸗ 
ricus launce not reſting there, penctrated both armour and 
toate of male, where his arme was nayled with a perte of the 
ſpeare, to his bꝛcaſt, making there a wyde wond,fcom whence 
ulucd unmit blod, 

But Don Bellianis intountred the Gyant in the middle of 
his ſteled ſhield, whith alſo was pearced, with his bꝛeaſt plate, 
and the ſhocke was ſo ſtrong, that the laumce guided by ſo 
bꝛaue an arme, and the fury of ſo god a hozſe, that therewith 
the king of Cypru; loſte h.s ſtirropes, and meeaug body with 
vody, and b;calt with bꝛeaſt, the diuel ich Cyaiit hauing no- 
thuig 
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ching to ſtay his fete, fell to the ground: Don Be!lianis had 
done the like, i hee had net gotten hold by his hozfe necke. 
Abo is able to expꝛeſſe the amazed wonder ol the beholders, at 
that bꝛaue incounter hauing neuer ſecne the like, that they ray⸗ 
ſed a murmurre among themſelues, with high pꝛaiſe hondung 
the extreame valour of that knight, who ſwing thatit behwucd 
hum to loſc no time, was alightmg off his hozle, when the kung 
made tow rds him, moꝛe inraged then a ficree baited ul. But 
firſt lokmg to his compantens,ycrccucd the vetureus knight 
to haue one leg (hilt his ſtirre pe, and in great danger, becaule 
his aduerſarie was noun open him, intending to end his like, 
which caſtitc without diiurvance he might haue done, wherc⸗ 
foze ſceing his friendes ſure perul, ſet aparte his won⸗ 

ted courteſie, and ranne with his hoꝛſe againſt the pant, 

that hee returned to the ground, and hiniſclfe lepping from 

his ſaddle, went to helpe Don Bryanell, which purpo:e was 

leted by the kings coming, that thereby he was faine tc ſloy, to 

repaire hunſelfe from the Gyants ſudden blowe, who rayfing 

his battell-are, would haue diſcharged it on his head, 

But the knight ofthe golden Image, ſeeing hee could not 
helpe humſelfe with bis left arme, by reaſon of the peece of lance 
that was in it, ſtepped aſide, that the are ſtroke on the carth, 
and therein ranne abcue a parde: and going vppon the King, 
was vnawars lurpꝛyled by his bꝛother that hec oucrthꝛewe, 
wha gane him fo crucll a Licwe on his D lime, that it 
made him to bowe to the grounde, which made the rage to 
kindle in the Unightes bꝛeaſt, that very ſyer ſparkled 
from his eyes, and ike a hotte chafed Voore, oꝛ hungrye 
Tron bent to his pꝛare , weunded the Gant that had 
firo!:e hun, wit ſo puiſſant a blowe on the belme , that 
hee cut it in two , as iti had baue cf paper, ſoꝛeſy weun⸗ 
ding his head, that hee was hike to fall, pet with the fozce 
ok the blowe , his ſemitoz fell out of his handes, reſcung 
ſo aſtomſhed, that hee knewe not whether he were allur 02 
Nad. 
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But the knights ſwoꝛd flewe in two peces, that encly the 
hiltzs remained in his handes, to defend hunſelfe ui ſuch er- 
treamie danger, and of ſo puiſant enemies as thoſ. Ts at 
that iunzhad b:hcidthetwo Pincellc, Perſiana and Awora, 
wich the god Due Allion, and th tow2ro Dan; is of the 
b2auteous Þ2ucelle Flori bellt, that thence beheld the fixhe, 
had no node to ſteke cf? where, the pꝛo ill colour of times 
rous death. Foz in their facts was tt lo perfea is bo ſiene, that 
no Pater euer did better dꝛawe it in varity of colours, which 
ſight did (a terrifte the doloꝛous Ladies, that they deſired no 
longer life, then ut might bee guarded by the Enighr oc the go! 

en Images laictie. 

But the god Vince of hænicia, was there like to dyc, 
{o2 very ſozroww and angiuch or minde, laing all th.it cuill had 
happcucd thꝛough the weaknefſe of his delcetiue lwoꝛde, and 
curſing ot hunſelſe, thought his iſtrelle would fe2 cue r ab- 
vo re him foꝛ that cauſe, which would bee the loſte ol the belt 
knight that euer put on arinour, Yet hitherto Don Pryanell 
could by no nicancs get his fate loſe , but with the ſtrength 
that hc (ct, dꝛewe his hozſc vppon all his legge , that the very 
paine thercot᷑had almoſt killed him, onely the Soldan rcioy- 
ccd at this diſſaſtrous accident, thinkung hereby to effect his de⸗ 
ſire. The Cyprus king was ſo highly glad, that hoyſting his 
arc aloſte, cr ed aloude, this vlowe shall execute my will. The 
Dꝛuice Arulro that in ſuch late ſawe his companions, would 
haue gone to helpe them, but his aduerſarie perteiuing it, let 
fall his ſemitoꝛ, and lung hunſelfe vppon hun, whercat vn⸗ 
able to ſhunne it, did the like, ſirpunng with their cxceſſiue 
Urength to ouerthꝛowe one another. 

Don Be llianis though he ſaw jziniſelfe without lwoꝛde, and 
not able to helpe hun with one arme, was not therefo2e daun⸗ 
ted with the feareſull ſight of p2eſerit death , that hee befoꝛe 
him ſawe, but ſeeing the moſt flzrce Gpant come towardes 
gun, flung with all his ſtrength the peece of woꝛd remai⸗ 
ning in his hande „ that lighting on his helme, the fozce 
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thereof chꝛewe him backwards fo the groͤunde, and before 
his bꝛother could reine die iti with admuable omekneſſe which 
the pꝛeſent danger did augment he twke vp the ſemitoꝛ that he 
let fall, ze is already (wid, leauing the fight at that ſtay, ſtep⸗ 
ped to Don Brianell, and cuttuig the hoꝛſe girts, ſet hun on his 
karte. 
Lhe derte hing that then tame vpon hun ganc him allow 
on the head, which ikit had not bin gien hun vnaduiſcdly , it 
had cleuen it in the nuodle, but not taping there, u deſcenden 
on the ſheeld, cutting it all enerthwart , 4 falling on his thigh, 
parting all the Arniour, x cpcencd his flech molt prtconflp. Don 
Belliams feeling his wound, (trot the Bing fidchng with the 
heauie ſemitoꝛ, vᷣ it he had not warded p blow with his ſhais, 
it had cle ane cut of his leg, vet it th2cw the ſheeld in tuo pace 
to the ground, togither with his hand, and being cloſe one to 
another, the King would haue calt hig armes vppon him . but 
the Knight leapt aſide vnwillung to w2aſtle : whereupen they 
wounded themſelues maſt greeuonſty, that with their might: 
ftroalics , they ſometime bowed their heades to thepz bꝛeg — 
ſometimo they bended theyꝛ knees, and ſette their hauds to ih 
ground, and the king wanting his [cit arme, it made him! — 
roꝛe like a chaſed Bull, that hee ſcantiy lelt any of the kmahla 
blowes. 
Don B:1ane!) ſeging hümſelfe rid fem his hozſe, dꝛebo his 
ſwoꝛde, making againſt the kung, but he was ſtayed by his b:c - 
her. Whe met hun with ahcame Mace, which he had on his 
{3vdic punmncl, vſing it in ſtead ot his loſc ic mitoꝛ, and ſo pites 
guy wounded oncansther, that the vnterous night was fain 
ta helpe hanſclf with his rumblenelle, to auoide the gyants ms 
to. lerable biowes, haung wounded him in many places, The 
ue did the Pꝛince Arſilco, who hauing let locſe his aduerſa⸗ 
rie, lapoe clole to it with their ſharpe lwoꝛdes, with ſtich ads | 
miration co the beholders, as Uthe Omuerſall iudgement cons | 
ſiſted in the vidone of that bettell, and none durſt viter one 
Wozd, but with amazed gaze Tared in one anothers faces, os 
A 3 - 
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fo ſee thoſe knights eſcaped that great danger, (who a little bo⸗ 
fozc,they accounted dead by the mare ceurage and valcur of 
the knight ofthe golden Image, might not compare fo2 haugh⸗ 
ty deeds ol honoured Chiualrie, and whome they ſo much cies 
med. And returning to the greeued Pꝛinceſſe, they knew not 
what to ſay , though conceiued gladneſſe, and had much to vg 
to dutemble it in time of ſoꝛrow : no leſſe glad were the Ladies 
of the Pꝛunceſſe Florisbella , who fo2 top embꝛaced cach o⸗ 
ther, eſpecially Floriana, that with tearcs in her eyes, ſaid. Sh 
moſt vnhappie maiden that Fam ) fo2 J ncuer gaue we:ſe 
coumſule in all my life to any, then J did to this kight if hee 
here had dyed. But his death ſhould not haue berne witheut 
company: Foꝛ in the inſtant my cyes had ſeenc ſuch a thing, 
I would headlong haue tumbled my ſelfe from of this Lows 
er, that it might be knowne, with what finceritic and faithfuls 
nelle counpelled hun. Peace ſaid the other, fo2 we ſhall 
ſee him ſtraight vicozionufly tryumphe ouer his enemies, and 
therefo2e lette vs pzecure all neccflarics , foz to cute his 
wounds. 

At this time all the knights and Syants wers beſmea⸗ 
red in their owne blood, that where they ſette their feete they 
left theyꝛ ſignes pꝛinted with the ſune, and fo tyꝛed with wea⸗ 
rineſſe, hauing fought almoſt fiuc hourcs , that they coulds 
ſcarce hold their ſwoꝛdes in their hands The fearcful Fil:Non, 
almoſt with ſweatie furie choaked, and tyꝛed, withdzcwe him⸗ 
ſelfe a part to bꝛeathe, which grerued not Don Bellianis: ho 
doing ſo, det w fo:th the perce of ĩpcare from his arme, that 
embzued in his blood, it lucke ſo faſt that it put him in extream 
pamc: and walking vppe and downe becauſe ther woundes 
ſhould cole, they looked on their fellowes , and ſawe the ven⸗ 
terous knight reduoble his ſtrenath, thꝛogh anger ofthe pare, 
whcrewith he had bꝛought the Gyant, with whom he fought, 
(hauinga moztall weunde giuen him befo:e, by the Dolitarie 
Anight / to ſuch paſle, that het coulde not iong detend himſclf2, 

Which 
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EWNch when the king of Cyprus did ſe , he woulde with his 
Cour:lcar? wound the knight, that then he might incurre great 
daunger, bing taken vnawaxes, but at that iiſtant, the watch⸗ 
full Pꝛince Don Belliatu perceiung it, being not farre from 
the Umg, diſturbed that his purpoſe , puſhing him on his 
bʒeaſt ſo ſtrongly that he recopled backe thze oꝛ foure eppes, 
Wherby they renewed their taht moꝛe flercely and bzaue then 
in the whole day bekoꝛe. 

But Don Bellianis perceiuing, that iẽ the Combaite long 

continued, he was like to faimt, thꝛough the wimt blood he had 
loſt, aduentured hunſelle, to receiue a blowe of the Spant. 
TAhich when he ſawe deſcended on Hin, tommending hun⸗ 
ſelfe from the bottome of his heart, vnto the And ahtie, to deity 
acr him from that daunger, and thꝛuſt at the Giant ſo bꝛauclp 
vnder his arine, that being there vnarmed, and with ſuch ex⸗ 
ceſſiue foꝛce perſoꝛmed, that the ſwoꝛde ranne into his lech vp 
to the hilts, piercing his heart in the middle, wherewith he fell 
down: dead.

(hed, TUihich done, they in thepꝛ hearts rend2ed immoz⸗ 
tall thanks vito the Inughtie, toꝛ their vinozicus delucrie, 
from ſo vnſpeakcable p.rill , and with great louc inibꝛaced 
the Uniaht in the pelowe Armeur , whome they imagmed 
to bee Don Contumclno,ygiving to him all the honoꝛ ol the 
Voie, 
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TWherevpon, (not expecting the Soldans cemmamd the ge⸗ 
ner all aſſembly ſhouted out foꝛ iop, ſounding a number num⸗ 
berleſſe of all manner ofmulitary inſtruments, running about 
the fleld 702 gladneſſe which cut te Sold ane to the heart, ha⸗ 
uing no patience to endure it.

knight like ſtreames ot llobeing waters, in ſuch aboundance 
as il his owne deare Lavie were in that caſe: and truly there 
could bee no danger ſo great, which that P2rmce would not 
attempt, then fo2 the ſafety of that god knight Don Contu- 
melian, rather then to ſe him ſo languiſh in that ertremitie.

This beaſt was ſo hozrible in ſight, caſtuig fpcr out of her 
mouth, that ſoꝛ feare oł her GoHtumelianos Paget, fel downe 
almoſt dead. Don Bellianis as well as he could, roſe from the

thou finde lus remedy, and there ore leauc it not vner ied, 
Alwaies remembring what I told thee in my lod. JIN as 
briefl. a; I coul i, for therein all thy labour i; allure thee. 
I fy no mol e, but ſo reſt thine, as thy lelte wayſt teſtit ung 
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Don Belliani haunngread the letter, reiopced to fox there 
was yet remedy ſoz the diſtrcfAed unte, and fo rcielately 
was caſting hunſelle ito the huge fyꝛe, to tr what therein he 
could finde. But befoꝛe he could cert his purpoſe, there came 
towards him foure valiant kinghts, againſt whom pꝛeparing 
himſclife, there alſo at that tune aflaultes hun foure Lyons; 
big and fierce, who with their wyde mouthes (as though they 
caſt ire) unbꝛaced hum, maugre all his ſtrength, and dzewhun 
into the ſame, Mee ſeeing hunſelfe in ſuch peril] , letting fall 
his axe, would haue dzawae his dagger, which at his backe he 
had, but his arme was held ſo falte, that hee could not ſlurre 
it, and turning to ſee what did it, law it was a moſt beauteous 
Lady; whercupon the Lyons and knightes vanſghed.

confinic the high derdes pul liſhed of you, and dee render in⸗ 
finit thanks to our muna:tall Gods, that haue bꝛought mee to 
cnioy the ketution of pour ceimpanp, and ſo very icumalp un⸗ 
b:aced together, luntting rü them, the itwo!uble knet ci 
friendchip, which all heir lite laſted, as the Hie ments? 
neth. 

Don Beluam. was vnarmed by Contumelianos Vage, and 
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his woundes by hun dꝛeſſed, and attired in Florianaes gar- 
ments, which refreſhed the dying flamcs in the heart of the as 
mourous Pꝛince, and agreed togither, that don Contumeliano 
ſhould ſtay foz it in a ſtrong citie, foztie miles from Per ſepolis, 
belonging fo the Duke Al iron called Bollera , appointing to 
be with him within thirtie dapes: wherefoze embꝛacing againe 
each other, and taking their leaues,they went to ſee the piller,to 


read the letters thereon, which by the light of the fire there,don 
Bellianis thus read, 


The Piller of the wonders, for remedie of the diſpairers in 
Loue, ſhalbe lienceforth manifeſted, where euerie one (hal 
be remedied according to their meede. And it in Loue he 
neuer haue erred, or in armes beene ouercome, by the gar- 
dians here placed by the ſage Medea: hee that ſo hath not 
beene, ſhall not proue himſelfe therein. 


Mell might J haue hoped ſoꝛ remedie ( ſaid don Contume- 
liano) of the gard ou here ſaw, if you had not beene here. But 
A deſire to ſe the end of ſo great an aducnture, and howe it 
may be bꝛought thereto: fo2 J thinke the letters do not ſhewe 
if, A little lower J thinke it doth expꝛeſſe the maner how ( an⸗ 
ſwered Don Bellianis ) by him that thꝛough diſpaire ſhall hi- 
ther come. Then god cauſe haue J to pꝛoue it (replied don 
Contumeliano) foz J neuer hope fo2 remedie. Don Zellianis 
greatly laughed at what the Pzince ſaid, And ſo taking leaue 
one of another, departed. Don Contumeliano putting on his 
owne armoꝛ, taking the Giants Curtelax in ſtead of his ſwozd, 
toks his next way to Bollen, where he found ali the people ve⸗ 
rie ſozrowfull fo the Duke their Loꝛdes impꝛiſonment, who 
Was ol them greatly loued. Yee recounted to them what had 
happened in the battell, and how the duke their Loꝛd was al⸗ 
readie at libertie,whereat they were much ioyed, and highlie 
honoured him, who remained there till don Bellianis tame, as 
hereaftcr ſhall be expꝛeſled. 
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CH AP. XXVII. 


How Don Bellianis returned to priſon, and what paſt be. 
tweene him and the Ladies of the Prunceile Flonsbells, 


On Bellianis, beting departed from the 
G. Paince of Phemicia, arrmid in the Ci⸗ 
JJ tie, when two partes of the rught was 
(| paſt, and weattill hee came to the @ol 
danes Palace, not ſtaying any where, 
though he greatly deſired to know of his 
'1 Companions. And thinking to finde all 

the people quiet, hee founde them others 
wiſe bufted , and the Pallace guarded with fenne thouſands 
mon, with mams light Tozches . But hee cloſely paſſing bes 
tweene them, had nothing ſapde to hun, thinking that he 
was ſome of the P:incelſe Auroraes, o Perfianacs Gentles 
women: and going vp the Tower, required the watch to 
let him in to viſite the Anight of the golden Image: they 
thinking her was a a woman, let him in, demaunding why 
ſhe had been: all dape abꝛoade, the knight beeing ſo ſoza 
wounded? J coulde do no otherwiſe, ( replied Don Bellia- 
nis) and thereupon centred his Chamber, where Flori na 
and her fellowe ſtaped fo2 him: who ſeeing him come, Per- 
ſiana ranne to embꝛate him: ſo did Floriana, who cafting a 
M urtle auer her, did riſe out of the bed. Don Belliams ſav 
ing it, ſayde, It behwues not (fapze Ladies) you ſhoulde bes 
ſtowe ſuch lauours on ſo. meane a knight, ſpeciallie in ſo ſi 
ſpicicus a place. Thert is no plate to be ſuſpected , where 
ſuch a knight is, d:ſeruma greater fauours then theſe, euen 
at tho hanos of the ft eſt Junceſle ſiuing. 

But leauing this . t vs cure pou nowe, that pou may tell 
vs all that befell you abꝛoade: and ſo making him vnreadie, 
layde hun in a bed, and by their handes dzelled hum. Nn ich 
done,

done, they gaue him his Supper, who eate it with a god ffo- 
macke, hauing taſted no fode in a dap and a halbe bcivze: 
and when they wonlde haue left him, hee woulde not let 
chem go, becauſe hee coulde not flxpe , and ſo tolde them 
all his aduenture from his departing . And whenhec ſyake 
of Don Contumeliano, they coulve not ſtande (0; laughs 
fer, 

J am much glad of your ſucceſſe /ſayde Floriana ) be⸗ 
cauſe pou ſhall not thinke vs foles in what wee haue ſapde 
Sfyour beautie, whereby pou may imagine the greatneſſe of 

our. Ladie the Pꝛinceſſe Florisbella, and nowe you maps 
render to vs her countcrfeite, foz you no moze neede it. Lef 
mee yet kerpe it, (gracious Damozell) fozthat J haue not 
coated it with that J haue in my Shelde, to (@ which is 
moze naturall : ſoz the meaning J knowe is all one. And 
teil mee the reaſon why the @oldane did commaunde the 
Paince Perianeo, to depart his Dominions, which the P2in- 
cefle Aurora was the other day telling mee, but ſhe was 
interrupted by a ſuddaine eccaſion, and ſince I haue had no 
time to knowe it? Wee haue not cffccually learned it, ſapde 
cher) but it is thought the Wouldane imagined that hee was 
in louc with the Pzinceſſe : and leaſt he ſhoulde attempt 
anie thing agaynſt her honour, commaunded him to lcaue 
bis Ringdome, being the valantct knight then knowen in 
the whole vniuerſall wozld, 

What loſſe had there bene (ſayde Dbn Bellianis) if hee 
had beene married to her, bering ſo god a knight, and ſo great 
a Pzince, In faith none { replied ſher if foz poſſcſions , 03 
ane thing elſe ſhe ſhoulde haue beene ginen to anie, he well 
deſerued her. But we thought, that accozding to her cxcel- 
lencie and beautie, ſome of dur Gods would deſcende the 
heauens, to enioy her on earth. And if hee had demaunded 
her of the Woldane our Lozde, wee thinke hee woulde not 
haue denied her him, but he neuer woulde declare his name, 
Which was knowen alter the warres of Anaoch, | 
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Lhis they tolde Don Bellianis,who was greatly diſcomſo:. 
ted to heare of the loue betwirt the night and the Pꝛincelle, 
as aiſo to hcare , that euerie where the wonders of the knight 
ol the Images ſounded in his cares, becing ſo highly eſtermed 
in his Ladies Countrey, and ſo purpoſed ncuer to reſt till hee 
met with him, ſuppoſing he ſhould neuer be fauoured of his 
Miſtrelle, vnleſſe hee ſhould remooue that knight out of her 
light and ſo ſaid to the Damzels. Hath there beene no newes of 
him ſince his departing, 02 did he ſo ſone fo2get the Pzinceſle 2 
No/ſaid they fo2 it was ſaid,he enerte day came into the court 
with ſeuerall hozſe and armour , and then wait diuerſe letters 
fo her,beſeeching her to receine hun as her knight, letting her 
knowehe was Pꝛince of this land, The letter was deliuered 
to vs, and we fearing ſome euill to inſue thereby,durſt not giue 
it her. But what anſwer made pou(ſatd Don Bellianis)to him 
that gaue you the letter: None other (anſwered the Damzell) 
ſaue that the Pꝛinceſſe would not anſwere it. Yet might you 
haue giuen her it. There is none fo2 their liues that durſt haue 
done ſo: foꝛ beſides that, ſhe doth iniurie herſelle, being but ſal 
dome ſeene, and abhozring ſuch matters extre amp, hee hateth 
this Pꝛince greatly, becauſe he was the cauſe that the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Aurora loſt her kingdome, with her fathers life , which 
was Uncle to our Ladie Pꝛinceſſe, and bꝛother to her mother, 
Vith that Don Bellianis reſted ſomewhat comfozted , and to 
gue place to his thoughts, pꝛaied the Damzels to go to bed, be⸗ 
cauſe he would ſleepe: which they did: and being withdzawne, 
they reaſoned, that the knight of the golden Image ſhould bee 
in loue with their Ladie. Belteue not ſaid Beriana) if ſince peu 
named the Pʒinceſſe Florisbella, he hath not bene taptiuated 
with her p2zaylcs , elſe why (honld hes ſo particularly inquire 
foʒ her, Mill vou knew it certainly(ſaid F!oriana? Let vs riſg 
ſoftly and hearken what he ſayes , foz it is not poſſible but hee 
ſhoulde vtter the aboundance of his heart, and ſo roſe in their 
ſmocks to heare hun, who to hunſelf complainc d, and now and 
then groned, and ſighed ſo bitterlp, as il his heart would bꝛeak. 
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But at laſt with a ſoft voyce he burſt into theſe paſſions , Ap 
mer vnfoztunate night of the golden Image, and moſte 
vnhappte Paince, what accurſed Starres, voyde of all pitie, 
haue conducted ther to Perſepolis, to receiue ſo diſtaſtrous 
a death « Ah, wietch that J am , whome the power of 
hearts-pcnetrating loue, contenteth not with ſuch crueltie to 
tozment thee, but tclleth the thou art not wooꝛthie to ſerue 
whome thon deſpzcſt, But thaiſe happie art thou knight of 
the Images: fo; if thou dooſt ſuffer ame paſſions , and 
heartes languiſhment fo2 the diuined beautie of the excel 
lenteſt Pꝛinceſle that euer was boꝛne: yet are thy thoughts 
made knowne to her, where thou maycſt nmmoztallize thy 
ſcife, and call ther the onelie bleſſed of all moztall men, But 
ay? me, moze vnhappie farre , then thou art happie, that 
muſte hcare the intollerable bnrthen of my grecuaunces, 
without comfozte , without helpe , and without hope. Foz 
though my ſoules true paine were knowne, where are the 
merittes to reape the bene lite of ſo Lag a gucrdon 2 But 
let Foztune do her woozft, pet will not J leaue, till J ſee 
howe long my deſpiſed life will labour in the Labozinth of 
nuſfoztune. And ik J do meete with the knight ofthe Jmas 
ges, J doo pzoteſt by the ſacred oꝛder J haue receined, to 
make it knowen vppon his ſterled Burgonct, that none but 
J deſerue ſhe fruition of ſuch thonghtes , though hee moꝛe 
largely do poſlefſe the fauour of time, ſmiling chance, which J 
will obtaine , vnleſſe my tributarie death denie me paſſage to 
effect my will, that hardly will bee maintained with theſe op⸗ 
pꝛeſſing tozmentozs , where with manie grones and ſighes, 
dzowned in a flod of teares, wetted all his bed. 

Oh God /ſayde Floriana) did pou euer heare ſuch a 
complaint of a knight in ſo ſhoꝛt a time, not hauiug ſane 
her whome hee loues? And J belceue, vnleſſe hee bee reme⸗ 
died) her will hardly ſcape with his life, bering thus derpelie 
wounded, 

J knowe not what to ſay, (replicd her fellow P eriana) fog 
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it is the ſtraungeſt thing J haue ſcene, that the lone ol a Ladie 
ſhould ſo wound the heart ofa night, agaynſt whome nci⸗ 
ther the furte of hell-bzed beaſts, no; the ſtrength ol migh- 
tie Oiants can pꝛeuaile, and whome wee haue ſcene do ſuch 
derdes, that ſcarce our ſelues can beleeue ; and this is the 
greateſt of all, that ſo ſtrong a Competitoz in Loue, is of- 
fered at this pꝛeſent to the Perſian Pꝛince. The Knight. of 
the golden Image is not ſo great as you cſtœme him ((apde 
Floriana) fo J well knowe the high derdes and great ſtate of 
the other, and though he be nowe dilgraced by the oldan, he 
map be reconciled, 

All this knowe J /ſapde the other pet is not he like fo 
this , if her ſhonld bee compared. And this Knight may bee 
ſome great inte, ſince ( knowing the other ſueth foz her) 
bee determineth the like, And as foz his beautie, you ſes the 
woꝛlde cannot equall it: and alſo fo2 his valonr,we our ſelues 
are good witneſſes, And foz my part, though J were ſure ta 
die, J woulde pꝛocure all meanes to cffcc his deſire , ſeeing 
the daunger her freed vs from, and the loue wer bare him, 
and hee vs, deſerueth all our endeuour in this caſe, In this 
they continued while they fell a ſlerpe, fill the next moz⸗ 
ning, that they agame dzeſſed him. And frulie the great deſirs - 
he had to ſee himſelfe out of that Cittie , greatly helped his 
woundes, that the Damzels ſapde he would bee well within 
ten dayes,and able to trauell, which greatly toyed hun, hoping 
to be quickly in the great Citie of Babylon, there to poſlefſe 
the fight of his heauenly Pinceſle, 
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Howe betweene the Princes Don Bryanell, and Arfileo, 
with the two king it was determined , in what maner the 
Duke Alfiron, and the Knight of the golden Image 
ſhould be ſet at libertic: And howe the Princeſlc Aurota 


ſpake with about it lum: by whoſe counſell fhe departed 
om the Soldans Couit. 


de pince Arſileo knowing how the Sol⸗ 
42 dan gouerned himſelfe with a diſtempe⸗ 
red paſſion of an vnbndeled rage, xeſoiued 
with the two kings his friends whö this 

| matter alſo concerned becauſe the Sophi 
1 0 had with them bzoken pꝛomiſe, to pꝛocure 

28 ö the end of theſe affaires: and therevpon 
coucluded, that ſeeing the Soldan wouls 

not free the Knight of the golden Jmage ,. and the Duke, 
by intreatiue mcanes , to make it knowne vnto Don Bc1- 
lianis, and to this ende, the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora ſhoulds vi⸗ 
fite him in Pꝛiſon, and being there, found hun conucrfing 
with the Damzelles about the Paincclſe F lorisbella, who 
knowing his paſſion, alwaycs deuiſ:d diſcoꝛſiue matte: vp⸗ 
on theyꝛ Ladis, which ſome time both pleaſed, and diſplea⸗ 


ſed him, as the ſpeeches accozded with his humour, oz deligh⸗ 
ted his ware · molliſied heart, apt fo; any unpꝛeſſ. on of that 
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Howe when the Pꝛinceſſe entered, the Ladics roſe to 
recepue her, with that obeyſaunce that befittcd her Rate, f 
and the Pzince Don Bellams, about to doo the lyke, was a 
ſtayed by her, who ſo ſoone ſtcpped to hun, that hee ceula | | 
not doo it: to whome ſher woulde haue knglcd , but hee not 
permitting it, embꝛaced her betwerne his armes with moꝛe 
affection then thith:rto her had , becauſe of his conceyncd 

loue 
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lone of the Pꝛinceſſe Florisbclla , that ſo vearely loued this 
Ladie, hoping by her meanes (th2ough the hclpe hee ſhoulde 
imploy in her ſerince] to obtaine his Piſtreſſe favour , The 
P2incclſs Aurora ſitting by him demaunded how he felt hun- 
ſelfe of his daungerons wounds, Mell, deare Ladie,replied 
he that ſeeing J am in ſuch compare, there is no cauſe to de⸗ 
maund of me that, fo: it that foztune ſhould lend her foꝛce to my 
harin*her power is fo weakened hereby that ſhe cannot , J 
gladly iy therein(anſwered ſhe) and pet you are not content 
to haue hitherto peelded no ſatiſfaction foꝛ your cure, but that 
pou will with wozds ieaſt at vs. Then were it god we require 
it ſaid Perſ1ana)leaſt he thinke to pay vs with concepts. J can 
not ſatiſfie pou (replied the P2ince) accoꝛding to your merits, 
oꝛ the great fanour Jhaue recetued ; fo2 if I coulde, you ſhould 
not kep me in p2ifon fo2it,as you do. What pziſon,(ſaid they?) 
if the Soldan would (ct pou at libertie, you ſhould not be tated 
by vs. If J could ſo ſons free my ſelfe of that gaole, J meane, 
(replied Don Bellianis) as J can of this the Soldanes, the 
griefe J ſuſtaine ſhould not thus tozment me. Let vs leaue this 
talke ſaid the Pzinceſſe) ſoꝛ the time will come, that you ſhall 
be free of all pour pꝛiſons, and theſe Ladies alſo ſatiſfied to 
their content : wherein il pou ſhall diſagree, J as vmpere will 
moderate the ſtrife betweene pou, though J now it will not be 
requiſite, But to the purpoſe , J will tell you the effec of my 
comming.You alreadie know, how the Soldan hauing bene 
intreated, and impoꝛtuned about it hath alwayes refuſed te 
graunt you libertie with the Duke Alfiron , denying it alſs 
to the Kings of Armenia and T eſſifantie, that greatly labou- 
red your dchuente. And the laſt anſwere he gaue them, was, 
they ſhould no moꝛe immoztune hum therein, foz if they did, it 
ſhould not a little diſadauntage them, that il they became ef 

your fadion, he would alſo appꝛehend them, as traytoꝛs to his 
tate, and perſon. Now they haue determined to end this mat⸗ 
ter onc way oꝛ other foꝛth with, becauſe the venturous knight,

aduiſe. What power haue they lud Don Belliam:) Thep 
haue repipe d (hc) epght thouſand men well appointed, and 
heere they gaue me your [wo2d to baing you , which J did as 
ſecretelp as I could, tying it vader my gowne, and fo gaue it 
him. Don Bellianis toke it, and moꝛe rctopced thercwith, 
then ik hee had beene pꝛelented with a kingdome.

Tell thoſe knights (moſt excellent] whit: ) that {ire dapes 
hence, they pꝛepare and hauc then in — al their men, 
and that in the cuening they ſudden y aſſault the Soldans pal⸗ 
lace, pꝛocuring nought elle but the liber tie ofthe Duke Alli- 
ron: id in any caſe they take with them, the Pzinceffe Verſi- 
ana, fe2 it muſt needs bee ſo, and you (deare Lady) ſhall take 
pour leaue ofthe Soldan, ſaying ycu will departe hence, ſering 
hee will not let me go, aud ſtay fo; vs in the firſt Uillage that 
wee muſt paſſe, becing thither directed by ſcene ofthe Dukes 
folkes, which otherwiſe would greatly let vs, and J will ſend 
theſe Ladies to accompany vou, leaſt wee looſe them in this at⸗ 
ten pt, and ſo hecrein let them not faule: and as foz mee, let 
the Pꝛince Arfileo, Don Bryanell, and the knights, take no 
care, fo2 ſo ſone as they ſhall aſſault the Pallace, à wil be with 
them. Pou ſay well(rcplycd the Panceefe)and il it pleaſe peu, 
J will aducrtyſe the Pz2ncefle Poren thereof, that againſt. 
the time ſhee pꝛepare her icife, and net hyde {cr at the noyſe. 
It will not bee amiſſe ſaid Don Belem, uherit ppen the 

ainceſſe Aurora, after (hc had beer there a A 
leauing Don Bellini: in his chai with th De mzells, and he 
her lelfe went ſtraight to the Panteſſt 1 e: 2 nas to ad uiſi her 
ok that which had beene detern med, u hichriws bich'y ten⸗ 
tented her, that Chr thought Che was nete Lic te TiO n tt itan 
which content, the Pꝛmceſſe Auro! a lift her, ei d u nt te the 
Lo2ds ok the fagion, with tem pertckirg cf ihe tricht of 
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N the golden Images determination, which greatly pleaſcd 
—＋ them. The kings aduertiſed the Souldiers how they would 

7 ſet the Duke Al.:ron at libertie, ſeeing the Soldan refuſed to 

0 doc it, winch they ought to doe, being his ſubicas, and trus 


hartcd friendes. UWhereunto they peelded, making account, 
that as in that hurley-burley they ſhould ſacke the Soldans 
Pallace, ſo they might allo vttcrly ſubucrt the Cittie, putting 
it to ſpoyle and pillage. 

Which made them thinke cuery houre, a moneth, till they 
met with the Soldans power, to bee reuenged on him fo all 
his mtuctes done them, and foꝛ the bꝛeach of his woꝛd. Man 
in meanc time ſolicited the Soldan to quietneſſe, but nothing 
would pꝛeuaile with him, determining to put the Duke to 
death, which ik hee did not, was, foz that hee expected the days 
ly comming ok the Pꝛince Per ianeo his ſonne, with whole 
pꝛeſence, he ſeared not the whole power of the whole vnyted 
power vntucrſe, thinking then moze ſafely to effec his will, 
Chus were ftue of the ſixe dapes paſte , that Don Bellianis 
had appointed, wherein hee was vppc, and walked about, and 
in a manner well, and able to beare armour, who ſeeing the 
determinate time appꝛoacheo, ſent the Danizcls to accompa⸗ 
ny the Pꝛinceſie Aurora, who ſeetng it to bec requiſit, did ac⸗ 
coꝛdiigip: telling the Sophy, that the knight ofthe golden J- 
* mage Was bol, and not needed moze their helpe. Ye requeſted 
q them to remaine in p Pallace, til they minded to depart. They 
thanked hun: 02 that courteſie, anſwering they would go at⸗ 
tend the pieaſ re of the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora, whom they found 
wih all her Ladies, in readineſſe to depart , and was coni⸗ 
ming to take her leaue of the Soldan, but ere they went , the 

. Wies were furniſhed with god palfraycs, who returned to 
4 the Soldan with the Peinceſſe, that becing beſoꝛe him, thus 
| beg in. Orcat is the wong (moſt mightie Lozd) which in thy 
L 3d thou haſte offered mee, giuing me cauſc to complaine as 
bꝛoade of thy diſcourtcous entertainment, having againſt all 
£353; and kingly iuctice, unpaloned the light ol the golden 3⸗ 
mage, 
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mage that actompanicd mee, and to banniſh frem thy terri⸗ 
fo:1cs, ſo bꝛaue a man as the aducnturous knight, with what 
elſe thou knoweſt, TUhcrfoze ſceing withwn thy houſe, ccurt, 
and Pallace, thele iniuries J reccuued, 3 haue determined to 
returne vnto the Ring my Father, though græued to the hart, 
thzough want of the beſt company that cuer Lady had Ar d 7 
do with , that with muldeneſſe you would cutte of the dangers 
that heereby may inſue, that J feare mphcart denecth: which 
ik you will not do at niy intreatcs, cucry one dull repute it to 
pꝛocede of your ſupꝛeme vertues, ſaluung thereby all thuiccs 
paſte. 

And remember the blood ſpilt by the Pꝛince ef Phenicia,in 
the battel,which (th2ough pour ingratitude wil elſe diſparage 
and ſcandaliſe pour royall name: becing hecretofoze reputed 
fo: ſo mighty a king, now to defame and ſtaine thy ſpotleſle 
ſtate, with the name of tyꝛannous crucltye, and blodp barba- 
rilſme, And lo ended, erpcaing the Soldans arſwere, who a 
little ſtood in ſuſpence, whether hee ſhould (ct at libertie Don 
Bellianis 02 no: but beumg altogether blinded with a paſſionate 
rage, and ſelfe wil, reſpcaing no law, made this reptp. 

I know not (faire Pꝛinceſſe why peu ſhuld thus cholerickly 
argue againſt me, foz the thing, that if J did not, weuld rui⸗ 
nate the honour of my vaſte Emperie, and make mee little 
feared ol my ſubices:; ſo that were it not fo: this, J weult wil- 
lingly giue you the knight of the golden Image. Uihat cem⸗ 
mitted oꝛ intended offente, can you 1n:pute to the Knight of 
the golden Image (ſaid Don Arti/eo, that did conic with her) 
being none of pour ſubiccts ? oꝛ clic doe you thinke there (hall 


bee no other Judge of this matter, but you, Which with yciir - 


vniuſte , and blinde paſſion, wil but badly be Tetciminas 
ted. 

Great is your pꝛide Pꝛince of Raſia, (rep!ycd the Soldan 
to pꝛeſume to giue me counſcil, that neede it not. I cc nmand 
you to ſp:ake no moꝛʒe hecreot᷑, and ſtraight get you cut of ny 
Emppꝛe, doing me all the harn e routen, (oz J roihung 
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cſtceme you, no2 the greatneſſe of your kingdomes , whereo 
you and pour companions ſo much vaunt of, 

A:ti.co became fo full of choller, that hee would haue reply- 
ed accoꝛding to thoſe ſpeeches , but the Pꝛinceſle ſtayed and 
required hun notto do it, diſſenibling his anger fo2 that pꝛeſent, 
fo2 het ſhould haue time to be reuenged at full, making him 
repent euer thing hee had done: and ſo toke their leaues of 
hun, expecting the next moꝛrowe fo their reuenge, and foz 
that time, ſet fozwards on their tourney . The chiefeſt Nobi- 
utie of the Cittie, with an influt number of Knights , accoms 
panyed the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora, fill they bzought her to a little 
Tillage fre myles from thy Cittie, where leauing her, they 
all rcturned backe. 

At ſileo ſæming to go with the Pꝛinceſſe, returned alſo ſo 
ſone as it was night, the better to paſſe vnknowne, where he 
oꝛdered what ſhould be done the euening following , cem⸗ 
maunding all their men, to go to the Bing of Armenias Pal⸗ 
lace, from whence they might the better march. The Pance 
Don Bellianis not fozgetting what hee had to doe, expected 
the appointed houre, very attentiuelp, as one that ſhould paſſe 
thꝛough the Gates ol death, wanting his god armour, The 
Soldan on the other ſide, was not witheut great feare, daring 
almoſt to truſt none, that he would in perſon viſit his watch 
and cintinells. Like a man that fnaduſetly , and without 
ſound counſell, pzocurcth with rage and viilawfull mcancs, 
to effed a vaine opinion, as at this pꝛeſent happened to the 
Soldan of Siconia, a King molt puiſſant and mightie, of the 
Perſians, whom the ouermuch and arrogant pꝛide of his large 
Gouernement, 4 Enppꝛe, with ſo bolde and valiant a ſonne 
as the Pꝛince Perineo, otherwiſe called the night of the J⸗ 
mages, whole cquall the woꝛld could hardly peeld: did make 
hun violate his ropal! w22d (a thing ſo odious in any P:ince) 
which made him keare 4 doubt his ſafctic in his owne kings 
dome and Pallace, and among his ſubtects, and not be able 
to puniſh them. 


And 
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And alſo his Daughter, that theugh at that pꝛeſent ſhee deſired 
not his death, yet ſought ſhe the oucrthzowe of his content, 
ue amoztall and Capitallfoe . This nowe was the ſtate 
ofthe Siconian Souldane, and great Emperour of the Perſian 
Monarchy, who to compaſſe and bang to paſſe, the foliſh and 
madde opimon of a vaine mtent , eſteemed not the valour of 
ſuch great Pzinces,and hardte knights. Wherefoze if he eſca⸗ 
ped with his life,in recompence of his ingratitudes,he may acs 
count it no little god. But leauing this, we will returne to 


dur fozmer purpole, as in the Chapter following ſhal be decla⸗ 
red.

Don Brianell and Arfileo, actompanied 

with the kings ol Armer i and Teſſifanty, commaunde? all 
their knights to mount on their hozſcs, crpcaing farther oꝛder. 
Don Brianell cauſed Don Bellianis Dwarff:s to convey his 
Armour, where the Punceſſe Aurora ſtaicd. And charging all 
their troupes vpon their allault to cry alloude, Phenicia, Phe- 
nicla. they iſued fo2th as cloſely as they could. And fo2 that all 
the titie was vp in armes that dap, therc was no regard taken 
of them, thinking they went to gard the pallace, whither being 
Z } came, 
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come, and finding the guard av2eſaid , they began crying, 
Plienicia, ta aTavit them with ſuch furie , that they viihozlcy 
aboue two thouſand at the firſt incounter. But they pereciuing 
the deceit, gathered themlelues togither in ſuch loꝛt, that the 
fight on both parties, wared molt blodte , with the death of 
an imfint nũber ol men: though thꝛough the nights obſcurity 
it could not be diſcerned, yet by theſe cryes, knew they ons an 
other: foꝛ the Souldanes men had their watchwozds ainong 
them, whereby the battell ill continued very fiecce, defendug 
ſo conragionfly the entry , that fo all Don Briane!l 4 Arfileo 
perfozmed wonders, pet their men could win no aduantage ; 
wy-:reauppon they determined to alight on fote , to doit moꝛe 
caſilp, when ſuddainly there was bꝛought ſo many lights, that 
one might well know the other. The Pamce Don Bellianis no 
ſoner heard the outcrpcs , but caſting his mantle abc ut his 
arme, dꝛew his ſwoꝛd, and deſcended the ſtap2es , but crehe 
was at the fte ol them, the guarde beſet him, eſpecially the 
Caytamec,that would haue giuen hum a daungerous blowe, on 
the head, to haue cleaued it in twaine, had not he taken it vpon 
bis ſwoꝛd, wherewith he cut his legge in two , but cre hee fell 
on the ground Don Belhanis defending hunſelfe ofthe other 
lunghts blowes) dꝛew the Captaine to hum by the ſheelde, that 
he toke it from him, and ſtepping backe, buckled it abc ut his 
arme, and with them, he began ſo bꝛaue and ſo crucll a fight, as 
if as great a number were with him, but the place being leme⸗ 
what narrow, hee toke all their blowes vppon his (wozde and 
ſheelde, his being ſo deadly, that in litle tune he hadde thzcwne 
downe dead aboue thirtie kiughts:whole huge and monſtrous 
wounds woulde make anp afraide to ſee them, and ſo oppꝛeſt 
the others, that their clamour and outcryes ſeemed to cucr⸗ 
whelme the Pallace, 

The Kknghts being with the feare of death diſmaid, and 
nat able to abide the ſurit of the knight of the Golden Image, 
turned their backs and fled, 

Don Bellaw; letting them got, armed hun ſelfe with * 
0 
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of the dead knights Armur, and not longer ſtaying, entred the 
pallace, wherein, in the great hall, hee cſpied the Souldane at 
the light of toꝛches that were there, who with a troupe cf cho⸗ 
ſen knights was going to ſucccur the pallace, which he heard 
was aſſaulted by the Pꝛince of Phenicia , foz fo they thought 
by their aduerſaries clamours. Wihome ſeeing , he toncciued 
ſuch rage againſt hum that aloude he ſatd, J haue thee new in 
time falſe Soulbane of Derſia, violater of thy ropall faith and 
woꝛd, that thou ſhalt ſc how little thou (halt get by my im pꝛi⸗ 
ſonment, foz knowe J am the knight of the Golden Image: 
whois able to ſet downe the extreame feart that ſurpꝛiled the 
Souldane at thoſe wozds , iudging himſelke at that inſtant 
vtterly deſtroped. 

The nights put themſclues betoꝛe the Souldanc to de⸗ 
fend him, which Don Bellianis ſeing, redoubled his rage, and 
mangre their fo2ce, (ct ſo furicuſly vpen them, that as a wolfe 
among a troupe of ſheepe, he beat them downe togither, who 
not able to reſiſt him, made him large way to paſic by them, 
which he did to reuenge himſelfc at full on the Sculdane. TUbo 
ſering him ſo determinate come againſt him, retpꝛed to a wins 
dowe, falling oucr a garden, through which fo2 his beſt ſauc⸗ 
garde, he caſt hunſelfe downe, that accoꝛding to the fall, it was 
a great wonder, he beat not out his bzaines, Pet, it bꝛuſe d all 
his body, and diſioynted both armes and legges: the like be⸗ 
fell to aboue thirtie Knights , folle wing him , ih ing frem the 
= „das from the touche of a very death-fiuiging Baſi⸗ 
lil ke. 

The Pance Don Bellianis woulde haue dene ſo, ſuch 
was his hate againſt the Douloane , but determined firki,, to 
ende the battcll , thinking after ward, to haue ſe me time fa 
execute his Will, aud ſo turning to the knights, ewe tem run 
headlong out of the Mallace, and thzuſing hin feife in a⸗ 
mong them, founde his ce:mpamons , that had de ſoꝛtced the 
Soldans me to retyꝛe back to the ſteyꝛes, which they eefeu.ded 
like the that expeged the fearelull Croale of death ; fo het 
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Don Bellianis aſſapling them at their backs, made ſuch deſo, 
lation of them, that they thought ſo great a number bchinde as 
bel oꝛe, which lo bereft them of their ſences, that how to relolue 
they knew , till the death gining wound, picarſi their daunte d 
hearts, that moſt of them reſted wounded and dead. The 
Dunes ſouldicrs ſœing this, began to ſacke and robbe the pal⸗ 
late: the ranſakingof whole treaſurie , was their chafclt hope 
of gaines, 

Don Bellianis and Arfileo in the meane time ruſht into 
the Pꝛincelle Perſianaes Chamber who befoze hcr,ſumed ve- 
ry græued, and being by the Pance ſeenc,he aloudeſatve. It 
bchoucs the P2i1 ceſſe Perl:ana, to goe with mee, in recom 

cnccofthe wzor gs, and impaſorment your father put mee 
,agatnlt law o ad iuſtice, and thereupon toke her betwirt his 
armes, and ſom vty.r knights did ſo, by two oz thꝛa of her la- 
dies: whoſe lamentable ſhꝛikes made the Pallace eccho with 
the noiſe. And ſo carrying them, were met by the aduenturdus 
Unight, that was comming foꝛ her, hauing ſet at libertie the 
Duke that came with hum , who with ſuch great admiration 
and exceeding iope to ſæ his Lady, had almoſt ſowned to the 
ground. 

Tyhertupon Don Belſianis commaunded the Trumpets 
to ſound the retrait , to withdzawe the (culdicrs, and merting 
with the ings of Armenia and Feſhtanty led them to theyz 
owne quarters, which they could hardly do, bectng ſo giuen to 
the ſpoile. But being vnited togither, don Belliarus charged 
the Dukes Captaines to conduct their men to their maiſters 
Cittie , that was in the ingdome of Perſia, which they did 
with great haſt, ſe ng their cnterpꝛiſe ſo happily ſuccerded, and 
alſo becauſe there was aboue 40. thouſand men armed there, 
And thẽſelues haung no guides,ſtated within p citie, til p moz- 
row, leaſt they ſhuld loſe theſclues in the night. But the dukes 
men kept on their way lo well, that at the appearing of the 
Sunne, they were hard by the place, where the dape betoze 
they lett the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora, whither alio came the Pzunces, 
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and there they all alighted to reſt them, where the Pinceſſe 
Aurora welcommed them with the duke Alſiron, whoſe glad. 
nee was as great as his ſozrow had bene befoze, rend2ing ta- 
Mther with the other Pzinceſſe innumcrable thankes vnto the 
two Kings foz their aide, pzomiſing and confirming an eucrla- 
tung inniolable bond of amitie, that laſted all their liues, as the 
courle ofthis great Hiſtoꝛie amply dilatcth. And not ſtaying in 
this place,departed thence, where we leaue them, to ſet downe 
what the Sotvane did. 


CHAP, IIII. : 
What the Soldane did, having vnderſtood his daughters 
loſſe: And how Coroliano and Boraldo his brother, fol- 
lowed the Dukes power, with great troupes, with the ſuc- 
ceſſe of a molt cruell battell that paſſed betweene them. 


Bat tongue is able to expzeſſe the many 
N and loude laments, and lamentable cries 
\ | made in the Pallace, by the popularitie 
7 | and others, which alſo the Ladies and da 
1.9 moſelles with their great clamours aug- 
$ | mented,fo2 the los ofthe Þ;incefle Per- 
ſiana. Now the nights that cſcaped the 
deadly fury ofthe loſt battell , ſering their 
adnerſaries gone, went to ſ#ke the Soldan, whom they found 
in the Garden, as befoꝛe is mentioned, they toke him and did 
beare him thence to his Chamber, and laide hun in his bedde, 
and hearing the pittious ſhzeckes of the damoſcls, enquired the 
cauſe, which was told him to be, foz that theu aduerſaries had 
taken with them the ÞBzinceſſe Perſiana his daughter, and had 
ſet at libertie the Duke Alfiron, and all that inoze he had not 
, Cane: which when he knew, the extreame anguiſh and ſoꝛtow 
ot theſe euils,almoſt bereft him ofhis liuing bꝛeath. But there⸗ 
bpon he called a couſin oł his, a luſtie and ceuragious night 
called Coroliano, and commaunded him to follow the enemy 
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N with al the people in the Citie, to re ſcue his ſtolen Daughter, 
5 and that he thould ſpare no mans lite that fell into his hands ; 
5 TUHich he vttered with ſuch uiraged grat that the te arts tricks

4 them as hc would. Ther foꝛe about ind · naht he ſet fozwards 
1 with all his men, makuig ſuch hafte, that Ly b2cake of day hee 
* cſpied them, velcen ing a hill in god oꝛder, which much ioyed 
hun, that he pꝛeſently commaunded his Trunipets to ſcunde: 
which Don Pellians hearing, lohed backt, and ſawe ſo many 
men make towards them, that they teuered the plains :1t ſeme⸗ 
what troubled him, wanting meanes te guerde the Pꝛince ſſe. 
Yet with as much celeritie as the time af oꝛded, hee wheeled 
his companies about, ſeiting the Puinceſſe at one fide of the 
mcuntainc , guarded with ft:tc hun dzed knights: and ſeeing 
his men began to ſaut with the light of ſuch multitudes he ins 
touraged them, repaying andiwtreating them to, conſider

a comma halle vangirſhed , Leeing onelp ledde by the eager⸗ 
| niffe of rencnge , ſoꝛ the late laughter was made of them, 
whlch like hunde men bꝛeught then; to they? vitcr ifiruction, 
14 This ſatioc , hee take With him the adurnterous night, 
L the Pace Artie, the two kraght's and the Duke , and 
placiug themſelues beſoʒe they men, cxpected theyz aducrs 
larics.

Coroliano being deſcended on the plaine , derided his 
Souldiers in two Squadꝛons, the ene hee committed to his 
Biꝛother Boral do, and the other he ledde hunſelfe, and una⸗ 
cuning what they had done, he command. d two thcuſand ches 
ſen krughts, to aiſauit the coꝛner ot the motite, cert. unix ſup⸗ 
poſing that the Pancelſe Pe ſiana was there, and fo with 
great clamours th:y furiotiſly ranne vppon the Dukes men, 
who with their valtauit guides were to teceu them, and ſo 
terrible were their incounters on that plane, that aboue foure 
thouſand of Corohianos knights were vabozied , by reaſon 
that their hozſes were wearie and ty2ed , with the halte they 
had made, that they could ſcant holde out thitherto. Don Bel- 
hatme,and his compamons on their ſide, ouerthzewe abour 
ſixtic to the grounde dead: and thꝛuſtuig theniſelues among 
their enemies, that they ſeemed ſo many furies ſent fo2 they} 
titer deſolation. But the aducrie numbers were ſo many, 
that the dead nothing diſcouraged the lung „ cſpcctaily ko: 
that Corol1an fo animated them, that it may be be (aide , hee 
on:ly vpheld the battei', Which Arfileo ſœing, toke a Launce 
from one ot his compemie, and made again him, Corolaano 
did the like, and met ſo furtouſly , that they? ſheeldes and Ars 
mour were pierſed, and themſclues reſted on hoꝛſebacke, 
ſo2:ly Wounded, then d2awing they; ſtrong (woꝛdes, fozced 
each other at curry blowe to bew. they: heads to the Saddle 
pununell. 

Ahle they were thus in fiaht , Don Bellianis men 
thꝛough his ſtrength, (and their enemies hamng no other 
Cat une but the other) beganne to win ſome ground, with 
ſuch laughter of both des; „ that nepther parte might well 
boaſt of the vicozie in the ende. TAhich thing , when 
Boraldo percciued , woulde no longer ſtape no2 erpec any 
woꝛde from his B2other , but like an arrewe (cat from a 
ſtœled vowe ,maketh his ſwift way thzounh their au ie palloge, 
fo he with his freth Battauon „ ſette againſt his aduerfarics, 
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and loking en whom be gught with moſt honour bzcake his 
Launce, eſpton (ge Ring ol Armenia, that with diucluſh rage 
walſacred his men, againſt whom reſting his ſpeare, oucrtur- 
ned him therewith, doing the like to the King of Teſſifantie on 
whom he bꝛake his ſpeare.Whereat with a loude voyce,he in⸗ 
touraged his fainting ſouldiers, commaunding them to ſpare 
none of their lines, that had committed ſuch rebellious treaſon, 
And ſo paſſing along he met the Duke Alfiron, who diſchar⸗ 
ged vpon one another the fury of their cutting ſwoꝛds, that Bo- 
raldo receiued alitle wound on the head, and the Duke fell in a 
traunce, and had fallen had he not held by his Hozſes necke. 
Bora'do not ſtaying there, paſſed fozwards,p2oud of the blow 
that he gaue. At this tume the Doldanes men recouered, and be- 
gan to winne much ground, inſomuch that Don Belhanis,noz 
the aduenterous Knight, being not able with their valour to 
ſtay their men, they begannc to retire backe: which when the 
night ofthc golden Image ſawe, like a chaſcd Lyon wanting 
his pꝛaie, he thzult himlelfe umong the thickeſt of his aduerſa⸗ 
nes, that vnhappie was he whom his blewes reached: in ſuch 
maner beating and ouerthzowing Knights with their Yozſes, 
that his Armour was all coutred, and his \wozd reeked with 
blod, which foꝛced euerp one to flie his fury, as doth the feare- 
full Partridge flie from the deadly purſuit of a tow2ing Fawl- 
kon. Fo; there was no night that he met,how valiant ſocuer, 
but with one blow hc ſtroke downe from his Pozſc, And pals 
ling thus along where Arſileo and Coroliano were fiercelp in 
ght tegither,both which had ſuch pitcous wounds, that it mo⸗ 
ued the Pꝛince to compaſſion, 

Here then arriued Boraldo, and ſeting his bꝛother in ſuch 
tale, and to haue the woꝛſt, raiſcd hunſelfe in his fy2ropes, and 
(unable to be rcſiſted by Don Bellianis, that in great haſt pꝛit⸗ 
ked towards him) gaue hun ſo mightie a blowe backwards en 
the head, that cutting his Helme, it made a greevous wounde, 
and had like to haue fallen, hauing altogither leſt his ſences. 
Mhich lo taraged the heart of Don Belliaus, that very biod 
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ſaemcd to runne downe his eyes, to ſee him fo vſed in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, And in this fury he ſtroke at Coroliano (that was dif 
charging another blowe on Arfileo) which fell with ſuch huge 
ſtrength, that lighting on his ſhield, it dunded it in two, and the 
ſwoꝛd deſcending on the Hoꝛſes necke, it alſo cut it off, falling 
on the earth with Coroliano and his Hoꝛſe. But Boraldo at 
this inſtant wounded Don Bellianis on the one ſide, hat pear⸗ 
ung his Armour, it pitteoullp opened his fleſh, and ſo ſwiftly 
redoubled another on his Helme, that it cut all his buckles ,leas 
ning his head diſarmed. Neuer was there any 1Baſiliſke moꝛe 
muironed, noꝛ Lyon moze cager of his pꝛaie, then Don Bellia- 
nis was now burning infury ofrenenge. And turning vppon 
Boraldo, with one blowe tumbled his ſhielde in two, toguher 
with himſelle ſoꝛe wounded to the ground. Coroliano that by 
this had riſen, knowing him by his Armour to be the haughtie 
night ofthe golden Image, on whoſe ouerthꝛow conſiſtcd the 
gend ſucceſſe of his enterpꝛiſe, thꝛuſt his Yozſe into the belly, 
that he fell dead with his maiſter on his backe. Uhich Don 
Bellianis ſeeing, leapt from hum with great celeritie, which he 
had ſcant done, but he was aſſaulted by aboue 2000, amghts 
that came fo aide Coroliano. pet this helpe litle helped him, fo; 
Don Be!hanis ftroke him out ofhis ſences,and laking ſoꝛ Ar- 
filo.ſawhimin great danger, fighting with Boraldo,in whole 
behalte, many there arriucd,but he ioyning with his cou ſin ha⸗ 
ung laced his Helme wounded ſo furiouſly on all ſides , that 
they had incompallcd themſelues with carkafſes offlarghtred 
men. Pet fo2 all this, they were ſo oppꝛeſt with freſhe multi⸗ 
tudes, that by no meanes they could mount on hozivack,which 
Don Bellianis perccunng, doubling his anger, laid about hun, 
that in deſpight ol them, he mounted on aYoaſe, on which he 
ſomewhat caſier laboured in the night, tul Arfilio had done ths 
like, mherewith they bzake their paſſage thzough the thic keſt ol 
them, who alio mounted Boraldo, that was ſoꝛely wounded, 
and carried Coroliano out of battell, which grew moꝛe cruell 
then all the dax befoz2, Don Bellianis by mere fozced valour, 
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making lus way through te Carpe pꝛuitcb ſprarcs , and 
ſwowagranw where the kings of Armenia and Lelbwamie 
were on fote, and like to be taken pꝛiſoners, and har they been 
knowne, chey had there loſte their inves: who by his arrpuall, 
got frclhie mountings, and together renewed the fight moz?2 
fiercer then af fir, The battell being at this ſtap, the 2000, 
Umguts that Corohano had (ent, aſſaulted the cozner of the 
hill, where the Punces were. But the 502, Unights, which 
were the vallantelt ot the Dukes whole troupes, loft not thetr 
charge, but in thcar places began lo fierce a ſkirmidqge , that 
mau fell downe dead on both ſides. But the Soldans men 
being many moꝛe in number, bzake thꝛough them, ſpoyling 
their oꝛder: whereat the two Ladies, the Punceſſe Perliana 
and Aurora, ſemed moꝛe dead then aliue. But at this time, 
tom the ether fide of the valley, there appeared the number of 
4.900, nights well appointed, which made towardes that 
place; from whenec there was a knight ſent to knew on whole 
behalt they caine, who a farre ofdiſcerned hun to be the couras 
gious Pance Don Contumcliano of Phemic'a, whoſe armoz 
they very well knewe , as is ſaid: Nl ieh greatly arecucd 
the Soldans men, waging, that of neceſſitie hee weruld ber as 
gauiſt them, and on the tontrarie, the Duke Alfiron> treupes 
Were vcry glad thereef, whoſe appꝛoach reuiued the (02rcws 
ful Ladies. And the Duke aloude cryed, courage, courage, 
b2auciamahts,and ainate your fainting fo:c s, agauſſt ycur 
{rarc-irightcd aducrianes,to: the admired honoꝛ of tume-won- 
derung Chiualrie, commicth in your ayde. Which her nothing 
miũaꝛde, ſoꝛ in the whole Campe, there was none that ercel⸗ 
led hun, crcept him that in diſgulted habit, had ſubiugated his 
heart, with great courteſie and bountie, which is the true ho 
Qur of all bꝛaue kmatts. Veenow beeing come to the danac- 
rous tirmbar, baaucke duerthꝛewe a night, and drawing 
hun aparte, itoꝛmicd hiunſelic by hum, of all that ha dclireo 
to knowe, and turning to his followers, that were all ſubicees 
unto the Puke A uon, of whom at Don Contumeliano: 
cem 
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tommaund, a great multitude had befoꝛe gone to |} Perſepols; fo 
from Bollera, to apde the Duke, tf their helpe her ſhould need, 
who hating heere met the 4000. afoꝛeſaid , vnyted them⸗ 
ſclues together, ſo bꝛ ele allaulting them that in the cozncr 
of the Hill were fighting, chat not daring longer to ſtay, turned 
their backcs , and fled towards their other compame , where 
the furious b ittell (hill contmucd, entring by that fide where 
Don Belhiams, was killing his ho2ſc vnder hun, + he bꝛuzed 
with the great fall, roſe vp in extreanic danger of his lite, foz 
me began to ate backe, which fozced hum with merre ſtrength 
and ſole labour of his valour, to withſtand the adiicrſarics fu⸗ 
rie, laping on all ſides to get a hoꝛſe. 

But his cnemics ſeeing him to be their onely diſtruction, 
ruſht in multitudes vpon him, no moꝛe fearing his death⸗gi 
uing⸗ſwoꝛd , then if her had that day hurt none. hereby 
though many dyed by hun, vet was he ſoꝛcle wounded, both 
with ſwoꝛds and launces, fo2 though they were not great by 
reaſon of his god armgur, pct th:ough diuers places there il⸗ 
ſued infinit blood. 

But his aduerſaries eager of reuenge, pꝛotured nought 
but lis death, in ſo much that they would often ceele their cies 
and fall vppon hun, becauſe they woulv not lee his firokes,and 
had not he leapt ſometunes heere, and ſemetunes there, ſome 

one would haue got hun faite, which it they did, ha greatly 
hazarded his life, 

Yet could ha not ſo defend hunſclfe, but that at laſt ſome 
o. of them deſpiſung death, fel vpon hun together, aying fatt 
holde on his armes, wherin it behwued him to vic his ſtrength, 
onely to get from them, kicking and ſpurning with his fkeete, 
that in the ende he fell dowonc with aboue halte or them vppon 
hun , andſ&ng himlcife in ſuch daunger, hamng there res 
teiued aboue tenne wonndes, ftiddenly ſtept away , ryſing 
on his ferte on the ether fide, beſtewing deaviie weundes on 


all ſides, that hare arcſe ſuch greate and mightie clumcurs 
and 
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and outcries , that the reſt of the battell was nothing to this 
fight, incouraging one another onely to kill that Knight , oz 
whole death depenved their victozie, 

In this ſeaſon arriued here the Pꝛince of Phenicia, with 
his company that came in purſuit ofthoſe that fledde, and hea⸗ 
ring there that great noyſe, ſo bzanely ſet vpan them, that they 
vnhoꝛſed aboue 2000, nights: with which fury, this Pzmce 
p2eft thꝛough them, fill he came where the Knight of the gol 
den Image was, whom he knew (though he ntuer (awe han) 
by the d:inſe ol his ſhield, and ſeeing him do (ich wonders, ſaid 
to hunſelfe, that not without cauſe he enioyed the name, and 
deſerued to be called the ſole-wozthie of admp;zed Chiualrie: 
and being about to alight to giue his Bozſe vnto Don Bellia- 
nis, the mightie Boraldo, came thither, to ſuccour his men that 
here loſt their gotten vantage, which they did not on the other⸗ 
ſide, becauſe he valtiantly had withſtod the fozce ol the Pꝛin⸗ 
tes Don Brianell, and Arfileo. And eſpying that night, 
ftraight knew him by his Armour, thinking him to be he that 
had llainc the King of Cyprus, and fearing his foꝛce, durſt not 
hke a god night confront him face to face, ſuppoſing that in a 
vattell any thing was tollerahle,raiſed humſelf on his ſtirropes, 
and with gis hand behinde his backe, gaue his ſo huge a blow, 
that it made him bend his head lower then his Hoꝛſes earcs, 
TUWhich Don Bellianis pertciu:ng, hamng knowne ß Paince, 
and thinking he would haue fallen from bis Hozſe, ranne to 
delpe him. But the Pzince Don Contume lian loſing no whit 
of his high valour, af ſuch blow:s returned vpon hun, with his 
ſwoꝛd hoyſted aloft, determining at that blow to part his head 
in two. The other with like intent came alſe vpon him, and at 
one miſtant diſcharged their rage on each other , that Contu- 
meliano bas like to fall. But Boraldo loft his ſences. The 
Pꝛince ſeconded another, that cherewith he tumbled from his 
Voꝛzſe, and alighting ts cut off his head, v:zlaccd his Helme, 
and found it in ſuch caſe, that he iudging him dead, let him lye, 
though it had bene better foz him, there to haue made him 
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ſure, then fo2 his after harme to giue him his life, as this Biſto⸗ 
rie diſcourſcth. And going to the knight of the golden Image, 
with great courteſie thus ſaide. Mount vpon this my Vozſe 
(molt hautie night, vſurper ofanothers heart) and follow the 
vito ie oꝛdeined by the Cods, to all your happie and gloꝛious 
acts. 
The knight ofthe golden Image roplied . Leaue not 
pour Hoꝛſe fo2me, (high and renowmed ꝛince)foʒ though A 
in this battell dae miſcarry, there is nothing loſt in reſpect of 
your royall per ſon, hom much the moꝛe that this Lnrghts hoꝛſe 
whom you haue ſlaine, ſuffiſeth me. And ſo mounting on Be- 
raldos hoꝛſe, the Phenician Pꝛinte did the like vpon his owne, 
togither ſo oucrturned the fury ol the fight, that thꝛough want 
of an infinit number ofthe Soldans men, his Captains began 
to peeld the field, Which their aduerſaries ſeeing, ſo hotcly re⸗ 
newed their decaying fozces,that their enemies were corfſtrat 
ned to ſaue their lues, by giuing the rain d libertie to their hoz- 
ſes, in which flight, being bꝛauely purſued, there was an innu⸗ 
merable number flaine, that after the fight, it was found, ethat 
of the @ouldans men were ſlamne aboue 2 5. thouſand, Tlith 
not abouc two thouſand loſſe on the Dukes behalfe. Uhich 
god ſucceſle, being by thoſe Kings and P ꝛinces woꝛthily at- 
tained, euery one with immoꝛtal pꝛaiſes than hed hum:to whom 
their deuotion was mot ( being in that whole Campe, but cne- 
ly thꝛee Chuſtian nights. This done, they wont to mate the 
Panceſfſes that were comming to them: Betwerne wheme, 
their courtcous greetings and kinde ſalutes, were ſuch, as if 
tiep neuer befoꝛe had ſeene one another. 
Euerie one greatly honoured the Pꝛinceſſe Contume'ia- 
no, ſome fo2 his aide in that great dau'iger newly paſt , thc o⸗ 
thers (that knew no otherwiſe not enly foꝛ the ſame thanked 
him, but alſo fo2 the ouerthꝛow he had ginen the fearcfull Fe 
hiton, mg of Cyprus. 
At which time arriued the Dnke Alhron, who ſceing the 
Phenician P.inte, would haue alighted, being ſozely woun- 
U ded, 
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ded, but he would by no meanes ſuffer it. Giue me your ropall 
white handes ( molt excellent Pzince that J may kifle them 
(ſaid the Dake) in token that J twile haue recetued my deſpi⸗ 
ſed life by your meanes. Don Contumelian ſeeing the Dukes 
erroꝛ, would not longer ſeeme to robbe the gloꝛie from the Ties 
toꝛ, by ioping in anothers honour , contenting hunſelfe with 
that he had wonne in that battell, and the obtaining of ſuch 
friends, repued. J will not (Pagnanimious Dake, and vou 
heroike nights) ſuffer your errour no farther to pꝛocad, nog 
longer vſurpe the hanour of ſo high a victozte , from hun that 
bindeth all wandzing Kmghtes in the oꝛbed carth to his furie, 
and ſeeing there is now no daunger in diſcoucring it, knowe 
Great Lozd3) that he which hath wonne the immoztall gloꝛie 
cf the victo2y,is your friend, and Loꝛd of vs all, the neuer inogh 
pꝛaiſed, the night of the golden Image, to whom by a ſtrange 
aduenture I lent my Armour, whcrewith he vndertonke the 
fight, wherem befell all that pou ſawe, and dylated the manner 
how hs found hun, and in what habit, concealing nothing but 
what hapned after the fight. Tihich heard ofthe Duke, Kings, 
Pꝛinces, and the Knights there pꝛeſent, they highly wondꝛed 
at his diſcourſe; whereto the Duke thus ſaid. Now am J not 
(rexowmed Pzince) ſo much indebted as J thought , foꝛ ha⸗ 
uing giuen all my ſelke vnto the Knight of the golden Image, 
he doeth in taking care lo my matters, buſie himſelte in his 
owne, wherby my dutie can be no greater then it was beſoꝛe. 
Pou haue nothing lo much cauſe (farde Don Briane)]) to 
thanke him, ſoz what he did in that battell, hauing therein as 
great a part as your ſelfe, oz elſe had he not bent there pꝛeſent, 
very ill ſhould we haue defended his honour, Mherevppon 
they newly imbzaced Don Bellianis , ſaying he had not done 
well in not diſcloſing himſelle to them, that they mought with 

moꝛe confidence haue vſed their Armes in that battell. 
Speake no mozc of this (ſaid Don Bellianis) fog it is ents 
dent, if any honour J haue, oꝛ any thing perfozmed therein, it 
onele pꝛoccdes from you- Wherefoze it is A that — 
cul3 
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bound to pou all, 
| Marry if that were fo (replied Don Brianell) Jhab there 
loft my life, being vnable to defend it. The Paince Arhileo, 
and the Pꝛinceſſes, diſturbed this conference , comming ta 
grete Don Bellianis, where they rencwed their thankes, 
Which done(their men hauing ranſackt their enemies campe) 
the two Rings, the Pzincefſes, Don Bellianis, with the Pente 
Arhileo, the Phenician Pꝛince, and the venterous night, di⸗ 
reccd their way towards Bollera , by the ſame diſtourũng of 
many things. Don Bellianis being of opinion they ſhould re- 
turne and ſacke Perſepolis,which they might eaſily haue don, 
being left without any Garriſon, 

But the Pꝛinceſſe Perſiana, with the other Painces, put 
himſelle from it, allcadging their men to be weake, and wearp 
of their laſt tranell. And ſo at laſt arriued in the Citie , where 
well o dering their troupes , and other buſmeſſe, went to the 
Dukes Pallace to repoſe themlclues , where their weundes 
were dzcfled, 

Che Pzince Don Contumeliano , lodged with Don Bel- 
lianis, at his intreatie, who greatly ioved with his company, 
being a Knight of pleaſant diſcourſe. Where we leaue them, 
till we haue (ct downe what the Souldans men did, after they 
were ouerthzowne and put to fight. 


CHAP, XXXI. 
What the Souldancs men did after the battell : And howe 
they carried newes oi their difcomfiture to the Souldan. 


T De battel being endedinmancr a2eſaid,part of the Sol⸗ 
1 dans men 3 ſuruiued, toke their way to Perſepolis, and 
hid themſclucs in the wods, and ſome that were moꝛe hardie, 
cloſely mingled themſclues with their aduerſaries, hauing left 
behind them thoſe things that might diſecuer them, ro heard 
Don Contume hanos diſtourſe, how the Bright of the golden 
Image was he that had flaine the ſcareſul King of Cyprus. 
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Theſ. Lraghts haning cloſely hid themſelues, expected the 
darke nights app2oach , and the cloſell that they might, depar⸗ 
ted thence, hauung net entred into the Cifie, and bythe pale re⸗ 
ficct of the ſhining Mone, loking about the field fo2 the bodies 
of Coroliano and Boraldo, to carry them to Perſepol1:,otd at 
laſt finde them, Coroliano being in perfect ſence , but Beraldo 
pct late in his traunce,being piteouſſy wormded, and extreams 
fait, with the lolſe of much moꝛe blod then his bꝛother: and 
ſcttmg them on hozſebacke, with two knights behind to guide 
them, came the next day to Pericpohs , whcre incomparable 
was the lamentable griefe, generally of all, all participating 
ofthe pꝛeſent loſſe, and certainly accoꝛding to their greruen 
clameurs, and languiching cries, their aduerſaries (had thcy 

come vpon them) miqht caſily haue taken and ſacked the Cit⸗ 
tic , foz beuig oucrwhelmed in blodie teares bzzaking fron 
their hearts, that they knew not one ancther, 

But aboue ail the reſt, the diſtreſſed Souldane of Perſia, 
with madding rage reviting his cloathes, tearing the aunci⸗ 
ent haircs oſſ his grauc beard, and blaſpheming and defying 
his Eoddes, with hidecus ſh2ikes cryed cut. Oh vnhappic 
Souldane of Perſia, Js it poſſible the Goddes ſhouid honour 
thee with ſo large an Empire, to diſgrace thy gloꝛie with this 
ſhame, and that thou art not able to revenge ther on thy rc - 
bellicus ſubiec, that hath ſlaine thy ſonne in lawe, and in des 
ſpight of the Folic thy onelp daughter. 

But thꝛiſe happie art you Coroliano and Boraldo, that 
haue in defence of pour deare P2ince and Conntrey, wꝛaſtled 
with all conquering death, leauung vc ur liues fo2 an unmoꝛtall 
trophy of your true lopaltie. And vnhappie am J, that is not 
ab le to die, when and where my kame and gloꝛie is d:cwned 
in the laſting Center ot blache oblnnon. But let Fc zti nc 
her woꝛſt, as ſhe alreadie hath in times paſt, Foz 3 vow. by 
the in moztall Gods, neuer to ceaſe till à haue put to vtter de⸗ 


lol. tio. he au his accemplices,thathath bene cauſe ot al thele 
MY euils. 
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Typus as hee was moſt bitterlp raging and erclap⸗ 
ming ag unſt his cruell hate, there entred the hall gate the he: 
ſes, that as (it is ſaid, bꝛought his Couſens, wi o (thouah p:tc- 
dullp wound d as may be belecued ſpake vnto the Dor: ane n 
that ſomewhat comſoꝛted hunſelfe, to ſee them not altogither 
dead, and commaunded them to be laid in abed, in his owe 
Chamber, where they were cured. Ard the other kmaht be gin⸗ 
nung to diſcrye their ouerthꝛowe, ſaid: that having aumeſt vt⸗ 
teriy defeated their enemies, there arriued the Pꝛeince Contu— 
meliano of Phenicia with foure thouſand men, with wheme 
after a biody condua, we reſted thus vanqinſheo, and defeated, 
Dh me, diſgraced that J am'ſaid the Deuldanc/2nd was that 
diuelliſh night there, that flue the mightie Line of Cyprus? 
J do not nowthinke much of your defeature, ſceing he and the 
knight ofthe Golden Image were againſt you , vet J aiſure 
you reiopce ts knowe they are both there, that our reuenge 
may be greater. Ne haue beene greatly decciued herein, dꝛead 
ſoucreiqne (nid the knights fo2 that Kinght that depuucd the 
Ling of Cyprus ofhis life, is not the Pence of Dhenicia bt 3 
the inuincible night of the Golden Image, that only fo2 the 
ſame effect came foꝛth of pꝛiſon, diſguiſed in habit of one of his 


Damzels, and repeated all C cane repoꝛt. Is it pets. 


ble (Dh immoꝛtall Gods ) that ſuch a thing ſhould bee, which 
J pet dare not belceue, and ſurelp there was net in the world a 
man blynder to know? him then J. 3fo2 freing him ſe woun⸗ 
ded, and bleeding khꝛough his armour, ſhuld haue unggmed, it 
tould be none but he. But tell me what is Don Contume ia- 
no? QAhich Hould be no bad knight, ſeing the knight of the 
Golden Image toke his nume and Armes: One of the valian⸗ 
teſt knights in that wholt Campe, is that Y2rnce (ſapde they 
fo2 at two blowes did hee bꝛina your Couſtn Boral do to this 
paſſe pou ſe, with many other woꝛthy deedes that in the battell 
he perſoyned. 

Theſe newes much diſcomfo:ted the Touldane, in which 
fate he continued eight daies till he was altegither welt of = 
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fall, in which time, he heard by repoꝛt ol many Knights, ol the 
aduenture that was not farre from the Citie. ho greatly de⸗ 
ſing to ſie,” went thither, accompanied with many Bnights. 

There being come, and reading the Letters ofthe Piller, dis 
— 5 would pꝛoue it, but in a littic ſpace, as many as did, were 
ouercome, and pet could (& no bodie. 

J haue many yeares ago heard of this aduenture (ſaid the 
Sculdan) and how it was here, and J know that in the Soul⸗ 
dan my graund kathers tune, many auncient knights pꝛoued 
it, And ſo from that tune it was publiched ab2oad , that many 
wand2ing knights from diuers places , came to pꝛwue them- 
ſelues in it. 

The Souldane after this returned fo the Citie, and cau⸗ 
{cd his tommaund to be pꝛoclauned thꝛoughout his large Em⸗ 
pire, that cucry one able to beare Armes, ſhould within tws 
moneths be at Pe:iſepolis. Mhereby he beganne to oꝛder the 
mightieſt and crongeſt Army by lande, that vntill that tune 
was cuer ſene in thoſe parts. Foz within one moncth, there 
were arrided in that Cittie abone thꝛa hund z th thouſand vas 
tant hoꝛſ nen, and well appointed. The Souldant ſent to mas 
ny places, as well abꝛoad as at homit, to ſake fo; his ſenne, the 
Pꝛiace Pe:1anco , to leade theſe troupi s againſt his aduet ſa⸗ 
ties: with whole comming, he fo allure d himſelte to be reuens 
ged, as ii it were alreadie executed. Foz he not only thought ts 
deſtrop the Dune Altiron , andthe Pzuite ot henicia,, but 
a'ſ thought to ſubueit the kingdom, and king ol Raſia, whom 
he imagined to be fu ger vnto Ar io, and if thoſe warres hap⸗ 
pily ſuccecded, to palſe agaiall the Crec:an Emperour, whom 
he knew to be tree of the daunger that Don Galaneo of An- 

toch, had put huiim. So that theſe magmations made him 
longerſtaie then he had purpaled, pꝛeparumg all neccflarics ioz 
tholc warres. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP, XX XII. 

Ho don Brianell , required by the Prince don Bellianis, 
d. parted | towards the Kingdome of Antigch. How the 
duke Alſiton married the "Princes Derliana, and what 
ſtraunge things happened m the Iouſts vnto the Princes 
Cc ane ade, A nleo, and Floritpiano, 


18 unigbt (as is ſaid being within the Citiꝛ ot Poller a, 
made famous by their being there, were wonhin üſteene 

dayes thꝛoughly whole of then woundes, theugh not of 
that which the amoꝛous Pꝛuice con Beiianis had in his hart, 
fo2 the louc ofthe bewteous int elle Flori bella, which had 
ſo penetrated his lender bzeaſt , that he detcrnitncd ( 1 pon the 
god ſucceſſe ofthoſe affaires aur to cealc till his ces might 
enioy her happie ſight, thinkuig therewith to mitigate the cru⸗ 
ell paſſions of his tozmentes heart. 

Thus contunung there vpon a dap, taking apart the P2tw 
ccſſe Pert1ana, told her, that he thought it not amiſle, i ſhe des 
ſired the accompliſhing of her deſires, ſhe ſhould fozthwith web 
the Duke A fir on, leſt the chaunges of Foztune might heres 
after diſturbe it, and that the @culbdan her father would not be 
ſo cruell, that hearing it would not retopre to ſe her marrye d to 
her content. She that nothing elſe deſired, ſaw, ſhe would in 
enery thing accoꝛd to his will, derogating in no reſpec from it. 
Mherekoꝛe thanking her fo2 that honour , he conferred of it 
with the Duke, who thereto agreed, appoynting the nuptialls 
to be ſolemnized tenne dayes after , which was the time they 
celeb2ated a ſcaſt dedicated to their Mahoiner, 

All the Knights great iy rciopced at that con Belſianis had 

done, pꝛexaring theme lues very ſumptcouſly agairft the ma⸗ 
riage day , ozdering a moſt ſtately Tourney in honcur of the 
nuptialls. Aud in the meane time, hcaring cf the Souldanes 


pꝛeparations, and inn unter able multitudes, neglected not to 


demaund the aide ol all her friends and Allics, 
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Aid the tungs (ent to their kingdomes, that all their help might 
there with ſperde be viutcd, And ſo theſe great enemies beeing 
thus nigh duc to the other, were by their ſppalls fill aduerti⸗ 
ſed of eythers dings. 

The knight of the Golden Image much greeued to ſee 
theſe delapes, becauſ: they hindzed and kept him there, front 
pꝛoletuiing his attended iourney: diſpay2zing ol hoped ioyes, 
waiting tge pꝛeſence ol the cauſcr of his greeke, which he ſome⸗ 
what ightned,by daily conuerung with the damſcls of his mi⸗ 
ſtreſſe, elſe otherwiſe he hardly could haue ſtated there all that 
while, which he beguled with pleaſant diſcourſes , with thoſe 
Pꝛuices and Ladies, and one day talking with the Yzineeſe 
Aurora, about her affapꝛes in Autioch, ſhe ſaid to him, it wold 
not bee vnneceſſaric ſhet ſhould wꝛite vnto the Gouernour ot 
that kingdome, placed by the Pꝛinte Don Gallaneo cn whom 
(he repoſed great truſt. 

I thinke it not amiſſe ( anſwered Don Belliani if pou ſup⸗ 
poſe it will not diſaduantage you. But who ſhall carrie it, 
when it is made: I ſhall want no knight to do it replied hee) 
02 if J do, one ofmy Danzeis ſhall vndertake the treubleſome 
topic. 

TWhercupon Don Belliinis taking pen, yncke and paper, 
wut the letter, and when it was done, called the Pꝛince Don 
Þ.1anc||{whom as is ſaid greatip deſired to be iniploied in that 
Dꝛince ne ſeruice, ſad to hun, hee ſhould bee the bearcr of that 
letter, being a matter to be truſted on none but he. There is no 
reaſon (my god Lo22) ſaid the Pincelle, that pou ſhould vn⸗ 
dergo (uch trouble: hauing a!lreadic hitherto taken ſo much fog 
my ſake, you neede not now farther indanger ycur felf in theſe 
new,4 ſuch ſeldom ſeen toiles, hauing at my han ds retetued no 
fauour fo2 any, It is no trouble deere lady ſaid he which is vn. 
dcrtake in pour behalf, eſpeciallp in p aduancing of pour glory: 
and therefoze J am incouraged ſtraicht to depart hece, J glad⸗ 
y wold haue accompanicd you replied ſhe iſthis pꝛeſent war 
did not hindcr me. woher don Bellianis is alſo neceffarily ſtaic d. 
It 
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It is better that vou rem une here /ſaid Don Bellianis) fo: 
the P.ince Don Briane'!l will quickely returne with a (were. 
And thus they agreed, that the next day he ſhould depart, tel⸗ 
ling thoſe knights that he went about an earneſt matter ok his 
dwne, which fozced him ſo to leaue them, alluring them his 
returne thoulde bee with (pede. And ſo taking his parting 
leaue, the infiung moꝛning, he went foꝛwards on his voyage, 
continiung his dayly i. urnepes, till hee arr ued at Antioch, 
where there belell him great aduentures, as ſhall be ſet downe 
in his due place. Bo leauing hun, and returrung to our fo2- 
mer purpoſe, th: day was at length come , wherein the ropall 
nup dals ofthe Painceſſe Perſiana, with the Duke Altiron 
(hould be celebꝛated: againſt which time, euexy one pꝛoiuded 
thẽſe lues, actoꝛding to th ir eſtate in ſuch tumultuous times, 
wherein they dayly expea cd the arriual of their enenſies: lo 
which cauic,leaft th. v ſhould ſuddenly be ſurpal d. they kept 
In armour aboue eight thouſand men, which they had within 
che Cittie, beſides their campe they had without the walles, 

intrencht about the furtheſt place ofthe citie, betauſe one ſhould 

not trouble the other in thei ſalue. Tlhich muititudcs were 

equalty diuided in ſquadzons an? battalions, as they were reas 

die to fight ſom- pitchcd battell. The day come, the Pancells 

Perhana iſſued ft the tententedſt Ladie luung ſhe was 

ledde by the arme by Don Bethany going all a tote, becauſe 

they would be the better ſcene, with a ſoft pace, Tihcn they 
were ſane by their armed tropes,they all ſhuwtcd out aloud, 
ſaping. It tsatult thing , that we all ſpend cur dearcſt lines 
foz the ſafetie of ſuch Loꝛds, 02 un pall theu heads with the un⸗ 
periall Diad m, which they ſo well deſctu , and therewith di 
chargsdſo many peeces of £2dinance , and ſounded ſo manie 
Inſtruments of all ſoꝛts, as it ſu med the te tall ſubuctſion ofthe

And the Empercur fxing them fo a- 
maz-d wich ioy, could no longer ſtay hunſclfe, but umd zacung 
his ſonne, ſud in the Orecke language: CTihat is the thing ( fr 
light that hath lo amazed you: Don Be!l1ami4 att his du⸗ 
tie douc, demaunded of hun in p ſame tongue,what the ether 
night was. It is repipcd the Empercur Sb ian of Tre- 
b-uto, ſoanc vnto the Duke ot that Country, who camc with 
ma cut of ( onſtanrivop'e to ſa ke you, 

Ali the reſt of thole Jdzineres wondꝛeb at their acouantonce, 
inſomuch that the gallai.t Painceſſe Pe: {ana , gown niger 
them, ſud with admirable grace. J am very glad (rene med 
Unighis and wee all reſt much beholding vnto peu, that et: 
pur nitreaties, you would ſatiſfic cur longuig de urcs, una 
nife ſting your olde acquauitance, and rot conceale yeur ſclucs 
in theſe tumultious bꝛoples: and am right iopfull that p knight 
of th: golden mage, hath bene conuerſant in ſuch good cm: 
patie, eſpecia ly io much reſcmbling you in fauout and no le fie 
foꝛ valiant dedes of haughtie Chiualric, The like ſary many 
others beſides her: fo: in deede the unte Don Pelliarns (g 
much fauourcb his Father, that were they both of one age, 
hardly migat they be diſtuiguiſhed one from the cther. Pet 
the Emperour Belluno was ſomewhat lower ol ſtature, and 
bigger ict then hee, hauing bis face hencured with a large 
beard, ſomething grape, repꝛeſenteng there with a hiah Pa⸗ 
ieſtic all grauitie, with fo pleaſing acountenar'ce, that it crccl⸗ 
led all Knights or his age. The Punceſſe Aurora (as afere 
is expꝛe fed, hau i.g ſono him in the diſceucred Caſtie, whin 
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he combatted avant Don Gallaneo of Anti-chegnigh Con- 
{tuninop'c, kut we him iraght, and hee her, but ſaing hows 
dangerous it might be to diſtouer hun, made as thonay ſhee 
kucwe hun not, pet thauſting among the company that talked 
about, um: (ring him alone, ud that none could heare. J do 
not doubt but { ſh i ovtaine pour rates pirdon ( moſt excel⸗ 
lent Loꝛd Je doe not chewe you that high honour, and ropall 
Iatertainoment , that your Emperious ſtate and perſon meri⸗ 
tech, beeung fozeed thereto by this tunes pꝛeſent nccellitie. The 
Cin2:roinmo:e narowipe regarding her, recalled her founcr 
ſight to lis rememberance, knowing her to bee (ſhe that had 
lebde away his ſonne, and louing p unbꝛacing h r, aid. 
Greater is my entertainement by ycur kinde woꝛdes Su⸗ 
beine L die then any other effect that night bee done by me, 
Baum ipoken of (9 ablolute a Ladie. Then was Sabian of 
rebento very louingly recericd of them all, as if he were

replyed Arfiſeo hatung pꝛomiled fo to do. 

They had thus chatted till the next moꝛrowe, if the Empe⸗ 
rour h d not ſent them to beddet TAlhich hey did, ya in 
that chamber, and Nept til the Sun had the following mozumig 
deped the could deawe on the moyit earth. And ryſing cut 
o their beddes, made them ready, and went altogether into 
the field, where the iouſtes were kept , whole pꝛyze the cad 
timaht Sabian of Frebeato obtained, with ummoztedl honoz, 
by his bꝛaue deedcs, 

Jathis manner reſted theya moneth, vnmoleſted of any, 
by reaſon of the boyſterous colde winter, which kept the Sol: 
dane from incamping his Doaſte, In which tune the Pair ce 
Don Bell:anis though hx greatly delighted in the Cm percur 
hig Fathers p2eſence, whom all the reſt called the Knight ci 
the Crownes ſuſtained ſuch greugus paſions,gnd tozments 
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ot weart,foz the abſence ot᷑his dcare Ladic, that he often ſeun⸗ 
ned to the death: nothing with hun p2zeuatlinig,the conſolating 
woꝛdes of his D.mz21s, noz the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora, ts whome 
he made knowen his grieke, But euery day grewe wozſe and 
woꝛſe, which the Emperour his Father ſering, armed humſel? 
vppon a day though hee could hardly dos it beeing not altoge- 
ther well, walked with him out of the Cittie, and inquired of 
him very earneſtly, the cauſs of his mclancholic greefes, chars 
ging him not to concrale it by any meanes. The Pꝛince don 
Bellianis tolde him, he knewe not whence pzoceded his greefe, 
but that he felt extreame anguiſh of minde, and coulde not con⸗

Don Be!lliams groucd that the 
Emperour had vndertaken ſo dangerous a fight, and the moze 
becauſe he might not go to ayde him, if any ſimſtcr chaunce 
ſhoulv befall, But ſecming to fearc nothing, ſaid: J will obey 
your commauede deare Lo2d) ſeeing you will haue it ſo, and 
will returne vnto the Cittie, and excuſe pou till you come 
backe. And ſo ſhewed hun the valle p, and departcd ſome⸗ 
thing better ſatiſfied , to fce what little account the Cmperour 
made ofthe battell: pet he reſolned to fruſtrate it, as hereaſter 
ſhall be ſhcwer.

Foꝛ which 
piu peſe, he had giuen him a moſt excellent, xich, ard wel terns 
pered ſwoꝛd, that the like Was not within p carthly content, 
cxcept that o? Don Belliams, Which ber oe tunes appet tained 
v. to h at valoꝛous Buight Ialon, the which that cxcetlent Jus 
chauntreſſe > ſedea had giuen him, when they enioped their 
Loucs, which ſhe foꝛged vnder the conſtdlation and pꝛedonn⸗ 
nance of ſuch Plannets, that no iuchauntment might agauiff 
it pꝛeuaill. 

Thit ſwoꝛd pꝛocured the ſage F ill one, ſoa tha vſc of the 
Pꝛince Perianeo, but he neuer could obtaine it, becauſt Nle- 
dea by her Pꝛophecies had bequeathdit io the ſacteſdt et heires 
of the Youleof G:eece, plating it where Doa Behn, wan 
it, by the mcanes of the ſage Bellona.

pꝛeſent neede. Map not I atcompanie pou (lard he: No, (re⸗ 

plied Don Belau beſides J will pzeſently returne. Where 
left pou mp Loꝛd the Emperovur, (demanded hec: Yard by 
replyed the Pzince ſtaying fo2 me. Which ſaid. he buckled 
on Sabians armour , which nothing differed from his fathers: 
and mounting a hozfebacke, he toke hes Way to the valle y of 
the the fountaines, to mete with the Perſian Pance , and 
comming to a large plainc he ſpied the Cnipercir lying vnder 
a tree, But taking another way ſtayed at a place thꝛogh which 
the knight mult of neceſſitic paffe ache came;whole tõming he 
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attended, walking on his Bozſe, and reuolued with himſclfe 
what he bad ta do, remembꝛing that knight loued his Ladie, 
her thought therein he ſtod diſgraced, which ſo moucd his de- 
ſires to intounter him, that he iudged hinſelfe ſo info ztimate, 
that the ſame Pꝛince would rather bzeakc his pꝛomiſe , then 
ccme,UWherem he greatly was deceiued, foꝛ he rather weuld 
haue indured a thouſand deathes, then in the lraſt degree falſt- 
fie his ingaged wo2d, Foz the day befoꝛe he marched from Per-

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Don Fellianis turning about, and ſteing him ſo altered in his 
Arinour, hncł him not, but that he thus ſaid. am the ki igbt

c unc io diguiſed( replied Don Bellianis that knew you net.

But firſt tell me ſaid the Perſian Pamce) ſince 
one, 02 boch of vs ſhall here remaine, hat you are: ard how 
you ar? called: And Z pzenulcto do the like. Jt doky not picaiy 
me popic the valiait pꝛinte Don Belhani o well know 
vou ace ti: renowm:d Perianeo,Pzincc of Petia, Then if 
nat (anſwered P-rſtan Printe) ſ itiſſie mie wih kneb ing 

the caulc why peu beare poztraied the picurc ol that diume Las 
die in eur ſhield: It is the Yadow , replied Dur i3elliains ) of 
th nc hl fublance, chat imperates my heart and ſoule and 
th. r dec 60 I certmually bear it with me. Oh vnhappy kꝛuaht. 
ſhall in the v«o;!de liue any to dart [iy ſuch a thing in thy pꝛe⸗ 
ſence: and uh a ficric choller that gnawode his heart, hee 
turned his hoꝛſe to take his full carreare on the ficlo, The like 
did Don Bellianis, mating in the middle of their coui ſe with 
ſuch admirable foꝛce t lightneſſe, that they ſeemed moꝛc to flip, 
then on the ground to run. Oh who would not haue delired to 
{x this fight betwixt the flower of the woꝛldes Chiualrie, here 
oppoſcd one againlt the other? Foꝛ the Pance Perianeo had 
not his like on the vniucrſe, except Don Bell:anis t his father, 
and pet his father had Pꝛinees his b:others,though they were 
knighted, had not yet thithcrto vſed their Arnies. But to re⸗ 
durne to cur foꝛmer diſcourſe, . 

Che two Combattants cncountred cach other with ſuch im⸗ 
y:tous and ſodaine ſtrength, that their Launces being big, and 
Ruottie g their fo ſes without copare: ali their defenſiue armoꝛ 
was plerced,and their launces pall between their left des and 
armes, and mecting body with bodo, ſhalds a helmes toguher, 
made ſo huge a neiſe, as it two towers had met.

In this manner labeured 
they, aboue foure houres, being ſo wounded, that it would haue 
made any adamantiue bꝛeſt to pittic them, and not ſpeaking 
any woꝛd, withd:ew apart to bꝛeathe. 

The Pꝛince Perianeo thus with himſelfe began: Is it pol 
ſible that the enuious ſtarres that gouerned the fatallhourc of 
mp birth , ſheuld make me thus vnhappy,to heare a kinght in 
my pꝛeſente ſap, he loues thy Lady, and that thou art not able 
to ſatiſfic that pꝛoud fault, with p dearcſt blod of his ſtout hart, 
but ſuffcr him to bꝛing thee to ſuch a pount, as to wiſh the pitti⸗ 
leſſe ſtroeue of an impartial eruell death; yther this knight is 
inchanted, 02 J am deccinedif his foꝛces be not now far grea⸗ 
ter then the other time J tried them, and nerther torle noꝛ las 
bour doth duniniſh them. But oh, Imperious Gcurrnefle of 
my alſuaed ſoule:c hat is he (ſhall tel thee, that this thy knight 
bycth, cõleliing unmwueable faith he owes thee , hauing belt 
no hope cuermoze to ſœ the gloꝛious ſplendour of thy ditune 
beautie. But let the reuoluing heauens diſpoſe the reſoluti⸗ 
on ol my deſtined Fates, as they pleaſe , pet one of vs ere we 
dye, ſhall ton delle the other moſt woꝛthy of thy ſcruice, On 
the other ſide, Don Belhams walking, conſidering with hun⸗ 
ſelfe, the valour of his aduerſarie, imagming he ncuer lelt cru⸗ 
eller biewes (but of his father and that his fozces moze and 
moze increaſcÞ , and recoꝛding the cauſe of his fight , thus of 
bimſelfc complained.

TWth which, betu ict both hands 
he wont, againſt his lou: croſſing aducrſarie „ which vid the 
ue alſo, and rayſing his e dian Swozde Aloft, to deſcendit 
with a moꝛe furic „ there appcarcd befoze him a Lady altogi⸗ 
ther lie to her, whoſe JIicure had with crucll ysake lubiuga⸗ 
ted his commaunding heart Which ſald vnto hun. Tihat 
do you hare (renctomed Pince of Crecce) knew you not 
pour low? that is towards mee, camiot tatic an wy cftn , 15 
lirik you free mee not from this danger? 

And thcrcwith hee thought hee ſawe ſoure monlfrous Gy- 
ants , like a whyzle-wande ſnatch her thence , and that one 
dꝛagged her amber guided hayꝛe with ſuch barbarous ſanagc- 
neſſe, that his vncunguered heart reſalu d to liquid bad at the 
cruel, yet a pittiful ſight:and moꝛc ouer, an other followuig the, 
cried aut let me alone with that vide wꝛetch foꝛ ſhe mult dye 
vy imp hand. Thich that vallant Pꝛinct Don Belhianis (&- 
ing, not reſpecting the fight, purſued that illuſton that he ſawe, 
which take the way downe the Aalley . Yeercupon his finc 
Arme: with deuiſe ofthe inperiail Crownes , loſt their hewe, 
beconuning lie thoſe that the Pꝛince Perianeo did weare at 
the Jouſts in Bollera.. 

The Perſian Paince,thatnsthing of dat had len, thintuüng 
his aduerſarp had left the battel fo; lome other reaſon began to 
follow him, but ſodainly his rainzs were taken eut or his hãds, 
and looking about to fee who ſhould do lo, ſawe befoze hun the 
_ freead he had, the Sage Friſtone, who thus (aide vnto 
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What is the matter deare Pꝛinte of Perſia) that pou follow 
whom you know not, noꝛ whether it bee your aduantage ſo to 
to? Take my counſaue:returne to Ballero, foz J haue laide 
ſuch a ſnare foʒ him, that yon ſhall be fully reuengsd on pour e⸗ 
nemies, and therefoꝛe follow not that knight. Do this ſaid, he 
vaniſhed away, N 

The Perſian Pꝛince was greatly amazed hercat, and ſo 
great was his hate againſt the valiant knight of the imperial 
Trownes,that he was about to follow him: yet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding, reſoluing the contrary , returned to his fathers Campe, 
where arriuing, he ſound the battell ſtill to indure very ſierce, 
thꝛough which he thꝛuſt hiniſelfe, to helpe his men. Mhere 
we leaue hun, til we haue erpꝛeſt what happened to Dag Bet- 


banis,purſuing thoſe inchantments,

was all the Magician could do. And thus 
going alog,he eſpied beaoꝛe hun a knight, armed as he thought 
in the Perſian Peinces armoꝛ, with whom he not long befoze 
fought with. And ſo ſwne as they app oached togither, all thoſe 
inchantments vaniſhed d ee one amazed, wake⸗ 

ned 
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ned out of ſome d2eame,Nod till. But the night that came vp 
the valley was his father, had, by Fri{tones deuice his Armour 
alſo chaged, Foꝛ that of Don Bellianis ſeemed like the knights 
of Foꝛʒtune, and the Emperoꝛs nothing differed from the ſuuc. 
Who ſeeing him come with ſuch haſte, and without Latmce, 
left his ownc,and dꝛawing fo2th his ſwoꝛd, went to merte hint 
with it raiſed aloft, Don Bellianis doing the like, there began 
between them the cruolleſt fight that in al that day was fought, 
making their heads bowe to the ſaddle pummell with their ter⸗ 
rible ſtrokes, ſo faſt redoubling blow vpon bio w, chat the migh- 
tineſſe ol them ſtroke fire out of their armour, and made them 
often loſe the ſig t of one another. Don Bellianis at this time, 
thinking his aduerſaries ſtrength increaſed moꝛe and moꝛe, 
moze furious then a furious L3eare , hauing left none of 
foʒmer rage, ſtroke at hun ſo huge a blowe, that cutting his 
ſhield in two, it tumbled to p ground, with a peece or his helme. 
But the Emperour ſtroke at him below his ſhield, that cutting 
his armoꝛ, it alſo pierced his coate of male, wounding him two 
fingers deepe in his right ſide, and entring within him, with a 
furious thzuſt,penctratcd all his armoꝛ to the flcſh,fozcing him 
to giue backe twe oꝛ thꝛe ſteppes, and ſeeing that was the time 
wherin he ſhould ſhew the vtmoſt of his mightic foꝛces, letting 
fall the renmant ok his ſhield, would haue with both his hands 
ſtroke him on the head. But Don Bellianis ſ&ing the cutting 
ſwoꝛd deſcend with ſuch furie, ſpurred his hozſe fo2wards, 
and cloſing with him ere he could diſcharge his bowe, toke 
him twart his ſtrong armes, and lifting him out cf his ſaddle, 
ſhaking the ſtirropes from his owne feete, he lept with him on 
the ground, where he opened both armour and dleſh with one 
mightie blow. But ouertome with rage, both at one time rays 
ſed their ſlicing ſwoꝛds, which falling with ſuch ſtrength, the 
Cmperour had the buckles of his helme cut, Which fell on the 
carth, and the ſwoꝛd deſcending on his left arme, it made hun 
there a areenous wound. But don Belliunis was fo ouerladen 
with the Emperours blow, that he was ſozced to ſet both knees 
and hands on the ground. And the Emperour ling humſelke 
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without the helme, Ciroke his aduerſary ſo ſuddeinly againe 
with ſuch ſtrength , that he ſozcly wounded hun on p left thoul- 
der, and theſwozd ran thꝛee handfuls into the earth. But Don 
Bellianis neuer lofing any ſparke of his admirable courage at 
any ſiniſter accident, raiſed himſclfe vpon his feete, and turned 
vpon the Emperour ere he had time to dꝛawe his ſws2d from 
the ground, At this inſtant was p Emperozs life in wondꝛous 
daunger, being without ſhicld and helme, and not able to helpe 
himſelle with his (wozd ſo quicui as hee ſhould. And Don 
Bel lianis being on fte, with his ſwoꝛd raiſcd with both hands, 
and readie to diſcharge it, did ſuddeinly knowe him, and with 
the greateſt wonder that ener befoze hee was in, cried out. 
Oh Amightic God, in whome J do beleeue, is it poſſible my 
handes ſhould commit ſo hamous treacherx: And thercwith 
ſtaied his hand, 

The Cmperour hearing theſe woꝛds, ud: Know you me 
knight? O: what is the reaſon pou end not your fight: Wher- 
vnto Don Bclkamis replied, J do moſt hwnbly bcſcech vou 
my verie dcare Loꝛd and Tmpcrour , euen by that Lozd that 
hath permitted we ſhould not die by ſo great deceits, that pon 
omit and pardon this my errour , wherein J am guiltie of no 
fault committed againſt you. And hauing ſaide ſo, vnlaced 
his helme, whereat the Emperour ſtraight knewe him, which 
ſtroke him into ſo great an anguiſh to ſe his deare ſonne ſo 
cruelly wounded by his handes, that hee was fainc to ſet him 
downe, not being able to ſtand on his legges, loking like a 
man readie to bꝛeathe his laſt. 

Don Bellianis thinking his woundes were the cauſe of 
it, ſat him downe, lamenting that vnhappic chaunce , toſing 
their blood fo faft , that it had made two Chanells, as if they 
pꝛocœded from two riſing ſpꝛings, and oucrtaken by the dark» 
ſomt night, were put into ſo great feare ,that they diſpaixed of 
remedie. CEſpeciallp Don Bellianis, doubting thereby his fa- 
thors life, who becauſe the ſuddaine amazement moze troubled 
him then the daunger of his woundes, quickly recouered hun- 
ſelle, and imbzacing the Pzince his ſonneſaid, - 
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Oh deare ſonne tell me J'pzay vou, why come pon armed i 
the Armour of the Knight of Foztune 2 Did he peraduenturt 
dir by your hands: 0z how is it? fo2 I cannot expꝛeſſe the alte- 
ration J ſuffer,till J knolo it. 

A weare the Armes of Sabian of Trebento, and no others: 
fo2 thoſe ofthe Perſlan P inte pour ſelfe weares. J haue not 
chaunged mine ſaid the Emperour. But tel me, what hath be⸗ 
were. you fince vou leſt me fo; ſurely we haue bn wond;ouſly 
deteiued: 

Don Bellianis tolde it him. Mhereupon the Emperout 
ſpake, Surely Pꝛince we haue bene inchaumted, and pet can · 
not deuiſe by what meanes: but this is the ſtraungeſt caſe J 
euer heard ol, that both ſhould ſme to weare one kinde of ar⸗ 
mour, and not perceiue it, each of vs imagining the other to be 
the Perſian P2:ince. And it may bee, that Lady that cryed to 
pu fo; helpe, was ſhe that ſo deceiued vs. But let vs part from 
hence, fo2 we loſe much bled, 

When they were vppon going , they eſpied comming fo- 
wards them, an auncient Patrone,conductcd by foure mon⸗ 
frous Gyants,befozc them was carried a Piller offire, which 
lighted them their way , they came with ſuch haſte , that cre 
they could rile, ſhe was vpon them, whom pꝛeſently the Gp- 
ants toke from her Palfray, and kneeling befoze the Empe⸗ 
rour, ſhe required his royall hands to kiſſe them. The Cmpc- 
rour refuſing to do it, tuke her vp, and ſhe dnmaſaing her ſelfc, 
was ſtraight knowne of Don Bellianis, to be the ſage Bellona, 
his deare friend, Whereat conceiuing as much pleaſure as bc- 


foze diſpleaſure, and accounting all his daunger none, tmbza- - 


cing her, ſaid. 

What chaunce hath bꝛought you hither /my god friend) 
at ſuch a time, which is not without ſome ſpeciall cauſe. The 
great loue J beare pou, and the Smpcrour your father, re⸗ 
plied ſhe) is the cauſe thereof, 

But foz you incurre great perill th;ough your wounds,cate 


this which J will gue you,foz with tic like medicine vou were 
7 2 afozc 
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afoze tured. They did ſo, and were therewith pꝛeſently fo well, 
as if they had had no ill at all, and their armour returned vnto 
their fozmer colour and deuiſes. The Cmperour unbzacing 
er, ſaid. 

4 Fo2 Gods ſake Ladie tell me this aduentare , foꝛ it doth 
moꝛe amaze me then any thing in all mip life? J will (replyed 
ſher) and hardly ſhall you know it of anx but of me. You well 
remember the Combatte , you had agreed with the Perſian 
Pꝛinte: now know, he hath to his friend a great Magician, in 
that Art the l kilfulleſt in all the woꝛld, this man knowing the 
great daunger his friend ſhould paſſe , with the Pence pour 
nne, did oꝛdaine all that which vou haue ſeene, changing both 
your axmours, that you might ſtaie one another, each of you 
thinking you fought with the valourcus Pꝛince Perianeo: 
And tru me, his deſire had taken effed, had it not bene foz 
Don Belliam (wozd, which foꝛ that purpoſe the wife Nledca 
many ypcarcs befoze kept in the Caue, where Don Bellianis 
wouns it, being the man ſhe wiſlhed might haue it, alwaycs 
deſiring to benefit the houſe of Greece, as often heretefoze ſhe 
bath done. Foz ſo was it witten, where pour ſonne found the 
fwo2d, if he both remember the wozds. Ado well remember 
them replied Don Bellianis foz thus thcy ſaid. 


T ow Þ rophecie * mentioned in the ſceond C Harter: 


and here ea plained with effe(t, 


That wich this Sword, the liuing ſſiould be loſt, and the 
dead put in poſſe ſſion of the recouered, and they re- 
ſtored to their royal] blood, with know edge of their 
polleſiors, You lee now how it hath come to paſle: 
and moreouer, they (aid, this ſhould be. 


At the tune when the fierteneſſe ofthe touragious Lyons, 
which are you two, by the greatneſſe of his ſkill, which is that 
ut the wiſe man, called Friſtone, that in knewlevge cquals her, 
becauſe he hath all herbokes , ſhould be put in greater keare, 

(but 
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but this knew not he, ſoꝛ he did not lone whether the Soy 
were wonne oꝛ no, oꝛ whether the valoꝛous einc your (ours 
did weare it.) Then the luung which were loſt that are vert 
two, that being liuung were loſt, by the alte ratio. efyour £51, 
mour, and ſuppoſing you alreadie dead, which worde halte 
happened, if the fight had bene ended with the blowe of tits 
Swoꝛd, that cut the laces of pour Helme were put in polleſ- 
ſion of pour recoucred ſelues, being reſteꝛcd to your ropall 
blods, which was at the point vtterly to haue bene loſt. Ard 
the true poſſeſſoꝛs knowne { which arc both voa, taking one 
another fo2 the Perſian Pꝛince. 

Now J hope you vnderſtand the aduenture you hauc pail, 
which not without cauſe you haue accounted ſtraunge. Greats 
ly wond2ed the linights at theſe Ladies woꝛds, who anzunc 
lud. But foꝛ another cauſe hath my comming bene, which is 
to haue with me the Peince Don Belli, your dcarc ſonnc, 
whonie J mult pꝛeſently vſe in a deare unplop, that no lifts 
concernes him, then his life, 

Tanke vs both with you ſaide the Cmpcrour, J would wil- 
lingly do it (replied ſher but that the bꝛaue Duke Alli o@unl 
greatly needeth your helpe, and thercfoze it is no reaſon to 
leaue him alone, and pour ſonne ſhall quickly returne againe. 
And here do as X counſell you, fo2 J well knew this woulde 
happen, which made me w2itc vnto vou, that vou ſhould by no 
meanes depart from the Cittie of Conſtantinople, but you 
would not do it, wherem it had not bene much it rou had loſt 
pour life. will not go againſt pour counſcil replied the Empe⸗ 
rour) but tell me i mp ſonne ſhall quickly returne: Ye hal aid 
the) and therefoꝛe go to the Cilie, the ſoneſt that you map, and 
ſo making Don Bellianis mount on hoꝛſeback, who had taken 
the Emperours bleſſing ( which with many teares did giue it 
him) departed as ſwift as the winde, leauing the Cmpercur {9 
occupied with imaginations , whither his ſonne might be car⸗ 


ried, that he knew not how to reſolue him; lie, 
Ff 3 CHAP.

6: Ve Emperour remembang the Sages wozds , twke his 
Launce and mounted on hozſbacke, appꝛoching the Cit- 
tie of Bollera , almoſt by bzeake of day, which hc foumde 
begy2t with ſo many multitudes , that he greatly wondzed at 
their ſuddaine arriuall , and not knowing on which ſide the 
Duke laie intrenched, becauſe the Citie was round about be⸗ 
fieged, he ruſhed among thoſe Tentes, as if he had bene one 
of the Centinels, and thus he went till he came vnto a great 
pauilion, which he thought to be the Generals of thoſe tropes, 
and loking into it, ge ſawe many knights talking with another 
that lay in his bed, whom he iudged accoꝛding to his manner 
and conditions, to be the Sophy, and hard by him, he ſpied ar⸗ 
med without his helme, the Pꝛinte ol Perſia, that had bene tu⸗ 
red after by the ſame meanes that he was, their conference 
was, that it would be god, to giue another aſſault vnto the Ci⸗ 
tie, foꝛ ił it were but only to affright them within, it would not 
be anulſe, And the Emperour being buſily harkoning to this, 
there came vnto him, a knight, that was Collonell of þ Court 
of guard, and ſaide. That do pou here, vou are not in pour 
quarters? I was walking about ſaid the Empcrour)and here 
J ſtaied to loke vpon this Tent, And thcrfoze ſhall pou goe to 
p2:ſon / replicd the other) ſeeing you haue no moze care. The 
Cinperour ſaid, let vs go whither you will. Here vpon the Col⸗ 
lonell turned to foure knightes, and charged them to conuap 
that knight to his Tent. Which they going to dw, the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ ſoꝛely wounded, ouerthꝛew them one aftcr an other to the 
ground with his lance, and about to do the like by the Colonel, 
he thꝛuſt himſelf among the Tents, calling out foz help. But the 
Emperour that hereat became furious, reached his launcc at 
the Souldan that laie a bed with ſuch loꝛce, raiſing himſelk on 
his 
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his ſtirrops, which if it had gone ſtraigdt, he had no moꝛe nerde 
to make warre, pct it miſſed hun ſo little, that the Launcc paſt 
betwixt his arme and left ſide, and ranne thꝛough all the bed⸗ 
ding, nayling it abou? a handfull in the grounde. Wihich the 
nights ſwing that were talking with him, gathered abcut 
hun, thinking he had bene ſlaine, and ſome went out to ſee what 
he was that had bene fo hardie to do ſuch a dad; among whom 
was the Pꝛince Perianeo, 

But the Emperour thinking it no wiſedome to oppoſe 
himſelle againſt ſo many , cloſely th ꝛuſt among thoſe knights 
that wcre come thither , and ſopaſt till he came to the farther 
ſide of the Campe, at ſuch time that the Sunne beganne to 
appeare, and fearing ſome might meete and know hun, and ſo 
fruſtrate his intent, he ruſhed with great violence vppon ths 
guard on that ſide , and maugre the ix fozce , he paſſed though 
the middelt of them, leauing abous twentic,pittcouſlp woun⸗ 
ded on the carth, And at length arriued in his owne Camp, 
where being ſtraight knowne , was with great gladncCſe re⸗ 
teiusd, and ſo entered the Cittie, where the Duke and all the 
reſt topiully welcommed him, and being demaunded fo; the 
valiant Knight ofthe golden Jmage, he replied, hc departed 
from him at the Walley of the thzee Formtames , and woulde 
quickly returne. 

Solcauing them, he went toreſt himſelfe , fo2 he arcatly 
needed it. The Pzince Perianeo being come foꝛth of the 
Tent, thinking his father had bene llaine, inquiring foz 
hun that had done it, came to the place where the Emperour 
had made that laughter , there he founde ſome dead, ſome 
greeuouſly wounded, and ſome un ſueh caſe as they could hard⸗ 
ip liue long, and demannding who had ſo handled them, they 
replied they knewe not , laue that a diuellſh night clad in 
Armour, bearing certaine Trownes vpon his ſhield, had done 
_ 8 and in deſpight ol vs all, hath cntred the Citig 

ollera. 


By this the Pꝛince knewe, the Knight that weulde haus 


ſlaine his Father, was her with whome her did Com batte, 
though 
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though he much doubles it, becauſe his deare friend the wiſe 
Friſtone, had tolde him, he would ſet him in place, where hee 
ſhould leaue both honour and life: pct diſcontented and ama · 
zed he returned to the Tent, where he found the Souldan vp, 
whereat he greatly reiopced, and with no little gladneſſe, de⸗ 
manded how he felt hunſelfe, and whether the launce had done 
hun any harme: None (replied the Douldan) but what J con⸗ 
ceiued with feare of death, and J alluredly thinke that was the 
kniaht ofthe golden Image, fo2none elſe could haue the heart 
to do it. So great is the bountie ofthis knight, replied p pꝛince) 
that none might do it but he. In theſe woꝛds pou ſhall ſee it( an⸗ 
ſwered the Souldane | fo2 he that doth not ſ& his deedes, Will 
hardly belgzue them, my ſelf hauing ſeene him perfoꝛme fo hau⸗ 
tie aas of Chiualry, which elſc none ſhould haue perſwaded 
me, that any humane creature could atchiue them: fo2 he be- 
ing weunded, ſlue the hoꝛrible Dꝛagon of the Ry phean beſart, 
and the Bing of Cyprus aſſuring vou, that when he entered 
with him in the liſtes, the blod iſſued twirt the iopnts of his 
Armour from his olde woundes, He alſo diſcouered the aduen⸗ 
ture of the Diſpatre in Loue, with many other things which 
of him you haue heard. J long to try (replied the Pꝛince) how 
farre his valour doth extend. Foꝛ J know not whether it be a 
night that did diſturbe me from ending a certaine Combat, 
and ik it be he, J do pꝛoteſt to pꝛocure all meanes fil Imæte 
with him. 

It is no wiſedome ſaid the Souldan ) to hazard pour perſon 
in ſo certaine daunger, ſeeing with our ſouldiers you hau here, 
we ſhall eaſily be rcuenged on them all. J will neuer leaue ſuch 
a battell anſwered the Pꝛince, ſo2 17 he be ſuch a knight as 
he that hurldhis Lance at pou, he ought with reaſon tobe cſter⸗ 
med. Do you know him, (ſaid the Souldan: Yes reylied the 
Pamce) foꝛ yeſterday did Combat with him in the valley of 
the thꝛee Fountamns. But how did you with hun aid p ſoldan?) 
Py friend the Sage Friſtone, did part vs, arſwered Peria- 
neo. In ſuch taike continued they till the enſuing moꝛrow, ads 
uertizing a whole Camp to be in readines againft pᷣ next aſſalt. 
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The duke Altiron,and the Kings,ſeing the knight of the gol- 
den Image came not, they altogither very ſozrowfully intrea- 
ted the Cmperoz, to vndertake the generall charge ouer them 
all: which he did though vnwillingly, And hauing heard his e⸗ 
nemies intent, taking with him the pzince Arfiles, Sabian of 
Trebento he muſtred all his men, diuiding them into 5, ſqua⸗ 
dꝛons. The firſt he committed to the leading ofthe Phenician 
pzince,q with him his valiant coſen Floriſpiano, with 20. thou⸗ 
ſand well appointed knights, The ſecond he committed to the 
duke Alfiron, with al his men, which were as many.The third 
led the kings ol Armenia. Tellifaatie, The fourth conducted 
Sabian ot Trebento. And the fift gouerned a bzother of the 
Dukes called Sallatell of the valley. And foz himſelfe he wol 
haue none. The Pzince Perianeo, diuided his tropes in ſire 
battalions , and every one of 50. thouſand knights, and gaue 
oer, that other fiftie thouſand,with all the fotemen,ſhould af 
ſault the Citie, which were aboue foztie thouſand, with ſo mas 
nie millifarie engines, that they made ſure account to lay if 
leuell with the ground, with vtter deſolation of all the knights, 
at their firſt incounter.

7 He cold glomy winter being ouerblowne,with the warm 
appꝛoch of the wanton ſpꝛing, wherein the amourous pals 

ſions in the hearts oflouc-opp2eſſed knights, beganne ts 
ſtirre vp the almoſt exunguiſhe d flames, and chic fue in them, 
that hoped ok little remedie foz their greefe , continuallie con⸗ 
templating in the perpetuall captiuitie of they2 alienated iopes, 
when Perianeo the Perfian Pꝛince, deſiring ſpeedily to ter⸗ 
minate theſe warres in ſtrong my „ dzewe foozth — 
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his men in fielde, which were ſo gallant and ſemely , as ame 
that euer were ſeene in thoſe partes, with ſuch diuerſitie of 
deuiſes, Scutchions, Ancients, and Flagges , wozne about 
their Spcares , which diſplay.d in the apze , made a moſt 
gallant ſhewe togither, with the bꝛightneſſe ofthey2 armour, 
that with the Sunne beames reuerberating on them, ſe» 
med ſo manic Chaſtaline Glaſſes,and the clamourous noiſe 
of ſuch multitudes, being ſo diuerſe, required a Captaine of 
no leſſe valour then his they had. There though they were 
verie quiet, yet the neighing and trampling of their hozſcs, 
and they; Maiſters noyſc guiding them, raiſing ſuch a rc- 
bounding eccho, that they coulde not hearc one another, 
The Cmpcrour Don Bellanco, like the man that had bene 
in farre moꝛe daungerous enterpꝛiſes then thoſe, taking with 
hun the Pence Ari eo, the better to range about the battell) 
dꝛewe in fielde his furicus Squadꝛons: and percepuing that 
the Sunne when her role ſhined agaynſt his encmies faces, 
dazeling theyꝛ cyes with his bꝛighineſſe. Which falling out 
well to his aduauntage, and deſiring to looſe no god occa⸗ 
lion, palling to the foꝛcmoſt Squadꝛon, commaunded that 
with a violent furie, they ſheulde (ct vppon them, keeping 
themſelucs togither viuted , leaſt they? aduerſarpes bzeas 
ting th2ough them, ſhoulde viſozver thcy2 rankes. And theres 
vppon cowching they? Launces, encountred their encnnes, 
that were ſo bl-nded with the Dunne, that they ſawe them 
not ceme. But the Cmperotirs men ſo bꝛauclp cauc the 
onſelte, that theyꝛ aduerſarpes coulde not bꝛeake their uus 
on no ſide, wherevppon thepz laughter was fo great, that in 
ile then halle an houre, that Squad:on was vantzuiched 
and altogither oucrcome, leauing behmde abouc thirtie thcu⸗ 
ſande ſlaine and wounded , The vaitant actes that the Cm⸗ 
pcrour in the mcane time perfomed, arc hard to bcleue , He 
with luch valiancic bzakc thꝛough the middic o thole rarkes, 
as the Reapers vſ.d in the Poneth of Juli to reape the Har? 
ucſt oc their ripened graine: ſo he leſt on the ground ſo marie 
head by head, that none buſt confront him, and ſometimes 
he 
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bcfo turned his battell, that he foꝛced them to ſight, thzough 
whome her woulde with ſuch courage b2cake , that neither 
the Pꝛinces Ar fiſeo, no: Contumeliano, no2 the valiant Fo- 
riſpiano, Were able to follow him:but letting him ſo farre go 
vefoze them, that they often left him out of ſight. At this tune 


the Punce Pertaneo (ang the diſozder of his men, tali? 


with hun Don Fermoſe]l, and the two bꝛothers Cnilalaneo, 
and Gramalis, of Thrace, with thirtte monſtrous Giants, 
and paſt to his ſecond Þquad;on , with which gathering the 
remnant of the diſperſed men, encountred the Cnipei 02, com⸗ 
maunding all his troups togither to aſſault the cther fide of the 
vattell, But the Cmpero2 that was moe polt:ke in militat ie 
duſciplinc the D erianeo, quickly perteiued his meaning: wher- 
fo:e calling Floriſpiano, ſent hum to tell the Duke A itron, he 
ſhould commaund the whole battell to vante it ſelfe viith him, 
giuing no time to their aduerſaries to recoucr the adu uu tage 
they had ouer them, and that it ſhoulde vec wich the greateſt 
ſpeede poſſible, foz therein conſiſted that dayes victone,cre the 
Sunne mounted aloft. Thich was done ſo ſi>den{y , that 
they almoſt met theyꝛ enemics , The Perſian Yance pers 
ceiuing what his aducrſ.uries had done, fearing to ber put 
to flight, conumaunded all his Squadꝛons to do ſo, and 
ſpying Samanof Trebento, which then entred in the battell 
thiaking him to be the Uught of the golden Image, becauſe 
hee did weare his armour, cowched his Launce agaynſt hum, 
who did the like, merting with ſuch foꝛce, that they were foz- 
ccd to holde by their hoꝛſes neckes. Chen vnawares ere her 
could remedie it, two firece Giants that gpꝛded Perianco, 
wounded Sauiano fo tigoꝛouſhe, that he tumbled from his 
hoꝛſe. Perianeo alighted to kill him, but Sabiano, that was al- 
readie on his fort, gaue him ſo great a blowe that he ſtagaerod 
hun foure ſteps backwards: vet ſo mae layd vpon hun with 
ſuch boyſtrous blow:s,that thaugh he valiantly defended hints 


ſelfe, pet hardly hav he ſcaped with life , if that the nopſe had 


not thither b2ought th: Empcrour, with the Pꝛinces Con- 
tumeliano, and Artlileo, Flouſpiano, the Duke Alton, atid 
Gg 2 the 
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the king ol Armenia, with many other choſen knights. On 
the other ſide, chere arriued the Soldan with twentie Giants 
in his companie. with him alſo tame Coroliano and Doraldo, 
where there began lo great a fight, that all the other battel was 
nothing in compariſon ol that. But the couragious Emperour 
ſceing his deare Sabiano in ſuch perill, in deſpight of them 
all, went where hee was fighting, and not knowing what Pe 
rianeo was,ouerthzew him to the ground with his hozle bzeff, 
and alſo tumbling downe a Giant,twoke his hozſe, and gaue it 
Sabeano, ſaping. Mount vpon this hozſe knight, if you meant 
to ltue.UUhich he did verie lightly,thongh he were ſoꝛe woun⸗ 
ded, and with their moztall blowes , they quickly cut their paſ- 
ſage thꝛough their enemes. The Pzince Perianeo with ex⸗ 
treame rage foming like a chaffed boare, taking a hozſe turned 
againſt hun whom had ouerthꝛowne him: but ere he did it, the 
Souldan, and the Duke A ifiron meeting , and knowing each 
other, diſcharged two ſuch blowes vpen themlelues, that their 
heads were both wounded, from whence there ran much blod, 
Che dime here had incurred great danger, ik the Emperoz had 
not arriued with his compante , who knowing the Soldane, 
came ſo nigh, that raifing his (wozbe to ſtrike hun on the head, 
deing ſo cloſe vnto him, did no otherwiſe, but with the hiltes 
20w him off his hoꝛſe, and going after to kill him, was oners 
reached backwardes by the Pʒince Periance , with ſo cruell 
a ſtroke, that he had fallen downe. Coroliano wounded him 
a'(o vppon the ſhoulder, that hee felt the ſwoꝛde raſe his fleſh. 
Wherevpon there began ſo cruell a fight betwerne them, that 
one ſide to take the Soldane, and another to defryde him, 
aboue foure thouſande knights loſt their liucs thꝛough they: 
oblltnact?, On this ſide where the Emperour was, his men 
b lde out couramouſly, though the Dunne werc high, and they 
wearie with long fighting. But one the other ſide, the Cimpe- 
rours men loſt their aduauntage, vnable to reſiſt their aduerſa- 
ries. At this time the afſault giuen to the citie, was ſo fierte, that 
on either fide intuute numbers died, that currents of blood 
raruue thzough the field: and bieing fewe within to deſende 
the 
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the Citie, it eaſily might haue bene taken. NAhen there tame a 
knight to the Cmperour,and ſaid.VNithdꝛaw your {clic ir, vn⸗ 
leſſe you wil haue vs aldeſtroted:fo2 they within the cite h. ue 
nede ol pꝛeſent helpe. Js it poſſible (aid the Cmpcroz 2) gi- 
ſure pour ſelfe (replied the knight) that if the Cite bee taken, 
which is eaſily to be done, we ſhalbe ail vtterly deſtroped. The 
Emperour remembꝛing it might be ſo, and the Sunne beuig 
verie high was in their faces, tommanded a retreat to be ſoun⸗ 
ded:whereupon there enemies thinking they fled, (ct inriviitiy 
vpon them. But the Emperoz gathering his men in ſo2me of 
a Pyꝛamedes, defended them in ſuch ſuch lozt , that none nui⸗ 
carried, and they entred ſalelp within thepꝛ trenches , wh:re 
the Empero? leaning ſuffictcnt guard, made molt cf is nien 
enter the Citie, to defend it, where, becauſe the alauit of the 
wall might ſomewhat llaken, opened one of the Gates, which 
be with the Phenician Pꝛince, and Plorupiano, vaicuronſ- 
le kept, by whoſc handes manic their died, with tennie cf the 
terribleſt giants in all the aduerſe campe. But ouertaken with 
the darkeneſſe of the night, they were foꝛced to leaue, and re⸗ 
turne to their Tents, The like did the CEmpercur, Bing, and 
Pamceſſe, who leauing god guarde in the Citie, returned to 
the Pallace , where they were recepued with moꝛze outwarde 
gladneſſe, then inwardly was conceiued, by the pzinci fic Per- 
ſiana, and Aurora, che one fo2 greefe to ſæ thoſ wars, the other 
wanting the pꝛeſence ot her deare friend, the P unce don 13el- 
hanis, And ſupper being ended, the Cmperour withdzawing 
hunſelt to his chamber, was taken apart by the Pzncefſe Au- 
rora, that ſayde vnto him. J beſœch your Maieſtie tell mee 
what is become of Don Bellianis, foz J feare ſome diaſter 
accident map haue befallen hum: The Cmpcrour ts com- 
ſozt her, tolde her all that had happened in the valley of the 
the Fountaines, and howe the (age Bellona had taken him 
with her. Now am I verie glad, (ſayde the Pzincefſe) fo2 J 
am aſſured hee ſhall haue no harme in her tompanie. And ſo 
gung one another the god night, departed, The Emperour 
to his Chamber, and ſhe to hers , with the Pzacclſe Floriſ- 
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b-Hlaes Ladies, that were verie ſoꝛrowſull foꝛ the abſence cf 
the kmght of the golden Image. The P2incefle tols them, that 
the wiſe Bellona had conducted him with her, which were 
ſome better newes foꝛ them, In this muner remained the be- 
ſieged knights, and eacry day came frelh ſupplie vnto the Dol 
dane with which he euer ie day aCaulted the Citte,fometimes 
winning, and ſometimes loſing, as in ſuch accidents is often 
ſxne. But they within the Citie receiuing no ayde , had com ⸗ 
monly the woꝛſt. Where we leaue them, till we haue dilated 
the ſtraunge aduentures of the knight of the Golden Image, 
conduaed by the wiſe woman. 


CHAR XI. 
W hap happened the Kight of the golden Image, ging 
with Bel ona: and ho he proued the aduenture ol Bran- 
dear, on the Ny caoman mountaines. 


N mauer aboue expꝛeſſed, the knight of the golden Image 
poſted with ſuchſwiftneſſe, that by the nert moꝛnug Dun, 
he found himſelte vpon a high mountaine , the barrenneſt 
that nuaht be ſeene, and turning to the ſage Pellona, with who 
txthcrto he had not ſpoken, ſaid vnto her. Tell me Ladie what 
Country is this where we are: fo2 I aſſure you neuer ſawe 
woꝛſe. e are nowe replied ſhee in the Uingdome of 6. 
2+ pt, on the mountaines ofthe Ring Nycaon, and there mul 
you end an aduen ture, which will be to pour cternall benefitc: 
txcelling all that hitherto you haue done. And therefoze know, 
that this kingdome in tunes pait being the mightieſt Monar⸗ 
chie euer the worde many peares: in which time there lwated 
the emppꝛe, a woꝛthp king called N caon, by wheſe name this 
mountainec i called, that you are on. This king was at great 
iarre, with another named Brandezar, Cmperoz of Babylon, 
whom lo purſued hun, that he was faine to immure himſelfe 
lu. thin a ſtrong Citie hee poſſeſt, hard by the riuer Fuphrates, 
where Hrandezat begirt hum with a fearfull ſiege, that hoping 
of no teme die to obtatne his libertie, was dꝛuen to vit his Art, 
beuig 
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being the greateſt Magician in his tune, tyat euer had bern be⸗ 
foꝛe hun, and reſolued to do what pou ſhail newe hearc. 

One night by his Arc he went to Brandezars Cainpe , and 
cauſed him to be bꝛought vpon this Pountaine: but firſt hee 
called his Subicas togithcr , and counſelled them to com⸗ 
pounde with thoſe Caldeans, and Babplonians, foz hee had 
determined to leaue them, becauſe his cacuncs ſhould not exc⸗ 
cute their reuenge on him. His ſubicas that greatly loued him, 
with great ſozrowe intreated him to ſtay, and {uw howe they 
woulde ſpende theyꝛ lyucs in his ſcruice. Unt he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing them quickelie to rcturne, aſlured them he would caſe 
them of their ares? , cauſed by Brandezar. And ſo hee did: 
foz comming hither, ha wꝛought ſuch inchauntments vp- 
on him, that hee remapned in the greateſt toznents and 
paines, that any tongue can cxpꝛeſſe: and thinking that ik 
by his inchauntments, hee loſt his vnderſtanding and ſences, 
bx ſhoulde not bee rkucng:d at his pleaſure , reſolved to 
leaue in his perfect iudiciall wittes: and ſoꝛ that cauſe in- 
chaunted a Ring, with ſuch vertue and comuration, that her 
which on his finger wearcs it, ſhould neuer ber offended by 
any inchauntment, but intoy his true ſences, with all the li⸗ 
bertie his heart elle might wich, ſauing bodies umpuſonment. 
This might he well do, as the onclie man that in this Arte 
tutered Medea, being neuer equalled in this f ience. And 
a while after, that ha knewe his vallillcs Were quictted, 
minded to returne, and deſcending this mightie Ponn⸗ 
taine, metic with his vallant bꝛother, who in his abirnce 
was crowned ing. Nyc aon ( is ſayde) mætiug and knows 
ing him, rann to unbꝛace hum. But his bꝛether buſied with 
other imaginations, was greatly diſpleaſed to ſee him, and 
thinking hee ſhoulde loſe that mightie Emppꝛe by his com⸗ 
ming cloſing within him, ſtabbed him, till hee died, and a fler 
tommaunded his followers, to ſay they founde hun fo there, 
Which they did. And he remained king, and Ny caon was buys 
ried at his me untames fote, 


That which you nerde this pꝛeſent time is to ende this ad⸗ 
uenture, 
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nenture, and to take the Ring from the Emperour Brande 
zar, Which you muſt vſc in a dearennplop, and without it you 
ſhall liue the grieuouſeſt life that may bee thought. And be⸗ 
cauſe you ſhall haue the greater deſire to attempt it, J tell pou 
th at the ſage Friſtone, did oꝛdaine all thoſe things you ſawe 
to diſturbe pour battell, and is nowe gone into the Citie of 
Baby lon, foz he knoweth by his Art wherein her excelles all 
thoſe of his pꝛofeſſion) that ik at this pꝛeſent, he get not in 
his power the Pꝛinceſſe Florisbella, to giue her to his friend 
the Punceſſe Perianeo of Petſia, hes after ſhall not ſo ca- 
ſily obtaine her, (at leaſt by fozce) and therefoze intendes ha 
by one meanes oz other, to haue her foz the P2ince Perianeo, 
vcrie ſhoꝛtly: TUherefoze it behooues her to haue that Ring, 
that his defermination may bee fruſtrattd. And if from 
the ſame Cinperour, you can take the armour hee weares, 
they woulde greatly auaile vou: foz hœ that weares them, 
can not bee moleſted by ame inchauntment, whatſoeuer, 
noꝛ be knowne, vnſc ſſe he will hunſelfe. Pou haue tolde mer 
wonders (ſayde Don Bellianis:) and is this mans ſkill ſo 
great, that hee may fozce the Paacelſe Florisbel'a agaynſt 
her will, and give her to the J2nce of Perſ1a 2 Doubt it 
not replycd Bellona) foz moze then this can hee pcrfo2me: 
and bcliue mee , you ſhall ſuſtaine fez this cauſe great tra- 
ttatle , and therefoze let vs not ocferre the paſſuig time. 
Hare I commit you to God,leauing you to the valour of pour 
heart, to finiſh what pou haue to do, and take this wap, which 
will bung von to the place, foz Y muſt goe no further with 
you. 

Don Bellianis taking his leaue of her, deſcended downe 
Gat wap in ſuch haſte, that ho quickcly ſawe befoze him a 
trong and well towzed Caſtell , and leoking about, coulde 
inde no Pozche , neꝛ Poztll to enter into it. But going 
to the other ſide of it, hee eſpped a little mouth of an ob⸗ 
ſcure Caus : and looking downe into it, hee thought that 
it deſcended fo the infernall Jaitte, And alſo befoze it, he ſawe 
a greate Piller of fine Chziſtall , fo tranſparaunt, that 
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it ſermed to take his light from the ſunncs cwne light that then 
chuied, on it were let tert. an letters, made with rich Nubies, to 
this cific a,

Don Belſianis hauing read the letters, made no other ac⸗ 
tount, then it he had ſeene none, but ammating his reſolution, 
dꝛewe foꝛth his ſwoꝛd, and would haue entred the caut, but cre 
he was aware, it vaniſhed from his fight. Oh God ſaide hec) 
what ſtrange things be theſe ? Js U peſlible Jmuſt without 
Armour paſſe th:ough ſo fearcfulla place? And thilung it 
cowardizc to lurgar ſo long, pꝛeſentlp vnarmed hunleff,refting 
in his hoſe and doublet, and hauung his ſwoꝛd in his hand, ill 
it, and laid it downe , and tecemmended his ſafctic to the Al 
mightie, as a man that had bane going to buckle with death, 
And conſidering with hunſelte, that in the accempluhment of 
that aduenture, conſiſtcd the vtter loſſo, 02 lalttiig libertic of 
his Lady, feareleſſe hee caſt h:mſclfe uito the Caue , wherein 
he ſcant had ſet his fert, but hee thought he deſcended into the 
molt loweſt Center ofthe earth, ſometimes iryking his head, 
ſometumcs his fœte, againſſ the ſides ther. of, that het was ſo 
b2utſ-d,he felt not himfclfe, and u hen he carne to the botte me, 
he light ed with ſo great a fall, that hee verily thought her was 
beuten all to pætes. And ryfing with no ſmall paint thereof, 
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ned to fe where he was, but could deſerue no moꝛe, then il he 
were in the darkeſt night, cloſed witinn an obſcure Dungeon, 
and ſearching on all ſides foz light, at laſt he eſpied a little hole, 
from whence there iſſued ſo very little, that he could not alnioſt 
fe his hands. But he was ſcant at it, when hee felt humſelte

Don Be!lants (ill perſiſting in his purpoſe, was ſo ops 
pꝛelſed with then ſeuerall inchaunted foꝛces, that he often loſt 
his breath, and they m. lung the cane to tremble cuen with the 
whole eccho of their reſoun ing Ciamozs Lit here the 
Punce ſetting the vtmoHt of his Lrength , wꝛencht the Faw⸗ 
chen out o his hand, with iwhith gov gto rike the centaures, 
he lawe them all at that inũant va iſh from his Light , uh ch 
1020 amazed hun then anyth.ng elſe, and feng alutle parry of 
t pꝛes befoꝛe him, mounted vp, With as great towrage, ha⸗ 
uing that Fawochen as if with al h.s Armour he had bern Ar⸗ 


ineo. 
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And hauing aſcended the ſtayꝛes, he ſawe a faire Hall. lo 1 
which he thoald paſſe by, ſo trazaht a way, that vnarmed hee * 
could haroly go though it, whore there was many Armed 
Anights, that kept the paſſoge, with their naked {we2ds. Cgele 
were of thol knights that were inchanted with ÞBrandezar, 
being of th: ſrongeſt then hung, whem Ny cacn left fo? the 
Einperoꝛs guarde , with no other thought then to lole their 5 
lues ere he ſhould be taken away, 02 kild hun that there wold - 
enter. Aich Don elliams ſeeing, and that he mult nerds of 
neceſſitic p iſle thꝛough. with an inuincible heart, w uh the ke w⸗ 
then in his hand, caſt hunſelfe among them , where her no (ws 
ner came, but two of then: ſettung th ir theuidcrs agent hun, 
moſt b2ancly made him go thꝛæ oꝛ tourc [tips back, Weunding 
hun grauouſty on th. leg, on his head: and becting vnar ned 
had almoſt kild hun. 

D-n 3 Ih ins feeling the ſtrenath of the nights to be ſo 
great, determined to b haue himiſelte other wic with inm, and 
retur.ung ag une to the doꝛe, rohe at them diuers tuns, 
thinking they wold awe b ick, but they had no other care but to 
offend and def nd, not ſtirring any way. Hereat the Paine 
warding their blowes with his Fawchon , dz we ene of them 
vnto hun by his ſheld,with ſuch b ghtic Urength, made hun 
headlong tumble at his fecte , and toke his ſhaclde from hum, 
and with it about his arme, he ruſht among all theſr Bmahts, 
in ſuch acru-ll fight , leaping on all ſides to ſhun their bicweg. 
In this manner laſted their fight abcur thee heures, that in 
the end the Punce fo be haucd himſelic,that he cuerca me them 
all, which were abouc thirtie, lcauing them all bir. thicſſe , in 
the Hul. He entred into another lodging that was nert that, 
being wounded in twentie piaces, and thinking it ne wiſecme 
to goe thꝛough ſuch a place diſarmed, turned bar ke, and 
buckled about him one of thoſe dead knights armoꝛ, and lo p20- 
cœding foꝛwards, till he came to an other ſtaire, and aſce nd ing 
it, he (awe on the topye thercof, an valy and mern all Pon 
lter, wich made agamſt hun, and with luch ſoꝛee came uppen 
hun, that he tumbled downe thole ſteppes he had gene vppe, 
Wh 2 with 
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with fo great a fal, that in all that day he had not felt ſuch paint, 
reſting ſo fable, that he ſcarce had ſcrength to ſtand vp , But 
burning in the flames ok ire, foꝛ that which befell hun, meunted 
vp ag une, with moꝛe aduiſed reſolution , leaſt the like might 
happen to hun againc. And being at the ſtaire head, he ſaw the 
fearefull moniſter, accompanied with a horrible dꝛagon, which 
would alſo haue thꝛowen hun downe, but he leamng his backe 
againſt the wall, ſet the pummell of his ſwoꝛd to his b2caſt,and 
with the point towards the Dragon, expected his mncounter, 
which was ſo mightie, that his owne foꝛte gaue hun his death: 
fo2 running vpon the ſharpe ſwoꝛd it pierſed all his body, ſide 
thꝛough ſide. But the ſterce enconnters he receiued ot both 
thoſe beaſts, ſo bereft hun of ſtrength, and ſences, that her was 
fane to ſit downe vppon the ſtapzes. TUiyere returning vnto 
his remembꝛance, fouud huniſelfe in tayꝛe large areenc parde, 
in midſt whercok, was ercaed a gallant Piller, like that hi (cw 
at the Caues mouth, whercon there was witten thele wo, ds 
in Caldean letters.

The cruel battel fonght e ween Don Belliams,&rthe Fm- 
pe:or Brandezar, th who'e deu hi the aduenture M en- 
ded, 

Hꝛough the which he was ſcant entred, but he her dthe 

pittaculoſt lamonts that euer he heard, pꝛecœduiq iron a 
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alimaht that ſuffered ſome greate tozments , and harkening 
from whcnee the voyce might come, he pal fozwards,cntrins 
into a chamb;r , where he ſawe a Umght a med in a fierie ar- 
mour, that ſeemed to burne hun, Ncund about hun were ma⸗ 
ny ſnakes and adders, with many other venen cus woꝛmes, 
that now and then bit all his bedy cuer, and thiſc holding hun 
faſt, there came two nughtic Balleliſkes, which wouide caſt 
vpon him, all the popion and blood in their body. Pet ſawe not 
Don Bel lianis, who with ficric buttons (cared his fleſh, Which 
penetrated the verie boane: the intoller able pame whereof, 
made hun bꝛeath fw2th tholc lamentabic crycs,and then begrr 
to complainc in this manner, 

Oh vahappte Brandezar, the moſt vnioztunatcſt that cucr 
bꝛeathed on the oꝛbed earth. May it bee, that the le uiſh giuc r 
of vnc onſtant hapinelle, the bunde Guydꝛeſſe of the round re⸗ 
uoluing wheeled chunce to2 thy greater vnhappime e and per⸗ 
petuitie of languiſhing pames, and plaguing greete } ſuc uld 
ſubiug ate vnder thy commaunde, the vaſte Cmptcrs of Baby- 
lon, Perfia, and l rebiond, knitting thy ioyntes with migh⸗ 
tier fozces, then any in the vine lall wozld * to cue the new 
ſo high a fall, ouerwhelmung ther in this pꝛeſent cucrlaſting mi⸗ 


ſcrie, and put the in ſuch contuꝛuall toꝛments by the handes cf 


thy greateſt enenne, and that death hath net the pc wer to vans 
quich thee . Oh is it peſſible, that hee that tc2 a Cod was en 
earth adoꝛe d, ſhould now tolle rate ſuch helliſh panes? c1 11- 
ell death, why commeſt thou not to craue poſſeſion of thy due 
tribute: Oh life whp doctt thou haunt mer, being haunted 
with ſuch contrarious ſtarres of ualugnung, and vnhappie ce⸗ 
tunc: And with theſe and other wozdes , rencwing his olde 
lamciits, ſo nolifted the Painces tender heart, that he fell ima 
dæpe conſideratien of the mutebilcties of Foztune , with ics 
memberance ot the hich Suche of that Emperour , bang 
the puiſlantelt both in poll one of Kingben s and ceuntrics, 
as of p2oppcr trength,that urhis age hucd none to ecuat hen: 
whoſe life and Chiualries hee had read being a child. ut re⸗ 
£02403 th..t was he whem he muſt contucr, ũcpped (c2u ard, 
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whorea: the two Bailiſkes that lay by Prandezar , leapt as 
volt him. and & fat: held him, that he could not ftinre : the 
unge did all the other forpents, which fo cruckty bitte hum, chat 
they £1120 his boanes ſhꝛinke within his armenr, Don Bel- 
nan beg an to rike on all ſides, but it was in vane, foz all 
hs ſtrolies wounded but the aire, which he perccunug, pꝛocu⸗ 
red with mere ſtrength to palle «way. Mere was his labour 
doubled to no great purpoſe, pet with often falling and ryling, 
ha ſo toyled that at length he arriurd to the Ch. ye where the 
Cinvcrour ſat, which ſomewhat caſed hun, fo2 ali thoſe crucll 
baſes leſt him. But Brandezar that by han ſaw that knight, 
thintinagit was his moꝛt all for, the lung Nycaon, he toke hun 
ſo bꝛauclie betuirt his armes, that he eaſilte dz w hun to hun. 
Don Be han letturz fall his Fawchon, got allo holde en the 
Dip tour, thogh he moꝛe wuln alp wouid haue wah zune 
fro j him, becauſ: of the cxtreame heate tht pꝛocaded ſtem 
his arindur, and ſo continu d in ther w2althna til they cucrs 
thꝛewe the Emperours Chav2r, and ſo parting f: cm one an 
other, Brandezar dzewe fo:th his (wo2d, and the P cc tothe 
bis fawchoir, and began ſo dangerous a fir ht, s the like in no 
age was ſe nc in ſhoꝛt tune ſo mangling their chields, that they 
had no vſe of them aboundantly ſhedding their blod. Don 
Beſlium at this tune was in extreame pcril!,fo2 that the Em⸗ 
perours ſtrength was incomparable, and hun ſelfe ſoꝛ: weun⸗ 
den, which he perccunng, aw.uted a blowe of th. Cimpcrour, 
Which chzewe the remnant of his ſhielde to the arcund , and 
wounded hun on the arme, but he gaue hun fo terrible a blewe 
ou the legge, that Brandezar could no longer ſtand thercon. 
But loſtag none of his courage, defended hunſelke vppon his 
nes, that made Don be haun diſcharge his blow s ſo kfaſte, 
that at length thinking to end the contention with one ſtroake 
on his head, the Emperour warded it with his ſuoꝛd, and fo 
bꝛauelie chꝛuſt at him, that had it taken hun full he might haue 
called it the laite that thou'd haue ended his life, yet the furicus 
192d ran thꝛough his right ide, renting the ficth, with the 
grcateſt wound he Had recciued all that day 
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Don Bellianis foming though the mouth, foꝛ anger of 
the terrible wonnd, ſtroke at the Cmpcrour with both hands, 
that he cut his thigh in ſunder, whereat he fell dewne, Uhere 
within a whylc he dyed, With wheſe death, there began fo 
hoꝛrible a noyſe in all the Caſtle, with fo monttrous an earth⸗ 
quake, that Don Be hams fell in a traunce , who reconcring 
his ſences, felt humſelle well and luſtie without any lreund, ſee 
uig neither ſigne uoꝛ memoꝛie of Taſtle noꝛ Cane, Bit beio2e 
hun layocad the Emperoꝛ Prandezar, and his knights, Which 
greatly greeued heim, there allo he found his armour he had lett, 


and putting ofthoſc he had on, armed hunſelfe with them ol 


the Cmpcreur , which were the richeft till that houre lone. 


They were all greene, guarniſhed with many Balli hes of 


gould and Azure, with many vnualuable pearles of exceeding 
bꝛightneſſe, and gyꝛding his god iword, went tothe Empe⸗ 
rour fo2 the ring, the wiſe man ha? tolde him of, which he tobe 
from a finger of his right hand, the pꝛecioulntſſe ok which 
Jemme, much amazed hun the ſtonc of it was a little Tar: 
buncle , yeclbirg as great light as {cure burning tosches. Bu 
ſcarce had he taken the ring, when hard by he ſawe a Tembe, 

as faire as cuer he ſuwe any, (ct vpon twelue Yilicrs of Chr- 

ſtall, which ſuſtained an Altar made of the richeſt Cimicraldes., 
in all the Oꝛientall regions, Upon cuctie Piller Tode leute 
Angclles, holding fourc burtung tozches that ncuer waſted. 
Tlopon the Scpulchcr was a ſhield held rpyc by two arcatc 
Craffions, wuh the Armes of the Cmpercux Brand car and 
about them were witten thele woꝛdes.

7 monument, Ul the Sonne 
ot th: braue Ly ongwith his f orce ſhal ouerc me the power 
of me Art, obtaming tlie ſiglit hecrem incloſed not viing 
tlie rate valour of lus heart, 


Oath? other ſide okthe Tombe was ſet ano her ſhield, 
expꝛeſſing the manner of the Cinpcrours inchauntment, and 
foz whit cauſe Nycaon had ſo donc, with the manner of his li⸗ 
bertie by D »n Belhams, who attentiuelp beholding that won⸗ 
dꝛous woꝛke, with great op (oz the obtained ring, he pied Bel 
lona in great haſte come to him, in manner as he left her, and 
demanded of hun how he did. Ticrp well (replycd hee )fo2 Þ 
haue accomplitht what you commaunded me, pet am much 
am.1z2d at what here is, foꝛ hauing ſcene none to do it. Heere 
ſpeth burped the Einperour Bran ſezar, and do greatly de⸗ 
{irc to ſ what is within. Chat may not be anſwered ſhee 
fo; our ſtaying map much pꝛeiudice vs. Yet J long to trye it 
(ſaid hee: But z will leaue it, ſæing you will haue it ſo, And 
one oi the Sy ats that came with her, gaue hun a ſhield, ac⸗ 
coꝛduig to his armour, but in the middle ok it, was his accuſto⸗ 
med deuiſe. Don Belhams greatly iop d to ſœ the picture of 
Ius Ladic, Ind ſo departed in the manner that they came, in 
tlie time potting many mylcs, But Here wee leaue them, 

returning ts the arcat Magician Hiſtoꝛie.

What Friſtone wt ou the, alter ch to Princes battell , to 
get yer the Prnceile Floinbella and how the 
was ſuccoured by the Rmaht ot the golden linage. 

He battcll beeing ended betwene the two Penccs, ae bo- 

foꝛe is mentioned, the ſage Fritone hung curcd the 

[ance Pertiano of his woundes returned te his habitas 
tion in th deſart of death: where cailtng to his rememboarice 
the lout that Pein did boarc the Dei ccſũle oinsbe lla, 
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which ſhe ſo little regarded, and wherein ſhe contiuually lan⸗ 
guiſhed. He caft about with his cõiurations, by which he came 
te know, that if vnder ths domination or the Plannet Marcu- 
ry that then raigned, he got not to his hands the beauteous 
Pꝛinceſſe Florisbella, he ſhould after ſuffer moztall tozments: 
foz her fake , yet coulde he not learne, whether the Perſian 

2nce ſhould marrie her 02 no. And in theſe tumultuous times, 
thinking eaſily to get and pꝛeſent her to the Perfian Pance, 
befoze the end of thoſe warrcs,taking the neccſſaries to imploy 
his Art, arriued in little time within the ſuperbrous Babploni⸗ 
an walles: Where he rapſed a Tent, the richeſt and moſt ſtate⸗ 
lieſt that euer was (&nc: with ſo many gallant deuiſes, that it 
admpꝛed euer beholder. Which no ſoner was ſeen, but it was 
p:eſently tolde the Souldane, who with the Empꝛeſſe Siluiana 
his wie, and the punceſſe Floris bel a his daughter, tame foꝛth 
to ſe it, greatly wondꝛing at the fayzeneſſe,and riches thereof; 
from whence they heard ſo werte a mellodious conſoꝛt of mu⸗ 
ſicke, that it ramſhed their delicate ſences: and after ſo many 
Trumpets ſounded , as if ſome pitcht fielde were to be fought, 
Which being done, there iſſued out ofthe tent,foure beautious 
Ladies, cloathed in long rich robes ol imbꝛodered woꝛke, they 
were led by their hands, by foure valiant Unights, clad all in 


grene Armour, with many golden ſtarres thereon, with they: 


helmes laced on their heads. Which troupe went towards the 
gallant pꝛinceſſe Flori-bella,y was diſcourſing with her father 
about the tent, and being befoze her, they all kneled,refuſing to 
riſe both at her, and the Emperoꝛs intreaties. And one ofthe la⸗ 

dies with a cleare voice, chat all might heare her, thus began. 
High and mightie Potentate, Cinperoꝛ of Babilon,@oues 
reigne Monarch of the oꝛientall regions, and moſt renowmed 
Souldan, to whoſe ſupꝛeme command, the Timuerſall globe of 
all the ozbed carth , might deſeruedlie owe tributary dutie, ex⸗ 
celling all moꝛtall Kings in honour , and in bountie, by main- 
taining equall and vpꝛight wſtice , though his vaſte Emperp, 
with the continuall glozic of haughtie Chinalrie, daily honon- 
red in his Courts, whoſe magnificent eſtate , the unmoztall 
Il . Cods 
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Gods do emmulate thꝛough the incomparable beautic of his 
excellent Daughtcr,foz whoſe ſake, his Cmpyꝛe (hail ſtill aug⸗ 
ment with eternall happineſſe, to perpetuall ages. know,that 
the deare hope to finde redꝛeſſe fo2 our troubled thoughts, hath 
bꝛought vs to this unperiall Cittie, where if our hopes bee fru⸗ 
ſtrated of theyꝛ deſires, wc wil returne diſpay:ing of future, 
remedie fo; our greeles, wanting it here, where neuer any was 
demed. 

Whcrefoze ofthee , aud of this gloꝛious Pꝛinteſſe, wee 
mult obtaine a bone, befoze we do explayne the cauſe of our 
comming, Requure what pou will (ſaid the Souldane foz my 
deſire is fo great to knowe this aducnture,that not onely one, 
but twentie „ J do graunt pou : and therefoꝛe make vs 
partakers of peur grecuances. UWhercuppon they role, 
and the Damozcll returning to her fozmer purpoſe , thus 
ſa:de, 

In ponder Cent moſt dꝛead Lo2d is the valiaunt King 
Gorgiana, of Sona,cheefe L ozd of that Land, whome you well 
knowe,being yournare Alty,that being in his peace full kings 
dome, oꝛdering of certaine Trpumphs, wherein himſelfe with 
molt ot᷑ his beſt knights ſhoulde bee in „ thyther came many 
ſtraungers, and foꝛreiners, bꝛought by the fame of his beauti⸗ 
vus Daughter, then thought the fayzcft Lady liuing. And 
among many that there arriued, ſhee was demaunded ot her 
father fo2 wife, by the great Magician, Herodiano king of the 
Ile of pearles, one of the bꝛaueſt Gpants hitherto ſenc. But 
he bemginfozmed what he was, returned him, that his daugh⸗ 
ker being to young, was not determined pet to martie: there- 
foze he craued his pardon, Which anſwer, highly bering He- 
rodliano, that they being the net day in the oꝛdained Jouſtes, 
there appeared on the one ſide of the field, theſe foure Knights 
that here pon ſe, who ruſhing within the Tournep, in ſhoꝛt 
ſpace onerth2cw aboue one hundꝛed Knights, with ſuch deepe 
woundes, that moſt of them could no moꝛe riſe, And they like 
Wrions Dꝛagons ranne vp and downe the fielde, that = 
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durſt abide their furie. Which the King ſering, encormtrey 
them with tenne knights, againſt whom one thze went, 
and the other imbꝛaced the King in ſuch cruell manner, that 
both fell downe , and the reſt left his Einghts deadly woun⸗ 


ded. 

Then on the ſuddaine, appeared the Tent you ponder ſer, 
in which the king was ſet, with his Daughter,and theſe foure 
knights remained as their keepers , whome no humaine pow- 
er is able to ouerrome, b:cauſe they are inchannted:and with⸗ 
8 the ſpace offoure dapes, they vanquiſhed aboue foure thous 

on knights that came to liberate their king , which not a lit- 
lle grerued vs. But in the ende, ſending foz the counſaile 

of a wiſe man, a great freend vnto our king, wee receined this 
aunſwere:that the impꝛiſonment of the king and his daughter 
could not be remedied, but by a Ladie , whoſe beautic ſhould 
ercell the honourable Pzincefſe Meridianae; , and that fins 
ding her, ſhe ſhould pꝛwue the aduenture of the Tent, in which 
the Pꝛinceſſe would giue her a ſwoꝛde, which in her hand the 
holveth, with which thoſe knights ſhould be vanquiſhed , ann 
the inchantment ended. Ynd foz this effect, he would wozke, 
that the Tent ſhoulde bee bzought where we would wiſhe to 
haue it, wherein wee foure might very lafelye goe , foz 
onelp theſe lame knights ſhoulde ber our ch&fe defen- 


ders. 
In this manner haue we in ſhoꝛt time trauailed ſthꝛough 


moſt part of Paganiſme, but neuer could finde any that did ſur⸗ 
paſſe the beautie of our P.inceſſe Meridiana, And by the way, 
hearing the faine pꝛopogated thꝛough this Eaſterne woꝛld, of 
the rare, and ſolp excellent beautie of the Paincefſe thy deare 
Daughter, we are hither come to intreat thee to ſuffer this ad- 
uenture tryed in thy court, which will no little entermze thy 
great glo21e,ſetting an end to our many toiles, which we haue, 
and elſe ſhal! ſuſtaine , And this is the bone which you and 
vont excellent Daughter the pꝛinteſſe Florisbella haue gran⸗ 
ted vs. 


The Souldane reſted highly aſtoniſhed,at the Kadyes 
Ji 2 talc, 
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tale, greatip pittying the niſaduenture happened to fhe Aung 
Go tiano, his kinclinan, deſiring to vndergoe any perriil ie2 
his libertie, and anſwering the Lady, laid. It grcatip ere 
ucth me gracious Ladies that this miſchance hath befallen 
your Ring, and his Daughter, and it would highly content me, 
that you may finde remedie in my Court. But tell mee the Las 
dy, that pzouing it, and not ending it, doth ſhe incurre any 
danger: None replied ſhe)fo2 (ſhe that doth not excell the Pau 
ceſſe in beautic, may not enter therein, and from the doze may 
vou ſex what is within, 

J am contented laid the Douldane) that the aduenture be 
ti ve). But J will firſt ſee the Combatting ot the Knights , foz 
⁊ belaue in my Court there are ſuch that think to ſauc the Las 
vies that labour, cur will be done (re pi d the dam zel though 
u be bittcr that pour nights do net lo indanger them leluc s, 
fo: their topie will be in vatne, Pet ſoꝛ all this will J haue it fo, 
ſaid the Doultane. Aud thereuppon comande all bis knights, 
to try the aducnture : and the Dairzels with their knights, re⸗ 
turned to the lent, in the entring whereof ,it ſa med to oper; in 
the middeſt, where ſtraight was ſeene a thzoanc with thyztie 
Ueppes, which ſaemco made of pure Chaiſtall, in the nuddle 
therc ol, ſat the Ring Gori iano, armed with all his Arn. our, he 
leand his hand vppon his Chapꝛe, and en his band, his head, 
ſreining very mellancholy: at his right hano, ſat the beaute⸗ 
Sus and gallant Pꝛinceſſe Meredian, in like manner as her 
Father , On the toppe of all the Tyꝛo int, appcared Cupid 
the blinde GWD of loue, with his bowe and artowes, 
whoſt making was is artificialland naturall , that cucry ene 
thought hun auue , At his fecte lap e Ur ia ht fozc wemnded, 
with an arrow in his bꝛeſt, who ſa med with ore hand to crare 
mercie, but with the other, hee held aſcrowl: ver fur ly wit 
ten u i h plauie Caldean letters, expꝛeſſuig foz u hat realen the 
King Corgiano Was impaiſcned, 

Herre then arriued all the Souldancs nights, in number 
avcur thꝛa thouſand , and were the vaauau. teſi in all his whele 
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Che ftrit that would pꝛwuc the aducnture , was a Ceuten of 
his, called Baltalano, of Numdi:, who as t farmin , was 
chiefe ouer the reſt ; he was armed in a roſe colour Armour, 
and taking with him two nights, would haue e1itrev the tent, 
but the inchaunted knights that delended it, lcauing ond to 
keepe it, made againſt them, and at the frſt uicounters ended 
the i.e, caſting the Soldans knightcs on the ground. This 
done, the inchaunted knightes began to range about the ficid, 
that within a whyle they left none to wilhſtand them, and ha⸗ 
uing no moze to do, retu: ned ſo quietlie to the ir tent, as ifthey 
had done nothing.

Cucn as pleaſe you 'rep!yed the faire Martaiofſa though 
J perceiue you mocke vs all, but F will trye it firſt, becauſe 3 
will not reſt with imagination, that yeu ended it by firſt pꝛo⸗ 
uing it, which then will be ſar pou did becing the farret,which 
J will not yeelo into, the contrarte beeing ſo well knowne, Tt 
pieaſcth you o eaſt ſud the Paacet(*) but fo2 the trying of 
this aduenture J would bee glad that you might cad it, to ſaue 
me from that dumger and feare: and wee ſhall after trye the 
aduantage you haue in th at other. Th nbelike replped the cxs 
cellent Ma earoſa) you Wall not graunt mee to be the faucit᷑ 
chongh J end the aduentur:: which ſeeing it is ſo, J pꝛenuſe 
yeu to finde out a Knight that ſhall defend it agatalt ail the 
woxd. Pau pꝛoiniſe much replycd the ꝛinceſſe ) ſo A .

not what knight will bee ſo hardie, as to attempt fo haughtie 
an interpꝛyte, vnleſle it ber the knight ofthe Images ol whom 
I beleeue you ſhall obtainc nothing againſt me, Al this know, 
J (anſwered the Jnfante , ) But J haue a knight in theſe 
partes, that farre extells him, both in valiantcie and fairencſle, 
tow know you that ſaid the Pyzinceſle) foz I neuer heard any 
ſuch thing. Ile tell you (replyed the Inkant. To mp Fathers 
king dome there cams a mellenger, that b;zought a letter from 
th: Sophy, father tinto the Pzince Perianeo, requiring his 
ayde, to bee reuenged ofa ſubiect of his, that with the helpe of 
a knight, called ofthe golden Image, had ſlayne his Sonne in 
law, the Pzince Don Gallaneo, and had ſfoine his daughter 
Perſiana, and recounted ſuch wonders of this knight, and of 
his rare beauttz, which hardlie we belzene, but that wer wers 
infoʒmed thereofbp other meanes.

Trouble net your ſelfe with 
any ſuch thought (ſaid the Inkant toꝛ you would much moze 
greeue, it pou ſhould ſe all this place full of vanquiſh:d kn ghts 
in my behalfe. In this manner chatted theſe two £Þ:ro2s 
ok rare beautie, till they aꝑpꝛoached the rich tent, where there 
ſences were rauiched with the rare melodious Muſicke that 
thence ſounded: and parting handes, the beautcous Mlattaroſa 
entred the kent, where one of thoſe nigytes toke her by the 
hand, and bꝛought her to the ſteppes: whereon the infant ceur⸗ 
teoully began to mount. All the beholders iudged the aduen⸗ 
ture ended: which not a little greeued the Pyinceſſe, becauſe 
ſhe had not firſt tryed it.

The Pꝛintce ſle gouig to trie 
the aduenture, ſher ſawe entred by the farther lide or the field, 

a Anight in a greene Armour, very rich, with many golden 

Balſiliſkes thereon, wheſc gallant diſpoſition nivze contented 

her, then any ſhe cucr ſawe. In his ſhicld was d2awne her 

picture ſo naturall, that it ſeemed aliue: by his ſide did ride an 

aun cient Ladie maſkt, bꝛinging in her hands a naked ſwond, 

ſo bꝛight, that it lok like a tranſparant glaſſe of fine Chꝛiſtall, 

ſet againſt the Sunne: which ſhe ſceing , ſtayed herfelfe, The 

Anight and the U adie went ſtreight to the tent. Bit Frutone 

ſeeing them at firſt enter in the field, began to make his coniu⸗ 

rations, not knwowing who they were, noꝛ to what end they 
came, noz neuer could knowe it, becauſe Don Bellianis had 

on the Emperour Broudezars armour: and the ſage Bellona, 

which was ſhe that came with him, carrped the ſame Empe⸗- 
rours ſwoꝛd: yct hee ſtraight knewe the effea of their com⸗ 
ming, and belcuing to haue no let in his intent, tranſfozmed 

himſcife into a moſt menſtreus and vglie Grifion , and 
went fkraight to the PzinceAc, and taking her by her armes, 
would haue gone away with her. 

But the night of the Balli kes arriucd ſe ſuddainelp, 
that he had no time to do it, and with his woꝛd Urrking 
at him, cutte all his feathers, and wounded him on his ſhouls 
dcr , and the god wd not onely wꝛought this , but 
alſo made the Sage Friſlone , fo2 to returne to his na- 
furall foune , falling pzeſcntly on the ground, bleding apacc: 
Whom the inchaunted Unightes Uraight toke and conuay- 
ded within the Tent, 
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Don Dellianis ſtepping to the Pꝛinteſſe, ſaid, Faint not, 
Tiſurpꝛeſte of anothers heart, but animate pour ſelle, till you be 
red from him that ſo great harme would haue done you, The 
Punceſſe did lo, with ſuch amazement by the frare, that ſhee 
knewe not in what wozld the was. The like happened the 
tnfant vlattaroſo. But Don Bellians beeing aduertiſed of 
Bellona What x ſhould do, ſtepped tothe Tent, where hee 
was aſſaulted by the foure inchauntred Unightes , with ſuch 
hardinelle, that they put him in great ertrenntie,foz though by 
vertue of his ſwoꝛd, their inchauntment pꝛeuayled not againſt 
hun, yet were they very valiant and couragious, But the 
Pance ſeeing hunſclfe befoze his Lady , and conſidc ring that 
to bee the firſt battell in her ſeruice, ſo handled his aducrſarics, 
cutting armour,fleſh and all, himſelfc ſuſtaining great labour, 
and the loſſe of blood. The Pꝛinceſſe trembled fo2 very feare, 
thinking ſhe ſhould ber put in like danger againe. The infant 
Mattaroſa that was moze hardie, ſaid, That thinke you 
faire Touſen of ponder knight? @urely J thinke it is he that 
I tolde you of, fo2 by the deuiſe of his ſhield, and the repozt of 
hun, J doe not doubt it. TTle ſhallnow know it (replyedthe 
Pꝛinceſſe:) But let vs iatreate eur Gods to free him from 
the daunger he is in foꝛ our ſakes, And therewith looked to 
the fight, wherein the knight had bzcught his aduerſarics to 
ſuch a paſſe, that they had almoſt fallen, whereuppon their iſs 
ucd fo:th ofthe Tent two mightie Gyants, that aſſaulted the 
Pance, giuing hun ſuch blowes, that they made his head kiſſe 
the ſaddle pumniell. But he with double fozce (increaſed with 
his rage) ſo behaued hun with them, that hee thꝛewe two of 
the nights dead to the ground. And ſecing the battell ſe long 
indured, reſolued to enter within the tent in diſpight of them, 
knowing that if he did it the fight would ceaſe, x the inchaunt⸗ 
mend end. 

The Unights and Spants perceiuing it, lapde faſte holde 
on hun, but he being ol mightie and vnmatched foꝛces, mau⸗ 
gre their power went in with them, and with his lwoꝛd her 
gaue ſo hard a Howe vpen the ſteppes, that hee mad a datke 
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ſmoake,lixc a thicke miſt, aſcend vpwards, which ſo blinder the 
bcholbcrs eycs,that they ſaw not one an other. But by mcancs of 
the Sage Bellona, it vamiſhed,remairung no memozy of Tent no: 
aduenture, ſaue the two dead knights that lay on the earth. Tho 
were able to ſet down the amazed admiration that eucry one con⸗ 
cciued, ſeeing thoſe ſo ſtraunge things, and they were in ſuch caſe 
as ifthat had bene the feareſull day of dome: ſpecially the Soldan 
ſeeing all that had happened, who went to ſpeake vnto the knight 
that was already mounied on his hozſe,

N 1 Pꝛince Don Be!lianis , ſing the aduenture ended, at 
co2ding to his deſire, mounted a hozſcbacke to depart, foz ſo 
Bellona would haue him do, but pcrcctuing the Sculdane 
comming towards hun, he thought it diſcurte ſie to part w 
ſpeaking, ſtaid, and ſecing he was tome nigh hun, ſcttirig his hard 
on his ſaddle, alighted with admirall: lightneſle, and pꝛellrating 
himſelle, d manded his hande te hc them The Soldan, againſt 
all intreaties, did alſo diſmc unt, ſht wing the like curte ne that the 
knight did, foꝛ he Was apꝛnce abielute in all Ccurtly bchauicur) 
had not Don B-lhams ſtaied, to whom the Sculdan thus ſalde. J 
cannot comp2ch:nd the cauſe excellent kmaht) that having bꝛog ht 
to end the greateſt and no leſſe ſtrange aducrture hithcrio ſane, 
liberating vs from ſuch daunger, xou ould depart,bcrcaung vs 
of your defined connerſatio by fc ſe dan departure frem cur tourt, 
which J weuld vnwulnnghy hane you do, though you were newip 
put in as great daunger as the {aff you vnderioke un our behalfes 
(Which notwithſtanding the Goc ecfend, And ſarther Jap, at 
my requeſt you deny to do it, withitanding wy authozitie, vou ſhal 
be conuiced by her, foz whoſe remedie, our immoꝛtall Gods, A 


thinke bꝛought pou hither, Tihere he imbꝛaced him with loue, as 
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the beneſit retciued bound him to. Don Bel'1ani; was Croke in 
to ſuch an amaze, that he knew not hew to be refoltied,thinking ik 
he did not obey the Soul dan, the vnlundnelle would be greater, 
hen the ſcruice he had done hum. And on tye other üde he conſwe⸗ 
red, that he might incurre no leſſe daunger by diſdou ring himicif, 
not auotuing Bellonaes intent, in ſo tonccaluig him. ut to ſalue 
all, the belt he might, made this repip. It doth not a litie greeue me 
moſt mightie Loꝛd that { cannot ds yeu the ſeruice my heart des 
ſires, becauſe it lycth not in my power, being hither bzeught by 
yon2er Lady that pou ſve, without whoſe leaue J map diſqpcſe et 
nothuig: but binding mp dutie to your ſeruice foꝛ euer, es the per⸗ 
ſon that moſt honour on the earth deſeructh. UUhile they were 
thus talking, the Sage Bellona came to them, and with her the 
two ſole ercellenctes ołbeautie, the Pꝛnceſſes Lloribella, and 
Nlataroſa, with ſuch rare bꝛightneſſe (that it would obſcure the 
middap Sun in all his pꝛide, hining in the middle he muen where 
he dwelles. The aboue all faireſt, the faire Pinceſſe Florisbella, 
ſole diutne perfecion of an carthly obie ct, came with ſuch a gallant 
ſemblance, that no humane heart could haue bene fo obdurate, 
but would haue melted at her fight: ſhe was cladde in a white ſat · 
tin gowne , with a petitoate ofthe ume, all cut vppon moſt rich 
cleth of Golde, and eucry cut tacked with a great Oꝛient Pearle, 
which were ſo many and fo well ſet, that they made fo ſtraunge a 
woke, that the curtouſncfſe thereof couid not be diicerned, the 
Naucs were long and large, hanging to the groimd, cloſed with 
wyer ol maſlue goid, let with the ſame Prarles, and lyned with 
the ſame cloth of golde, hung out with many vnualuable Jewels, 
her Amber hatre diſheuclled ouer her ſhoulders, hung backwards 
gathered togither behinde her cares , vppon which ſhee hav a Cos 
ronet garniched with Dyamonds, Rubtes,Saffp2es and pearles, 
of moze woꝛth then that whole Cittie befoze, on her Carkanef 
pended aCarbunckle as bigge as two Malnuttes, that yeldcd ſo 
much light as foure great Toꝛches burning in the darke. Yer 
Gozact was ſo open, that plainly might be diſcerned the rare cx» 
cellency of the Creatoꝛ of all thinges , in the pure wonder of the 
S.nne-out clearing whitenclle ofher bzcſt , adozned with incſti⸗ 
mablg 
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mable Gemmes.And although ſhe thus came attired,mo2e beau⸗ 
tie did glozrfic her garments , from the diuine naturall of her face, 
then was hir beautie graced by the bzightneſle of thoſe ſtones, ſuch 
ſole ſupꝛemacie did make her abſolute , fo: no artifictall woezke 
could bunmth no2 augment her faueur. The ſtatcly pallage of 
her ferte, no moꝛe ſeemed to moue, then the gentle blaſt of the milde 
blowing winde. The oꝛurceſſe N lataroſa was attired in that mas 
ner, whoſe perceqion had no cquall, in the abſence of her faire Co⸗ 
ſin. In this maner arriucd they, where the Souldan was talking 
with the Pꝛunceſſe don Belliamis, who ſering the cxcelle ncy ok his 
Ladp, that farrc ercelled the poztrayture of his ſhield, reſted fo cons 


founded with admiration, that his bꝛaue heart vnable to re ſiſi ſo 


fierce an aſſaiut, all coucred with a cold (wet, as if that were the 
laſt moment ot his life, loſt his ſences, that had not the Souldane 
{who thought ſome, meꝛtall wounde had cauſed it held hun faſt as 
bout the necke, he had fallen to the ground: vet notwithitanding 
he was in ſuch a traunce, that he felt nothing that was donc vnto 
him. TWhcreat the Peinceſle Florisbella being verte ſoꝛrobufull, 
ſtepped to hun ts vnlace his helme. But the Sage Bellona quick⸗ 
ly running thither, cryed out ſhe ſhc uld net do it: and imbzacing 
the Pance,faid that euerp one heard. Nhat is the matter knight 
that in time that we moll neede your helpe, vou ſhc loc ſuch weak 
ntſſe:? The Pꝛince at her words, receucred hunſelfe, auid crcatly 
aſhamed at the accident, replicd, ou knew (deare Lady) that J 
came no otherwiſe, ding the hand of trucil death knocked et mp 
heart vnlelle I be ſuccoured with p.eſent remedic, Our in moꝛ⸗ 
tall Gods will not pernnt it Sir Uright, ſaid lorisbella) that 
w: hauing receiued ſo abſolute rcmedie by the helpe of your val⸗ 
lourous arme, your life ſhould be bereft you, to depart vngratifi⸗ 
cd fo2 vour deare merits. UJerclo he anſwered, 

In all humble dutie, lower then lowlp carth, J kiffc your 
beautcous handes , (ſole excellent Pꝛinceſſe,) fo2 the vndelcrued 
fauour ot pour wozds , whoſe power hath only power to cure my 
decaying life , diſpairing of all reme die and deare confozt in the 
whole vniuerſe, but by this. 
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Ta hile they were thus talking, the Soldan kiucw Nellona,whem 
vonn great iop he imbꝛaced, ſhe would hauc k:{lcd his and the Cins 
pꝛe hands, but the Soldan wold not ſuſicr it,laying, Tuhy haue 
your deare friend) kept pour ſelfe away fo leng time, not viũting 
veeſoꝛ 3 know no cauſe pou had fc: it, but new ſhal you pay foꝛ al, 
not departing fo ea lily as yon thinke. And J pꝛay vou tell, Whois 
this valoꝛous knight Þ comes with you? 02 J am ſure, you knew 
ot our diſtreſſe, ſeeing vou came in lo great time of nod. The wiſe 
woman made this reply, You ſap true dꝛead Loꝛd o tnowing 


vour danger, and that ſurelp vou had loſt the pynceſſc pour daugh⸗ 


ter, J vndertoke this iournp, unpoſing lo great a danger vpen this 
knight, as he vaderwent by our comming, Ind beleenc me, his 
equ all liues not this day in the wozld , and witheut him, my comms 
ming had bene in vaine: and hitherto J did not viſit you, becauſe 
pou had no nerd ol me. J beleeuc it replied the Souldanc and row 
that our top map bt compleat, I pzay you make this knight vnlace 
his helme, and remaine here ſome fewe dapes, ſoꝛ it wenld greatly 
vex me, if (ach a knight ſhuld go from my Court vnknewne, This 
muſt be pardoned ſaid ſhe ſoꝛ he muſt de part vuknown:and ther⸗ 
foꝛe J p23p pou do not unpoꝛtune him about it, foꝛ it cannot be o⸗ 
therwiſe. Yereupon they went where the two Pꝛincelſes Ploriſ- 
bella Mataroſa were chatting with Don Bellianie, intreating 
him to put off his helme. Vherupon the @ouldan ſaid, Ik you ob⸗ 
tun no moꝛe then hitherto pou haue done of this knight, I beleue 
he will depart vnk!:owne. He will not fo much wꝛong vs, ſaid the 
P;incefſe vnloſſe he will hau. vs make litle account of his ayd we 
receiuod. And (ering he frath he will do what this Lady deth com⸗ 
maund him, J hope the will not leauc vs ſo vnlatiſfied, in recom⸗ 
pence of her long abſence, J do beſeech your cxecllency(ſaid Be lo- 
na) not to vere pour ſelfe:foꝛ I aſſure vou, if he new diſcouer hims 
(rife, it will coſt him no leite then his life, in licu of the pleaſurc he 
ſhould do pou therein. And let this ſuffiſe, which accoꝛd ino to our 
pow:rr we haue done. But pet in reſpect of this dilpleaſure, J do 
certiſie pon, that pour couſin the Pꝛinceſſe Auiora is well though 
ſoꝛrowſull, wanting ycur cempanp, ) ſhe we left in Perſia, with 
ty Ladies pou lent to lite her, and thither muſt we goc lho2tly, 

This 
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This hath greatly com2tc ine ſaid ſhe ) pet reſt not altogither 
ſatiſñcd, wanting the cect of this my deſire, J cannot expꝛelle the 
oppꝛeſlion o? ny gieued heart ( moſt excellent and ſupꝛeme Lady) 
ſaid Don Pelliams to haue ſo poked the libertie of my condition to 
à ſtranger power, that J cannot now, though it were with the cer⸗ 
taine dauunger of imm life, ſatiſfie the deare obedience of pour high 
tommaund: foz J haue ſo fyedmy ſelfe to anothers wil, that J 
mult not do moze then what this Lady here ſhall appoint me. 

But à do pꝛoteſt and p2oiniſe you, by our high immoꝛtall Gods, 
(hauing frecdmy libertie, to returne with all ſpede to ſerue pon, 
and the Souldan your father, whence J will not part, but by peur 
commannd in token whereof, J do beſexch yon accept this Ring, 
Which coX me no litle labour, with abundant loſſe of my blood, to 
obtaine it. TMhercwith pou ſhall be ſafe and ſure of any ſuch acc1- 
dent as this laſt, And taking off his Gaunlcts, diſcouered the Ala- 
blaſter whiteneſſe of his hands, The PzinccM heart was ſome- 
what abaſhcd, adding moze beautie, to her beautie, by the roſcat 
tincture ot a vermillion bluſh, not knowing whether ſhe ſheuld 
take the Ring which the knight p2cſented her, thinking ſhee ſhould 
thereby do him a greater fauour then ſhe would. Which the Jus 
fant Nlataroſa percetiung,betng greatly ſatiſfied with the knights 
behauiour, ſaid vnto her. Uhat doth your highneſſe deubt:why 
do pou not accept the pꝛecious gift ofthis valourous knight: wold 
pon ſæ vs encry day in like daunger: which il you deſire, J aſſure 
rou we ſhall not 6ucry day haue ſa god helpe : foꝛ though J (uſtai- 
ned ſome perill, yet was there none that ſticcoured me. Necciue 
this gift daughter) ſaid the Souldane, fo2 it is no ſmall thing fo 
keepe the pledge of ſo valiant a knight. All this while the diſcrate 
Pꝛinceſſe, holding downc her eyes, gazed on don Pel!1anis hand, 
thinking with her ſcife, that if his face, with the diſpeſition of his 
bodie, did agre with it, the whole woꝛld could not affw2d a gallan⸗ 
ter noꝛ bettet knight, ol whoſe valcur, ſhe was ſufſitient v itnelſe. 
And ſceing her Image on his ſhield, imagined this was the knight 
whoſe pꝛaiſes her couſi had ſo inhouſcd. Wihereupen the ſub till 
God of Lone, on a ſuddain, toe his tributary viities, by the poſ⸗ 
ſellion of her heart, and with ſich a violent roake, penctrated it, 
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that hauing no defenſiue pꝛole, noꝛ the ſhielde of reaſon to with⸗ 
tand it, but vnp2oinded , allaulted by his ſubtiltie , yolded at the 

ct encounter, reſting ſo vanquiſhed, that ſhe neuer had the pow⸗ 
er to retouer the fozmer libertie of her heart. And the moꝛe ſhee 
thought on him, the moꝛe the did mſnare her ſelfe, as the dilccurſe 
ofthis pꝛeſent voke mentioneth, foꝛ no ſmall toꝛments this vuſcen 
fiah: of do Bellianis Couſin here, and with a ſuddaine top con- 
ceiued by her thoughts, dying her beautre to make it moze faire, 
with the colour of an Orient Ruby, Firſt, thinking that her Fa⸗ 
thers tommaund, and her Couſins perſwaſions, were ſufficient 
armaur to ſhield her from after ſcandall: with lowly courteſi on 
both puts, ſhe tone the Ring,ſaying, J do recciue Sir Bnight,) 
this pꝛelent at your hands, leſt it be ſaide, J do deny the grateſul⸗ 
noſle J owe, fo; the god turne you did, and taking polſeſſton of 
this which is the leaſt, ou ſhall remaine bounde to that which is 
the most, { mearfe pour ſpedie returne, to attend the Souldane 
inp dꝛead Doueraigne: and becauſe pou ſhall not foꝛget it, J will 
kepe this as a pledge, left me, by you, as alſo in remembꝛance of 
her, that againſt my will doth lead pou awap,betoze pon haue res 
ceiued any ſigne ok guerdon of my father, Yet befoze you goe , J 
p2ay you let vs know the daungerous deceit we had like to fall in. 
Ido moſt humbly bcſeech you, ſole pꝛeſident ofdunine cxccilency) 
(ad (Don Bellianis) to let me kiſſe the wonder of your handes, 
that J may thereby cmtoy the kruition of fo high a favour ag you 
haue done, in the acceptance of the ſmall gift of fo meane a Unight 
as Jam, in reſpect of your highneſſe. Againe, pꝛomiſing my recs 


turne ſh all be ſo ſhoztly, as the obedience of pour conunaund re- 


quireth , vnlelle my hopes be fruſtrated by death: and turning fo 

Bellona, intreated her, ſeeing hc knew the beginning and end of 

that aduenture, ſhe wold fully ſatiſfic the WainceNe therin. Which 

ſhe did, in manner alreadie ſet downe. And hauing done, craurd 

lcaue tu depart. And ſo kiſſing the Douldans hands, and the Ein⸗ 
ꝛeſſe Siluiana bad them and the Pꝛincelſies farewell. 

Don Bellianis did the like, with ſuch griefe (as any in his caſe 
map imagine) leauing his heart with the Pꝛinceſſe, and foꝛ it, car⸗ 
ring away hers, The Punceſſe Matarc ſa pleaſantly ſaid thus 
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the Pꝛinte. J do belecue fir Knight, that the Sage Pellona hath fo 
maiſtered you, that you ſpcake not but when it plcaleth her, and if 
it be ſo, tell it me ? fo2 J pꝛeſume to obtaine leaue of her, foꝛ your 
fongu* to plap. Don Belliam that thꝛough his great amazement 
had net iren2 her. but ſeeing her, replied. This hath net bene the 
cauſe ot my ſuent oucrfiaht,/court:cus and pleaſant Lady but the 
imaginations of the ſight there ſence, which with my {uddaine de- 
parturc hath ſo increaſed my admiration, and ſo intrapt ine in my 
owne thoughts, that they haue ſuffered me not to regard the de⸗ 
ſerued merits of your wozthie perſon , robbing the power of my 
ſpeech, to conſound me moze in the deep conſideration of my harts 
ſubicaion. Then belike the fault is very litle (anſwered ſhe)by the 
ſpedic redꝛeſſing of our daunger, wearing ſo god an armour as 
that, The pzcſent blindneſſe (deare Laby ſaid he) is better to pze- 
ſerue my future ſight. At your returne, you ſhall cxplaine me this 
(ſaid (he) ſoꝛ now J do not vnderſtand it. Whereupon the bꝛaue 
Pꝛince don Belhanis mounted a hozſbacke,not ſetting his fote in 
the ſtirrope, as was his cuſtome, and very gallantly managing 
him, he made him bende his knees vnto the carth : and bending 
dolpne his owne head in ſigne ol his dutte , departed in maner as 
he came, with vnſpeakable toy, to haue ſo happily fintſhed that 
aduenture befoze his Lady, fo his immoztall gloꝛie, which were it 
not tempered with griefe of his departure, it had bene inough to 
Kill hun. But here we leaue him, {ll farther accidents ſhall refrcſh 
his remembzance, 
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CHAP. XLIIIL 
What the Princeſſe Flori: be la did,after the Knight of the gol- 
den Image was departed, Of her Laments and Conference 
with the Infant Maturoſa,her Couſin. 


T He Pꝛinceſſe Flori bella, remained ſo amazed with the ſud⸗ 
dame departure of the new Louer, that ſo quickly had made 
a pꝛaie ot her tender hart, that all her imaginations were on 
nought but of Don Bel ianis, and till he went cleane out of the 
field, ſhe accompanied hun with her ſight, lo ſtedraſtly fixing her 
eyes after him, that had not her couſin called her away to follow 
the Souldane and Empꝛeſſe that were returning to the Court, 
there ſhe had ſtaied, foꝛgetfull of her ſelfe. The Infant Mataroſa, 
ſaid vnto her by the way: Nhat ſap you faire Couſin ) to that 
great knight? did pou euer ſee in all your life a man of mcze valoz? 
And truſt me, I thinke it be he J told you of, a iltle befoze his comp 
ming. J greatly deſire to ſec the fairneſſe of his complexion, whe⸗ 
ther it accoꝛded with the conſtitution ol his bodie, and gallant bes 
 hautour. J know not what I ſhould ſay (replicd the Pꝛinceſſe) fo; 
he hath not ſeemed ſo well in my epes, and though his valour haue 
freed me from the daunger you ſawe, great is his pꝛeſumption 
notwithtanding , to beare my picture with him about the world, 
and his diſcurteſie is no leſſe,to depart vnknowne vito the Souls 
dan my father, and nothing reſpecting our intreatics, lcauing mee 
ſo diſcontented and J had not taken his ring had not my father cõ⸗ 
* manded, and you perſwaded me vnto it. You haue no reaſon to 
blame him fo2 it (ſaid her Couſiin foꝛ he could do no otherwile be⸗ 
ing bound vnto the contrarie by the ſage Bellona, and J know not 
what Pꝛinceſſe oꝛ greater Lady woulde haue refuſcd ſo deare a 
ſeruice as this knttht offered you ſo liberally, which pou ſeemed to 
accept mcſt vn wiullingly. Speake not ok it anſwercd the peincelle, 
fo! Ih like to haue ſhewes my ſelfe as vnthankefull , in taking 
it as he diſtourteous in not doing what J intreated him, But if 
returac hee ſh il knowe the diſcontent hee did me. Aure pon ſaid 
her pleaſant Couſin, c h: would be nip knight, J would not han:s 
mer on thelc dotibts, 
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Ithe returnes, her ſh all be (anſwered the Parecfle,)J will rede 
vnto it (ſais the Jafant) if you cbtane it without luch cercino⸗ 
uie as you make, It may bx 1 thill at his returne the Pun⸗ 
ceſſe made anſwere) and therefo2s reft conteiited, J percciucd no 
ſuch intent in hun replied the Infant. In ſuch like diitetuſe Went 
they with the Soldane, and Empꝛeſſe, tul hep grrpucd tr the 
Pallace, where the Panceſſe, ping te belt her (cif diſtem⸗ 
pered, left her Couſcn , and her Ladyes , wichdzawung alcne 
vnte her Cgamber, to conſider at moze lepſure of hun 034k had 
ſo diſpleaſed her. Aud cutting the dee alter her with 2 peritiee 
dart viable to reſiſt her paſſtoꝛts, ſha calt hor fete bppen her 
bedde, and with tcares trick'ing down? her Chekes, with 
ſighes that interrupted the cleare paſſage oi the lech, ſher ſayde 
with a ſoft voyce. Oh vahappie Parnecfſe Floricbella, what 
vuluckie hours was that wherein thou diddeſt goe to ſ& that 
curſed aducnture ? that hath beene the cauſe of theſe thy toz⸗ 
ments and anguiſhe of heart, makuig thee heercafter bondllaue 
to griefe, and in the ende game thy fravome by death.

turned from the ſearch, among who. n was the king himſelfe mad 
with anger, that he could nat heare of the two knights that fue 
his Couſens. Among this troupe, had Pal.n-o occaſion to go in, 
and ſo went vnto the Pynes mouth, whoſe doze was ſhut , and 
ka ling whether it might bee opened, hee found the Locke vene 
weake, to; the dwꝛe vſed onelie to be (hutte, becauſc that ſe⸗ 
cxet might not bee diſcoucred, 
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And lo returned to the Cite, and bzought ſome victualles fo; hin 
ſelle and his compamon,whercwith, bering almoſt tenne a ciocke, 
he came to Don Bryanell, where with a god ſtomacke they ſupt, 
hauing eaten nothing ſince their comming from Miriana,and has 
mng done, P alinco ſaid, Let vs be gone, foziflonger wee faye, 
the Wing and the Conatie may haue ſupt, and ſa wer bee lockt 
out of te Pallace.

who ſaid vnto him: You paſſe me, in Iiſgnſiag your ſelſe, incur 
ring no leſſe daunger, then J doe: fo2 it with the many lightes J 
be known by mine armoz, in the Pallace, von are like to ſuffer 
me. But what ſhal wer do (ſaid don Bryane:) There can we do 
no othcrwile replyed he but in the cittie we way better ſhiſt. And 
being come thither, by the way they met two oꝛ thꝛee Pages, Pa- 
lineo ſtepped to one, and taking him by the cloake, made as hex 
would dzawe his ſwoꝛd, the Page feared therewith, left it hun, 
and got away, crying out, they would murther hun.

(hift to get it with little labour, Nowe ſo the Godcs helpe mee 
ſaid Don Bryancli) it was well done, and the quickneſſe you per⸗ 
zmed it with, makes me thinke you haue not a ſeawe times vſed 
it. Vou ſap true anſwered Pal ineo) foꝛ ſoine time though nes 
ceſſitie, F haue helped my ſelfe with like deuiſes, which is nothing: 
foꝛ in neede, this cloake was as well mine, as his that woare it, 

and perchaunce moꝛe tw, 
In this manner arriued they at laſte in the Pallace (after the 
clocke had ſtroke tweluc) where the Bing was yet at Supper, 
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ad metting with the Captaunc ofthe kings grard , thinking they 
belonged to the Ceuntie, demaunded whenee at that tune they 
tame. They replyed , we came from ſeking thole kinghtes, the 
Ring our Soucraigne cemmaunded to be bꝛought vnto hun, and 
not finduig them, we returned to vnarme our ſclucs.

Vet foꝛ alltheir haſte, their appeared many burning toꝛ⸗ 
ches, at whoſc light, they ſaws the fearefull Gyant comming, 
with annghtie Pace in his handes, Another way came there 
ſixe nights alreadie armed, 

Don Bryanell required Palineo fo aſſault the Knights , while 
he withſtode the Gyant, who if he had thought thom to bee but 
two alone, had not armed him: and rayſiag his heaue Mate, 
would haue diſcharged it vppon his aduerſarie, but he ſtepping a⸗ 
ſide, made him loſe the blowe, and wanting his shield, hoyſted a- 
loft his ſwozd, with both handes, and grounded it with nughtis 
foꝛce, vpon the Gyants head, whereon he woze a bzazen Scull, 
which being cutte, made him a little wound, The Opant nothing 
regarding the blowe, would have plucked hun to bim, but don 
Bryanel| ſeeing death befoꝛe his cyes if once the Mace twke him 
full, ſtraight caſte himſcife vrpon hun, and with muchado wz zung 
the Mace out ol the Oyants handes, but he twke don Bryane! bes 

twirt his armes, thinlung to ſtifle him, but he with a valiant hart, 

dꝛewe his dagger, and ſtabd it to the hiltes, twiſe oz thꝛile in the 

pants bzcaſt, who ſœling himſelfe deadly wounded, let hun go, 
and d2cwe fo2th a mightie Courtleaxe that hung by his ſide and 
with it ſtroke at don Dry ave'l, which he ſeeing teme light to his 
head, ſtarted aſide, vet fog all that, it cut his heline quite dawne on 
the one ſide, and deſcending lower, it parted his armoꝛ, wounding 
him ſo2:ly on the ſide pet not dangerouſly, Don Biyanceh Wone 
blue (troti© at his leg, which the Gyant fo; haſte, hauing net ar- 
med, was clcac cut of making hun lite a tower fal to the ground: 
wher roaring like a lyon, within a little while, he gaue gis ſoule to 
him, that though his cuill woꝛkes, had o gexpected it. 

Winch done, don Pryanell went to helpe Palinco, that was 
in allerce combatte, with the Knights o the Callle, which were 
all there: among whome , hee ſhebo d the bꝛaue courage okhis 
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minde, and had lame alreadie fonre, and with the reſt chough 
with daunger) hee behaued hunſelfe very bꝛauelie, which highly 
contented Don Bryancll, that loked on, butthinking it no time 
to be pdle, vahantly aſſapled the knights, felling two dead at two 
blowes , and not long after, the reſt not able to ſuffer his moztall 
blowes, fledde downe towards the Caſtle Gate, where the Poz⸗ 
ter trying to open it, to call foz helpe, but all his labour was in 
vaine, which the knightes ſ@ing, returned againe to their aducrs 
ſaries, where quickly they fell bꝛeathleſſe at their feete , with all 
the reſt of the Foztes, leauing none of the Gyants companie as 
inc in the Caſtle 

This diſpacht,theſe two bzaue Warriours ſearched about the 
Caſtle, to ſee il any were hidde, but finding none, don Bryanc|! 
ſaid. We haue done ill, in not ſawng one, to doe what we would, 
and ſcrue vs at our neede. Greene not hereat (replyed Palineo) 
fo2 wee haue no ſuch buiſineſſe, noz neede maze (eruicc, then J 
can doe, being not ſo derpely wounded, chat we ſhould requure as 
ny ſuch helpe. | 
\ Pouſaye well (aunſwcred don Bryanell but vnleſſe J be de- 
triued, pou are ſoze wounded, and mp ſelfe am in like caſe , and 
bcfo;e we loſe moze blod Jet vs ſet D. marty no at libertic, Be 
it ſo rcplyed Palineo:) and ſo tee the keyes of the Paiſon from 
the Pozters five, and opened it, where they found hum oucrladen 
with boultes and Jrons, pale, mcgre.and weake, fo2 want of ſu- 
ſtenance, taſting no fodc ſometime in two, noꝛ thx dayes,whom 
thc knights ſæing, cou! d not ſtay the tearcs in theu cyrs,knawing 
hun to be one cf the loyaleſt nights liuing in thoſe dayes, Da - 
mar:yno ſeeing thoſe knightes enter in that manner,ſaiv, What 
would you with mec Rnightes 2 is pour Loꝛd now contented to 
end my like, which would ber no little comiozte to my many toz⸗ 
ments? 

Palineo no longer ab's to conte ale himſelfe, vnlac ing his helnie, 
with great top to ſee him aliue, ſaid thus. Pou hare no cauſe fo 
care vs meſt loyalt Knight, being new at length (ct af libertie 
by the handes ofthis valiant night, to wheme ycu are no leſſe 
bopnd, then foz your life. 
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And by yours(ſatd Don Briancl / foꝛ without yu, unn had little 
atiailed. UAheruppon taking away bis irons with grecbalednelle 
he imbꝛaced Palineo,ſaping, J did aſſure my elfe. mp meli deare 
frend,you would not falle me in my neccfiitic , fo2 in fiich times 
true friends are knowne, moꝛe then in p2oſperitte , and hi ming 
himſelfe to Don Brianell, craued to kiſſe his hands ſauig his per⸗ 
fon x that god derde required his dutie, Don B' 151336 | Cyrwed hun 
the like courtcſie,and taking hun vp,ſaping.{y.* ic. * litle hee 
had don, he deſerued no ſich thanks, being bourt is m oꝛc the chat 
foʒ hum foz her ſake, that ſent hum, Sir kmghts [6 Dama tyno, 
J haue certaine ſeruants in pꝛiſon ſome where about ties C- alle, 
foꝛ I know they were bꝛought in with me, them pꝛay you let vs 
free. ſo they went to ſeke them, and Damarty no greatly wondꝛed 
to ſee ſo great ſlaughter by two mghts. 

And after they had found the ſeruants Don Brianel and Palineo, 
they were laid in two beds, in the Caflle , vnd were cured by one 
of Damartynos ſeruants, that were very ſkilfull in that ſcience, 
and there they continued certaine dates, fill they were wel, gung 
o2der , that ik any came from the king, they ſhould be admitted to 
them. But Don Bryanell the firſt day , required one of the ſer⸗ 
nants ſecretly to fetch their hozſcs, where they had left them, whuh 
ſo fone as it was darke, was done, that not a little contented Don 
Bryanel,fo2 he highly pꝛyſed his hoꝛſe, being neuer a bettet in that 
whole kingdome, and thꝛough the hurly burly in that Cittie, none 
remembzed they within the caſtle.

Damarty no taking it, opened it, and read 
it, to this cited. | 
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He diſinherited Quecne of Antioch, Aurora,Princeſle of 
Miriana, to thee the moft loyaleſt of all creatures, her lo- 
ung Knight, Damantvnoof the Valley, gouernoui of our 
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Kingdome, by our will, chough by aftrangers hand, health. I 
knowe the vahappie chances, ouerthrowes, and vatouitunate 
miſaduentures, aue not beene vaknowne to thee , as the man 
that hath ſuſtained che hke)which haue by the prouiſion of our 
unmortall Gods befallen the King Pomęeiano thy Lord, and 
my deare Father as alſa the feared abicnce of my perſon lo ne- 
cellatie to eſcape the ſurie of the Prince Pe tianeo, f Pei ſia, 
and Dou Gallaneo of Antioch. And now repoſiug my cont1- 
dence on tlie high eſtate of thy deſcent, in the great loyalty l 
laue knowninthee,S& by the loue my father bare thee, (whole 
death partly on {,meof them1s reuenzed , asthis knight will 
more at large tell thee I hope the like thall allo be ſvene in thy 
preſence,through thy meanes) and order: eyther by my com- 
ming in perſon to thefe, or with an hoaſt of men, ſuſſicient to 
regaine our 11ghts; tor which cauſe I ſend thee , this valourous 
kght, excellent not onely in atmes, but in al things elſe, requi- 
red in a noble mũ. Wich lum [halt thou dete mine the beſt, and 
the peeclie ſt meanes, tor tlieſe allaires we mooue, but the Gods 
protect thee , and preletue thee in tliat ſtate of loialtie, which 
thou cuer glowueltin, 


So ſone as Damartinohad read this letter, did again imbꝛace 
Don B une, ſaping. could not haue oꝛ deſire better newes, the 
thelc lic kinght to comet my afſic ed hart, io ping lo knew ofthe 
welfare ol my ſouera gne. But how ſhal we do, fo2 this tyꝛant and 
vſurpuig king | ramoſcan' , is fo mightie and ſtrongly fo2tified 
in thꝛs land, that we may hardly oppolc our ſe us againſt his fo2- 
ces: Jain of cpimion fund hne ſenig we cke to begin fo great 
an enterpꝛiſe, we malic it knowire Vito the Dulie ot Siluamia to 
Whoin, hauuig Don Gallanco granted all his liuuigs, the viur- 
per hath now foꝛ ſome cauſ:s diſconter;ted, 4 hee 5 wm aſſured lre- 
lg you at kvertic will not deme all his aid alliſting you, to rcoh⸗ 
fainc that which he hath loſt, oꝛ elſe iwle what he hath new. I do 
very well like what rot haue ſaid ceplied D ama: ty no and there ⸗ 
fo:e you and J will to moꝛrow go to hun, lcau:s this Unight in 
che caſtle to anſwcre any that comes from the Cittic.

What be'cll Don B:iiane'l and his companions , withſthe 
Knights of the Lions, und how knowmy ohe another, they all 
returned tothe Cillle. 

Vo parts ofthe night were oucrpaſt,wize the dazel ung light

Ne (auth the hy gy 
ry, they were not gone fir miles from the Titre, but they ſaw com⸗ 
ning towards them, he way toop wen two knights, the bꝛaucſt 
and gallanteũ that cucr they (aw , they beought with them fir pas 


ges, al vn5 faire hoꝛſes. Did you cuer ſic gatlanter knights m vcur 


lifc,laiv Doi Brianell to Damar: n-? Notruipreplicd he. Amur 
our ſel , ſud Pulnco,thiy be not of this country, foznone here 
can ſit a jc ꝛſe, nos manaac hum ls bꝛaue r: vet by their arino; che v 
ſeme noucl kmahte. cc hat inakes you think lo, (ud don Briane'? 
Bocauſe they haue on the no ſuch ſignes as cou, (ep he Wher⸗ 
hy it ſcenics chey haue not bin n man cõbats oʒ at icaſl with chat 
armoꝛ, and if eu think god , it would not be aniſig to try Uthe 
ſubddence dolh ogre with their ſhewe. 
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Do not ſo laid the pꝛudent Damartyno put not your iclfc to ſuch 
ti vall, foz oftentumes combats are iclitngly begtm, but in carnetk 
ende* ,eſpertally,Licauſe me thinks, your knights wil bꝛatꝛely d fẽd 
themſelues. Tluh this talk they came mgh one to the other, wher⸗ 
by they lawe them armed, in aroſe celoured armoꝛ, excteding rich 

and curioullp grauen, with many Lyons, crowncd with lau rell 

wꝛeathes, one of them ſtepped fon vard, and meeting the thꝛer 
knights in the ]acrſian tongue ſalutcd them, they did the Ine, with 
much curteſie. Come pou fir knigyts, ſaid he of the Lions) from 
the citie of Antioch Ytcs replud the) we peſterday tame thence, 
But why do pou aſke it? Becauſe ſaid hec) J go in ſearch of a 
Hight, whome J hope to finde there: it may be you know e hun. 
TU 5.t deuiſe wearcs he in his armour? ©2 what is is name, de⸗ 
manded they? J knowe not howe he may call hunſelfe this wap, 
replied he ofthe Lyons.) But he weares a tawnep Armoꝛ, with 

à ſca waue, and on his ſhield ingrauen the Picture of a moll faire 
Ly: at. d J knewe ifhe be in theſe parts, he cannot but be named 
acto: duig to the courage and high valour ol his minde. Don Br1- 
znellheuug this, bought they demanded for Don Bellianis, and 
becauſe he ſpalic n the perſian language, he imagined he was gen 

from Bollera where he had left hun, an d that this nught be ſcme 
friend of his. that lollc web him:and deſirous to be better int med 
of chis, ſaid. Thus knight you aſke foꝛ c not ui this countrey, But 
if ou Wil tell nic what you would with him, Jle tell yeu where 
vcu map finde hun: foꝛ though this knight is no leſſe named then 
vou ſap, none can giue you better inſtruction of him then J. That 
k unc would ſpeabe with hum, there is nothing J mcze deſire: 
therefoꝛe pou may greatly fauour me, to tel me the place ot his a⸗ 
bode witholit farther queſtion, J will tell ycu (ſaid don B ianell) 
and let me knowe pour name: J am called the knight ofthe Liens 
laid he J am neuer the wiſcr ©: that name ( replied d on Pane) 

and thcrefoze vnleſſe you be moꝛe plauic, vou ſhal net knew o me 

what pou Wrld,Pou are aſtrange man (ſaid the linight cf the li 
ons to deme me my requeſt.hauing told you my name, ſoꝛ in that 

you know me not, I am not bound to teil pou, who mp orandſi x 

was. It is ameruale pou are not knowne anſwer.d Pa me) 
hauung 
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hung ended ſo manp aduentures, with that armour, Which they 
ſo teſliſte, ſeming wondꝛous battered, and it map be a wonder, 
you were not without farther queſtion knowne, ſince the Kings 
dome of Au tioch is ſo full of pour pꝛoweſſes. Uherewnto the 
Unightob the Lyons thus replped. By your woꝛdes J perceiue, 
becauſe ⁊ ſhould not by you haue ſaid, what you did by me, vou ſo 
haue maigled pour armoꝛ, and not that with them, vou haue been 
in any fight: And ik yon haue in you, ſuch deꝛdes as woꝛds, pꝛoud⸗ 


ly to bꝛeathj vnſeemeſp ieaſts, J gladly would bꝛeake a launce with . 


pou, vpon condition, that if vanquiſh vou, this knight be bound 
to tell me what I demaunded, and if J be vanemſhed, yours ſhall 


be my arm eur, that you map implope them in luch enterpꝛiſes 
vou ſp:at;2 of. Be it as you pleaſe (anſwered Palineo) it my com- 


panton will agree to the conditien. Jam content (ſaid Don Bry- 
nne.) Vherupon Pal:ineo turned him abuot to take his carrerc, 
ſo did the knight ofthe Lions, with great furie meeting in the 
middeſt of their courſe, and ſaying themſelues in their ſaddles, 
their incounters were ſo ſtrong, that the Knight ofthe Lions loſte 
his ſtirropes: ut Palinco by the fterce ſhoute, was vnhoꝛſt clean 
ouer his hozſe cropper : and his aduerſarie paſte away with moſt 
gallant continent, towards don Bryanell, that much wondꝛed at 
the bꝛaue incounter, to hum thus ſaying. Sceing ſir Knight) in 
vou remaincs , to diſcharge the condition of our controucrſie , A 
intreate you to ſatiſſie ny demande: Don Brvane!] being abeut 
to anſwere him, arr ird Palinco, ſaping. Knight of the Lions, 
let vs end our battell, fo2 though J haue fallen, Jam net cuer⸗ 
tome. J am bound to no moꝛe (lad he hauung (awd J would but 
bꝛeake one launce and ſince pou are fallen, cu haue no reaſen 
lo vꝛge this any moꝛe, Lit that this Eight dec kerpe hie pꝛomiſe. 
Let him be uwged firſt oucrtome ſaid don ] ryanell and the reſt 
Gall quickly be fulfilled, But the ether Bnight ofthe Liens, fees 
ing this, went to them, ſaying, There tan ro riaht iudgement be 
giuen on this controuerſie, foꝛ both yeu will ſay he is not van qui⸗ 
ſhed, though he be, But 3 will trie it with yon (ard he towards 
don Brianell, which of them is vanqurſhed,and theretoꝛe paſſe no 
ſentence hercon, foz our battell ſhall arbitrate it, and what we ciſe 
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Don Briaenl! perteiuing that the knight thꝛeatned hun, made no 
anſwere, but raincd his hozſc about, cowchung his Lance to mecte 
his aducrſarie,who was nothing lack to do the like, And like two 
furious lions incountred with mightic kirength, maling the earth 
tremble vnder them. 

The Pꝛince don Bryanell entountred the knight ofthe Lions, 
in ſuch ſo2t, that penetrating his ſheelde and armoꝛ, hec made him 
bed his head backwards vnto his hoꝛſe croper. But the knight of 
the Lyons, ſtroke him on the vyſoꝛ of his helme, which being of 
a fine temper, xt ſiſted there the furie of the Launce , which foz all 
that, bꝛeake his laces, making it flie from his head, conſtraining 
him to ſaue hun elfe, vy holding about his hoꝛſes necke, almoll be⸗ 
ſides hiniſelic : thinking he had loſt his eyes. In this maner tote 
he a v hule, til he reccucred his ſences, and then ſeeing his aduerſa⸗ 
rie come towards him, with his ſwoꝛd dꝛawne, aſhamed of his ac⸗ 
cident, uid mad with rage, did the like, couet ing his head with his 
ſheelde,fo2 want ofa helme. But tre he could do ſo, he was ſodain⸗ 
ly knowne by the knight of the Lyons, and hee that iouled with 
him, thuiking he had done him ſome greate harme, ſheathed his 
ſwoꝛd, and in the Orerkiſh tongue, ſaid. Stay Pꝛince of Macc- 
don, ſoʒ ou muſt not combatte with me. Which don Bryanell 
ſer ing, did the like, and ſaid, Who are pou, that knewes me in a 
ftrange land: The Bnight not replying,vulaceo his helme, whem 
ſtraight Don Bryanell did ſo to, demanding foz his dearc Bꝛo⸗ 
ther Don Bellianis:? He is very farre from hence (rt plyed Don 
Bry ane ll.) But what is that valiant knight that comes with you: 
At is my Bꝛother Don Clai ineo of Spaine (anſwered he) and J 
doe greatiy ioy to haue met with you, foz elſe we knewe not what 
todo, 

By this Don Claiineo was thither tome, and with great loue 
unbꝛaced him, and (aid, To the great wonder of Damartyne 
and Pa inco, to ſet (heir god agræment, it had almeſte coſte vs 
drare, o kne we of eu againft pour wil, what we required, and 
J aſſure pcu, it cou longer concealc your ſelfe,J will no mioꝛc ſake 
you, 

Wee are in aflrange Land (replyed Don Bryane!l) therefeze 
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can J do no otherwiſe, thaugh moꝛe danger it ſhorld coſt me. But 
what ſhall we da? fo; thinking to finde you in necellitie, the Em⸗ 
pcroz and vs, ſhipt our lelues with ons hundzed thouſand men, 
which are not karre from hence. Foꝛ knowing vou were come to 
reſtoꝛe the Pꝛinceſſe Aurora to her kingdome, we departcd to aid 
You, 

Where left von my Lozd the Emperour, demaunded Don 
Br; ancl'? 2 is not with vs? J aſſure you anſwere Lucidamore) 
foz he and Sauian of Trebento were ſeparated from vs, by a cer- 
taine aduenture. All this talked they, that Dama: tyno and Pali- 
neo did not vnderſt and, though they thought they knew one ano⸗ 
ther. 

Wherefo:e don Brianell ſaid to the Pʒꝛinces, it behwucth you to 
ſap, that the Souldan of Babilon hath ſent this arinie, to plant the 

unceſle Aurora, in her kingdome, that theſe knights may moꝛe 

illingly further vs: foz in theſe affaires, thep are very fozward. Js 
my bzother here, demanded Den Clarianeo, and my Couſin, the 
Pzince Arhileo 2 Jleft them in Perſia (replied Don Brianell) in 
a blodic controuerſie againſt the Douldane , about the death of 
Don Galfeo ef Antioch, As it poſſible ſaid (Don Clarianeo 2) 
A aſſure vou, vou haue greatly gladded me with the death of that 
traytoꝛ: but tell me, did my bꝛother Don Bellianis killhim: e did 
(anſwered Don Brianell, and hereafter J will infoꝛme vou al the 
manner how. And now aducrtiſe your Pages to ſav, vou all now 
come away from Babylon, So they thall , ſayde Don Clarya- 
neo, \ 

Mhercupon Don Brianell called to him Palineo, (that was 
much abaſhed at his fall and ſaid to him and Damarryno., You 
are (ſir knights)to giue the immoꝛtal gods great thanks, foz direc⸗ 
ting our affaires better then wee wiſhed, foz theſe knights are my 
nerre kinimen, and foz whome J would vndertake any danger in 
the woꝛld. J ſpeake this Sy2 Palineo, becauſe you ſhould not ver 
pour ſelfe at pour chance, noꝛz diminich pour cod will towards 
me, ſoꝛ what is paſt. And beſides all the, they are come about the 
ſame matter we haue in hand landing a ſtrong army, ſent to this 


end, frõ the Soldan of Babilon: which wil not autle help vs, being

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here hard by: CAherekoꝛe tonſider what beſt we may do, fo2in 
tis no2 in any thing elle, none ol vs will in no manner contradia 
your counſaile. Whercunto Palu:coſounewhat comlozted, made 
this aniwere, | 

I cou:5 not haut reteiued greater comfo2t fo2 my eucrthowe 
then this, being done by ſuch a kmght,and pour Aliye , to2 which 
tauſe, he onely deſcructh to nan the honoꝛ of all aducnturcs in the 
world. therfoꝛe do J remain no leſſ. bound to hes ſeruice, though 
I belæue he little rieedce it, then hereto oꝛe J was to pours, I do 
greatiy th anke vou Sir knight laid Don Cla meg, thinking my 
{cv happie to haue met you, and do reioyce we came not to handy 
blow.s, veing farc to hanc beetio vanquiched by pou, as pour cours 
teous wonde, ſuſdicientiy ds ſhewe. And thereſoꝛe, 3 do ſurrender 


ol the honour of the vigone to you. as veur due, und reſtuig yours 


oꝛ eucr , as m future dic s ſhall appzwnue , And ſo unbꝛacing 
one another, erpeld al eruious rancoꝛ from their vauit hearts. 
This done, Damastyno aid: he thought good, they all returned 
to the Cillle, whence that moꝛa ing they were returned, where 
they nught conclude what ſhould be perfozmed , and that in che 
meane while, ene cf the Pages ſheuld goc and charge the Arnue 
to (tay where they had left it, till they receitied farther oder. This 
counſale being alowed, they ſent two of theyꝛ pages with tis cõ⸗ 
mand, and themiclucs returned to the Caſtlo, uhere haming reſted 
that day, they reſolucd that the pꝛinte Don Lucid imo! © A Da- 
mattyno, hould that night goe viite the army, and before the mez⸗ 
mig light, th. y thuld cõdus clot? to the walle g of AHtoch, Which 
they a readie knew to be in armes, with cbenc ene hundꝛedthon⸗ 
(421d ſighiing men, becauſ by their ſpyes thep were azucrtifed ot 
their power, and the vſer ping king acconnting them to bee enc⸗ 
mics, determined to meerte their w field, pet commar:ding the Cit⸗ 
te gates to be faſt ſhut, leak vnw cs it ſhuld be ſurpuled, cauung 
w:thin 40. thouſand men to defend it. And h wihthe Countp 
Gariano, ↄꝛqpared to ict och. Moꝛcouęr it was reſoued, that don

Wherewpon don Brian-1! ſetled himſelte in the paſl age, which 
being narrowe, he could ſcarce defend himſelfe. Palinco with 
greate courage, by the light ol many tozches, that were kindled, 
ſtepped to the Poꝛter, and with his (wo2d cleaning his head in 
two, at one blowe, ſnatcht the keyes from his (ide, but ere he did 
it, many kntxhtcs affaulted him, to giue him his death. The va- 
liant inte don Clarineo, not foꝛgetting what he had to do,ſtept 
befo2c, to defend hun, beftowing ſo mightie and moztall blowes, 
on cucry one which appꝛoched, that they fledde from him as from 
the pꝛeſence ol death. Sy this time had Palinco , thzongh his 
ſpcedic diligence , opened the gate, had not the fearefull 'Tramo- 
leano hearing that ſuddaine accident thrre) with an inſinit num⸗ 
ber of knights, returned with his heauie Mace, ramming w ſuch 
a furie, that if don Clarmeo had not ſtepped behmde the dead 
bozfes and knightes, that he had ſlaine, he had wend2onſly ſcaped 
his life, at that firſt fury ofthe hoꝛſes intounters, but doing as is 
ſaid, he wounded the mightie Gyants hoꝛſe, thzuſting his ſwoꝛd 
quite thꝛough his head, that the furious beaſt, in ſuch manner = 
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ſed hunſelfe, that he oucrthzews his Haiſler. The treachercus 
Countie Galliano, would haue done the like by Palineo, but te 
ſtepping aſide, tumbled him from his hoꝛſe, with one biowe. Ard 
tert unely, they could not haue giuen two better blews,then their, 
that moʒe might helpe them. Foz when the Gyants knights, that

without the cittie. And the gy ant ſeeing him therc, ruſht in, to hold 
him, whyle his men did kill him, but hauing no aduantage in 
ſtrength ouer hint, don Clarineo to ſcape from his handes, bꝛaue⸗ 
lie pluckt him to him, that boch fell downe, where hee was pitti⸗ 
ouſly wounded, and had not his ſtrong armour delended him, he 
there had left his life. And getting from the Gyant,he began with 
them a moſt cruell fight with ſuch danger as any may imagine.) 
Wlhhom Palinco (ing ſo oe wounded, wõdzed how hs bꝛeathed. 
Don Bryanell was in no leſſe perill,foz ſo many layd on him, with 
haſte to paſſe by, that he bleeded as faſt as any ofthem. Jn this 
daunger were they all thꝛee, loking fo:nothing but death, though 
the Ring and Trapter County, were wounded no lefle then they. 
Foz Don Clarineo minding to leaue his life reuenged, ſo laide 
on them and others, that all were unbꝛuer in their owne blods, 
And wholoeucr then had (&ne them, would haue rather iudged 
them ſo manp raging Tigers, oꝛ hungrie Lions, then knights, ho⸗ 
ping of no ſucco2 of the without:foz thogh they pꝛocured to enter, 
could not appꝛoch the gates,being defended by d gyants gariſon. 
While this thus paſte,at ſuch time as the giuer of the b2ight light 
illuminated the darke night, there came downe a vallep, not farre 
from the cittie, a mightie pillcr of fire, 4 after it, foliowed a knight, 
with two ofthe vglieſt gyants, that euer were ſ&nc, who with 
ſuch furious ſpeede as doth a thunderbolt bꝛeake thꝛeugh the aire) 
appzoached to the Mall, and ſette a Ladder againſt it, 
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The knight that came with them, whole armoꝛ was all garniſhcd 
with Baſinſas, alighted from his hoꝛſe, and without let of any 
that were below,he mounted thereon to the top ofthe wall, where 
ha beſtowed ſuch deadly blowes, that ere they were aware of hum, 
he had tumbled aboue fiftic oucr it dead. Don Lucidamote, that 
ſuch hanghtic pꝛoweſſe ſaw in one night, leauing his armie te 
Dunartty nos charge, quickly climed the ladder, and ſcarcely was 
he on the top, when the giants taking it, returned the way, and in 
te maner they did come, leauing the beholders amazed with 
wonder, The knight of the Baſi iue tomming, inſtructed in 
what he ſheuld do, deſcended certaine ſteps of ſtone that were in 

the wall, beating downe on both üdes many knights befozc him, 
clearing the way foꝛ don Lucidlamore, that followed hum, ma- 
king no leſſe ſlaughter then he, on that rebellious people. at length 
he arriued at the gate where don B:1anel! was wearie and tyꝛed, 
who ſceing the night ofthe 1BaSliſnes, thinkinghim to be one of 
his enemies, ſtroke him a mightie blow, dut he knowing him, de- 
fended it with his ſheeld, and ruſht in where he was:there ſpied he 
Clarnieo, that had befoze him aboue thirtie Ringes lane , and 
then with one blowe; thꝛewe the Countie Gar1ano dead to the 
carth,but was in ertreame daunger, becauſe he loked to the truſty 
Palinco, who though the much blond he had loſt, was in a trance, 
that he was faine to beare him cloſe to the wall, where he kept 
hun befo2e, himſclfe making ſtupendions dedes. And there arri⸗ 
ung thr knight of the Baſiliſks, in the Grerkiſh tongue he ſayde 
Courage, bꝛaue knight:foz you are alrcadic ſuccoured. At the ende 
of which wo2ds, with one mightie blowe he cut off the Giants 
leg, that he fell downe,where he bꝛeathed his laſt, and beating a- 
way all the knights about him, he quickly frecd that Gate, ſtep- 
ing both vnto the Poztall thereof, where Lucidamore, and don 
Brianell were. And the tropes that were without, ſering they 
coulo not enter in, had oucrthzowne all that fide, making a great 
bꝛeach in the wall, thzough which ten knights might eaſily paſte 
togither, with ſuch furie pꝛelſling in, that they extreamely were 
oppꝛeſſad. Defend you this entrie (ſaid don Clarineo, to the 
knight of the 1Baſtliſke) while J open yonder gate, which he — 
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ſo b2anely,that in deſpight of them that fiſt arriued, he fi: ouer⸗ 

thꝛew aboue flue hundꝛed dead, and deadly wounded, making the 

reſt giue place vnto his puiſſant ſlrokcs. Don Clanneo Went to 

P.1:neo fo; the Beyes. Which he by no means would let go cut cf 

his handes, and with them opened the gatc. TWihich bemg ſane 

ol the campe, with great clamours app2oached to enter into the 

Citie. The tzmght ok the Baſthſkes,and his con: panions, percci⸗ 

uing it, withdꝛe we thenilelues to ging that uric place, with whole 

arriuall the battell in ſuch manner was renued, that the place was 

filled with heaped Yountames of dead men: and this becauſe the 

King Tramo!lcanos multitudes were münite, and expert. and 

knowing that il they loſt the Titic, they ſhould all pay the tribute 

of their deathcs by their enemies ſwozdes, fought like mad men. 
But the Pꝛintes hauing recoucred ther: knights, togither with 
the knight ol the Baſiliſnes, and don Clarineo , haning aſſurcy 
the pcrſon of Palineo, whem he founde with lie, vmeing thems 
ſelues,pzeſſingm the thickcſt ofthe battell,with ſuch ccurage, as 
they augmented in themſelues , with defire ts ſ& thoſe affaires 
terminated with a god ende. The currcuts of blad begannc to 
runne about ſo faſt like Riucrs deſcending from ſo many meun⸗ 
taine toppes. Damarty no conſideriug that the Citie u cuide 
hardly be wenne by that meanes, by reaſon of the marie pceple 
within to defend it, commaunded all his men ts name alcude the 
Bꝛunceſſe Aurora, which they ſo did, ſaying, Antioch, Antioch, 
fo: the Pʒinceſſe Aurora, Which crie and name, the people of the 
Tountrey hearing, and thinking their Ladic and P;incclle was 
there, whom they lo grealy deſired,abandoned the men belonging 
as well vnto the traptour Countie,as the Gtant, and withdzewe 
themſeluts, which they had not don in the beguming becauſe they 
thought them enemies vnto the Citie, and land, themſelucs crying 
within as the others did without, trampling vnder their hozſe 
holes, and maſſacring without pitie thoſe traitoꝛs, in ſuch ſoꝛt, to 
reuenge themſelues, ſoʒ theoutrages done by them, that ere it was 
wonne, they left not one aliue to beare the newes of their delola⸗ 
tion, hauing ſlaine that moꝛning aboue fourcſco2c thouſand, wan⸗ 
ing not aboue fire thouſand Ch ʒiſtians. And this hapned thꝛeugh 
Oo Damarty no; 
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Damani nos policie, Which ik it had not bene though their aduer⸗ 
ſaries had alia ui the end ail died hy the woꝛd their lolles had bin 
int. This done, don Lucidamore cauſed to be pꝛoclauncd, that
